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GENERAL    11  KM  ARKS. 

In  the  statements  which  follow  will  be  found  classified  abstracts  of 
the  expenditures,  during  the  four  years  of  my  administration  of  this 
Department,  on  account  of  Principal  and  Interest  of  the  State  Debt; 
the  Interest  paid  at  home  on  the  Domestic  Debt;  and  the  net  ex[)en- 
ditures  on  account  of  Educational  Institutions,  Benevolent  Institu- 
tions and  Prisons  and  Reformatory  Institutions. 

.It  is  believed  that  this  method  of  grouping  these  account'^  for  four 
years  will  prove  peculiarly  interesting  in  presenting  at  a  glanc^  the 
rapid  extinguishment  of  the  Principal  of  the  Debt;  the  equilly  rapid 
and  marked  reduction  of  the  Interest;  the  progressive  and  gr;iMfy- 
ing  decrease  in  the  cost  of  carrying  on  our  State  Prisons,  North  and 
South,  until  they  have  become  almost  entirely  self  supporting ;  and 
the  liberal  and  undiminished  support  received  by  our  Benevoient  and 
'Educational  Institutions. 

LIQUIDATION    OP    THE    FOREIGN    DEBT. 

In  the  statement  of  the  outstanding  indebtedness,  payable  at  Ncav 
^York,  furnished  by  the  Auditor,  it  will  be  observed  tliat  it  has  been 
reduced  to  $433,240  12;  and  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  inter- 
•  est  ceased  to  accrue  since  the  1st  September  last,  on  the  giaater  por- 
tion of  this  amount,  consisting  of  2|  and  5  per  cent,  certificates  now 
over-due,  and  that  the  remaining  $179,000  is  not  due  until  IbSl ; 
that  in  July  last  all  of  the  bonds,  5's,  2|'s  and  War  Loan,  were  called 
for  by  repeated  advertisements ;  and  that  the  holders  were  then 
informed  that  the  money  was  in  the  Agency  to  take  up  every  dollar 
of  them.  r\8  the  holders  of  the  War  Loan  bonds  seem  to  prefer  to 
retain  them  until  they  are  due,  the  State  must  continue  to  pay  inter- 
est at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent,  on  all  that  remain  outstanding.  With- 
out calling  for  additional  funds,  however,  the  Agency  is  in  condition 
to  take  up  the  entire  foreign  indebtedness. 


SINKING    FUND    TAX    TRANSMITTED    TO    NEW    YORK. 

The  amounts  collected  on  account  of  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund  Tax 
have  been  transmitted  to  the  Agency,  in  time  for  the  January  and 
July  payments,  as  rapidly  as  received  from  County  Treasurers.  Ow- 
ing to  the  slowness  with  which  some  of  the  heaviest  counties  some- 
times settle,  it  has  frequently  been  necessary  to  estimate  the  amount 
to  be  paid  in  by  them  in  order  to  make  the  largest  possible  reduction 
of  the  Principal  on  the  1st"  of  July;  and  the  amount  so  estimated 
has  been  at  once  sent  to  New  York. 

ACTION  OF  THE  STATE  DEBT  SINKING  FUND  BOARD  IN  JULY,  1870. 

The  receipts  for  the  present  year,  on  account  of  State  Debt  Sink- 
ing Fund  Tax,  amounted  to  scarcely  $700,000  up  to  1st  July,  in  con- 
sequence of  a  reduction,  in  the  rate  to  be  collected,  by  the  last  Legis- 
lature. Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  there  was  then  a  considerable 
amount  of  bonds  outstanding  above  that  sum,  it  was  determined  to 
take  all  of  them  up  that  would  be  presented.  The  Sinking  Fund 
Department  of  the  Auditor's  Office  purchased  $100,000  of  the  bonds. 
In  addition  to  this  a  draft  for  $164,923  24  from  the  United  States 
Treasury  to  Gov.  Conrad  Baker,  in  payment  of  part  of  the  military 
indebtedness  of  Government,  was  by  him  transferred  to  the  State 
Debt  Sinking  Fund  Board  to  be  used  in  liquidating  the  debt.  Thus 
reinforced,  the  Board  was  able  to  announce  in  New  York  on  the  1st 
of  July,  1870,  that  they  could  redeem  in  full  all  of  the  bonds,  and 
advertised,  furthermore,  that  interest  on  those  over- due  would  be 
stopped  on  and  after  the  1st  September  following. 

CONDITION    0,F    THE    DOMESTIC    DEBT. 

On  the  Domestic  Debt  the  interest  is  paid  to  ourselves,  and  our 
children  reap  the  advantages  of  the  payment  in  the  extraordinary 
facilities  afforded  them  for  free  education  throusrhout  the  length  and 
breadth  of  the  State. 

SETTLEMENTS    OF    COUNTY    TREASURERS. 

The  law  in  reference  to  the  settlements  made  by  County  Treasur- 
ers with  the  State  should  be  revised  so  as  to  require  them  to  make 
returns  and  pay  in  their  dues  by  a  certain  time,  in  default  of  which  a 
penalty,  similar  to  the  one  now  enforced  on  delinquent  tax  payers  in 
the  counties,  should  at  once  attach. 
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The  present  law  on  this  subject  is  eniirely  insufficient  and  no  pen- 
alty has  ever  been  imposed  under  it. 

In  cases  where  Treasurers  have  been  unnecessarily  dilatory  I  have 
addressed  them  a  Icttor  requesting  them  to  settle  at  once,  and  have 
us(  d  every  effort  in  my  power  to  have  the  settlements  completed  in 
the  time  contemplated  by  law.  It  affords  me  pleasure,  in  tliis  con- 
nection, to  state  that  I  am  not  informed  of  a  single  defalcation  in 
State  dues  during  the  time  I  have  had  charge  of  this  Department. 

OFFICE    OF    AGENT    OP    STATE. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  provision  has  already  been  made  for  tak- 
\r\<r  up  all  of  the  outstanding  over-due  bonds,  as  well  as  the  remain- 
ing War  Loan  bonds  due  in  1881 ;  that  the  State  Agency  has  been 
in  condition  since  July  last  to  take  them  all  up  ;  has  advertised  for 
them  ;  has  stopped  interest  on  those  over-due  ;  and  has  but  the  nominal 
and  trifiing  duty  to  perform  of  taking  up  the  remainder  as  they  may 
be  presented,  and  of  paying  interest  semi-annually  on  the  residue  of 
."S  179,000  War  bonds  which  the  holders  prefer  to  retain,  I  would 
r.ecommerid  that  the  office  of  Agent  of  State  be  at  once  abolished. 

CONSCIENCE     FUND. 

On  the  23d  May,  1870,  a  letter  was  received  by  mail  addressed, 
^'  Treasur  State  Indiana,  Indianapolis,  Ind'a,"  postmarked  New 
York,  May  21  3  P.  M  ,  Avhich  contained  a  ^1,000  greenback  note,  and 
a  scrap  of  paper  with  the  endorsement,  "Credit  permanent  School 
Fund  of  the  State  $1,000."     No  signature  or  date  was  attached. 

Notice  was  immediately  given  through  the  daily  papers  of  the 
reception  of  $1,000  in  the  manner  above  stated. 

On  the  21st  September,  1870,  a  similar  letter  was  received  by 
mail  containing  $360  in  lawful  money,  bearing  postmark,  "  Chicago, 
111.,  Sept.  20."  It  contained  a  scrap  of  paper  similar  to  the  other, 
with  the  endorsement,  "  Credit  School  Fund  State  of  Indiana  $360,'^ 
and  was  also  without  date  or  signature.  Notice  of  the  reception  of 
the  latter  amount  was  forthwith  published  in  the  daily  papers.  No 
further  advices  reaching  me  in  reference  to  the  letters,  they  have 
been  preserved  for  the  inspection  of  the  Legislature,  and  a  new 
account  has  been  opened  under  the  above  caption  until  such  time  as 
you  may  choose  to  appropriate  the  $1,360  to  the  Fund  specifically 
designated  by  the  unknown  senders.

THE  ANNUAL  EXHIBIT. 

The  above  table  of  annual  appraisements  and  increase  of  tax- 
able property  for  fifteen  years,  presents  some  features  worthy  of 
consideration.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  average  of  property  per 
capita  is  about  84.16,  and  that  the  average  annual  increase  is  about 
f25,500,000.  This  increase,  however,  is  very  uneqally  divided. 
The  average  of  the  three  years  upon  which  real  estate  appraise- 
ments occurred  is  about  86,000,000;  of  the  other  ^eais  a  little  over 
111,000,000,  This  enormous  difference,  $75,000,000,  which,  at  the 
late  rate  of  State,  Sinking  Fund  and  School  taxes,  would  make  a 
difference  of  over  8300,000  in  the  revenue,  is  due  to  the  accumu- 
lation upon  a  single  year  of  the  increase  in  the  value  of  real  estate 
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for  five  years.     As  the  actual  increase  has  undoubtedly  been  very 
nearly  the  same  for  each  year  of  the  five,  a  question  arises  as  to 
the  expediency  of  allowing  it  to  remain  virtually  untaxed  so  long. 
Would  not  shorter  intervals  of  appraisement  in  a  State  adding 
an  average  of  40,000  a  year  to  its  population,  and  ^25,000,000 
to  its  wealth,  be    likely  to  secure  a  more    equitable    adjustment 
of  taxes  to  values?     On  the  year  of  the  quinquennial  appraise- 
ment there  is  a  sudden  leap  upwards  from  an  average  of  fll,- 
000,000  of  increase  to  an  average  of  86,000,000.     If  the  rate  of 
taxation  is  not    reduced    the    property    holder    feels    his    burthen 
doubled  without  feeling  the  sudden  addition  to  his  wealth  which 
justifies  it,  for  it  has  come  to  him  by  slow  and  slight  degrees.     He 
complains  of  the  tax,  not  because  it  is  really  heavier,  but  because 
he  gets  a  four  years  load  in  a  lump.     If  the  rate  of  taxation  is 
reduced,  he  finds  that  the  aggregate  of  his  payment  is  not,  and  he 
complains  because  the  change  is  no  change  to   him.     During  four 
years,  consequently,  the  State  is  deprived  of  the  revenue  due  to 
the  actual  increase  of   taxable  realty,  and   taxes  are  maintained 
at  a  higher  rate  than  would  be  necessary  if  this  increase  could 
be  made  available.     It  is  obvious  that  the  more  nearly  the  tax- 
ing power  can  approach  to  the  actual  cash  value  of  the  property 
upon  which  it  must  operate,  the  smaller  will  be  the  rate  of  tax- 
ation,,  and    the    more    equitably  will    its    burthen  be  distributed. 
And  this  value  it  cannot  have  when  the  increments  of  each  year 
for  five  years  are  left  out  of   its  calculation.     The  evil  of  these 
long  intervals  of  appraisements  are  apparent  enough,  but  whether 
the  remedy  of  shorter  intervals  may  not  be  balanced  by  other  con- 
siderations is  not  so  clear.     Still,  it  is  worth  while  to  be  informed 
of  the  facts  developed  by  these   annual  statements  and  compari- 
sons. 

Another  feature  will  attract  attention.  The  capricious  and 
unexpected  variations  of  appraisements  from  year  to  year.  The 
aggregate  of  1870,  is  but  $6,767,699  greater  than  that  of  1869, 
while  that  of  1865,  is  -$50,575,554  greater  than  that  of  1864,  and 
both  are  years  next  after  the  appraisement  of  real  property. 
That  this  vast  difference  was  made  by  the  fancy  of  appraisers 
and  not  by  facts,  is  clear  enough.  There  was  no  appraisement 
of  realty  in  1865,  and  the  returns  of  personalty  went  back  to 
the  first  of  January,  upon  the  termination  of  the  war.  The  de- 
cline in  gold  from  1864  to  1865,  would  reduce  the  currency  (or 


taxable)  value  of  personal  property,  rather  than  increase  it,  and 
there  was  no  restoration  of  peace  to  make  a  change  of  values  by 
the  restoration  of  our  soldiers  to  productive  labor,  or  by  the 
stronger  assurance  of  a  safe  and  steadfast  government.  This 
capriciousness  is  noticeable  at  every  step  in  the  table.  That  it  is 
mischievousness  will  not  be  disputed.  And  to  its  evils  and  reme- 
dies the  following  remarks  are  directed. 

DEFECTIVE  APPRAISEMENT  SYSTEM. 

The  defects  in  our  system  of  appraising  property  for  taxation, 
whether  apparent  or  not  on  its  face,  are  glaring  in  its  unequal  and 
unjust  operation.  There  is  no  uniformity  of  taxable  values  and 
no  means  of  securing  it.  Consequently  the  public  burthen  is 
unequally  adjusted,  and  there  is  not  only  no  certainty  in  the 
estimate  of  the  aggregate  property  of  the  State  for  any  year, 
but  no  safe  data  for  the  comparison  of  one  year  with  another. 
This  uncertainty  makes  it  impossible  to  fix  any  rate  of  progress  or 
development.  While  appraisers  are  guided  by  no  standard,  and 
each  may  range  between  any  lower  limit  his  caprice  may  suggest, 
and  a  full  cash  valuation,  the  wealth  of  the  State,  and  the  basis  of 
legislative  action,  are  necessarily  indefinite  and  unfixed.  One 
year  may  show  an  increase  of  fifty  millions,  with  no  more  actual 
increase  than  a  subsequent  year  that  shows  a  decrease.  And  an 
aggregate  loss  may  appear  when  the  actual  increa.-*e  has  been 
large  and  permanent.  There  was  a  decrease  of  six  hundred  and 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  in  the  year  1867.  There  was  no  appraise- 
ment of  real  estate  in  that  year,  and  it  is  indisputable  that  many 
valuable  improvements  were  made  and  many  classes  of  business 
established,  and  there  was  no  adverse  influence  to  diminish  the 
amount  of  property  otherwise  invested  or  employed.  It  is  doubt- 
ful if  any  year  since  1840  would  show  any  actual  diminution  of 
taxable  values,  or  any  striking  difference  in  the  rate  of  increase. 
Wealth  and  population  grow  together  with  very  equal  progression 
In  a  State  so  largely  agricultural  as  ours.  And  population  has 
grown  with  such  steadiness  as  to  allow  a  very  safe  calculation  of 
its  amount  a  decade  ahead.  Yet  the  appraisements  have  varied 
with  a  capriciousness  that  sets  all  calculation  at  defiance,  from 
a  decrease  of  twenty  millions  to  an  increase  of  seventy.     This  re 
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suit  would  alone  be  enough  to  suggest  the  necessity  of  some 
amendment,  but  specific  results  demonstrate  it. 

The  State  Board  of  Equalization  last  year  in  their  memorial, 
stated  that  the  aggregate  appraisement  of  railroad  property  was  ten 
millions  of  dollars,  while  competent  judges  averred  that  its  cost 
was  eighty  millions.  Seven-eighths  of  this  property  paid  no  tax. 
and  the  consequence  was  a  heavier  burthen  upon  those  who  were 
more  fairly  assessed.  The  railroads  of  Ohio  were  valued  at  fifty 
millions.  Ours  are  but  little  if  any  less  valuable,  and  yet,  by  our 
loose  and  irresponsible  system  of  appraisements  they  were  taxed 
at  one-fifth.  In  the  census  of  1860,  our  roads  then  in  operation 
reported  their  cost  at  seventy  millions,  seven  times  their  appraised 
value  ten  years  later,  when  their  number  and  value  were  nearly 
doubled. 

The  total  appraisement  of  1869  was  six  hundred  and  fifty-five 
millions.  The  State  Board  of  Equalization  say  that  the  fair  cash 
value  of  the  property  thus  rated,  was  eighteen  hundred  millions. 
Allowing  that  they  have  made  too  large  an  estimate,  still  it  is 
unquestionable  that  the  appraisement  was  grossly  inaccurate. 
Place  it  at  twelve  hundred  millions,  as  may  be  safely  done,  and 
see  the  consequences  of  the  system  which  permits  so  wide  a  devia- 
tion from  the  truth.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  property  that 
makes  up  this  aggregate,  was  appraised  at  fair  rates.  The  remain- 
der must  have  been  put  at  one-third  to  one-fourth  its  value.  To 
raise  adequate  revenue  the  tax  is  fixed,  say,  at  twenty  cents.  The 
effect  is  that  fairly  appraised  property  pays  more  than  half  the  taxes 
properly  due  from  the  remainder.  This  is  not  all.  The  low  aggre- 
gate of  appraisements,  makes  a  high  rate  of  taxation.  Twenty 
cents  on  six  hundred  millions,  yields  no  more  revenue  than  ten 
cents  on  twelve  hundred  millions,  while  the  doubly  formidable 
figure  frightens  away  capital  and  industrial  enterprises,  which  hav- 
ing to  return  values  under  oath,  have  no  chance  of  the  liberal 
margins  of  railroad  property.  Low  taxes  encourage  immigration 
and  investment,  and  fair  assessments  produce  low  taxes,  and,  what 
is  more  important,  a  just  distribution  of  taxes. 

This  inequality  produces  not  only  an  unjust  distribution  of  the 
public  burthens,  generally,  but  it  works  especial  injustice  to  the 
poorer  classes  of  real  estate  owners.  The  value  of  a  small  farm, 
with  its  plain  house  and  cheap  outbuildings,  is  easily  estimated. 
It  is  all  seen  at  a  glance.     Not  so  with  a  highly  improved  farm  and 
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costly  residence.  The  assessor  sees  that  it  should  be  rated  high, 
but  not  how  high.  The  cost  of  its  numerous  appliances  for  con- 
venience, comfort  and  efficiency,  are  not  easily  seen,  or  if  seen,  not 
easily  appraised.  So  with  city  residences.  The  unpretending 
little  house  of  the  working  man  has  no  appurtenances  that  any 
householder  can  not  judge  of  pretty  accurately.  But  the  palatial 
mansion,  with  its  furnace  and  bath  rooms,  sewage  and  ventilation, 
carefully  planted  grounds  and  costly  interior  decorations,  may  be 
very  inadequately  though  very  honestly  estimated.  An  error  of 
one-fourth  in  the  appraisement  of  a  thousand  dollar  town  residence 
or  farm,  is  not  easily  made,  or  if  made  is  little  regarded,  for  its 
effect  on  the  duplicate  is  a  trifle,  but  an  error  of  one-fourth  in  a 
twenty  or  forty  thousand  mansion  is  easy,  and  the  effect  serious. 
One  loses  the  revenue  of  the  tax  on  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  the 
other  the  tax  on  five  thousand,  and  the  loss  must  be  made  up  from 
more  fairly  appraised  property.  Thus  the  rich  man  escapes  an 
important  part  of  his  tax,  while  the  poor  man  can  never  escape  any 
portion  of  his  large  enough  to  be  of  much  consequence  even  to 
him.  This  inequality  must  be  considerable,  even  under  the  best 
system  of  appraisement,  but  under  ours,  which  holds  the  assessor 
to  no  standard,  and  leaves  all  to  his  discretion  or  caprice,  it  is  infi- 
nitely greater.  The  poor  man  pays  pretty  nearly  all  the  tax  his 
property  can  be  fairly  burthened  with.  The  rich  man  hardly  ever 
does. 

One  further  illustration  of  the  operation  of  this  system  will 
suffice.  It  is  notorious  that  two  adjoining  farms  on  different  sides 
of  a  township  or  county  line,  or  two  city  lots  on  opposite  sides  of 
the  same  street,  are  appraised  with  no  reference  to  each  other  or 
the  value  of  either.  One  worth  no  more  than  the  other  is  set 
down  at  twice  as  much,  or  two  of  greatly  unequal  values  are 
appraised  alike.  Too  much  tax  is  taken  from  one  man  or  too  little 
from  another. 

Thus,  not  only  in  the  general  result  of  a  capricious  increase  and 
more  capricious  decrease  of  aggregate  values  from  year  to  year 
where  the  steady  growth  of  population  assures  us  of  steady  addi- 
tions ofwealth,  but  in  the  particular  effect  of  railroads  set  down  at 
one-eighth  of  their  cost,  one-seventh  of  the  cost  of  these  in  existence 
ien  years  ago,  and  one-fifth  of  the  appraised  value  of  the  railroads, 
no  more  valuable,  in  an  adjoining  State;  in  the  grossly  inadequate 
appraisement  of  other  property,  which  compels  a  high  rate  of  tax- 
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ation  and  repels  immigrants  and  capitalists;  in  the  inadequate 
appraisement  of  costly  property ;  in  the  unequal  appraisements  of 
equally  valuable  property,  and  in  the  unjust  distribution  of  the  pub- 
lic burthens,  we  see  how  glaringly  defective  our  system  of  appraise- 
ments is. 

REMEDIES. 

The  reports  of  this  office  have,  from  time  to  time,  suggested 
these  evils  and  indicated  at  least  partial  remedies,  but  as  wealth 
increases,  and  the  growing  needs  of  the  State  demand  increased 
revenues,  the  necessity  of  a  general  and  thorough  revision  of  the 
system  from  which  they  spring,  becomes  more  obvious.  The  fun- 
damental error  is  in  not  fixing  a  standard  by  which  assessors  shall 
be  governed,  and  making  them  responsible  for  deviations  from  it,, 
or  unjust  applications  of  it.  As  stated  by  the  memorial  of  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization  last  year,  there  is  no  safe  standard  of 
taxable  values  but  cash  values.  If  property  is  set  down  at  the 
price  a  bona  fide  purchaser  will  give  for  it,  the  nearest  practicable 
approach  to  justice  is  made,  and  the  greatest  certainty  of  equalized 
values  secured.  Of  course  there  will  be  differences  as  to  what  are 
cash  values,  but  the  differences  can  never  be  large,  and,  in  the  same 
township  or  city,  will  never  approach  the  enormities  that  would 
now  make  appraisements  a  huge  joke,  if  the  taxes  did  not  make 
them  a  huger  abomination.  The  law  should  require  cash  appraise- 
ments and  not  the  fancy  rates  of  accommodating  or  stupid  asses- 
sors. And  it  should  require  them  under  the  penalties  that  would 
make  disobedience  unpleasant.  The  effect  would  be  first,  such  an 
exhibit  of  wealth  as  would  do  justice  to  the  enterprise  and  industry 
of  our  people,  and  second,  such  a  distribution  of  taxes  as  would 
leave  every  dollar  to  bear  as  nearly  us  practicable,  its  fair  propor- 
tion of  the  public  burthen.  This  is  lamentably  not  the  case  now^ 
As  to  the  different  kinds  of  property  there  are  auxiliary  changes- 
which  will  be  best  considered  separately. 

AS  TO  RAILROADS. 

The  disgraceful  if  not  dishonest  appraisement  of  railroad  pro- 
perty and  the  means  of  amending  it,  have  been  presented  before  in 
the  reports  of  this  office,  and  the  recommendation  of  the  Governor. 
Probably  nothing  more  can  be  done  than  has  been  thus  indicated 
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The  appraisers  on  the  lines  of  railway  cannot  be  depended  on  to 
iix  a  fair  valuation.  However  influenced,  it  is  certain*  that  this 
action  is  inexcusably  careless  or  worse.  There  is  no  remedy  but 
in  the  State  Board  of  Equalization.  In  the  present  condition  of 
the  law  that  remedy  is  futile.  If  an  appraisement  be  shamefully 
low,  the  State  cannot  appeal  and  prove  the  necessity  of  a  change. 
If  a  railroad  company  think  it  too  high  they  can  appeal  and  have 
it  reduced.  The  operation  of  the  law  is  downward  always,  to 
greater  injustice  and  more  unequal  burthens,  stating  too  low  inva- 
riably, the  right  of  appeal,  limited  to  the  company,  compels  still 
lower  appraisements,  if  any  change  is  made  at  all.  This  is  all 
wrong.  It  is  a  matter  of  quite  as  much  consequence  to  the  people 
of  the  State  that  railroads  should  pay  fair  taxes,  as  it  is  that  they 
shall  not  pay  exorbitant  taxes.  The  State  should  have  the  same 
right  to  demand  a  review  of  railroad  appraisements  by  the  Board 
of  Equalization  that  the  companies  have,  and  to  compel  a  higher 
when  an  unduly  low  one  has  been  made.  The  facts  already  cited 
in  this  behalf  show  conclusively  that  if  any  body  is  injured  by  the 
present  crippled  state  of  the  law,  it  is  not  the  railroads,  and  it 
ought  not  to  be  the  people. 

Another  source  of  injustice,  lies  in  the  lack  of  indisputable  power 
to  appraise  additions,  changes  or  completions  of  rail  roads.  Within 
the  five  year's  period  of  real  estate  appraisements,  a  rail  road  may 
be  extended  five  times  its  taxable  length,  but  without  a  change  of 
the  law,  it  cannot  be  taxed  on  the  extension  until  the  next  quinquen- 
nial appraisement.  An  entire  road  may  be  projected,  constructed 
and  put  in  operation,  within  the  space  between  two  appraisements, 
and  escape  taxation  for  a  year  or  two,  or  more.  This  is  an  evil 
that  demands  a  speedy  remedy.  It  has  more  than  once  been  the 
subject  of  Executive  notice,  and  has  once,  at  least,  been  before  the 
Legislature,  but  to  no  purpose.  It  is  time  something  were  done. 
Rail  roads,  under  the  operation  of  their  exclusive  appeal  to  the  State 
Board  of  Equalization,  and  the  want  of  express  power  to  tax  valu- 
able additions  or  extensions,  within  the  period  of  real  estate  assess- 
ments, are  made  the  most  favored  tax  payers  in  the  State,  and  they 
have  no  claim  to  such  favor 
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AS    TO    OTHER    REAL    ESTATE. 

The  inequalities  in  the  appraisement  of  real  estate,  are  more  dif- 
ficult of  adjustment  than  those  of  railroads.  They  pass  through 
more  hands,  and  get  farther  away  from  the  original  source  of  valu- 
tion,  and  are,  therefore,  harder  to  ascertain  and  compare.  Obviously 
the  more  closely  an  equalization  is  approached  by  the  assessors,  the 
less  difficult  will  be  the  work  of  the  local,  district  or  State  Board 
of  Equalization.  The  requirement  of  cash  values,  will  do  much 
towards  this  primary  adjustment;  and  a  provision  for  the  consulta- 
tion and  comparison  of  assessments  by  the  assessors  during  the 
progress  of  their  work,  will  do  more.  If  two  township  assessors  are 
made  to  lay  their  assessments  side  by  side,  before  some  competent 
umpire,  or  even  in  private  interviews,  they  will  correct  each  other's 
blunders,  to  a  considerable  extent.  There  will  be  no  two  city  lots 
opposite  each  other,  on  the  same  street,  rated  at  widely  varying 
figures,  and  no  unequal  farms,  divided  by  a  township  line,  appraised 
at  equal  values.  This  primary  equalization  will  reach  to  the  very 
bottom  of  inequalities.  No  other  can  :  The  County  Board  can  at- 
tend to  but  the  few  cases  that  reach  it  by  appeal, — the  District  and 
State  Boards  to  no  individual  cases  at  all.  The  joints  must  be 
made  square,  before  the  stones  are  laid.  Some  provision  in  aid  of 
the  cash  standard  of  valuation,  may  be  easily  devised,  which  shall 
equalize  assessments  in  the  hands  of  the  assessors,  and  leave  the 
less  to  do  for  County  Boards,  who  cannot  do  much,  at  best. 

Besides  the  remedy  for  defective  appraisements  and  equalization 
above  suggested,  the  recent  decision  of  the  Marion  Circuit  Court, 
on  the  application,  by  the  State  Auditor,  for  a  mandamus  to  com- 
pel the  Auditor  of  Marion  County  to  increase  the  appraisement  of 
that  county  thirty  per  cent.,  as  ordered  by  the  State  Board  of  Equal- 
ization, opens  a  new  necessity  for  legislation,  if  it  be  sustained,  as  it 
is  fair  to  presume  it  will  be,  by  the  Supreme  Court.  The  Circuit 
Court  held  that  the  increase  of  the  assessment  of  Marion  county 
was  illegal,  because  the  body  by  which  it  was  ordered  was  con- 
stituted without  authority  of  law,  in  that  it  was  composed  of  dele- 
gates selected  by  District  Boards  of  Equalization  which  were  not 
composed  of  the  men,  nor  assembled  at  the  places,  contemplated  by 
the  Act  of  1859.  The  re-districting  the  State  changed  the  districts, 
both  in  title  and  composition,  and  the  new  ones  were  not  substi- 
tutes for  the  old  ones.  This  decision  nullifies  the  entire  work  of  the 
State  Board  of  Equalization,  and  renders  it  imperative  either  that  a 
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new  appraisement  be  ordered,  with  a  suitable  amendment  as  to  Dis- 
trict Boards,  or  that  the  acts  of  the  State  Board  be  legalized,  with 
those  of  the  State  Auditor  connected  therewith.  If  one  or  the  other 
be  not  done,  the  tax  system  of  the  State  may  be  greatly  confused 
and  embarrassed. 

The  Auditor  of  State,  aware  that  the  change  in  the  districts 
might  introduce  a  source  of  difficulty  in  the  equalization  of  assess- 
ments, consulted  the  Attorney  General  as  to  the  best  course  to  take 
under  the  circumstances,  and  by  his  advice  issued,  on  the  first  of 
June,  1869,  a  circular  to  the  County  Auditors,  designating  the  most 
convenient  place  of  meeting  in  each  new  district,  for  the  District 
Board  of  Equalization.  It  did  not  conform  to  the  law,  of  course, 
simply  because  it  could  not.  But  the  law  required  the  meeting  and 
action  of  the  District  and  State  Boards,  and  there  was  no  way  to 
effect  either  but  that  adopted  by  him,  upon  the  advice  of  the  law 
officer  of  the  State. 

The  suggestions  of  the  State  Board  as  to  authorizing  any  Dis- 
trict Board  to  elect  alternates,  and  empowering  a  majority  of  the 
State  Board  to  act,  and  elect  a  President,  in  the  absence  of  the 

State  Auditor;  as  to  the  furnishing  of  blank  forms,  in  the  year  of 
real  estate  appraisement  for  County  and  District  reports  of  equali- 
;i!:ation  ;  and  that  appraisements  be  certified  to  the  State  Auditor 
at  least  five  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  State  Board,  are  minor 
points,  but  necessary  to  the  completion  of  an  eft'ective,  consistent 
and  equal  system  of  assessments.  * 

BUREAU    OK    STATISTICS. 

The  creation  of  an  office  for  the  collection  and  deposit  of  statis- 
tics of  the  population,  products,  health,  wealth,  educational  condition 
and  industrial  enterprise  of  the  State,  has  been  frequently  recom- 
mended to  the  attention  of  the  Legislature.  In  this  office  one  sees 
constantly  the  importance  of  it,  and  few  questions  of  State  policy 
can  ever  arise  in  which  the  knowledge  accumulated  by  it  would  not 
be  important,  or  even  indispensable.  As  it  is,  we  have  so  little  of 
this  knowledge,  that  to  call  it  none,  would  be  hardly  less  than  the 
truth.  Except  the  National  census,  the  enumeration  for  the  distri- 
bution for  the  school  fund,  and  the  annual  appraisement  for  taxa- 
tion, we  have  no  means  of  knowing  anything  of  the  subjects  alluded 
to.  The  decennial  census,  however  perfect,  occurs  at  too  long 
intervals  to  be  of   any  value  in  determining  legislative,  or    other 
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public  action,  after  the  lapse  of  a  year  or  two.     We  grow  beyond 
it  almost  before  it  has  been  fully  published.      Products  shift  froni 
county  to  county,  showing  largely  in  one  in  the  census,  as  largely 
in  another  which  makes  little  figure  in  the  census,  in  three  or  four 
years.      One  increases  in  population,  another  remains  unchanged- 
It  leaves  us  at  fault,  not  only  in  reference  to   aggregates,  but  their 
distribution  over  the  State.     We  want  information  that  shall  furnish 
to  every  year  the  condition  of  the  preceding  year.     The  school  enu- 
meration is  made  for  a  single  purpose,  and,  of  course,  serves  no 
other.      The  annual  appraisements,  as  already  shown,  are  utterly 
untrustworthy.     To  illustrate  the  effect  of  this  deficiency  :   The  hog 
product  of  Indiana  in  1860,  was  nearly  2,500,000  head,  more  by 
about  150,000,  than  any  other  State  in  the  Union.     It  is  an  impor- 
tant element  of  wealth,  so  important,  that  the  statesman  cannot 
afford  to  be  ignorant  of  its  quantity  and  its  annual  changes.     But 
he  can  know  nothing,  except  in  the  years  of  the  census.     Estimates 
based  on  the  business  of  pork  packing  houses,  are  worse  than  use- 
less.    They  are  deceptive.     Thousands  of  hogs  are  taken  to  other 
States,  and  they  appear,  if  they  appear  at  all,  as  products  of  those 
States,  not  of  ours.     More  still  are  slaughtered  by  farmers  for  home 
use,  and  of  those  not  even  an  estimate  can  be  made.     Thus,  of  a 
product  worth  in  1860  not  less  than  twenty  millions  of  dollars,  the 
legislator  and  publicist  knows  just  nothing  at  all,  during  nine  years, 
and  can't  count  long  on  what  he  learns  in  the  tenth  year.     Surely., 
this  is  not  a  state  of  thirtgs  that  ought  to  be  continued,  or  admitted 
to  be  difficult  to  remove.      We  actually  know  less  of  our  own  con- 
dition than  we  do  of  that  of  countries  in  Europe  where  Bureaus 
of  Statistics  are  maintained.     This  is  not  creditable  to  American 
intelligence,  particularly  when  the  remedy,  though  it  may  not  be 
complete,  is  easy.     Local  assessors  can  be  required  to  collect,  as  the 
United   States  census  marshals  do,  facts  in  regard  to  population, 
amounts  of  grain,  number  of   cattle  and  hogs,  domestic  manufac- 
tures, mortality,  and  the  like,  and  thus  furnish  every  year  or  two 
years,  as  fuU  information,  and  more  reliable,  than  that  furnished  by 
the  National  Government  every  ten  years.     A  department  of  this 
office  can  be  assigned  to  the  dut^  of  supervising  and  preserving  the 
statistics  thus  collected. 

It  has  been  objected  to  this  measure,  that  very  many  of  our  people,, 
uninformed  as  to  the  object  of  the  inquiries  relating  to  these  mat- 
ters, and  suspecting  them,  as  many  do  the  inquiries  of  the  census- 
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marshals,  to  be  intended  to  trick  them  into  admissions  which  will 
be  used  to  increase  their  appraisements  for  tax  purposes,  will  give 
false  answers,  or  refuse  to  answer  at  all.     But  this  objection,  though 
not  without  weight,  is  certainly  not  too   weighty  to   be  removed. 
The  proportion  of   our  people  who  are  too  ignorant  or   stupid  to 
comprehend  tlie  purpose  of  statistical  inquiries  is  not  large,  and  it 
is  not  made  up  of  those  whose  wealth  or  annual  products  are  apt  to 
constitute  an  important  item  of  statistical  tables.     Their  refusal  to 
give  information,  would  of  itself  constitute  about  the  most  impor- 
tant inlbrmation  they  could   give,  —  their  deplorable   educational 
condition.     But  this  interference  of  ignorance  could  not  last  long. 
In  two  or  three  years  the  uninformed  man  would  find  out  from  his 
wiser  neighbors  the  real  character  of  the  visits  of  appraisers,  and  his 
obstinacy  would  disappear  with  his  ignorance.     It  wonld  not  re- 
quire more  than  the  interval  between  two  real  estate  appraisements, 
to  make  every  man  in  the  State  fully  aware  of  the  innocent  inten- 
tions of   those  he  had  mistaken  for  "inquisitors"  and  "smelling 
committees,"  and  the  deficiency  of  statistics    he  would   produce 
during  this  period  of  instruction,  would  not,  as  above  remarked,  be 
of  vital  consequence.     The  Legislature  might  contribute  materially 
to  avert  or  remove  those  suspicions,  by  declaring  that  the  informa- 
tion thus  obtained,  like  that  on  the  National  census,  was  to  be  used 
solely  for  purposes  outside  of,  and  unconnected  with,  taxation ;  and 
that  no  assessment  should  be  made  or  modified  by  it.     This,  with 
che  inevitable  diffusion  of  correct  ideas,  sooner  or  later  would  secure 
the  Statistical  Bureau  against  any  considerable  obstructions  of  its 
operations  ;  and  even  if  it  could  not,  the  question  is  worth  consider- 
ing carefully  whether  the  information  that  could  be  obtained,  would 
'  not  be  very  much  better  than  none  at  all.

STOCKS  PURCHASED. 

Previously  to  the  passage  of  the  act  known  as  the  "  State  Debt 
Bill,"  approved  December  21,  1865,  there  had  been  purchased  by 
the  Agent  of  State,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  State 
Debt  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,*  as  provided  by  the  act  in 
relation  to  the  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund,  approved  June  18,  1852' 
and  an  act  for  the  payment  of  the  public  debt,  approved  March  9, 
1861,  five  per  cent,  and  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  certificates  of 
State  stock,  amounting  to  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four  thousand, 

'■■It  will  be  remembered,  in  this  connection,  that  the  Slate  Debt  Sinking  Fund  is  the  fund  s*t  apnrt 
for  the  payment  of  the  State  Debt,  and  the  Sinking  Funil  is,  properly,  the  School  Fund. 
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three  hundred  and  eighty-three  dollars  (8834,383.00),  and  subse- 
quently, in  October,  1867,  certificates  amounting  to  seven  thou- 
sand dollars  ($7,000.00),  as  foUows  :

The  interest  upon  these  stocks  was  placed  to  the  credit  of  the 
fund  and  applied  to  the  further  purchase  of  certificates,  as  provided 
in  the  acts  referred  to.  Since  July,  1867,  however,  at  which  time 
public  notice  was  given  that  interest  on  two  and  one  half  per  cent, 
certificates  would  cease,  no  interest  has  been  collected  on  this  por- 
tion of  the  stock  held,  nor  has  money  been  set  apart  from  the  Gen- 
eral Fund  for  that  purpose.  Interest  upon  the  five  per  cents  has 
been  collected  each  half  year,  and  applied  as  provided. 

As  these  certificates  were  |)urchased  by  the  fund  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  debt,  and  are  the  same  as  stocks  redeemed,  and  for 
the  additional  reason  that  interest  has  been  stopped  on  all  unpaid 
certificates,  there  is  no  further  necessity  of  their  being  held,  and  I 
therefore  recommend  that  they  be  examined  and  destroyed  by  ^he 
proper  committees  of  the  Legislature. 
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THK  WAK  LOAN  BONDS. 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  acts  authorizing  the  Gov- 
ernor to  issue  War  Loan  Bonds,  approved  May  13, 1861,  the  whole 
amount  of  the  bonds  authorized  was  issued — two  millions  of 
dollars.  The  act  directed  the  assessment  and  collection  of  a  tax 
for  the  especial  purpose  of  paying  the  bonds,  principal  and  interest, 
and  a  subsequent  act  to  make  additional  provisions  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  bonds,  approved  June  4,  1861,  provided  that  moneys 
received  from  the  General  Government  on  account  of  supplies 
furnished  by  the  State  to  aid  in  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion, 
should  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  the  War  Loan  Bonds. 
Guided  by  the  provisions  of  these  acts,  the  State  officers  up  to 
October  31,  1862,  had  succeeded  in  redeeming  seven  hundred  and 
seventv-four  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  (#774,500.00).  A  large 
proportion  of  the  redeemed  bonds  were  not  disposed  of  by  actual 
sale,  but  hypothecated  for  the  purpose  of  getting  money  promptly 
for  the  use  of  the  State  in  time  of  pressing  need.  Messrs. 
Winslow,  Lanier  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  advanced  large  sums  of 
money  without  hesitation,  and  the  State  officers  were  thus 
enabled  to  equip  soldiers  for  the  field  in  the  shortest  possible 
time. 

On  the  31st  of  October,  1866,  all  the  bonds  had  been  redeemed 
excepting  309,000.00.  From  this  time  forward  holders  have  been 
reluctant  in  surrendering  their  bonds  for  payment,  and  though 
money  was  set  apart  each  year  sufficient  to  pay  them  all,  and 
notice  given  in  New  York  and  Indianapolis  papers,  that  the  State 
was  ready  to  pay  holders  in  full,  very  few  were  offered  and  taken 
up.  One  of  the  tables  following  shows  the  amount  of  bonds  issued 
and  redeemed,  giving  numbers  and  value  of  each,  from  the  date  of 
issue  to  October  31,  1870. 

BEDEMPTION  OF  STOCKS  THKOUGH  THE  SINKING  FUND. 

The  General  Assembly  in  special  session,  December,  1 865,  passed 
an  act  entitled  "  an  act  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Sinking  Fund 
Commissioners  to  invest  any  moneys  belonging  to  said  Fund  in 
the  Indiana  State  Bonds  or  Stocks,  or  in  United  States  stocks,  and 
when  invested  in  Indiana  State  Bonds  or  Stocks  to  provide  for  the 
cancellation  of  such  bonds  or  stocks  and  for  the  issuing  of  new 
non-negotiable  bonds  for  the  benefit  of  the  School  Fund." 

In  accordance  with  said  act  the  Board  of  Sinking   Fund  Com- 


missioners,  and  subsequently  the  Auditor  of  State,  when  the  sink- 
ing fund  was  transferred  to  the  office  of  the  Auditor,  purchased 
War  Loan  Bonds  and  certificates  of  State  stock  and  cancelled 
them  as  provided.  One  non-negotiable  bond  for  seven  hundred 
and  nine  thousand  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  eighty-five  cents 
($709,024.85),  was  executed  by  the  State  officers,  January  1,  1867, 
and  one  for  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  thousand  two  hundred 
and  thirty-four  dollars  ($184,234.00)  was  executed  .January  20, 
IS67. 

The  General  Assembly  in  1867,  passed  an  act  entitled  "  an  act 
to  consolidate  certain  bonds,  stocks  and  accounts  of  the  School 
Fund  into  one  non-negotiable  bond,  and  making  other  provisions 
ill  relation  thereto."

These  bonds  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum^ 
payable  semi-annually,  on  the  10th  of  April  and  October,  for  dis- 
tribution with  the  School  Fund. 

CANCELLATION   OF  A   NOX-NEGOTIABLE   BOND. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "an  act 
providing  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  the  use  of  the 
Supreme  Court  and  State  officers,  for  borrowing  money  from  the 
Sinking  Fund,"  &c.,  approved  March  9,  1867,  the  sum  of  forty 
thousand  dollars  was  borrowed,  and  a  non-negotiable  bond  issued 
for  the  amount.  At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1869^ 
an  act  entitled  "an  act  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  payment 
of  money  advanced  to  pay  the  expense  of  the  erection  of  the 
building  for  the  use  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  officers  of  the 
State,"  was  passed  and  approved  May  14, 1869,  which  provided  for 
the  payment  of  the  money  borrowed  from  the  Sinking  Fund,  and 
the  cancellation  of  the  non-negotiable  bond.  The  amount  due  the 
Sinking  Fund  was  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  the  Treasury 
May  17, 1869.  The  bond  has  been  cancelled,  but  not  yet  destroyed 
by  the  committees  of  the  Legislature,  as  directed  by  that  act. 

The  act  providing  for  the  payment  of  money  borrowed,  also 
directed  the  payment  of  four  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
five  dollars  and  twenty-two  cents,  as  interest.  The  interest  on  all 
the  non-negotiable  bonds,  however,  had  been  paid,  and  there  was 
none  due  to  the  School  Fund  on  account  of  the  money  borrowed. 
The  amount  was  paid  to  the  School  Fund,  as  provided  by  the  act, 
and  should,  therefore,  be  paid  back  to  The  General  Fund. 

In  further  reference  to  the  non-negotiable  bond  cancelled  as 
stated,  it  may  be  necessary  to  explain  that  the  whole  amount  bor- 
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rowed  from  the  School  Fund,  tncmding  the  forty  thout^and  dollars 
for  which  the  bond  was  given,  was  fifty-two  thousand  one  hundred 
and  one  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents  ($52,101.55),  which,  with  the 
interest  improperly  added  by  the  law,  made  the  whole  amount  paid 
to  the  School  Fund  fifty-six  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-six 
dollars  and  eighty-seven  cents  ($56,486.87). 

REDEMPTIONS  BY  THE  BOARD  OF  STATE  DEBT  COMMISSIONERS,  UNDER 
THE  ACT  OF  DECEMBER  21,  1865. 

The  General  Assembly  was  convened  in  special  session  on  the 
13th  of  November,  1865,  by  proclamation  of  Governor  Morton, 
because  unfinished  business  of  the  regular  session  preceding,  and 
"measures  of  vital  importance  demanded  legislative  action  before 
the  time  fixed  for  the  next  regular  session,"  principal  among  which 
measures  was  an  adjustment  of  the  funded  debt  of  the  State.  In 
his  message  to  the  Legislature,  directing  attention  to  the  matter, 
the  Governor  said : 

"  On  the  first  of  July,  1846,  the  State  was  indebted  upon  bonds 
issued  and  sold  for  purposes  of  internal  improvement,  in  the  sum 
of  eleven  millions  and  ninety  thousand  dollars  ($11,090,000.)  On 
these  bonds  the  interest  had  not  been  paid  since  1841.  The  inter- 
est due  and  in  arrears  amounted  to  three  millions  fifty-five  thousand 
four  hundred  and  thirty  dollars  ($3,055,430). 

"  These  bonds  were  issued  between  the  years  1832  and  1842, 
were  of  different  denominations,  and  were  to  run  for  twenty-five 
and  thirty  years,  and  bore  interest  at  the  rate  of  five,  six,  and  seven 
per  centum  per  annum,  for  which  there  were  coupons  signed  and 
attached  to  the  bonds.  The  State  finding  herself  unable  to  pay 
the  interest  on  her  indebtedness,  accepted  a  proposition  made  by 
her  creditors,  the  details  of  which  will  be  found  embodied  in  the 
act  of  January,  1846,  and  the  supplementary  act  of  January,  1847, 
which,  taken  together,  constitute  what  is  generally  known  as  the 
"Butler  Bill."  By  the  compromise  and  settlement  as  finally  con- 
cluded in  the  supplemental  act  of  1847,  the  Wabash  and  Erie 
Canal,  together  with  the  lands  which  had  been  granted  to  the  State 
to  aid  in  its  construction,  were  transferred,  the  canal  in  perpetuity, 
and  the  lands  in  fee  simple,  to  certain  trustees  i»  trust  for  the  bond- 
holders, in  absolute  payment  and  discharge  of  one  half  the  princi- 
pal and  accrued  interest  of  the  debt,  which  half  thenceforward  and 
forever  ceased  to  be  a  Hability  against  the  State,  or  a  charge  upon 
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her  revenues.  The  bondholders,  upon  theii-  part,  agreed  to  make 
such  additional  subscriptions  as  might  be  necessary  to  complete 
the  canal  to  Evansville,  estimated  at  eight  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars (f  800,000),  which  condition  was  complied  wdth  on  their  part, 
and  the  canal  so  completed.  For  the  other  half  of  the  debt,  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  the  State  was  to  issue  to  the  bondholders  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness,  or  stock.  Upon  such  stock  issued  for  the 
principal  sum,  the  State  was  to  pay  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per 
cent  per  annum,  semi-annually.  The  interest  in  arrears  from  1841 
to  1847  was  funded,  and  interest  on  the  aggregate  thus  funded  w^as 
calculated  at  the  rate  of  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  per  annum 
from  January  1,  1847,  to  January  1,  1853,  and  added  to  it,  and  for 
the  whole  amount  stocks  were  issued  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
two  and  one-half  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  1st  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1853,  payable  semi-annually." 

The  Legislature  thus  convened,  passed  an  act  entitled  "  an  act 
to  provide  a  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund,  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  five  and  two  and  one-half  per  cent, 
stocks  of  the  State,"  &c.,  approved  December  21,  1865.  The  act 
directed  the  levy  and  collection  of  a  tax  of  ten  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property,  to  be  set  apart  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  principal  of  the  debt  exclusively.  This  levy,  together 
with  the  tax  authorized  by  the  law  creating  the  War  Loan  Bonds, 
constituted  the  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund. 

The  Board  of  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  was 
required  to  give  public  notice  in  the  first  week  in  January  of  each 
year,  until  all  the  War  Loan  Bonds  were  redeemed,  that  the 
Agent  of  State  would  be  ready  to  redeem  said  bonds  to  the  extent 
of  the  moneys  on  hand,  applicable  to  the  purpose,  on  the  first  of 
May,  and  to  give  public  notice  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  April  of 
each  year  that  they  would  pay  pro  rata,  first  to  the  holders  of  the 
two  and  one-half  per  cent,  certificates  of  stock,  the  amount  of 
money  on  hand  on  the  15th  of  June,  following,  belonging  to  said 
fund,  and  after  all  the  said  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  stocks  were 
fully  redeemed,  then  to  holders  of  the  five  per  cent,  certificates, 
after  they  are  surrendered  to  the  Agent  of  State  in  the  city  of  Nev^r 
York.

The  Board  organized  as  required  by  the  act.  John  I.  Morrison, 
Treasurer  of  State,  was  elected  President,  and  J.  C.  Burnett,  Sec- 
retary. The  notice  was  given  that  the  Agent  of  State  would  be 
ready  to  redeem  the  War  Loan  Bonds  at  par,  to  the  extent  of  the 
money  on  hand  for  that  purpose,  at  his  office  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  on  the  first  day  of  May  following,  and  subsequently,  at  the 
time  specified  in  the  act,  a  similar  notice  was  given  in  reference  to 
the  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  certificates. 

Only  thirty-three  thousand  dollars  of  the  War  Loan  Bonds  were 
surrendered  for  payment,  and  the  remainder  of  the  State  Debt 
Sinking  Fund  was  therefore  applicable  to  the  redemption  of  cer- 
tificates of  stock. 

Inasmuch  as  the  tax  authorized  by  the  act  of  December,  1865, 
known  as  the  "  State  Debt  Bill,"'  could  not  be  made  available  be- 
fore the  spring  settlement  of  1866,  the  Board  could  not  do  more 
with  the  fund  at  their  disposal  than  make  a  dividend  in  favor  of 
the  holders  of  the  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  certificates,  who 
wished  to  surrender  their  stock  for  payment. 

Under  the  notice  given  a  large  amount  of  stocks  was  surren- 
dered for  the  payment  to  be  made,  and  the  Board  declared  a  divi- 
dend of  thirty  per  cent.  By  the  dividend  thus  declared,  certificates 
amounting  to  four  hundred  and  sixty-one  thousand  eight  hundred 
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and  ninety-four  dollars  and  eighty  cents  ($461,894.80)  were  paid. 
The  certificates  for  the  full  amount  were  surrendered  to  the  Agent 
of  State  and  canceled,  and  new  certificates  issued  by  the  Auditor 
of  State  for  the  unpaid  balance.  The  certificates  surrendered  were 
examined  and  destroyed  in  February,  1867,  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  State  Senate,  and  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  same  committees  also  examined  and  destroyed  one  hundred 
and  one  thousand  dollars  ($101,000)  of  redeemed  War  Loan  Bonds 
then  in  the  custody  of  the  Auditor  of  State.  The  War  Loan 
Bonds,  it  is  proper  to  state,  were  redeemed  whenever  they  could  be 
obtained,  without  special  reference  to  their  surrender  under  the 
notices  given. 

In  April,  1867,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  for  the  transaction  of 
business  pertaining  to  the  redemption  of  stocks,  Nathan  KimbaU, 
Treasurer  of  State,  was  elected   President,  the  term  of  John   I 
Morrison,  as  Treasurer  of  State,  having  expired. 

In  July  the  Board  met  in  New  York  to  determine  what  dividend 
should  be  made  on  the  outstanding  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  cer- 
tificates, there  being  at  the  time  in  the  hands  of  holders  one  mil- 
lion one  hundred  and  eighty-three  thousand  one  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-five  cents,  ($1,183,187.55).  The  fund 
on  hand  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  amounted  to  nine  hundred 
and  seventeen  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-one  dollars  and 
fifty-seven  cents  ($917,381.57).  The  Board  determined,  however, 
to  anticipate  the  October  settlement  of  taxes  collected  and  draw 
on  the  General  Fund  for  an  amount  sufficient  to  enable  them  to 
pay  the  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  certificates  in  full.  Accord- 
ingly notice  was  given  that  the  Agent  of  State  would  pay  the  cer- 
tificates on  presentation  at  his  oflice,  and  that  interest  on  all  un- 
paid certificates  would  cease  on  the  fifteenth  of  the  month. 

Under  this  notice  a  large  amount  of  the  certificates,  all  but  a  few 
thousand  dollars  of  the  whole  amount  outstanding,  was  surren- 
dered and  paid  within  a  few  days.

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The  usual  notices  of  the  redemption  of  stock  were  given  in  186S, 
and  in  July  the  Board  declared  a  dividend  of  twenty  per  cent,  on 
the  outstanding  certificates  bearing  five  per  cent,  interest. 

Less  than  one-half  of  the  amount  subject  to  redemption  were 
surrendered  for  the  payment  of  the  dividend  declared,  holders  seem- 
ing to  prefer  waiting  for  payment  in  full.  The  amount  paid  by 
the  dividend  was  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eleven  dollars  and  sircty  seven  cents  (-$297,811.67). 
The  certificates  for  the  full  amount  were  surrendered  to  the  Agent 
of  State  and  canceled,  and  new  certificates  issued  by  the  Auditor 
of  State  for  the  unpaid  balance.  As  the  twenty  per  cent,  declared 
did  not  absorb  the  money  on  hand  in  the  State  Debt  Sinking 
Fund,  five  per  cent,  certificates  were  afterwards  redeemed  in  full, 
at  the  office  of  the  Agent  of  State,  in  the  order  of  presentation

111  August,  1868.  a  settlement  was  perfected  with  the  General 
Government,  as  authorized  under  an  act  entitled  "  an  act  ratifying 
the  action  of  the  Governor  in  settling  and  discharging  the  State's 
quota  of  the  direct  tax  levied  by  Congress,"  &c.,  approved  March 
6,  1865,  by  which  one  hundred  and  forty-one  Internal  Improvement 
Bonds,  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  (^141,000.00)  were  paid  in 
full,  together  with  the  interest  due,  amounting  to  one  hundred  and 
eighty-two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($182,- 
925.00.) 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  April,  1869,  to  determine  what 
amount  of  money  there  would  be  on  hand  for  the  redemption  of 
five  per  cent,  certificates  in  July  following,  it  was  found  that  there 
would  be  enough  to  redeem  thirty-five  per  cent,  of  the  certificates 
outstanding,  and  notice  was  given  accordingly. 

At  the  meeting  in  July  the  Board  determined  not  to  make  a  div- 
idend, but  to  pay  the  certificates  in  full  in  the  order  of  their  presen- 
tation. This  was  done  for  the  reasons  that  after  the  dividend  of 
last  year  certificates  had  been  paid  in  full ;  that  there  would  prob- 
ably not  be  more  presented  than  could  be  paid  in  full  with  the 
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money  on  hand,  and  because  it  would  save  ihe  labor  and  delay  of 
issuing  new  certificates  for  an  unjDaid  balance. 

With  the  view  of  paying  the  debt  as  rapidly  as  was  practicable, 
the  Board  had  instructed  the  Agent  of  State  to  redeem  certificates 
of  stocks,  and  the  War  Loan  Bonds,  whenever  they  could  be 
found,  and  consequently  redemptions  took  place  without  reference 
to  notices  of  surrender  given  as  required  by  the  law.  It  was  fully 
understood  in  New  York  that  the  State  was  paying  her  stocks  in 
full  on  presentation  ;  and  in  addition  to  the  public  lictices  given  the 
Agent  of  State  made  persistent  and  personal  efforts  to  secure  the 
return  of  all  certificates  that  could  be  found.

TRANSACTIONS    DURING     THE    YEAR    ENDING    OCTOBER    31,    1870. 

It  was  hoped  by  the  Board  of  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
missioners that  the  transactions  of  the  current  year  would  result  in 
the  entire  payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  State.  The  amount 
to  be  derived  from  taxation,  together  with  the  money  received  from 
the  General  Government  in  payment  of  war  claims,  and  the  as- 
sistance of  the  Sinking  Fund,  would  be  sufficient  to  pay  holders 
of  stock  in  full,  and  enable  the  Board  to  close  up  the  long-existing 
agency  in  New  York.  But  the  reluctance  of  holders  to  surrender 
their  stock  for  payment,  and  the  difficulty,  caused  by  the  war  in 
Europe,  in  communicating  with  foreign  holders,  made  it  impossi- 
ble to  secure  the  return  for  payment  of  all  the  outstanding  certifi- 
cates. 

The  amount  of  five  per  cent,  certificates  outstanding  on  the  fif- 
teenth of  June  was  one  million  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thou- 
sane  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents, 
($1,275,297.33). 

The  estimated  amount  of  the  fund  resulting  from  taxation  that 
would  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board,  was  five  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-five thousand  dollars  ($525,000.00.)  In  the  latter  part  of  June- 
Governor  Baker  received  from  the  General  Government,  in  pay- 

■•Five  peri.-ent.  and  two  and  one-half  per  cent.  certificateB  were  iBBued,  from  time  to  time,  for  the 
oce-balf  of  principal  and  interest  of  old  bonde  surrendered,  ae  shown  in  one  of  the  tables  following 
which  elightly  incTeB>-e<;  the  amount  ot  those  certif.cates. 
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uient  of  War  Claims,  the  sum  of  four  hundred  and  sixty-four  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and  twenty-four  cents, 
($464,923.24)  and  there  was  in  the  School  Fund  apjjlicable  to  the 
purchase  of  State  stocks,  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
(i450,000.00) — in  all,  one  million  three  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and  twenty-four 
cents  ($1,329,923.24),  or  more  than  enough  to  pay  ofT  the  whole 
indebtedness  represented  by  certificates  of  stock. 

The  money  received  from  the  General  Government  was  imme- 
diately forwarded  by  Governor  Baker  to  the  Agent  of  State  in  New 
York,  to  be  applied  to  the  redemption  of  certificates  of  State  stock. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  July,  it  was  found  that  the  un- 
willingness of  resident  holders  to  surrender  their  stock  would 
defeat  the  object  of  making  speedy  payment  of  the  debt.  Of  the 
whole  amount  subject  to  redemption,  only  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  and  one  hundred  dollars  ($150,100.00)  were  offered. 
Whereupon  the  Board  determined  to  stop  the  payment  of  interest, 
and  the  following  notice  was  given  by  publication  in  the  Evening- 
Post,  Daily  Bulletin,  and  Times,  of  New  York  City,  and  the  Journal 
and  Sentinel,  of  Indianapolis.

This  notice  secured  attention.  From  the  date  of  its  publication 
to  the  first  of  September,  csrtificates  were  redeemed  amounting  to 
one  hundred  and  seventy-four  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifty 
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dollars  ($174,350.00),  and  from  the  first  of  September  to  the 
thirty-first  of  October,  certificates  amounting  to  seven  hundred 
and  seventy -two  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  sixty- 
seven  cents  ($772,560.67),  in  all,  nine  hundred  and  forty-six  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  ten  dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents  ($946,- 
910.67).  These  certificates,  with  others  previously  redeemed,  and 
certificates  and  bonds  purchased  by  the  School  Fund  and  sur- 
rendered for  non-negotiable  bonds,  are  held  in  this  office  for  exam- 
ination and  destruction  by  the  Finance  Committees  of  the  Legis- 
lature.

INTERNAL  IMPROVEMENT  BONDS. 


There  were,  of  the  Internal  Improvement  Bonds  outstanding 
October  31,  1860,  three  hundred  and  ninety-three  thousand  dollars 
($393,000.00)  as  shown  in  the  reports  of  the  Auditor  and  Agent 
of  State  at  that  time.  During  the  ten  years  ending  October  31, 
1870,  fifty-three  bonds  of  one  thousand  dollars  each  were  surren- 
dered under  the  provisions  of  the  "  Butler  Bill,"  for  which  five  per 
cent,  certificates  were  issued  for  one-half  of  the  principal  of  the 
bonds  surrendered,  and  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  certificates  for 
one-half  of  the  accumulated  interest.  There  were  also  some 
coupons  surrendered,  clipped  from  bonds  surrendered  June  26, 
1847,  for  which  a  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  certificate  for  one 
half  the  amount  was  issued. 

By  the  settlement  with  the  General  Government,  August,  1868, 
referred  to  before,  one  hundred  and  forty-one  bonds  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  each  were  paid,  and  eight  bonds  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars each  were  paid  by  non-negotiable  bond  issued  to  the  School 
Fund,  January  20,  1867.  In  all,  two  hundred  and  two  thousand 
dollars  ($202,000.00)  of  the  old  bonds  have  been  taken  up  as 
stated,  leaving  outstanding  one  hundred  and  ninetv-one  thousand 
dollars  ($191,000.00). 
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111  bringing  the  State  Debt  so  near  to  its  final  payment,  it  is 
seen  that  a  few  slight  errors  or  discrepancies  have  arisen,  two  of  a 
clerical  nature  not  affecting  the  actual  amount  of  indebtedness, 
and  two  that  are  not  of  recent  date,  that  make  a  small  difference 
between  the  books  of  the  Auditor  and  the  Agent  of  State.  The 
first  are  shown  in  the  table  giving  transactions  of  the  current  year, 
and  the  account  stands  con-ected.  The  books  of  the  Agent  of 
State  show,  of  the  five  per  cent,  certificates  outstanding  at  the 
date  of  this  report,  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  ($250,250.00),  and  the  books  of  this  office  show 
two  hundred  and  forty-nine  thousand  two  hundred  and  nineteen 
dollars  and  ninety-nine  cents  ($249,219.99),  a  difference  of  one 
thousand  and  thirty  dollars  and  one  cent  (f  1,030.01).  The  books 
of  the  agency  show,  of  the  two  and  one-half  per  cent,  certificates 
outstanding,  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  ($3,732.50),  and  the  books  of  this  office  show  five 
thousand  and  twenty  dollars  and  thirteen  cents  ($5,020.13),  a  dif- 
ference of  twelve  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  sixty-three 
cents  ($1,287.63). 

It  is  not  remarkable,  however,  that  in  transactions  involving 
nearly  ten  millions  of  dollars,  extending  through  a  period  of  more 
than  twenty  years,  during  which  time  there  were  frequent  changes 
in  administrations,  and  clerical  employes,  such  discrepancies  in 
book  accounts  should  occur. 

THE  DEBT  REMAINING DISPOSITION  OF  THE  FUND. 

As.  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  first  table  under  the  head  of 
the  State  Debt,  the  total  amount  of  certificates  of  stock  and  War 
Loan  Bonds  to  be  redeemed,  is  four  hundred  and  thirty-three 
thousand  two  hundred  and  forty  dollars  and  twelve  cents  ($433,- 
240.12).  The  War  Loan  Bonds,  amounting  to  $179,000.00  are 
not  due  until  1881,  and  holders  can  therefore  refuse  payment  until 
that  time.  It  does  not  appear  probable,  judging  from  the  inclina- 
tion of  holders  during  the  past  three  or  four  years,  that  any  con- 
siderable amount  will  be  surrendered  until  they  are  due.  There 
is,  at  this  time,  money  sufficient  in  the  fund  to  pay  off  all  the  cer- 
tificates outstanding,  and  therefore  the  whole  amount  to  be  derived 
from  the  tax  levied  upon  the  duplicates  of  the  present  year,  for  the 
State  Debt  Sinking  Fund,  will  be  in  the  Treasury  as  a  surplus 
fund.     The  estimated  amount  of  the  fund  that  will  be  on  hand 
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on  the  first  day  of  July  next,  is  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars ($650,000.00),  It  therefore  remains  for  the  Legislature  to  de- 
termine what  disposition  shall  be  made  of  the  fund  received  intc 
the  Treasury  by  the  spring  settlements  of  the  coming  year.

The  debt  of  H.  J.  Lyons  &  Co.  was  finally  settled  on  the  2d  of 
May  last,  by  the  payment  in  notes  and  cash  of  the  whole  amount 
due  the  State.     The  notes  are  seven  in  number,  dated  April  30 
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1869,  each  for  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000),  payable  in  one,  two, 
three,  four,  five,  six  and  seven  years,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
(6)  per  cent,  per  annum ;  the  interest  to  be  paid  annually  on  the 
30th  day  of  April.  These  notes  are  executed  by  James  L.  Brad- 
ley and  Samuel  H.  Patterson,  jointly,  and  the  four  last  due  se- 
cured by  mortgage  on  real  estate  in  Bartholomew  county.

It  is  well  known  that  this  debt  has  been  the  cause  of  protracted 
legislation,  and  some  anxiety  was  felt  lest  the  whole  amount  might 
be  lost.  Its  final  settlement,  in  the  way  indicated  above,  was 
deemed  the  best  that  could  be  made,  and  it  is  confidently  expected 
that  the  notes  will  be  promptly  paid  at  maturity,  without  subject- 
ing the  Fund  to  any  additional  expense.

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CLOSING    THE    FUND. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  statement  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  the  Mortgage  Loans  are  not  yet  paid,  and  probably 
will  not  be  at  the  close  of  the  present  year.  The  act  of  the  Leg- 
islature, approved  March  11,  1867,  directs  that  the  last  of  three 
equal  annual  instalments  shall  be  payable  within  the  year  1870, 
but  it  does  not  fix  the  date  in  the  year  on  which  said  instalment 
shall  be  considered  as  due,  and  if  not  paid  treated  as  delinquent. 
It  refers  to  the  "  time  fixed  in  the  contract "  as  the  time  when  such 
instalment  must  be  paid.  The  only  time  fixed  in  the  contract,  or 
mortgage,  is  the  time  when  the  annual  interest  shall  be  paid, 
and  the  principal  at  a  corresponding  date  five  years  after  the  loan 
was  granted.  Under  these  circumstances  it  seemed  impossible  to 
do  otherwise  than  demand  the  payment  of  these  three  annual  in- 
stalments on  the  day,  in  each  case,  when  the  annual  interest  was 
payable — and  as,  in  many  cases,  this  date  occurred  so  late  in 
the  year  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  making  the  usual  adver- 
tisement— sixty  days  before  the  sale — they  were  necessarily  omit- 
ted. Attention  is  respectfully  called  to  this  act  of  1867,  so  that, 
if  necessary,  additional  legislation  may  be  had  in  regard  to  the 
loans  not  yet  paid  in. 

BRIEF    REVIEW    OF    THE    FUND. 

As  the  Sinking  Fund  is  soon  to  be  finally  closed,  and  those  who 
originated  and  controlled  its  affairs  in  its  earlier  history  are  rapidly 
passing  away,  it  seems  appropriate  to  put  on  record  a  short  sketch 
of  its  administration  and  its  remarkable  financial  success.  Banks, 
under  State  management,  have  not  been  uniformly  successful.  Po- 
litical parties  have  not  always  shown  due  regard  for  public  funds, 
even  wHen  they  were  held  as  sacred  trusts.  The  preservation  and 
marvelous  growth  of  the  Sinking  Fund  are  alike  an  honor  to  the 
State  and  the  House,  whose  vigilant  guardianship  secured  these 
results. 

The  Fund  had  its  origin  under  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  ap- 
proved January  28,  1834,  commonly  known  as  the  charter  of  the 
old  State  Bank  of  Indiana.  Sections  113  to  121,  inclusive  of  this 
act,  provided  for  the  establishment  of  this  Fund,  to  be  under  the 
control  of  the  President  and  State  Directors  of  the  Bank,  as  a 
Board  of  Commissioners.     All  unapplied  balances  of  loans  pro 
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cured  by  the  State  for  purchase  of  its  stock  in  the  Bank — interest 
on  loans  by  the  Bank  to  stockholders — in  general,  all  the  profits 
that  would  accrue  to  the  State  as  chief  stockholder  in  the  Bank, 
were  to  pass  into  this  Fund.  The  State  borrowed,  by  authority 
of  law,  $1,390,000,  issuing  therefor  its  bonds,  commonly  known  as 
Bank  Loan  Bonds,  and  the  first  obligation  of  the  fund  was  to  sink 
this  debt — to  pay,  at  maturity,  their  bank  bonds  and  all  accruing 
interest.  The  residue  of  profits,  after  the  extinguishment  of  the 
debt,  was  to  be  set  apart  for  the  purpose  on  common  school  educa- 
tion, and  this  feature  of  the  original  act  was  subsequently  embod- 
ied in  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  so  that  this  Fund  might  be 
made  perpetually  inviolable. 

The  productive  capital  of  the  Fund  was  increased  on  the  17th 
of  June,  1867,  by  the  receipt  of  ^286,751.48  from  the  Surplus 
Revenue  Fund,  paid  over  by  the  Treasurer  of  State  of  the  State 
of  Indiana. 

The  funds  thus  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Commissioners  were 
loaned  on  bond  and  mortgage  security,  under  such  restrictions  as 
were  prescribed  from  time  to  time  by  the  Legislature.  The  bank 
ceased  all  its  financial  business,  and  was  finally  closed  in.  Loans 
were  made  by  the  Sinking  Fund  up  to  the  year  1859,  when,  by  di- 
rection of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Commissioners  began  the 
distribution  of  the  funds  to  the  several  counties.  The  amount  dis- 
tributed was  f350,948.65.  The  act  authorizing  the  distribution 
was  subsequently  repealed,  and  since  the  year  1859  no  loans  have 
been  granted,  except  in  the  form  of  renewal*  of  old  loans,  the  time 
of  payment  having  been  twice  extended  by  acts  of  the  Legislature. 
The  act  of  1867  provided  for  the  ^nal  closing  of  the  fund,  in  the 
manner  indicated  in  a  former  paragraph  of  this  report. 

The  results  of  this  State  financial  scheme,  running  through  the 
life-time  of  a  generation,  may  be  summed  up  in  a  few  words.  All 
the  bank  bonds,  with  accruing  interest,  have  been  paid,  and  the 
only  liabilities  of  the  fund  are  to  mortgagors  for  excess  of  bids  on 
land  forfeited  and  sold,  and  these  amount  to  less  than  $5,000.  The 
Common  School  Fund  has  already  received  from  this  fund,  by  the 
surrender  of  State  stocks  and  bonds,  purchased  in  accordance  with 
law,  and  converted  into  non-negotiable  six  per  cent,  bonds,  nearly 
three  and  a  half  millions  of  dollars.  There  is  now  on  hand,  or  in 
process  of  speedy  collection,  over  one  and  a  quarter  millions  of  dol- 
lars more — so  that  by  the  time  this  fund  is  finally  closed,  it  will  have 
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added  to  the  sacred  cause  of  common  school  education  a  perma- 
nent interest  bearing  fund  of  nearly  ^ye  millions  of  dollars. 

The  only  portion  of  this  fund  that  may  be  imperiled  is  that  dis- 
tributed to  the  counties,  (^350,948.65)  which,  for  some  reason,  was 
not  included  in  the  act  of  1867,  requiring  all  sinking  Fund  loans 
to  be  paid  by  the  close  of  the  year  1870.

To  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  hidiana  : 

I  respectfully  submit  to  the  General  Assembly,  the  following  report 
of  the  transactions  of  this  Office,  from  January  1st,  1869,  to  Decem- 
ber 31st,  1870,  inclusive. 

I  took  charge  of  the  Agency  on  the  19th  day  of  September,  1869, 
and  on  that  day  the  books,  papers  and  moneys  then  belonging  to  the 
office,  were  turned  over  to  me  by  Judge  W.  Q.  Gresham,  my  immedi- 
ate predecessor,  at  the  office  of  the  Agency,  27  Pine  street,  New 
York.  This  Report,  therefore,  embraces  the  operations  of  a  portion 
of  the  term  of  Judge  Gresham,  as  well  as  the  whole  period,  after  I 
took  charge  of  the  Agency,  up  to  and  including  31st  December,  1870. 
All  redemptions  of  stocks  and  bonds,  and  payments  of  interest,  made 
on  and  after  September  19th,  1869,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
^1,310,871.65,  were  made  by  me;  those  made  prior  to  that  date,^ 
amounting  to  $1,421,493.85,  were  made  by  Judge  Gresham. 

The  accompanying  tables  exhibit,  in  detail,  (1)  the  amount  of  Five 
per  cent,  certificates  of  State  Stocks  redeemed  from  January  1st,  1869, 
to  January  1st,  1871;  (2)  amount  of  Two  and  one-half  per  cent,  cer- 
tificates of  State  Stocks,  redeemed  in  the  same  period ;  (3)  amount 
of  Six  per  cent.  War  Loan  Bonds,  redeemed  in  same  period ;  (4) 
monthly  payments  of  interest  on  Five  per  cent.  State  Stocks,  from  No- 
vember 1868,  to  December,  1870,  inclusive  ;  (5)  monthly  payments  of 
interest  on   Two  and  a  half  per  cent.  State  Stocks,  for  same  period ; 

(6)  monthly  payment  of  interest  on  Six  per  cent.  War  Loan  Bonds; 

(7)  abstract  of  Transfers  of  Five  per  cent.  State  Stocks,  and  (8)  state- 


ment  of  Internal  Improvement  Bonds  surrendered  under  acts  of  1846 
and  1847,  and  the  issue  of  Five  per  cent.  Stocks  for  one-half  of  the 
principal,  and  Two  and  a-balf  per  cent.  Stocks  for  one-half  of  the 
interest. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
sioners, held  at  Indianapolis,  on  the  5th  day  of  January,  1870,  it  was 
resolved,  that  notice  should  be  given  to  holders  of  Six  per  cent.  War 
Loan  Bonds,  that  the  Agent  of  State  would  redeem  the  same  at  par, 
at  the  Agency,  on  the  1st  day  of  May  succeeding  ;  and  requiring  such 
holdei'S  as  desired  to  surrender  their  bonds,  to  notify  the  Agent  of 
State,  on  or  before  the  25th  day  of  March  then  next,  of  their  inten- 
tion to  present  the  same  for  payment.  This  notice  was  accordingly 
given,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  by  publication  in  leading  New 
York  daily  papers,  and  in  the  Daily  Journal  and  Daily  Sentinel,  of  In- 
dianapolis, as  prescribed  by  the  Statute.  Not  a  dollar,  however,  was 
offered  under  this  notice.  These  securities  are  highly  regarded  by  the 
public,  and  but  few  of  the  holders  can  be  induced  to  surrender  them. 
Notwithstanding  the  failure  of  holders  to  surrender  their  bonds,  within 
the  time  prescribed  by  the  notice,  and  that  the  fund  set  apart  for  that 
purpose  had  been  transferred,  under  the  Statute,  to  the  Five  per  cent, 
redemption  fund,  it  was  subsequently  resolved  by  the  Board,  that 
should  any  of  them  be  thereafter  offered,  they  should  be  redeemed ; 
and  under  this  last  mentioned  order,  I  afterwards  redeemed  twenty-six 
bonds  of  $1000  each,  making  an  aggregate  of  $26,000  00. 

After  taking  charge  of  the  Agency,  I  continued  the  practice  of  my 
immediate  predecessor,  and  paid,  in  full,  such  Five  and  Two  and  a-half 
per  cent.  Stocks  as  were  presented,  in  the  order  of  their  presentation. 

Having  been  advised  by  his  Excellency,  Governor  Baker,  that  any 
sum  which  might  be  allowed  on  a  claim  against  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  then  pending  before  the  Treasury  Department,  in  favor 
of  the  State,  for  and  on  account  of  the  eleventh  instalment  of  Indiana 
War  Claims,  would  be  applied  by  him  in  aid  of  the  extinguishment  of 
the  State  Debt,  the  Board  of  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund  Commission- 
ers, at  a  meeting,  held  at  Indianapolis  on  the  8th  day  of  April,  1870, 
being  satisfied  that  with  this  aid,  and  the  promised  investmeat,  by  the 
Auditor  of  State,  of  a  portion  of  the  Sinking  Fund  in  Five  per  cent. 
Stocks,  that  the  whole  of  them  could  be  taken  up,  resolved  to  give 
notice  to  the  holders  of  such  Stocks,  that  they  would  be  redeemed  in 
full  at  par,  on  presentation  at  the  Agency,  on  or  after  the  1st  day  of 
July  then  next.     This  notice  was  accordingly  given,  by  the  Secretary 


of  the  Board,  by  publication  in  New  York  and  Indianapolis  daily  pa- 
pers, as  prescribed  by  law.  But,  on  the  Ist  of  July,  it  was  found  that 
only  a  small  portion  of  the  outstanding  Stocks  had  been  presented. 
Anticipating  that  holders  would  present  their  Stocks,  and  that  the 
affairs  of  the  Agency  might  possibly  be  brought  to  a  close,  the  Board 
of  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  met.  at  the  office  of  the 
Agency,  27  Pine  street,  New  York,  on  said  1st  day  of  July,  1870. 
Discovering  that  the  Stocks  had  not  come  in  to  any  considerable 
amount  under  this  notice ;  and  in  view  of  the  evident  reluctance  of 
many  holders  to  surrender  them,  the  Board  passed  an  order  suspending 
the  interest  on  such  Stocks,  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  the  succeed- 
ing September :  and  directing  their  Secretary  to  give  notice  of  the 
State's  continued  readiness  to  redeem  the  Stocks,  and  of  the  fact  that 
the  interest  thereon  would  cease  on  the  Ist  day  of  September,  1870. 
This  notice  was  given,  in  like  manner,  by  publication  in  leading  daily 
papers  in  New  York,  and  in  the  Daily  Journal  and  Daily  Sentinel,  of 
Indianapolis.  The  result  of  all  these  operations  has  been,  that  Five 
per  cent.  Stocks  amounting  to  $1,136,452  01,  and  Two  and  one-half 
per  cent.  Stocks  amounting  to  $4,820  00,  making,  in  the  aggregate, 
$1,141,272  01,  have  been  redeemed  since  September  19,  1869,  and 
up  to  and  including  31st  December,  1870. 

Many  of  the  holders  of  our  Stocks  and  Bonds  demanded  payment 
in  coin.  This  demand,  of  course,  could  not  be  complied  with,  without 
some  further  legislation,  even  if  thought  advisable  at  all;  and  after 
notice  of  the  suspension  of  interest  on  the  1st  of  September,  1870,  a 
considerable  number  of  the  holders  surrendered  their  Stocks,  receiving 
payment  in  currency,  under  protest.  Wherever  this  was  the  case,  the 
written  protest  of  the  party  has  been  deposited  with  the  redeemed 
certificate,  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  State. 

There  are  yet  outstanding,  January  1st,  1870,  of  Five  per  cent. 
State  Stocks,  $144,800  00;  of  Two  and  one-half  per  cent.  State 
Stocks,  $3,732  50,  — together,  $148,532  50.  There  are  also  out- 
standing Six  per  cent.  War  Loaji  Bonds  amounting  to  $178,000  00. 
Of  the  old  Internal  Improvement  Bonds,  there  are  yet  outstanding,  as 
nearly  as  can  be  ascertained,  the  sum  of  $191,000  00.  The  records 
of  the  Agency  afford  no  very  safe  guide  to  the  amount.  Although  it  is 
possible  the  original  Registers  may  have  been  accurate,  the  subsequent 
entries  of  surrenders  are  confused  and  unsatisfactory.  The  amount 
outstanding  has,  therefore,  to  be  ascertained  from  other  sources. 

The  Auditor  of  State  has  purchased,  in  trust  for  the  School  Fund, 
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1110,000  00  of  Five  per  cent.  State  Stocks.  In  estimating  outstand- 
ing stocks,  this  sum,  as  well  as  $771,483  00  of  Five  percent.  Stocks, 
and  $96,900  00,  Two  and  a-lialf  per  cent.  Stocks,  held  by  the  Auditor 
of  State,  in  trust  for  the  Board  of  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund  Com- 
missioners, are  not  included.  The  two  last  named  sums  were  pur- 
chased by  the  Agent  of  State,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of 
State  Debt  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  prior  to  the  passage  of  the 
Act  known  as  the  "  State  Debt  Bill,"  approved  December  21st,  1865, 
as  provided  for  in  the  Act  in  relation  to  the  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund, 
approved  June  18th,  1852,  and  an  Act  for  the  payment  of  the  Public 
Debt,  approved  March  9th,  1861.  The  interest  on  these  Stocks  was 
placed  to  the  credit  of  the  State  Debt  Sinking  Fund,  and  was  applied 
to  further  purchases  of  certificates  of  Stocks,  as  provided  in  the  Acts 
referred  to.  In  July,  1867,  notice  was  given  that  interest  on  the  Two 
and  a-half  per  cents  would  cease.  Since  that  period,  no  interest  has 
been  paid  on  the  Two  and  a-half  per  cents  held  by  the  Board ;  but 
interest  has  been  regularly  paid  on  the  Five  per  cents  up  to  Septem- 
ber 1st,  1870;  which  interest  has  been  applied  as  indicated  above. 
These  certificates,  having  been  purchased  by  the  State  Debt  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners,  might  be  regarded  as  redeemed.  The  debt  rep- 
resented by  the  Five  per  cent,  and  Two  and  a-half  per  cent.  Stocks, 
now  being  practically  extinguished,  and  the  interest  on  the  Five  per 
cent.  Stocks  having  been  suspended  by  the  Board  of  State  Debt  Sink- 
ing Fund  Commissioners,  it  would  seem  to  be  unnecessary  to  hold 
them  longer.     They  should  be  cancelled  and  destroyed. 

There  is  a  disagreement  between  the  books  of  the  Auditor  and  the 
books  of  the  Agency,  as  to  the  amount  of  outstanding  certificates  of 
Five  per  cent,  and  Two  and  a-half  per  cent.  State  Stocks.  The  books 
of  the  Agency  show  outstanding  Five  per  cents  to  the  amount  of 
$144,800  00 ;  the  books  of  the  Auditor  show  the  amount  to  be 
$143,769  99.  The  Agency  books  make  the  outstanding  Two  and 
a-half  per  cents  $3,732  50  ;  the  books  of  the  Auditor  make  the  amount 
$5,020  13.  It  k  thought  the  books  of  the  Agency  are  correct.  It  is 
not  remarkable,  however,  that  in  transactions  extending  over  so  great 
a  period,  involving  such  large  amounts,  and  passing  through  such  a 
multitude  of  hands,  that  there  should  be  some  discrepancy.  The  dif- 
ferance  is  not  great  in  the  aggregate,  and  rather  proves  the  general 
accuracy  with  which  the  operations  of  the  two  oSices  have  been  con- 
ducted. The  disagreement  is  evidently  not  of  recent  origin,  but  has 
occurred  far  back  in  the  transactions  of  the  two  offices. 


There  are  ample  funds  now  on  hand  at  the  Agency  and  in  the 
Treasury  applicable  to  the  purpose,  to  redeem  all  our  outstanding 
Five  and  Two  and  a-half  per  cent.  State  Stocks.  Every  effort  has  been 
made  to  take  up  the  last  certificate,  but  some  of  them  are  held  abroad, 
and  some  by  parties  in  this  country,  whose  address  is  unknown  to  the 
Agent,  and  who  can  only  be  reached,  if  at  all,  by  public  notice 
thrO'Ugh  the  press. 

The  redeemed  Bonds  and  certificates  of  Stocks  have  been  deposited 
in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  State,  and  are  there  for  examination 
and  destruction.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  his  Excellency^  Conrad  Baker ^  Governor  of  Indiana : 

The  following  is  presented  as  the  Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Institution  for  Educating  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb : 

We  are  happy  to  state  that  the  Institution,  during  the  past  year, 
has  been  attended  with  a  measure  of  prosperity  unsurpassed,  if  not 
unequaled  in  any  period  of  its  history.  The  new  building  pro- 
vided for  by  the  last  Legislature  has  been  completed,  so  that  ample 
accommodations  are  now  afforded,  and  will  be  for  years  to  come, 
to  all  who  are  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  within  the 
limits  of  the  State.  The  sum  of  forty-two  thousand,  five  hundred 
dollars,  appropriated  to  secure  this  improvement,  proved  sufficient 
for  the  completion  of  the  building,  and  by  careful  management, 
admitted  of  some  enlargement  of  the  original  plan.  Accordingly 
eight  feet  were  added  to  the  width  of  the  main  building,  and  twelve 
feet  to  the  length  of  each  wing;  thus  adding  to  its  capacity  and 
bringing  its  proportions  into  better  harmony  with  the  style  of  the 
original  buildings. 

In  reference  to  the"management  of  the  educational  and  industrial 
interests  of  the  Institution  by  the  Superintendent,  officers  and 
teachers,  we  can  butfexpress  ouv  hearty  approval.  It  will  be  seen 
that  the  Superintendent  has  instituted,  to  a  limited  extent,  the  plan 
of  teaching  by  articulation.  He  has,  wisely  as  we  think,  limited 
the  number  thus  taught,  with  perhaps  a  few  exceptions,  to  those 
who  have  lost^  or  are  losing  the  power  of  speech  ;  thus  aiming  to 
restore  and  preserve  this  power,  rather  than  to  attempt  the  imprac- 
ticable work  of  moulding  the  harsh  voice  of  the  absolute  mute  into 
the  beautiful  forms  of  articulate  speech.  And  it  is  no  part  of  the 
design  to  supersede  the  methods  hitherto  in  use,  and  which  have 
proved  so  beneficial. 
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Since  the  beginning  of  the  present  session,  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease of  forty-five  pupils.  This  is  owing  to  the  increased  accom- 
modations afforded  by  the  new  building,  and  the  support  of  these 
pupils  was  wholly  unprovided  for  in  the  last  appropriation.  For 
the  maintenance  of  these  from  November  1st  to  March  31st,  1870, 
an  additional  appropriation  will  be  immediately  required.  The 
basis  for  the  appropriation  for  current  expenses  by  the  last  Legis- 
ture  was  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  pupils.  The  number  sup- 
ported last  year  ending  October  31st,  1870,  was  one  hundred  and 
ninety-five;  thus  leaving  a  number  of  pupils  unprovided  for  last 
year.  There  will,  therefore,  be  needed  to  defray  the  ordinary  ex- 
penses of  the  Institution  on  account  of  the  unexpected  increase, 
from  this  time  to  the  31st  of  March,  1871,  seven  thousand  dollars, 
to  meet  which  a  special  appropriation  will  be  necessary. 

A  full  and  detailed  statement  of  the  financial  accounts  is  found 
in  the  Superintendent's  Report.

In  conclusion  we  would  say  that  the  Institution  in  its  improved 
condition  is  one  in  which  every  citizen  of  the  State  should  feel  a 
just  pride.  To  an  inspection  of  the  buildings,  and  to  an  exami- 
nation of  the  peculiar  and  ingenious  modes  Vv^hich  constitute  the 
specialty  of  deaf-mute  instruction,  as  employed  in  the  daily  exer- 
cises of  the  Institution,  the  Legislature,  soon  to  convene,  and  the 
public  in  general  are  cordialiy  invited. 
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We  can  not  but  record  our  obligations  to  the  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Thomas  Mac  Intire,  for  his  valuable  suggestions,  labors  and 
oversight  during  the  whole  progress  of  the  erection  of  the  new  build- 
ing, which  from  the  beginning  to  its  completion  was  an  object  of 
his  almost  constant  care  and  attention.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees : 

Gentlemen: — In  presenting  the  Twenty-Seventh  Annual  Report 
of  this  Institution,  we  have  again  in  the  discharge  of  our  duty  the 
privilege  of  reviewing  a  year  of  good  health  to  both  officers  and 
pupils,  and  of  gratifying  prosperity  and  progress  in  all  the  various 
departments  of  the  trust  committed  to  our  care  and  management. 

NUMBER    AND    CLASSIFICATION    OF    PUPILS. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  during  the  last  term 
was  one  hundred  and  ninety-five ;  and  the  number  of  new  ones 
admitted  since  the  commencement  of  this  session  is  sixty-six,  and 
three  re-admissions  of  former  pupils,  making  in  all  for  the  year 
ending  October  Slst,  1870,  two  hundred  and  sixty-four  beneficia- 
ries. 

Twenty-three  were  regularly  discharged  at  the  close  of  last 
session,  and  one  has  died,  which  leaves,  at  this  date,  two  hundred 
and  forty  belonging  to  the  several  classes.  Of  the  whole  number, 
one  hundred  and  thirty-five  were  boys,  and  one  hundred  and 
twenty-nine  girls.  Of  those  admitted  this  term,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-three  are  boys,  and  one  hundred  and  seventeen  are  girls. 

The  large  increase  this  year  is  owing  to  the  increased  accommo- 
dations provided  through  the  liberality  of  the  last  Legislature. 
For  several  years  past,  for  the  want  of  sufficient  room,  all  who 
wished  to  be  admitted  as  pupils  could  not  be  received. 

During  the  past  year  seventy-nine  applied  for  admission,  but 
the  reception  of  fifteen,  who  were  under  the  proper  age,  was 
postponed  for  the  present.  All  the  applicants  v/ho  were  of  suitable 
age  and  capacity  for  instruction  have  been  admitted.  This  large 
increase  in  the  number  of  beneficiaries  is   not  the  growth  of  one 
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year,  but  the  accumulation  cf  a  series  of  years.  It  is  not  to  be  ex- 
pected that  an  equal  number  each  session  wiJl  apply  for  admission 
hereafter, 'until  the  population  of  the  State  shall  increase  much 
beyond  what  it  is  at  present.  If  there  should  be  an  equal  number 
admitted  annually,  and  the  term  of  study  remain  as  it  is,  in  seven 
years  there  would  be  four  hundred  and  ninety  pupils.  There  is  no 
reason  to  expect  that  more  than  forty  or  forty-five  will  apply  for  ad- 
mission annually  for  sometime  to  come. 

In  a  population  of  two  millions,  there  being  one  deaf-mute  to 
about  every  sixteen  hundred  of  the  inhabitants,  there  would  be 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty  of  this  class  of  persons  in  the  State, 
thirty-five  of  whom  would  arrive  annually  at  the  proper  school  age, 
which,  as  the  term  of  study  in  the  primary  department  of  the 
Institution  is  fixed  at  seven  years,  would  give  two  hundred  and 
forty-five  as  the  number  of  pupils. 

If  we  should  add  to  this  number  the  members  of  the  high  class, 
the  annual  admissions  to  which  are  limited  to  seven,  or  to  twenty- 
one  in  the  three  years'  course,  the  attendance  would  be  two  hun- 
dred and  sixty-six.  This  is  the  maximum,  and  the  increase  on  this 
would  only  be  in  the  same  ratio  as  the  increase  of  the  population 
of  the  State,  which  in  all  probability — judging  from  the  last 
decade — will  not  indicate  more  than  three  or  four  per  annum. 
The  annual  average  admissions  will  not,  therefore,  more  than 
exceed  the  discharges,  by  that  number. 

But  there  will  always  be  found  some — perhaps  not  far  from  one- 
tenth  of  the  whole  number  of  those  of  the  proper  school  age — who 
will  neglect,  or  from  one  cause  or  another  be  prevented  from  avail- 
ing themselves  of  the  provisions  made  for  their  education.  De- 
ducting these,  in  our  calculation,  we  would  still  have  left  two  hun- 
dred and  forty,  the  number  now  belonging  to  the  school.  On  this 
basis  the  estimate  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Institution  for 
the  ensuing  two  years  will  be  made. 

The  proper  gradation  or  classification  of  the  pupils  of  any  school 
is  important,  but  in  an  institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  it  is  ab- 
solutely essential  to  their  rapid  progress. 

In  a  small  institution  such  a  classification  can  not  well  be  made,  for 
the  small  number  will  not  justify  the  employment  of  a  teacher  for 
each  grade.  Large  classes  well  graded  are  better,  and  will  improve 
faster  under  a  competent  teacher,  than  small  ones  made  up  of  dif- 
ferent grades.     Pupils  of  one,  two  and  three  years'  advancement  in 
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the  course  of  study  can  not  be  profitably  instructed  in  the  same 
class.  Each  grade,  whether  it  consists  of  twenty  or  five  pupils, 
requires,  in  order  to  gain  the  best  results,  the  attention  of  a  sepa- 
rate teacher ;  and,  provided,  they  should  be  of  the  same  grade  he 
could  instruct  the  former  number  as  well  as  he  could  the  latter. 

In  an  institution,  where  the  course  of  study  is  limited  to  seven 
years,  a  tolerably  efficient  classification  can  be  made  with  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty. pupils,  allowing  one  grade  for  irregular  and  anom- 
alous cases,  requiring  special  instruction,  and  dividing  each  year 
the  new  pupils  into  two  grades  according  to  age  and  mental  devel- 
opment. This  will  allow  a  very  good  classification,  provided  the 
girls  and  boys  be  instructed  together,  a  practice  common  in  this 
country,  though  seldom  found  in  Europe  where  they  are  gen- 
erally taught  in  separate  classes,  and  often  in  separate  institutions. 
In  the  case  supposed  above,  no  allowance  is  made  for  an  advanced 
course  or  for  the  establishment  of  a  high  class.  This  could  not  be 
well  sustained  in  an  institution  with  a  number  short  of  two  hundred 
pupils,  without  unduly  multiplying  the  number  of  teachers. 

In  an  institution  having  a  seven  years'  course  of  study  in  the 
primary  department  and  a  three  years'  course  in  the  high  class,  two 
hundred  and  fifty  pupils  admit  ordinarily  of  the  best  classification. 
If  the  number  should  be  larger  than  that,  the  same  evils  would  be 
experienced  as  with  a  less  number;  the  classes  would  be  too  large^ 
or  there  would  be  fractions  of  classes  unprovided  for,  or  what  is 
worse,  pupils  would  have  to  be  put  in  classes  above  or  below  the 
grade  to  which  they  properly  belong,  and  in  which  they  could  make 
the  greatest  improvement,  unless  additional  teachers  should  be  em- 
ployed. Two  hundred  and  fifty  admit  of  full  classes,  and  of  course, 
of  fewer  teachers.  This  Institution  has  now  nearly  reached  the 
number  of  pupils  allowing  the  best  and  most  economical  and  ad- 
vantageous classification. 

The  new  pupils  admitted  this  term  form  three  classes — one  of 
girls,  one  of  boys,  and  one  of  girls  and  boys.  Those  of  one  year's 
standing  form  two  classes — one  of  girls  and  one  of  boys.  Those  of 
two  years'  standing  form  one  class  of  girls  and  boys.  The  surplus 
of  this  year's  admission  over  and  above  what  make  up  this  class, 
consisting  of  the  most  intelligent,  with  a  portion  of  the  least  ad- 
vanced of  the  third  year,  compose  an  irregular  class  of  both  boys 
and  girls.  Those  of  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  years  form  each  one 
class. 
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Those  in  these  grades,  who  from  ill  health,  want  of  appreciation 
or  ability  to  improve,  and  who  fall  much  below  the  average  of  their 
class  are  put  in  a  lower  one;  and  those  who  improve  more  rapidly 
are  advanced  to  a  higher  one.  These  classes  constitute  the  primary 
department  of  the  school.  Besides  these  there  is  a  High  Class  or 
Academic  Department,  limited  to  twenty-one  pupils,  divided  into 
three  grades — Junior,  Middle  and  Senior — which  embraces  a  three 
years'  course  of  study. 

These  are  chosen  from  the  most  intelligent  of  those  who  have 
completed  the  primary  course,  and  who  can  be  most  benefited  by 
an  advanced  course  of  study.  Admissions  to  this  class  are  made 
at  the  close  of  the  term  after  the  annual  examination. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  is  a  distinct  department  in  which 
special  instruction  is  given  daily  in  articulation  and  labial  reading. 
There  are  two  classes,  one  selected  from  the  new  pupils,  and  the  other 
chosen  from  all  the  regular  classes.  These  consist  entirely  of  those 
who  lost  their  hearing  after  they  had  learned  to  talk,  and  who  re- 
tain some  power  of  articulation,  and  whose  speech  by  persistent 
exercise  promises  improvement.  The  older  pupils  recite  orally  and 
are  learning  to  read  from  the  motion  of  the  lips.  The  new  pupils 
are  drilled  in  the  elementary  sounds  and  in  pronouncing  words  and 
simple  sentences.  The  former  embraces  sixteen  pupils  and  the 
latter  nine.  These  are  all  whom  it  seems  best  to  subject  to  the 
sacrifices  necessary  to  attain  in  any  useful  degree  this  accomplish- 
ment. 

The  time  that  they  spend  in  this  exercise  is  necessarily  taken 
from  the  hours  allotted  to  study,  but  being  semi-mutes  and  having 
some  knowledge  of  spoken  language,  they  learn  more  rapidly  than 
the  congenitally  deaf,  and  can  therefore  devote  the  time  given  to 
this  exercise  without  falling  behind  their  classes  in  their  regular 
studies. 

It  is  a  very  great  advantage  to  a  pupil  to  have  heard  once,  and 
to  have  learned  to  talk  by  hearing.  Such  persons  learn  language 
more  rapidly  than  those  who  have  always  been  deaf,  because  from 
the  outset  when  they  enter  school  they  understand  from  habit, 
however  imperfect  their  articulation,  the  order  of  words  in  the  con- 
struction of  sentences,  which,  with  those  deaf  and  dumb  from  birth, 
is  one  of  the  greatgst  difficulties  to  be  overcome. 

The  artificial  and  complicated  order  of  sentences  as  spoken  and 
written  in  the  English  language  is  very  different  from  the  simple 
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and  natural  order  of  signs,  and  requires  long  and  patient  practice  to 
master  it.  The  semi- mutes,  having  before  they  come  to  us,  in  a 
great  measure  evercome  this  difficulty,  although  they  may  not  have 
gone  to  school  a  day,  learn  almost  without  exception  much  more 
rapidly  that  those  who  have  never  heard.  Their  superior  progress 
is  owing  to  the  capital  on  which  they  start  in  the  business 
of  education.  They  have  obtained  this  advantage  through  hear- 
ing, and  now  having  lo.«t  their  hearing,  how  can  their  education  be 
best  carried  forward  ? 

In  the  case  of  those  born  deaf  and  those  who  become  deaf  before 
they  learn  to  speak,  this  can  be  best  done,  as  is  now  almost  univer- 
sally conceded  by  those  conversant  with  the  matter,  by  means  of 
natural  signs.  A  few  contend  that  semi-mutes  should  be  educated 
by  means  of  articulation  to  the  exclusion  of  signs.  While  we  do 
not  exclude  oral  speech  as  a  means  of  mental  development  and 
moral  training,  we  do  not  rely  upon  it  as  the  chief  instrument,  even 
in  the  case  of  those  who  retain  in  some  measure  the  power  of 
speech.  After  a  short  time  spent  in  articulation,  signs  with  the 
aid  of  the  manual  alphabet  and  writing,  becoirie  a  more  rapid, 
pleasant  and  efficient  means  of  communication  and  medium  of 
acquiring  knowledge  than  the  best  oral  speech  of  those  who  are 
deaf.  Therefore,  those  in  this  Institution,  who  take  lessons  in  ar- 
ticulation are  not  allowed  to  neglect  their  regular  studies.  They 
are  taught  by  signs,  and  trained  in  oral  speech.  Morning  and 
evening  prayers,  the  public  reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  all  the 
Sabbath  services  are  conducted  in  the  language  of  signs,  as  well  as 
the  oidinary  instruction  of  the  classes,  and  are  participated  in  by 
all  the  pupils. 

HEALTH    OF    THE    ESTABLISHMENT. 

During  the  year  just  closed  the  general  health  of  the  Institution 
has  been  good ;  there  having  occurred  but  little  serious  sicknpss  of 
any  kind  among  its  officers  or  teachers,  and  but  one  fatal  casc 
among  its  pupils.  This  was  the  death  of  Valentine  Wolfington,  a 
pupil  recently  received  from  Crawford  County,  who  was  taken 
with  typhoid-pneumonia,  and,  after  an  illness  of  five  days,  died 
December  16th,  1869,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  He  was  a 
good  young  man  in  every  respect:  had  made  good  progress  in  his 
studies  for  the  time  he  had  been  in  school,  and  died  much  lamented, 
by  all  who  knew  him.

FINANCES. 


The  accounts  for  current  expenses,  for  buildings,  for  fitting  up 
and  furnishing,  for  repairs,  for  clothing  indigent  pupils,  and  for  the 
shops,  are  kept  distinct,  the  one  from  the  other. 

The  basis  of  the  appropriation  for  current  expenses  made  by  the 
last  Legislature  was  one  hundred  and  eighty-six  pupils,  as  will  be 
seen  by  a  reference  to  the  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report.  The 
average  number  supported  last  year,  ending  October  31st,  was  one 
hundred  and  ninety-five — nine  more  than  was  provided  for  in  the 
appropriation.  The  number  this  session  to  be  supported  from 
November  1st,  to  March  31st,  more  than  was  counted  in  the  esti- 
mate, is  forty-five.  For  the  maintenance  of  these  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  make  provision.  On  account,  therefore,  of  the  unexpected 
increase  of  pupils,  there  will  be  needed,  besides  the  balance  in  the 
Treasury,  to  defray  the  ordinary  current  expenses  of  the  Institu 
tion  from  this  date  to  the  31st  of  March  next,  a  special  appropria- 
tion of  seven  thousand  dollars. 

The  special  appropriation  of  ^42,500  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
Institution,  $30,000  of  which  was  made  payable  out  of  the  rev- 
enue of  1869,  and  $12,500  out  of  that  of  1870,  has  been  expended 
for  this  purpose.  The  work  was  commenced  soon  after  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Legislature,  and  the  Institution  being  very  much 
in  need  of  additional  room  so  as  to  allow  the  reception  as  pupils 
of  those  who  were  heretofore  excluded  for  the  want  of  it,  the  erec 
lion  of  the  building  was  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  possible; 
the  walls  were  erected,  the  roof  put  on  and  the  building  enclosed 
before    winter.     The  work  was  resumed  as  early   the    following 
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spring  as  the  weather  would  admit,  and  the  inside  joinery,  plaster- 
ing, painting,  plumbing,  gas  fixtures  and  heating  apparatus  all 
completed  by  the  time  fixed  for  the  opening  of  the  school  this  fall. 
From  the  first  we  have  kept  in  view  the  amount  of  money  de- 
voted to  the  object,  and  have  endeavored  to  complete  the  buildino- 
in  the  best  and  most  substantial  manner  possible,  without  exceed- 
ing the  amount  appropriated  for  the  purpose.  The  building  has 
been  finished  without  incurring  any  debt,  and  all  those  who  have 
examined  it  and  compared  it  with  other  similar  buildings,  have 
pronounced  it  one  of  the  best  and  most  economically  built  struc- 
tures recently  erected  in  the  State. 

By  a  reference  to  the  twenty-fifth  Annual  Report  it  will  be  per- 
ceived that  in  the  estimate  for  the  new  building,  the  architect  took 
into  the  account  only  the  cost  of  construction,  and  no  provision  was 
made  for  furnishing  the  apartments  when  finished.     This  was  a 
great  oversight  and  would  have  caused  the  delay  of  at  least  a  vear 
in  the  opening  of  the  building  for  the  accommodation  of  the  pupils, 
had  not  the  general   statute  for  the  government  of  the  Institution 
made  provision  for  such  a  contingency,  and  lodged  with  the  officei-y 
of  the  State  a  discretionary  power  to   meet  it.     The  tenth   and 
thirteenth  sections  of  the  law  passed  in   1853,  among  other  wise 
and   liberal   provisions,  authorized   the    Governor,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  State,  or  a  majority  of  them,  in  cases  of  necessity, 
to  make  allowances    "  for  apparatus,  fixtures,  furniture,  repairs,'" 
&c.,  "  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropria- 
ted," on  the  estimate  of  the  Superintendent,  authorized  and  ap- 
proved by  the   Board  of  Trustees.     This  seemed  a  clear  case  of 
necessity,  coming  under  the   provisions  of  the  law,  equally  if  not 
more  urgent  than  any  of  the  cases  in   which  the  officers  in  charge 
of  the  Institution  in  past  years  had  availed  themselves  of  its  pro- 
visions to  sustain  and  carry  it  forward.     A  large  number  of  new 
pupils  were  waiting  to  be  admitted  this  fall.     Some  of  them  had 
already  passed  the  best  age  to  enter  school.     But  a  small  part  of 
those   wishing  to  enter,  besides  those  already  under  instruction, 
could  be  accommodated  unless  the  new  building  were  furnished 
and  brought  into  use. 

Deeming  this  the  best  course,  and  believing  that  it  would 
meet  the  approbation  of  the  people  and  their  representatives,  we 
made  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  articles  needed,  and  their  probable 
cost,  for  fitting  up  and  furnishing  the  new  addition  so  that  it  could 
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be  brought  into  use  this  session,  which,  after  having  been  exani" 
ined  and  approved  unanimously  by  the  Trustees  and  officers  of 
State,  was  presented  to  the  Auditor,  who  issued  his  warrant  on  the 
Treasury  for  the  amount.  The  sum  estimated  and  drawn  for  this 
purpose  was  ^10,924.  With  this  money  the  kitchen,  bakery,  din- 
ing rpom,  dormitories,  hospital  rooms,  school  rooms,  and  laundry, 
have  been  fitted  up  and  furnished  with  the  necessary  utensils,  ap- 
paratus, furniture,  bedsteads,  bed  clothing,  gas,  water  and  steam. 
and  supplied  with  all  other  conveniences  suitable  and  requisite  for 
the  comfort  of  the  occupants.  All  these  things  have  been  done  in 
a  plain  and  substantial  manner,  regard  being  had  both  in  the  fit- 
ting up  and  the  purchase  of  articles  more  to  economy  and  durability 
than  to  ornamentation  and  show. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  expenditures  under  this  head  is 
given  below.  Duplicate  receipts  for  all  the  items  of  work  done 
and  purchases  made  on  this  account  were  taken,  and  one  copy 
kept  at  the  Institution,  and  the  other  filed  with  the  Auditor  of 
State,  to  be  laid  before  the  Committee  of  Ways  and  Means  of  the 
'General  Assembly,  as  the  law  requires. 

The  special  appropriation  of  ^4,000,  and  the  82000  brought  for- 
ward from  last  year,  for  sundry  repairs  and  for  supplying  the  Insti- 
tution with  new  steam  boilers  have  been  drawn  and  applied  to  the 
purposes  for  which  they  were  intended.  The  items  for  which  this 
sum  has  been  expended  are  set  forth  in  the  schedule  below. 

The  shops  have  been  carried  on  as  usual.  The  amount  of  work 
manufactured  and  sold  has  been  larger  than  in  any  previous  year 
and  the  profits  greater.  The  profits  over  and  above  their  support 
during  the  last  two  years  has  enabled  us  to  supply  the  cabinet 
shop  with  some  machinery  and  tools  very  much  needed  for  some 
time  past.

The  above  abstract  sets  forth  the  financial  condition  of  the  In- 
stitution, and  will  be  easily  understood.  For  each  and  every  pay- 
ment the  proper  vouchers  have  been  taken  and  are  on  file  and 
ready  for  inspection  at  any  time.  The  above  abstract  and  the 
financial  statement  contained  in  the  last  report,  which  will  be  laid 
before  the  General  Assembly  about  to  meet,  will  exhibit  the  man- 
ner in  which  all  the  ordinary  and  special  allowances  made  to  the 
Institution  by  the  last  Legislature  have  been  used. 

ESTIMATES    FOR    SUPPORT. 

It  is  made  our  duty  to  estimate  and  report  biennially  the  prob- 
able sum  necessary  to  support  the  Institution  for  the  ensuing  two 
years.  The  basis  of  this  calculation  is  the  number  of  benefi- 
ciaries to  be  provided  for  and  the  cost  of  living  in  the  community.. 
What  does  it  cost  a  pupil  per  year  for  tuition,  school  books, 
boarding,  lodging,  medical  attendance  and  other  incidental  ex- 
penses in  one  of  our  boarding  schools  for  hearing  and  speakmg 
children  and  youth  ?  Any  one  who  will  make  the  comparison 
will  admit  that  the  annual  sum  we  expend  on  each  scholar  is  much 
less  than  it  costs  to  support  a  pupil  in  any  of  our  academies  and 
semioaries. 
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Among  Institutions  for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  ours  is  supported 
at  as  low  a  iate  as  any  of  them.  For  the  purpose  of  this  com- 
parison we  have  taken  the  published  reports  for  1869  and  1870, 
of  nine  of  the  largest  institutions  in  the  United  States,  and  pre- 
pared a  table  showing  the  number  of  pupils  and  teachers,  the 
annual  aggregate  current  expenses,  including  ordinary  repairs,  and 
excluding  building  and  improvements,  and  the  annual  cost  per 
pupil  in  each.  We  have  these  reports  and  will  be  happy  to  show 
them  to  any  one  who  wishes  to  verify  the  figures  in  this  table, 
which  we  insert  below,  believing  it  will  be  useful  in  aiding  in  the 
formation  of  a  correct  judgment  on  this  subject. 
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The  cost  of  each  pupil  the  past  year  was  ^230  93,  and  cannot 
be  less  than  that  per  year  for  the  ensuing  two  years.  We  esti- 
mate the  average  number  of  pupils  to  be  provided  for  at  tw^o 
hundred  and  forty.  There  will,  therefore,  be  needed  the  following 
sum  to  support  the  Institution  from  November  1,  1870,  to  the  3ist 
of  March,  1873,  to  wit :

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MRETING    OF    THE      SEVENTH      CONVENTION"      OF     INSTRUCTORS    OF    THF-: 

DEAF    AND    DUMB. 

For  twenty  years  past  those  engaged  in  the  care  and  instruction 
of  the  deaf  and  dumb  have  occasionally  assembk-d  in  con- 
vention from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  to- 
gether and  discussing  the  questions  connected  with  the  organiza- 
tion and  economy  of  institutions  of  this  class,  and  to  devise  the 
best  methods  and  means  for  their  promotion.  It  has  been  our 
privilege  to  be  present  at  most  of  these  meetings  and  to  partici- 
pate in  the  proceedings ;  and  it  is  our  conviction  that  no  one  thing 
has  tended  to  elevate  the  profession  and  advance  the  cause  of  deaf- 
mute  education  in  this  countiy,  more  tjjan  these  conventions. 
How  to  teach  the  deaf  and  dumb  can  be  learned,  not  from  books, 
but  from  the  living  teacher ;  and  the  system  pursued  is  the  result 
of  the  discoveries  and  improvements  made  by  individual  teachers, 
and  communicated  from  one  to  another. 

The  first  .convention  of  this  kind  was  held  in  1850,  at  the  Insti- 
tution for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  in  New  York  City;  the  second  in 
1851, at  the  American  Asylum  at  Hartford,  Connecticut;  the  third, 
appointed  to  be  held  in  1852,  but  postponed  till  1853,  was  held  at 
the  Ohio  Institution  in  Columbus  ;  the  fourth,  appointed  to  meet 
in  1855 — but  on  account  of  sickness  in  the  Institution  deferred 
till  1857 — was  held  at  the  Virginia  Institution  in  Staunton ;  the 
fifth  was  held  in  1858,  at  the  Illinois  Institution  at  Jacksonville  ; 
the  war  intervening,  the  sixth  convention  was  postponed  till  1868, 
when  it  was  held  at  the  Deaf-Mute  College  in  Washington  City, 
The  seventh  met  in  this  Institution,  on  the  invitiation  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  the  24th  of  August  last,  and,  as  is  the  custom,  contin- 
ued in  session  three  days.  The  attendance  was  much  larger  than 
on  any  similar  occasion ;  more  than  a  hundred  delegates  were 
present  representing  all  the  principal  institutions  in  the  United 
States  and  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  They  came  from  Nova 
Scotia  aud  Louisiana,  from  South  Carolina  and  Minnesota,  from 
New  York  and  California,  as  well  as  from  the  neighboring  States. 
The  North,  the  South,  the  East  and  the  West,  were  here  by  able 
and  earnest  representatives.  Among  the  delegates  were  seven 
directors,  twenty-one  superintendents  and  principals,  and  fifty-four 
professors  and  teachers,  besides  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Char- 
ities of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  the  rector  of  St.  Ann's  (deaf  and 
dumb)  Church,  New  York,  the  President  of  the  National  Deaf- 


Mute  College,  Washington  City,  a  goodly  number  of  ladies, 
several  former  instructors  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  honorary 
delegates,  representing  different  sections  of  this  great  field  of  use- 
fulness. 

Among  the  most  distinguished  delegates  present  were  Harvey 
P.  Peet,  L.L.  D.,  Emeritus  Principal  of  the  New  York  Institu- 
tion, and  his  able  son  and  successor,  Isaac  L.  Peet;  Rev.  Col- 
lins Stone,  Principal  of  the  American  Asylum  ;  the  venerable  J. 
J.  Barclay,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Institution ;  Rev.  Thomas  Gallandet,  D.  D.,  rector 
of  St.  Ann's  Church,  and  his  brother  Edward  M.  Gallaudet,  Ph. 
D.,  L.L.  D. ;  Hon.  J.  W.  Langrauir,  Commissioner  of  Public 
Charities,  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  J.  Scott  Hutton,  Esq., 
Principal  of  the  Nova 'Scotia  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

Rev.  Collins  Stone  was  called  to  preside,  and  J.  C.  Gordon,  of 
Indiana,  and  Prof.  Edward  A.  Fay,  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
were  chosen  secretaries.  The  sessions  were  held  from  9  A.  M.,  to 
12  M.,  and  from  2  to  5  P.  M.,  each  day,  and  were  well  attended 
throughout,  and  of  unflagging  and  sometimes  of  intense  interest. 

There  were  papers  read  on  the  history,  means,  methods,  needs, 
progress  and  prospects  of  deaf  mute  instruction  in  this  and  other 
countries,  nearly  all  of  which  were  followed  by  discussions  more 
or  less  extended.  While  there  was  great  freedom  of  opinion  in 
the  discussions  on  all  the  subjects  brought  forward,  yet  there  was 
entire  harmony  from  the  beginning  to  the  close  of  the  assembly. 

The  greatest  diversity  of  views  was  manifested  on.  articulation 
as  a  means  of  instruction ;  on  the  method  of  conducting  the  relig- 
ious services  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  ;  on  the  organization  of  day 
schools  for  this  class  of  persons  in  large  cities,  and  on  the  order 
and  value  of  natural  signs  in  teaching  language  te  the  deaf  and 
dumb. 

While  all  thought  that  articulation  ought  to  be  taught  in  all  our 
institutions  to  semi-mutes,  some  exalted  it  to  greater  prominence 
than  others.  Although  there  was  no  formal  vote  taken  upon  the 
subject,  yet  the  papers  read  and  the  discussions  which  followed 
evinced  a  very  general  agreement  in  the  opinion  that  natural  signs 
were  the  true  basis  of  a  system  of  instruction  for  the  mass  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  and  that  articulation  taught  under  the  most  favor- 
able circumstances,  could  benefit  only  the  few. 

One  of  the  papers  read  on  the  manner  of  conducting  the  relig- 
ious services  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  advocated  the  use  of  a  liturgy 
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This  called  forth  a  description  of  the  practices  pursued  in  a  num- 
ber of  the  prominent  institutions,  which,  in  all  of  them  heard  from, 
consisted  in  their  main  feature,  in  prayer,  reading  the  Scriptures? 
repetition  in  concert  or  by  individuals,  of  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  of 
Psalms  and  hymns  of  confession,  praise  and  thanksgiving  ;  and  in 
preaching — all  in  the  language  of  signs. 

In  none  of  them  had  a  liturgy  been  adopted,  but  all  seemed  to 
think  that  a  simple  liturgical  form  of  divine  service  was  desirable, 
and  if  properly  adapted  to  the  deaf  and  dumb  would  be  of  great 
benefit  to  them  in  aiding  them  in  their  devotions. 

The  paper  read  on  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  in  com- 
mon schools,  in  which  were  stated  a  number  of  serious  objections 
to  this  mode  of  instruction,  called  out  from  the  delegates  from 
Pennsylvania  and  Massachusetts  full  accounts  of  the  efforts  mak- 
ing in  Pittsburgh  and  Boston  to  establish  schools  of  this  class- 
The  subject  was  new  to  most  of  the  members  of  the  Convention, 
and  excited  a  lively  interest  in  the  efforts  making  in  this  direction* 
The  chief  advantages  to  be  derived  from  such  schools  were  stated 
to  be  that  the  pupils  could  remain  under  home  influence  and  that 
the  expense  of  their  education  to  the  community  would  be  much 
less  than  in  State  Institutions. 

But  it  will,  of  course,  be  impossible  in  this  report  to  give  even 
an  outline  of  the  various  papers  read  before  the  Convention.  They 
will  be  published  with  the  proceedings  in  pamphlet  form,  and  will 
be  read  with  interest  and  advantage,  not  only  by  teachers  of  the 
deaf  and  dumb,  but  doubtless  by  many  others. 

One  of  the  most  pleasing  features  of  the  Convention  was  that 
fully  one-third  of  the  delegates  present  and  participating  in  the 
proceedings  were  deaf  and  dumb.  All  the  essays,  debates,  resolu- 
tions and  motions,  when  expressed  in  oral  language,  were  trans- 
lated for  them  by  an  interpreter  into  signs,  and  when  delivered  in 
signs,  were  repeated  in  spoken  words  for  the  benefit  of  those  pres- 
ent who  did  not  understand  this  mode  of  speech. 

The  Convention  made  arrangements  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
American  Annals  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  a  quarterly  periodi- 
cal of  sixty-four  pages,  now  in  its  fifteenth  volume,  devoted  to  the 
cause  of  deaf-mute  education,  by  the  appointment  of  an  executive 
committee  to  take  charge  of  its  publication  until  the  meeting  of 
the  next  Convention. 
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It  was  decided  to  hold  the  next  convention  sometinnein  the  sum- 
mer vacation  of  1873 — the  day  and  place  of  meeting  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Executive   Committee. 

Mr.  Covell,  the  Principal  of  the  Virginia  Institntion  for  the  Deaf 
and  Dumb,  and  the  Blind,  in  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  presented  to 
the  members  of  the  Convention,  a  cordial  invitation  to  hold  the 
next  meeting  in  Staunton,  and  tendered  the  hospitalities  of  the  In- 
stitution to  all  the  delegates  who  might  attend.  The  invitation 
was  received  with  thanks  and  referred  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
as  a  number  of  the  delegates  present  wished  to  confer  with  their 
respective  Trustees  before  the  place  of  meeting  was  finally  decided 
upon. 

VACATION. 

When  the  Institution  was  first  established  and  for  some  years 
afterwards  the  annual  vacation  took  place  in  the  months  of  August 
and  September,  and  the  children  who  wished  it,  were  allowed  a 
short  recess  during  the  Christmas  holidays  to  visit  their  homes. 
It  was  found  that  but  few  of  those  who  lived  at  a  distance  could 
afford  the  expense  of  a  visit  home  in  the  winter,  and  not  un- 
frequently  when  they  got  home,  had  not  the  means  of  returning  to 
school.  Harvest  occurring  in  the  month  of  July,  many  of  the  older 
pupils  were  withdrawn  from  the  Institution  to  labor  at  home,  and 
on  the  farm  during  that  busy  season,  and  it  was  found  difficult  to 
keep  up  the  number  and  interest  of  the  classes.  Finally  it  was 
decided,  some  years  ago,  to  have  but  one  vacation  annually,  and 
this  was  made  to  extend  from  the  last  Wednesday  in  June  to  the 
15th  of  September.  This  arrangement  has  worked  more  satisfac- 
torily to  all  concerned.  The  pupils  come  more  punctually  at  the 
opening  of  the  term  and  remain  until  the  close  to  get  their  certifi- 
cates of  standing  after  the  annual  examination,  that  they  may  avail 
themselves  of  the  liberal  arrangements  made  with  the  railroads  for 
half  fare  tickets,  and  the  care  of  one  of  the  teachers  on  their  way 
home. 

Besides  the  summer  vacation,  the  only  other  holidays  are  Thanks- 
giving, Christmas  and  New  Year's  day — which  are  made  to  them 
festive  occasions  as  far  as  possible. 

In  former  years  all  the  pupils  who  wished  to  remain,  as  well  as 
those  who  had  no  homes,  were  kept  at  the  Institution  during  va- 
cation. There  was  some  excuse  for  this  in  the  early  years  of  the 
Institution  when  traveling  was  difficult  and  expensive,  but  now 
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there  is  none  when  railroads  pass  through  almost  every  county  in 
the  State.  The  arrangement  worked  badly  in  several  respects;  it 
led  many  to  look  upon  the  Institution  more  as  an  Asylum  for  the 
care  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  than  a  school  for  their  education*  it. 
broke  up  all  connection  with  their  acquaintances,  neighbors  and 
friends,  and  after  they  had  finished  their  course  of  study,  they  had 
no  place  to  go  to,  nor  any  one  to  care  for  them  outside  of  the  Institu- 
tion. They  had  lost  their  residence  and  were  forgotten  in  the 
counties  from  which  they  came. 

When  the  writer  of  this  took  charge  of  the  Institution  there 
were  a  half  dozen  such  cases  as  these  hanging  around,  who  had  for- 
gotten their  former  friends,  and  who  were  torgotten  by  those  who 
ought  to  have  cared  for  them. 

If  this  course  had  been  continued,  the  Institution  would  indeed 
have  become  an  Asylum.  If  it  had  assumed  the  permanent  care 
and  guardianship  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  of  the  Stste,  it  could  not 
have  accomplished  much  in  the  way  of  education.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  there  are  very  few  deaf  and  dumb  who  have  no  natural  j^ro- 
tectors  ;  if  not  relations,  at  least  neighbors  and  friends  who  will  take 
an  interest  in  them  ;  and  if  they  have  none  of  these,  there  is  the 
official  protection  which  the  law  provides,  in  the  place,  where  they 
belong.  And  as  a  poor  home  is  better  than  none,  we  endeavor  to 
make  as  good  a  one  as  we  can,  in  the  neighborhood  from  which 
they  come  by  sending  them  there  to  reside  during  vacation,  and  at 
the  end  of  their  allotted  time  of  study  The  prime  object  aimed  at 
by  the  Institution  is  education,  embracing  in  each  case  the  best 
possible  preparation,  which  it  can  give  them  and  of  which  they  arc 
capable,  for  usefulness  and  self-support  in  after  life. 

None  are  received  or  retained  as  pupils  who  can  not,  from  ill 
health,  or  any  other  cause,  pursue  their  studies  to  advantage,  and 
none  are  retained  in  the  Institution  in  vacation.  For  the  few 
whose  friends  are  unable  to  defray  the  expense  of  going  to  and  re- 
turning from  their  homes,  the  law  makes  provisions;  it  provides 
that  at  the  end  of  the  session  their  traveling  expenses  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Institution  and  charged  to  the  county  to  which  they  belong. 
For  those  who  have  no  suitable  homes  to  go  to,  we  have  found  no 
difficulty  in  securing,  through  the  county  officers,  proper  places  for 
them  among  their  acquaintances  and  neighbors  to  spend  their  va- 
cations. Precedent  to  the  reception  of  new  pupils  it  is  required  in 
such  cases,  that  the  name  of  a  responsible  person   be  furnished^ 
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with  whom  we  may  coiTespond  and  to  whom  the  pupil  may  be 
sent  at  the  close  of  the  term,  and  who  will  see  that  he  or  she  is 
cared  for  and  returned  at  the  proper  time.

CHANGES. 

Frequent  changes  in  the  corps  of  teachers  and  officers  of  an  in- 
stitution for  the  deaf  and  dumb,  in  which  experience  and  perma- 
nency are  so  important,  very  much  cripples  its  usefulness.  By  the 
judicious  selections  and  liberal  policy  pursued  by  the  Trustees 
towards  its  appointees,  the  Indiana  Institution  in  past  years  has 
been  less  subjected  to  this  evil,  perhaps  than  most  others. 
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During  the  last  year  but  one  change  has  occurred  in  the  de- 
partment of  instruction.  Miss  Susan  Wallace,  a  graduate  of  the 
Ohio  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  engaged  as  teacher 
for  the  session,  retired  at  its  close.  This  vacancy  has  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Sarah  C.  Williams,  a  recent  graduate 
of  our  High  Class.  Miss  Williams  entered  upon  the  discharge  of 
her  duties  at  the  commencement  of  this  term,  and  thus  far — as  we 
doubt  not  she  will  in  the  future — she  has  continued  to  perform 
them  efficiently  and  acceptably. 

In  the  domestic  department,  the  office  of  Steward  was  made 
vacant  in  July  last,  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Chapin  C.  Foster, 
who,  from  March  1st,  1865,  up  to  that  time,  had  performed  the 
duties  of  that  arduous  and  responsible  position  with  eminent 
ability,  and  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  all  those  whom  he 
served.  Mr.  Foster  leaves  us  to  enter  upon  mercantile  business? 
and  caiTies  with  him  the  profound  respect  and  esteem  of  all  the 
officers  of  the  Institution  and  members  of  the  household  as  well  as 
those  with  whom  he  has  transacted  the  important  and  extensive 
business  of  his  department. 

This  vacancy  has  been  filled  by  the  election  of  Mr.  George  W, 
Cox,  a  young  man  of  intelligence  and  rare  business  qualifications 
for  the  position,  from  Morgan  county,  in  this  State.  Mr.  Cox 
commenced  his  duties  the  first  of  October  last,  and  already  he 
gives  promise  of  great  success  in  this,  to  him,  untried  field  of 
labor. 

Besides  the  two  above  mentioned  vacancies,  no  other  importont 
changes  have  occured  within  the  year  just  closed. 

Commending  the  Institution  to  the  fostering  care  and  continued 
favor  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the   State,  we  with   hope,  and 
confidence,  commit  it  to  the  Divine  protection  and  blessing  which 
it  has  so  signally  enjoyed  through  all  its  history.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


ADMISSION  OF  PUPILS 


I.  The  Institution  is  open  to  all  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  of  the 
State  between  the  ages  of  ten  and  twenty-one  year.s,  for  admission 
as  pupils,  free  of  charge  for  boarding  and  tuition,  upon  compliance 
with  the  rules.  Applicants  from  other  States  will  be  recei/ed  as 
pupils  on  the  payment,  in  advance,  of  two  hundred  and  thirty  dollars 
a  year  for  boarding  and  tuition. 

D.  Pupils  will  be  admitted  on  the  following  conditions:  1st.  The 
pupil,  well  provided  with  clothes,  is  to  be  brought  to  the  Institution 
punctually  at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  unless  detained 
at  home  by  his  or  her  sickness,  2d.  The  pupil  is  to  remain  in 
the  school  until  the  last  Wednesday  in  June,  of  each  year.  3d. 
No  parent  or  guardian  shall  be  allowed  to  take  a  pupil  out  of  the 
school  in  session  time,  without  assigning  satisfactory  reasons. 

III.  The  annual  sessions  of  the  school  commence  on  the  first 
Wednesday  after  the  15th  day  of  September,  and  close  on  the  last 
Wednesday  of  June.  Every  pupil,  is  to  come  promptly  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  the  session,  and  is  to  remain  until  the  last  day  of  the 
same.     The  only  exceptions  alloived  are  cases  of  sickness. 

IV.  The  Institution  will  provide  for  each  State  pupil  regularly 
admitted,  boarding,  lodging,  washing,  superintendence  of  conduct, 
manners  and  morals,  medical  attendance,  instruction,  school  books, 
slates,  and  all  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  school  room,  without 
charge  ;  but  will  not  pay  the  traveling  expenses  of  pupils  in  coming 
to  or  returning  from  the  Institution,  nor  supply  them  with  clothing, 
except  in  extreme  cases  of  destitution. 
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V.  Those  who  are  unable  to  pay  for  the  necessary  clothing,  mr 
whose  parents  neglect  to  supply  them,  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the 
Superintendent  to  furnish,  in  accordance  with  the  following  legis- 
lative enactment: 

"  That  when  the  pupils  of  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  are  not  otherwise  supplied  with  clothing,  they  shall  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Superintendent,  who  shall  make  out  an  account 
therefor,  in  each  case,  against  the  respective  counties  from  which 
said  pupils  were  sent,  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  forty  dollars  per 
annum  for  every  such  pupil,  which  account  will  be  signed  by  tke 
Superintendent,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  Institution  for  the 
Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  the  Treasurer  of  State  shall  charge  the 
account  thus  certified,  to  the  county  from  which  the  pupil  was  sent 
and  credit  the  amount  to  the  current  expense  fund  of  the  Indiana 
Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

"  Sec  3.  When  such  account  shall  be  received  by  the  Treaa- 
urer  of  the  proper  county,  to  whom  it  shall  be  immediately  sent 
upon  its  reception  by  the  Treasurer  of  State  from  the  Superintend- 
ent, such  County  Treasurer  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  County  Treasury  to  the  Treasurer  of  State.  And  such  County 
Treasurer  shall  collect  the  amount  of  such  account  from  the  estate 
of  such  pupil,  if  he  have  any,  by  suit,  if  necessary,  in  the  name  of 
the  county." 

VL  Each  applicant  for  admission  should  come  well  supplied 
with  clothing ;  and  on  all  articles  on  which  it  is  possible  to  mark 
the  name  of  the  pupil,  it  should  be  written  with  indelible  ink.  In 
all  cases,  except  those  clothed  by  the  county,  besides  the  ordinary 

supply  of  clothing,  the  applicant  should  deposit  with  the  Superin- 
tendent a  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars,  to  defray  incidental  expen- 
ses, repairs  of  shoes,  etc.,  any  part  of  which  remaining  unexpended 
at  the  close  of  the  session  will  be  returned.  Each  pupil  should  be 
supplied  with  a  trunk. 

VII.  The  Institution  is  not  an  asylum;  but  a  school  of  learn- 
ing; and  hence  no  one  can  be  admitted  or  retained  as  a  pupil  who, 
from  sickness  or  from  other  cause,  is  unable  to  pursue  his  or  her 
studies  successfully. 

VIII.  The  course  of  study  in  the  primary  department  embraces 
Spelling,  Reading,  Writing,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  and  Grammar^ 
and  ordinarily  requires  seven  years  to  complete  it.  All  the  pupilg 
who  wish  it,  and   will  avail  themselves  of  it,  are  allowed  the  fia^[ 

cnefit  of  this  course  of  study. 
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IX.  For  the  benefit  of  those  who  wish  to  qualify  themselves 
for  teaching  or  for  other  intellectual  pursuits,  the  Trustees  have 
established  a  High  Class  and  adopted  a  course  of  three  years'  study- 
in  the  sciences.  From  among  those  who  complete  the  primary 
•ourse  of  study,  the  Superintendent  may  select  each  year  the  most 
promising  pupils  and  admit  them  as  members  of  this  class ;  pro. 
Tided  that  not  more  than  seven  shall  be  admitted  to  the  class  in 
any  one  year,  and  not  more  than  twenty-one  in  all. 

X.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Trustees  to  render  the  pupils  self- 
Bopporting,  so  far  as  practicable,  and  that  every  pupil,  on  leaving 
the  Institution,  shall  be  proficient  in  some  useful  occupation  or 
trade,  so  as  to  be  able  to  procure  a  livelihood  without  reliance  on  the 
eharities  of  others.  In  accordance  with  this  design,  all  the  scholars 
will  be  required  to  labor  a  portion  of  each  day,  the  girls  performing 
the  lighter  kinds  of  housework,  and  various  kinds  of  needle-work, 
as  plain  sewing,  or  ornamental  work,  dress  making  and  millinery  ; 
and  the  boys  at  various  trades,  the  necessary  work  about  the 
Institution,  and  in  the  cultivation  of  the  farm  and  garden. 

XL     All  business  letters,  or  letters  of  inquiry  in  regard  to  pupils 
in  the  Institution,  or  those  whom  it  maybe  designed  to  place  there 
should  be  addressed  to  Thomas  Mac  Intire,  Superintendent,  Insti- 
tution for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  Indianapolis. 

XII.  Those  persons  bringing  pupils  to,  or  taking  them  away^ 
•an  not  be  furnished  with  board  and  lodging  at  the  Institution. 

XIII.  Applicants  for  admission  should  be  between  ten  and 
twenty-one  years  of  age. 

XIV.  No  pupil,  unless  under  extraordinary  circumstances,  can 
fee  received  at  any  other  time  than  at  the  commencement  of  the  ses- 
son. 

XV.  The  pupils  are  desired  and  expected  to  spend  the  vacation 
at  home.

To  Ilk  Excellency,  Conrad  Baker, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Indiana: 

The  undersigned,  Trustees  of  the  Indiana  Institute  for  the  Ed- 
ucation of  tl  e  Blind,  respectfully  submit  their  Twenty-fourth  An- 
nual  Report,  with  accompanying  documents. 

The  following  statement  exhibits  the  financial  condition  of  the 
Institution  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  ending  on  the  31st  of  Oc- 
tober, 1870:

The  Secretary's  Report  accompanying,  (marked  Appendix  A,) 
exhibits  the  expenditures  of  the  past  year  in  detail,  by  items,  as 
contemplated  by  law. 

The  Superintendent's  Report,  also  hereto  appended,  (marked  Ap- 
pendix B,)  is  referred  to  with  unusual  satisfaction  on  onr  part.  The 
institution  committed  to  our  care  is  enjoying  a  high  degree  of  pros- 
perity, and  is  doing  its  work  well,  and  with  credit  to  the  State. 
The  appropriations  made  by  the  last  Legislature  for  heating  appa- 
ratus, etc.,  have  been  expended  for  the  objects  intended,  and  these 
improvements  have  contributed  in  an  important  degree  to  the  pres- 
ent efficiency  of  the  establishment. 

The  buildings  are  now  well  warmed,  well  lighted,  and  well  ven- 
tilated ;  they  are  generally  in  good  repair,  and  the  several  depart- 
ments are  well  organized  for  conducting  a  school  of  a  certain  num- 
ber of  pupils.  That  number  has  been  reached  and  exceeded.  It 
is  to  this  point  that  we  wish  to  call  your  Excellency's  attention/ 
and  the  thoughtful  care  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly.. 
The  dormitories  of  the  institution  are  already  overcrowded,  and 
new  applications  for  the  admission  of  pupils  are  constantly  pressed 
upon  us.  Taking  into  account  the  rapidly  increasing  population 
of  the  State,  the  enlargement  of  the  main  building  of  the  institu- 
tion seems  to  us  an  imperative  necessity.  In  our  report  two  years 
ago,  we  presented  the  need  of  this  additional  building,  and  have 
now  again  to  urge  its  importance. 

We  cannot  present  the  subject  in  better  form  than  by  reproduc- 
ing here  the  statements  then  made.  We  quote  from  the  Superin- 
tendent's twenty-second  annual  report,  the  following  observations 
relating  to  this  subject : 

"  When  the  plans  of  our  present  building  were  devised,  and  their 
construction  commenced,  some  twenty  years  ago,  the  capacity  of 
the  main  edifice  for  the  accommodation  of  the  school  and  boarding 
departments,  was  deemed  sufficient  for  one  hundred  pupils,  togeth- 
er Vvith  the  necessary  officers  and  employes.  This  was  considered 
the  maximum  number,  while  that  which  could  be  suitably  accom- 
modated was  placed  at  eighty.     Though  it  was  manifest  at  the 


time,  that  the  prospective  increase  in  the  population  of  the  State 
would  ultimately  render  a  larger  building  necessary,  it  was  thought 
advisable  not  to  burthen  the  people  with  a  greater  outlay  of  means 
until  such  necessity  should  arise  ;  and,  in  accordance  with  this  view, 
the  building  was  so  designed  as  to  admit  of  a  suitable  extension. 
From  fifteen  to  twenty  years  was  the  time  which  it  was  presumed 
the  school  would  take  to  outgrow  its  present  accommodations. 
This  period  is  now  past,  and  the  presumption  fully  justified  by  ex- 
perience. In  short,  we  are  full  and  over  full.  So  much  so,  that 
after  crowding  our  dormitories  beyond  their  proper  and  healthful 
capacity,  we  are  obliged  to  lodge  a  number  of  the  pupils  in  the 
halls  of  the  upper  stories  of  the  building.  Besides,  our  school 
rooms  are  too  limited  in  number  for  a  proper  classification,  and  too 
limited  in  capacity  for  healthful  ventilation  and  convenience  in  the 
work  of  instruction,  while  the  pupils  are  without  adequate  indoor 
range  for  exercise  and  recreation  during  inclement  weather.  All 
this,  too,  with  our  present  number  of  about  one  hundred,  while 
numerous  others  are  applying  for  admission  into  the  Institution, 
whom  we  cannot  accommodate. 

In  the  Music  Department  we  are  likewise  deficient  in  the  requi- 
site number  of  rooms  for  piano-forte  and  other  instrumental  prac- 
tice, while  in  the  household  department  we  suflfer  serious  incon- 
venience from  the  lack  of  a  suitable  bakery  and  proper  accommo- 
dations for  our  laundry. 

Still  another  very  important  desideratum  of  which  our  building 
has  always  been  deficient,  its  necessity  being  unappreciated  in  the 
beginning,  is  an  ample  gymnasium  for  each  sex  of  the  pupils.  But 
as  I  have,  in  former  reports,  endeavored  to  show  you  that  a  school 
for  the  blind,  above  all  others,  requires  the  aid  of  gymnastic  train- 
ing for  the  proper,  healthful  development  of  the  physical  powers  of 
its  pupils,  the  subject  need  not  be  enlarged  upon  here.  We  at- 
tempt to  carry  out  this  useful  feature  of  physical  education,  despite 
our  cramped  accommodations,  but  find  the  obstacles  to  success 
almost  insurmountable. 

The  manner  of  enlargement  originally  contemplated  in  the  plan 
of  the  building,  was  to  extend  the  wings  northward,  and  their  rear 
walls  were  left  without  window  openings  with  a  view  to  this  end  '■> 
but  subsequent  refliection  and  experience  have  suggested  what  is 
thought  to  be  in  all  respects,  a  more  appropriate  plan  of  enlarge- 
ment.    This  is,  in   general  terms,  to  erect  an  additional  building 


some  twenty-eight  or  thirty  feet  in  the  rear  of  the  main  edifice,  and 
connect  it  by  corridors  to  the  wings  of  the  latter.  Such  a  building 
could  be  so  planned  as  to  supply  at  a  moderate  cost,  all  of  the 
deficiencies  above  alluded  to,  and,  at  the  same  time,  double  the  pres- 
ent capacity  of  the  Institution. 

By  way  of  illustration,  I  beg  leave  to  present  herewith  for  your, 
inspection,  sketches  of  the  floor  plan  of  such  a  structure,  as  I 
think  will  be  found  appropriate,  drawn  in  connection  with  those  of 
the  main  building. 

In  the  basement  story  are  provided,  as  you  will  observe,  the 
needed  laundry,  and  bakery,  together  with  a  store  room,  for  flour 
and  other  provisions,  and  in  addition  thereto,  better  arranged  wasii- 
rooms,  bath-rooms  and  water-closets  for  the  pupils  than  we  now 
possess.  The  first  principal  story  is  appropriated  almost  exclu- 
sively to  the  literary  department,  and  contains  six  ample  school 
rooms,  together  with  a  couple  of  apparatus  rooms.  This  arrange- 
ment would  possess  the  double  advantage  of  isolating  the  school 
rooms  from  the  interruptions  incident  to  their  present  location  ia 
the  main  building,  and  preventing  in  the  latter,  much  of  the  con- 
fusion now  experienced.  The  second  story  is  appropriated  wholly 
to  the  purposes  of  the  music  department,  and  provides  in  addition 
to  fourteen  suitable  rooms  for  instrumental  practice,  a  large  choir 
room,  which  could  also  be  used  for  assembling  the  whole  school  for 
lectures  and  other  purposes.  This  concentration  of  the  music 
department  in  a  single,  isolated  section  of  the  building,  would  pos- 
sess advantages  which  are  too  obvious  to  need  explanation.  The 
third  story  is  devoted  to  additional  dormitories,  for  the  pupils,  and 
the  attic  to  gymnasiums,  thus  supplying  two  of  the  important  needs 
heretofore  alluded  to. 

In  the  preparation  of  these  plans  especial  reference  has  been  had 
to  the  introduction  of  a  thorough  system  of  warming  and  ventila- 
tion. To  this  end  an  unusual  number  of  ample  induction  and 
eduction  flues  have  been  introduced,  the  former  leading  directly 
from  the  heating  chambers  to  the  rooms  and  halls  without  angles 
and  the  latter  terminating  in  several  main  trunks  beneath  the  base- 
ment floor,  which  connect  them  with  the  bases  of  two  capacious 
ventilating  shafts,  one  at  either  end  of  the  building.  This  arrange- 
ment embodies  the  most  approved  system  of  warming  and  ventil- 
ating among  architects  of  the  present  day,  and  cannot  fail  to  prove 
highly  successful  in  its  results. 
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The  building  here  proposed  need  not  be  otherwise  than  plain, 
and  inexpensive,  sole  reference  being  had  to  appropriateness  of  ar- 
rangement, and  durability  of  construction. 

Having  thus  explained  to  you  as  briefly  as  the  nature  of  the  case 
would  permit,  the  pressing  necessity  of  an  enlargement  of  our 
building  accommodalions,  and  offered  some  suggestions -as  to  the 
proper  plan  of  sucii  enlargement,  I  cannot  but  indulge  the  hope 
that  your  Board  may  deem  it  expedient  to  second  the  effort  here 
))ut  forth,  by  earnestly  commending  the  subject  to  the  Legislature? 
through  your  report  to  the  Governor,  now  about  to  be  issued. 

When  it  is  borne  in  mind  that  the  entire  original  cost  to  the 
State,  of  our  existing  buildings  and  grounds,  did  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  while  the  present  market 
value  of  the  naked  grounds  without  the  improvements  is  no  less 
than  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dollars,  the  first  cost  of  the 
same  being  five  thousatid  dollars,  it  is  difficult  to  imagine  how  any 
just  minded  member  of  the  Legislature  can  withhold  his  vote  for 
an  apprcpriation  of  the  comparatively  small  sum  which  would  be 
required  for  the  object  proposed.  Surely  the  State  never  made  a 
safer  or  more  remunerative  investment  of  the  kind  than  was  made 
in  its  behalf  by  the  original  Trustees  of  tliis  institution.  Nor  could 
its  representatives  ask  for  a  more  judicious  and  economical  expen- 
diture of  its  funds,  than  is  exacted  by  the  present  Board. 

Our  principal  building  as  to  its  adaptedness  in  design  and  ar- 
rangements, to  the  purposes  of  its  erection,  is  acknowledged  to  be 
without  a  superior,  if  indeed  an  equal,  in  any  part  of  the  country. 
All  it  now  lacks  is  capacity  for  present  and  future  needs ;  and 
should  the  proposed  extension  be  accomplished,  this  deficiency  wil' 
be  amply  provided  for." 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  addition  was  placed  at  sixty  thousand 
dollars  at  the  time  it  was  made.  It  is  probable  that  that  sum 
would  still  suffice,  though  less  would  be  insufficient. 

For  an  estimate  of  the  sum  required  for  the  above  and  other 
purposes,  for  the  two  years  next  ensuing,  we  refer  to  the  Superin- 
tendent's report,  feeling  confident  the  whole  subject  will  receive 
due  consideration  and  appropriate  action  from  the  people's  repre- 
sentatives in  the  General  Assembly. 

The  Board  are  glad  to  be  able  -again  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
faithful  and  efficient  services  of  the  Superintendent,  Mr.  Church- 
man, and  his  subordinate  officers.     Several  changes  have  occurred 
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in  the  list,  which  the  Superintendent  has  duly  noticed  in  his  report. 
Among  the  absent,  many  friends  of  the  Institution  will  miss  the 
name  of  our  late  Secretary  and  Steward,  Mr.  Stilwell,  and  will 
with  us,  deeply  regret  his  early  death.  His  place  has  been  filled  by 
the  election  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Ballard,  in  whom  we  expect  to  find  a 
worthy  successor.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  attention  is  asked  to  the  following  resume^ 
as  the  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Report  of  the  executive  department 
of  the  institution  intrusted  to  your  care  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State. 

ASSISTANT    OFFICERS. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  last  school  term,  Novem- 
ber 23,  1869,  Miss  Mary  D.  Naylor  resigned  her  position  as  a 
teacher  in  the  Literary  Department,  on  account  of  delicate  health, 
and  her  place  was  supplied  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Kate  C. 
Landis,  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

On  the  31st  of  May  following,  Mr.  W.  M.  Stilwell,  who  had 
acceptably  filled  the  office  of  Steward  for  several  years,  also  vacated 
his  position  on  account  of  declining  health.  After,  vainly  seeking 
restoration  through  travel  and  immunity  from  business  cares,  he 
died  of  pulmonary  consumption  on  the  26th  of  July  last,  at  the 
home  of  his  mother  in  a  neighboring  county.  To  you  who  are  so 
well  apprised  of  Mr.  Stilwell's  worth,  both  official  and  personal,  it 
need  not  be  said  that  he  is  held  in  affectionate  remembrance  by  our 
entire  household,  as  well  as  a  numerous  circle  of  friends  in  the 
community. 

The  immediate  appointment  of  a  successor  to  Mr.  Stillwell 
being  deemed  inexpedient  by  your  Board,  the  office  of  Steward 
remained  vacant  until  October  1st,  when  its  duties  were  assumed 
by  Mr.  H.  W.  Ballard,  who  was  formerly  connected  with  our  school 
for  several  years,  in  the  capacity  of  teacher.  Superadded  to,  his. 
D.  J.— R.  B.  A.— 2 
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antecedent  familiarity  with  the  regime  of  the  institution,  Mr.  Bal- 
lard brings  with  him  an  amount  of  business  experience,  tact  and 
energy  which  may  well  be  taken  as  a  guarantee  of  complete  suc- 
cess in  the  new  position  to  which  he  has  been  appointed. 

Misses  M.  E.  Hanna  and  H.  A.  Carpenter,  both  of  whom  had 
given  unqualified  satisfaction  as  teachers  in  the  Literary  Depart- 
ment, declined,  at  the  close  of  last  terra,  the  tender  of  a  reappoint- 
ment for  the  current  one,  and  retired  for  the  time  being,  from  the 
occupation  of  teaching.  The  place  of  the  former  has  been  filled 
by  the  engagement  of  Mr.  Albert  Stewart,  of  Wayne  county, 
Indiana,  for  the  current  year,  and  that  of  the  latter,  by  the  employ- 
anent  of  one  of  our  advanced  pupils,  for  the  time  being. 

Ill  addition  to  the  changes  above  noted,  the  position  of  Girls' 
Croveraess,  and  Instructor  of  Female  Handicraft,  occupied  last 
jear  bj  Miss  P.  W.  Hawley,  has  been  assigned  to  Mrs.  S.  J.  Bal- 
lard, a  former  teacher  of  some  years  experience  in  the  Literary 
Department  of  this  and  a  similar  institution.  The  varied  and 
■onerous  duties  of  this  responsible  place  call  for  peculiar  qualifica- 
tions in  the  incumbent,  and  I  am  safe  in  assuring  your  Board  that 
these  are  possessed  in  a  high  degree  by  the  lady  just  referred  to. 

Of  the  several  officers  holding  over  from  last  year,  I  need  only 
say  that  their  unflagging  zeal  and  fidelity  in  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  assigned  them,  demand  a  further  continuance  of  the  respect 
and  confidence  which  have  hitherto  been  shown  them. 
Our  corps  for  the  present  school  year  is  as  follows :

Of  the  above  mentioned  pupils,  three,  R.  Wesley  Alexander. 
William  H.  Crowe  and  Peter  Walter,  left  as  graduates  of  the 
Work  Department,  at  or  near  the  close  of  the  term,  well  qualified 
to  engage  in  the  business  of  broom  making ;  and  one  other,  Miss 
Eliza  Phenis,  returned  to  her  home  to  engage  in  the  work  of  teach- 
ing a  salect  school,  for  which  she  had  become  well  qualified  through 
the  course  of  instruction  received  in  our  Institution. 

In  addition  to  these,  several  others  left  informally  during  the- 
term  without  completing  their  course  of  education. 

The  number  enrolled  since  the  commencement  of  the  present 
session,  September  21st,  is  one  hundred  and  three,  and  there  are 
yet  numerous  others  expected,  who  have  been  detained  at  home 
through  sickness  and  other  causes.  The  normal  capacity  of  our 
building  being  for  only  about  eighty  pupils,  it  were  needless  to  say 
that  we  find  ourselves  already  too  much  crowded  for  health  and 
convenience,  especially  as  to  dormitory  accommodations.  Under 
the  circumstances  it  might  well  be  considered  proper  to  limit  the 
number  received  until  our  building  can  be  enlarged  ;  and  yet  it 
would  not  be  found  easy  to  pursue  such  a  course,  while  there  re» 
main  so  many  unfortunate  children  in  the  State  who  are  entitled 
to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution. 

It  is  usual  for  institutions  of  this  kind  to  employ  special  means 
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for  seeking  out  the  proper  objects  of  their  care  ;  and  did  our  exist- 
ing accommodations  warrant  such  a  course,  it  would  not  be  diffi- 
cult in  this  way  to  nearly  or  quite  double  our  present  number  of 
pupils.  Situated  as  we  are,  however,  nothing  has  been  left  to  us 
but  to  remain  inactive  in  this  regard,  and  receive  only  such  appli- 
cants for  admission  as  may  chance  to  learn  through  ordinary  chan- 
nels of  the  existence  and  objects  of  the  Institution. 

May  we  not  hope,  then,  that  the  General  Assembly,  soon  to  con- 
vene, will  grant  us  the  necessary  means  for  enlarging  our  building, 
and  thereby  enable  us  to  gather  in  from  the  State,  all  of  the 
afflicted  class  for  whose  education  and  training  our  school  was 
founded  ? 

SCHOOL    DEPARTMENT. 

In  their  various  branches  of  literature  and  music,  as  well  as  in 
general  deportment,  our  pupils  continued  during  the  past  year  to 
make  the  same  commendable  improvement  as  in  fojmer  ones.  In 
the  routine  of  studies  and  exercises,  no  change  worthy  of  note  has 
been  made  for  several  years ;  and  as  this  has  been  heretofore  ex- 
plained to  you  on  several  occasions,  it  would  seem  unneces- 
sary to  occupy  space  in  this  connection  by  a  repetitious  account 
of  its  details.  Allow  me,  therefore,  to  dismiss  the  topic  in  hand 
with  the  single  additional  remark,  that  with  the  existing  organiza- 
tion the  present  prospects  of  our  school  are  in  all  respects  equally 
encouraging  with  thoso  of  any  period  in  its  past  history. 

The  subject  of  a  national  college  or  university  for  the  benefit  of 
the  comparatively  few  blind  in  each  State  who  possess  the  requi- 
site talent,  ambition  and  pecuniary  means  for  the  pursuance  of  a 
higher  course  of  study  than  is  deemed  compatible  with  the  general 
scope  of  the  several  institutions  of  our  country,  is  one  which  has 
begun  to  receive  some  attention  among  educators.  But  as  yet  no 
scheme  looking  to  such  an  end  has  assumed  a  sufficiently  definite 
shape  to  warrant  the  hope  of  its  speedy  realization.  Nor  is  it 
quite  apparent  that  the  existing  demand  for  such  an  institution  in 
our  country  is  sufficient  to  justify  its  present  establishment,  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  there  is  no  insurmountable  obstacle  in  the  way  of 
an  intelligent  blind  student's  passing  honorably  through  the  regTi- 
lar  course  of  any  one  of  our  universities  for  the  seeing.  Indeed, 
instances  of  the  kind  are  by  no  means  rare,  as  is  well  known  to 
those  who  are  familiar  with  our  special  work. 

Allusion  to  this  subject  is  here  made  for  the  purpose  of  calling 
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attention  in  compliance  with  a  request  from  its  management  to  an 
institution  of  the  kind  in  question,  which  is  said  to  have  been  in 
successful  operation  for  the  past  year  in  Worcester,  England, 
The  name  of  the  institution  is  "  The  Worcester  Proprietary  Col- 
lege for  the  Blind  Sons  of  Gentlemen,"  and  that  of  its  principal, 
Robert  Hugh  Blair,  M.  A.,  R  R.  A.  S.  &c.  We  are  told  that 
its  classes  already  contain  two  students  from  this  country,  and  the 
attendance  of  others  is  solicited.  Should  any  of  the  graduates  of 
our  American  institutions  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privi-^ 
leges  of  a  special  college  for  the  classical  education  of  the  blind, 
in  advance  of  the  establishment  of  such  an  one  in  this  country,  it 
is  not  doubted  that  they  would  be  amply  repaid  for  the  time  and 
expense  incurred  by  taking  a  course  in  the  institution  just  named. 

INDUSTRIAL    DEPARTMENT. 

Both  branches  of  this  department  continue  to  be  conducted  as 
heretofore  reported,  and  with  the  usual  results. 

The  male  branch  is  still  in  charge  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Bradshaw,  and 
as  he  carries  on  the  shops  upon  his  own  account,  relieving  the  Insti- 
tution of  all  financial  responsibility,  I  have  no  other  account  to- 
render  concerning  its  management  than  that  the  apprentices  con- 
fided to  Mr.  Bradshaw's  care  continue  to  be  instructed  with  the 
same  fidelity  as  in  times  past. 

As  intimated  in  a  previous  paragraph,  the  Handicraft  instruction 
of  the  female  pupils  has  been  transferred  to  Mrs.  S.  J.  Ballard,  the- 
newly  appointed  Governess,  and  we  have  abundant  reason  for  satis- 
faction with  the  manner  in  which  she  has  entered  upon  the  discharge- 
of  her  duties  in  this  department.

The  usual  system  of  conducting  the  industrial  department  of 
establishments  like  ours,  is  to  employ  salaried  instructors  and  other 
assistants,  who  are  entrusted,  under  the  general  direction  of  the 
Superintendent,  with  the  puichase  of  materials  and  sale  of  manu- 
factured articles,  all  of  which  is  done  without  any  pecuniary  risk 
or  responsibility  on  the  part  of  such  employes.  Under  this  system 
the  workshops  are  seldom  or  never  self-sustaining,  if  the  salaries 
are  reckoned  with  the  expenses.  On  the  contrary  they  are  often  a 
source  of  considerable  expense.  The  reasons  for  this  are  mainly 
as  follows :  1.  The  shops  being  designed  as  places  of  instruction 
merely,  the  workmen  are  mostly  unskilled  apprentices,  and  there- 
fore turn  out  much  work  which  is  unsalable  or  must  be  disposed 
of  at  a  price  which  does  not  yield  a  profit.  2.  The  purchases  and 
sales  are  not  made  as  judiciously  by  salaried  employes,  as  by  per- 
sons who  are  doing  business  on  their  own  account;  and  3.  Such 
employes  are  not  as  careful  to  exact  of  their  operatives  the  same 
quality  and  quantity  of  work,  and  the  same  economy  in  the  use  of 
materials,  as  those  who  are  interested  in  the  financial  results  of  the 
shops  under  their  charge.  , 
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Following  in  the  footsteps  of  the  then  existing  institutions,  our 
shops  were  commenced  in  1847,  under  the  prevailing  system  of 
management,  and  so  continued  during  the  first  fourteen  years  after 
the  opening  of  the  Institute.  But  in  1861,  it  being  thought  that 
greater  efficiency  and  economy  might  be  secured  by  a  change  of 
plan,  it  was  resolved  to  try  our  present  system,  which  we  have  con- 
tinued from  that  time,  without  interruption.  During  an  experience 
of  over  nine  years,  we  have  become  more  and  more  convinced  of  the 
correctness  of  the  principle  involved,  and  could  not  be  induced  to 
return  voluntarily  to  our  original  plan  of  management.  The  prin- 
ciple adverted  to,  is  that  of  pecuniary  interest  and  responsibility  on 
the  part  of  the  conductor  of  the  shops.  We  furnish  him  the  build- 
ing and  the  tools,  without  nominal  rent,  and  he  has  the  pupils  in- 
structed in  their  trades  at  his  own  cost,  as  a  compensation  therefor. 
All  purchases,  sales  and  other  business  transactions  connected  with 
the  shops,  are  made  by  him  on  his  own  account,  and  he  is  therefore 
the  sole  gainer  or  loser  by  the  result.  All  the  direct  interest  we  have 
in  the  matter,  is  that  the  shops  be  conducted  in  harmony  with  the 
general  regulations  of  the  Institution,  and  the  pupils  faithfully  in- 
structed in  the  trades  assigned  them  by  the  Superintendent.  These 
objects  are  secured  by  a  rigid  contract  and  bond. 

As  the  labor  of  the  apprentices  alone,  cannot  be  made  sufficiently 
productive  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  department,  or 
supply  the  demand  for  manufactured  articlee  created  by  an  efficient 
management  of  its  concerns,  the  contractor  is  allowed  to  employ 
skilled  workmen,  either  blind  or  seeing,  as  journeymen,  to  supple- 
ment the  unskilled  labor  of  the  pupils.  In  no  other  way  can  the 
conduct  of  such  an  establishmeht  be  made  to  afford  sufficient 
inducement  to  any  man  of  proper  business  qualifications  to  engage 
in  it  as  a  personal  enterprise.  And  while  this  feature  of  our  sys- 
tem enables  us  to  procure  the  instruction  of  our  pupils  without 
cost  to  the  Institution,  it  incidentally  offers  a  valuable  stimulus  to 
them,  by  bringing  them  into  association  with  skillful  and  dexterous 
workmen  as  exemplars. 

As  illustrating  the  greater  economy  of  the  present  over  the  former 
system,  yoar  attention  is  asked  to  the  following  statement: 

During  the  seven  years  preceeding  its  adoption,  the  expenses  of 
the  work  department  were,  according  to  the  published  reports  of 
the  Trustees,  in  excess  of  the  receipts,  to  the  amount  of  $6,206.63, 
showing  an  average  loss  of  8886.66  per  annum,  and  that  without 
reckoning  the  salaries  of  the  instructors. 
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Now,  if  we  multiply  this  average  annual  deficit  by  nine,  making 
$7,979.94,  and  add  to  the  product  the  sum  of  $5,400  as  the  salary 
of  a  competent  instructor  and  manager  for  nine  years,  at  $600, 
the  lowest  rate  of  compensation  for  which  the  services  of  such  an 
officer  could  have  been  secured,  we  will  have  $13,379.94  as  a  fair 
estimate  of  what  it  would  have  cost  the  institution  to  carry  on 
the  shops  under  the  old  system  during  the  past  nine  years. 
Whereas,  under  the  present  system,  the  actual  outlay  for  the  same 
period  has  been  only  $519.66  for  tools  and  fixtures,  most  if  not  all 
of  which  are  still  on  hand  and  worth  their  cost.  Surely  this  saving 
of  nearly  $13,000,  to  say  nothing  of  the  superiority  of  the  present 
plan  of  management  in  other  respects,  is  worthy  of  serious  con- 
sideration. 

In  the  above  comparative  statement,  it  is  hai-dly  necessary  to 
say,  no  account  has  been  made  of  the  cost  of  keeping  the  shops 
in  repair,  or  of  fuel  for  warming  them  under  either  system. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  state  before  leaving  this  subject,  that  an 
examination  of  the  reports  of  other  institutions,  whose  industrial 
departments  are  conducted  upon  the  plan  first  explained,  will  show 
equally  unfavorable  results. 

HOUSEHOLD    DEPARTMENT. 

With  the  steam  warming  and  ventilating  appliances  introduced 
last  fall,  the  general  health  and  comfort  of  the  household  have  been 
materially  improved.  No  serious  case  of  illness  among  the  pupils 
occurred  during  the  year,  the  current  ailments  incident  to  a  family 
like  ours,  yielding  readily  to  prompt  and  skillful  treatment  on  the 
part  of  the  attending  physician,  coupled  with  the  watchful  care  of 
our  experienced  matron. 

The  new  laundry  too,  put  up  in  connection  with  the  boiler  house 
for  the  warming  apparatus,  proves  an  invaluable  addition  to  our 
housekeeping  facilities.  So  that,  aside  from  the  existing  lack  of 
room  for  dormitory  and  other  purposes,  this  department  may  be 
said  to  be  in  a  much  better  condition  than  heretofore. 

BUILDINGS    AND    GROUNDS. 

In  previous  reports  your  attention  has  been  called  to  several 
pressing  wants  under  this  head,  which  have  not  yet  been  supplied. 
The  principal  of  these  are  an  enlargement  of  the  main  building ;  a 
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better  system  of  drainage  than  is  afforded  by  cess-pools  ;  the  removal 
of  the  stable  building  to  a  greater  distance  from  the  main  edifice, 
and  an  extension  of  the  steam  whrming  apparatus  into  the  build- 
ing occupied  by  the  shops. 

Not  to  occupy  space  here  unnecessarily  by  a  recapitulation  of  the 
details  of  former  recommendations  upon  this  topic,  allow  me  to 
refer  your  Board  to  the  several  back  reports  containing  them.  The 
subject  is  again  brought  to  your  notice  in  the  hope  that  you  may 
find  it  consistent  with  your  views,  to  press  upoa  the  coming  Legis- 
lature the  importance  of  the  needs  adverted  to.  At  the  last  session 
of  the  General  Assembly  there  was  a  manifest  disposition  to  make 
the  necessary  provision  for  these  objects,  but  it  was  thought  best  to 
defer  the  matter  until  the  completion  of  some  needed  additions  to 
the  other  State  institutions.  These  are  now  out  of  the  way,  and 
it  is  believed  that  the  Legislature  about  to  assemble  will  lend  a 
favorable  ear  to  your  petition. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  have  become  necessary  some 
minor  improvements  connected  with  the  out  buildings,  introduc- 
tion of  the  water  from  the  City  Works,  etc.,  for  which  a  special 
appropriation  will  be  needed. 

Aside  from  the  matter  of  drainage,  for  which  no  figures  have  yet 
been  arrived  at,  the  following  estimates  are  presented  for  submission 
to  the  Legislatue. 
For  proposed  extension  of  institute  building,  including, 

heating  fixtures  and  furniture $60,000  00 

For  rebuilding  stable  and  sundry  minor  improvements.  .      6000  00 

For  extending  heating  fixtures  into  workshops 1500  00 

For  current  support  of  the   Institute  during  the  years

APPENDIX    E. 


TO   THE   PUBLIC. 


Indiana  Institute  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind. 


This  Institution  is  located  at  Indianapolis,  the  capital  of  the 
State,  occupying  a  healthful  and  beautiful  sight  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  city. 

It  is  strictly  an  educational  establishment,  having  for  its  object 
the  moral,  intellectual  and  physical  training  of  the  young  blind  of 
both  sexes  residing  in  the  State,  and  is,  therefore,  neither  an  asy- 
lum for  the  aged  and  helpless,  nor  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
disease. 

We  are  almost  daily  in  receipt  of  applications  from  persons  who 
wish  to  be  treated  for  the  cure  of  blindness,  and  we  here  take  occa- 
sion to  explain,  for  the  benefit  of  such,  that  we  have  no  surgical 
or  medical  department  connected  with  our  Institution.  The  Chi- 
cago Charitable  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary,  however,  we  learn  from 
its  reports,  has  treated  many  Indiana  patients  without  charge, 
where  there  is  inability  to  pay;  and  it  may  be  worth  while,  there- 
fore, for  parties  desiring  medical  treatment,  to  address  their  inqui- 
ries to  that  establishment. 

For  the  information  of  applicants  and  other  interested  parties, 
the  following  compilation  is  made  from  the  regulations  of  the  In- 
stitute, viz  : 

1.  The  school  year  commences  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the 
15th  day  of  September,  and  closes  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  June 
following,  making  a  continuous  session  of  forty  weeks,  and  leav- 
ing a  vacation  of  twelve  weeks  during  the  warm  season. 
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2.  As  a  rule,  applicant's  who  are  under  nine  or  over  twentyone- 
years  of  age,  are  not  admitted ;  but  exceptions  are  sometimes 
made  in  peculiar  cases,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

3.  No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind,  or  of  confirmed  im- 
moral character,  will  be  knowingly  admitted  into  the  Institute; 
and  in  case  any  pupil  shall,  after  a  fair  trial,  prove  incompetnt  for 
useful  instruction  or  disobedient  to  the  regulations  of  the  Institute, 
such  pupil  will  be  thereupon  discharged. 

4.  No  charge  is  made  for  the  boarding  and  instruction  of  pupils 
from  the  State  of  Indiana,  but  those  from  without  the  State  are 
charged  at  the  rate  of  $150  per  session  of  forty  weeks,  payable  in 
advance,  i.  e.,  one  half  at  the  beginning  and  the  other  half  at  the 
middle  of  the  session. 

5.  All  are  required  to  come  provided  with  an  adequate  supply 
of  good  comfortable  clothing,  embracing  suitable  articles  for  both 
summer  and  winter  wear  in  such  quantity  as  to  admit  of  ihe- 
necessary  changes  for  washing  and  repairing. 

6.  Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  distinctly  marked  with  the 
owner's  name  in  order  to  prevent  confusion  or  loss,  and  must  be 
sent  in  good  condition,  not  only  upon  the  first  entrance  of  the 
pupil,  but  also  at  each  subsequent  return  from  home  after  the 
vacations. 

7.  In  cases  where  the  parents  or  guardians  of  pupils,  from  the 
State  of  Indiana,  are  unable,  through  indigence,  to  supply  them 
with  the  necessary  clothing,  the  same  is,  by  law^,  provided  by  the 
Institution,  and  the  amount  of  its  cost  collected  from  the  respective 
counties  in  which  such  pupils  reside ;  like  provision  is  also  made 
for  defraying  the  traveling  expenses  of  indigent  pupils  to  and  from 
the  Institute. 

8.  It  is  positively  required  that  every  pupil  shall  be  removed 
from  the  Institution  during  the  annual  vacation  of  the  school,  as 
well  as  at  any  other  time  when  such  removal  may  be  deemed  neces- 
sary by  the  proper  officers  thereof;  and  in  case  of  the  failure  of 
the  friends  of  any  pupil  to  comply  with  this  requisition,  provision 
is  made  by  law  for  the  sending  of  such  pupil  to  the  Trustee  of  the 
township  in  which  he  or  she  resides,  to  be  by  him  provided  for  at 
the  expense  of  the  county. 

9.  Persons  bringing  pupils  to  the  Institution,  or  visiting  them 
while  there  cannot  be  accommodated  with  boarding  and  lodging 
during  there  stay  in  the  city. 
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10.  All  letters  to  the  pupils  should  be  addressed  to  the  care  of 
the  Institute,  in  order  to  insure  their  prompt  delivery. 

11.  Persons  wishing  to  procure  the  admission  of  pupils,  should 
apply  to  the  Superintendent  by  letter  or  otherwise,  for  printed  in- 
structions as  to  the  manner  of  procedure,  and  no  pupil  should  be 
sent  to  the  Institute  until  such  instructions  shall  have  been  com- 
plied with.

To  the  Senate  and  House  >  /  Representatives  : 

As  required  by  law,  I  present  the  fifth  biennial  and  the  eigh- 
teenth annual  Report  of  this  office. 

The  condition  of  our  public  schools  and  of  general  education 
was  never  more  flattering  than  at  present.  Our  academies  and 
colleges  were  never  better  filled  nor  more  efficiently  conducted. 
Education  in  our  schools  is  constantly  assuming  a  higher  stand- 
ard. The  interest  awakened  by  County  Institutes  and  the  im- 
proved methods  which  have  been  introduced  by  many  of  our 
enterprising  teachers  who  have  sought  the  advantages  of  the  best 
Normal  Schools  of  other  States  have  revolutionized  the  imperfect 
systems  of  the  past.  The  log  school  houses  with  their  oiled  paper 
windows,  puncheon  floors,  and  clapboard  roofs  are  rarely  seen  by 
the  traveller.  In  their  places  are  seen  the  neat  frame  or  the  more 
substantial  brick,  furnished  within  with  elegant  and  comfortable 
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seats  and  desks.  Our  cities  and  incorporated  towns  are  giving 
abundant  evidence  of  their  appreciation  of  their  public  schools 
by  the  superior  edifices  that  are  every  where  found  or  are  being 
erected  in  their  support. 

The  school  house  and  the  church  are  indexes  of  public  senti. 
ment.  Money  is  spent  on  what  we  most  desire.  We  invest 
most  freely  when  we  anticipate  greatest  profits.  Prompted  by 
these  considerations,  our  people  are  self-imposing  taxes,  that  their 
children  may  enjoy  the  blessings  of  a  liberal  education.  It  is  a 
work  that  cannot  safely  be  postponed.  The  child  will  soon  pass 
the  period  when  the  school  should  do  its  work.  Our  people, 
feeling  the  force  of  these  considerations,  endure  their  educational 
taxes  more  patiently  than  any  others. 

Our  population  is  made  up  largely  of  enterprising  men  who 
have  been  attracted  by  our  rich  and  well  timbered  lands,  our  iron 
and  coal  fields,  our  inducements  for  agriculture,  stock  raising  and 
trade,  as  well  as  for  professional  success.  They  have  brought  with 
them  from  older  sister  States  the  advantages  which  a  well  matured 
system  of  public  schools  have  given  them — advantages  which  are 
the  preparation  alike  for  business  and  professional  life.  A  popula- 
tion thus  educated  and  intelligent  are  capable  of  discovering  the 
demands  of  commerce  and  exchange.  Railroads  have  become  a 
network  over  our  State  and  active  industry  has  stimulated  all  the 
forms  of  productive  labor. 

The  inhabitants  of  Germany,  Ireland  and  England  are  not 
strangers  to  these  inducements  and  seek  a  citizenship  among  us. 
The  large  proportion  of  our  population  who  have  surmounted 
many  obstacles  in  their  long  journey  across  ocean  and  continent 
for  a  home  in  this  land,  shows  how  great  is  this  appreciation  of 
our  political,  educational  and  industrial  privileges.  They  find  the 
profit  of  that  labor  which  the  intelligence  of  our  people  has  created 
far  exceeds  the  disadvantages  of  the  taxation  which  is  necessary 
to  secure  and  maintain  ir. 

The  Constitution  of  our  State  takes  high  ground  in  the  recog- 
nition of  the  social,  moral,  intellectual  and  professional  rights  of 
the  citizen,  and  wisely  anticipates  legislation  that  will  secure  to 
the  State  the  general  welfare  of  all  its  citizens,  and  the  blessings 
of  liberty  and  the  perpetuity  of  our  free  institutions,  by  providing 
schools  in  which  tuition  shall  be  free  and  equally  open.to  all. 
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It  also  recognizes  the  law  that  no  State  or  nation  can  long 
be  free  unless  virtue  is  inculcated  into  the  minds  of  its  citizens. 

The  State  thus  far  has  acted  well  in  shaping  our  educational 
policy  in  harmony  with  our  constitution.  In  the  report  of  my 
predecessor,  Hon.  Samuel  L.  Rugg,  in  the  year  1860,  to  Gov. 
Willard,  in  compliance  with  the  law  which  then  made  it  the 
duty  of  the  Board  of  Education  to  adopt  text-books  for  the 
various  branches  of  learning  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  State,  and  by  their  unanimous  consent,  the  BIBLE  is 
made  first  in  authority  and  importance  "  For  Instruction  in  Mor- 
als." In  the  year  1865,  in  the  emendation  of  the  School  Law, 
Art.  167  provides  that  "  The  Bible  shall  not  be  excluded  from 
the  Public  Schools  of  the  State." 

Thus  far  the  State  has  acted  wisely.  It  has  encroached  on 
no  just  claim  for  liberty  of  conscience.  It  compels  no  teacher 
to  read  the  Bible  in  school  who  has  no  mind  or  heart  to  do  it. 
On  the  other  hand  such  as  are  prepared  under  a  sense  of  their 
obligations  as  Christian  teachers  and  patriots  to  impress  upon 
the  minds  of  the  future  citizen  the  precepts  and  commandments 
of  the  Divine  Lawgiver,  with  a  view  to  inducing  in  such  a  fear 
of  God  and  a  regard  for  man,  and  thus  securing  obedience  to 
law,  not  only  for  "  lorath  but  for  conscience's  sake^''  render  the 
most  important  service  to  the  State  which  the  teacher  can  per- 
form. 

In  all  this  work  we  need  to  study  the  limits  which  distinguish 
between  omm-denominational  and  sectarian  teaching. 

The  citizen  and  the  teacher  understand  alike  that  what  we 
want  is  not  creeds  and  formularies  in  the  moral  instruction  of 
our  schools  but  those  vital  and  essential  elements  of  virtue,  truth 
and  duty  which  will  inspire  the  student  to  high  resolves  and 
influence  him  to  worthy  motives. 

Since  moral  obligation  must  be  determined  by  and  learned 
from  some  definite  standard,  and  since  the  world  has  no  stand- 
ard that  is  genuine,  authentic  and  inspired,  but  the  book  which 
was  designed  by  its  Author  for  all  generations  and  for  every 
people — for  States  and  Nations  as  well  as  for  the  Church — the 
State  dignifies  its  Common  Schools,  its  University,  itself,  by  the 
record  it  has  thus  far  made. 

When  we  think  of  man  as  a  social  being  and  of  his  duties 
and  responsibilities  as  an  elector,  a  citizen,  and  an  immortal  in 
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telligence,  the  subject  of  education  expands  to  its  full  impoitance 
and  magnitude  and  we  discover  why  so  many  States  of  our 
Union  are  spending  millions  annually  for  its  promotion. 

IMPORTANCE  OF  EDUCATION  AS  A  MEANS  FOR  THE  DEVELOPMENT  T)F 
OUR  MATERIAL  RESOURCES. 

Our  State  has  a  great  future  before  it.  As  we  test  our  mineral 
resources — our  coal,  iron,  clay,  stone,  etc.,  by  skillful,  scientific 
tests,  inducements  will  be  given  to  capital  to  furnish  employment, 
where  wealth  is  now  sleeping,  to  a  teeming  population.  Supply 
and  demand  can  do  best  when  they  can  be  near  neighbors.  Indus- 
try and  thrift  are  rapidly  advancing  the  happiness  and  material 
wealth  ol  the  State.  But  for  lasting  success  the  interest  of  the 
capitalist  and  the  laborer  must  be  blended.  The  laborer  is  con- 
tented only  when  he  sees  a  pleasing  future  for  his  children.  The 
free  schools  of  the  State  afford  this  guarantee.  They  are  alike  the 
friend  to  both  capital  and  labor. 

The  manufacturer  and  the  State  are  alike  interested  in  intelli- 
gent labor.  Science  prepares  the  mind  for  observation.  It  affords 
a  constant  incentive  and  stimulus  to  invention.  Invention  in- 
creases production  at  diminished  cost.  The  comforts  of  life  are 
multiplied  and  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rich  can  share  them. 

The  great  improvements  in  our  agricultural  implements,  in 
stoves  and  heating  apparatus,  ventilation,  household  furniture,  tex- 
tile fabrics,  in  all  the  products  of  human  industry  as  well  as  in  the 
numerous  discoveries  in  the  arts,  are  no  doubt  largely  the  result  of 
even  a  superficial  course  of  study  of  Natural  Philosophy  and 
Chemistry  in  the  common  school.  The  clockmaker  needs  to  know 
something  of  the  laws  of  oscillation,  the  pumpmaker  of  hydraulics 
and  the  coachmaker  of  the  proper  line  of  draft.  Many  a  machin- 
ist or  millwright  wastes  his  employer's  capital  by  ignorance  of  the 
adaptation  of  cogs  of  one  metal  to  those  of  another,  and  of  waste 
by  friction.  Many  products  of  the  earth  are  lost  by  ignorance. 
Farms  are  perpetually  becoming  impoverished  for  want  of  a  gen- 
eral knowledge  of  organic  chemistry.  Bleachers,  dyers,  carpenters, 
masons — all  need  to  know  the  reason  as  well  as  the  rule.  Argu- 
ments can  be  multiplied  without  limit  on  a  theme  so  fertile  of 
thought.

The  apportionment  to  each  of  the  counties,  Clinton,  Dearborn, 
Fayette,  Gibson,  Madison,  Perry,  Porter,  Tipton  and  Union,  has 
been  diminished  by  8100,  because  of  the  failure  of  the  Auditors  to 
report  revenue  for  tuition  in  time  for  last  apportionment. 

The  apportionment  to  Steuben  county  is  increased  $223  07,  to 
correct  errors  in  former  apportionments,  arising  from  errors  in  re- 
porting enumeration. 

Lagrange,  Marshall  and  Tipton  counties  have  made  no  reports 
of  revenue  collected  for  this  apportionment.  For  this  delinquency, 
each  of  these  counties  is  liable  to  lose  $100  at  the  next  apportion- 
ment, and  for  this  sum  so  lost,  the  Auditors  are  liable,  personally, 
to  their  respective  counties. 

The  Auditors  of  Henry  and  Grant  counties  having  furnished 
proof  that  their  May  reports  for  1868  were  duly  forwarded  to  this 
office,  the  8100  withheld  from  each  of  these  counties,  at  last  report, 
is  restored  to  them  in  this.  On  similar  proof,  the  counties  of 
Brown,  Kosciusko  and  Martin,  have  been  relieved  from  penalty  for 
delinquency  at  last  apportionment.  In  these  cases  the  fault  ap- 
pears to  have  been  in  the  mail.

Dear  Sir: — In  compliance  with  duty,  I  have  the  honor  to  send 
yoa  the  following  report  of  the  educational  status  of  Daviess 
county: 

It  is  a  plea.sure  to  inform  you  that  our  town  and  township  trus- 
tees are  endeavoring  to  keep  pace  with  the  march  of  educational 
spirit,  and  that  our  people  are  becoming  more  interested  in  the 
progress  of  their  children,  and  in  securing  the  services  of  better 
teachers,  whilst  the  teachers  themselves  are  laboring  zealously  to 
qualify  themselves  and  improve  in  their  occupation. 

So  far  as  the  schools  of  Daviess  county  are  concerned,  they  gen- 
erally give  satisfaction  to  parents  and  guardians,  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  if  the  improvement  in  teachers  continues  to  advance  as  it  has 
in  the  last  three  years  we  will  compare  favorably  with  almost  any 
county  in  the  State.  Since  188S  there  have  been  built  in  this 
county  some  ten  or  eleven  (new)  school  houses,  the  most  of  them 
improved  in  every  respect,  and,  although  the  Seminary  Building 
in  Washington  is  entirely  unfitted  for  a  High  school,  yet  the  school 
trustees  of  the  town  of  Washington  have  built  one  very  comfort- 
able school-house  in  the  western  part  of  the  town,  and  are  build- 
ing a  new  one  in  the  southeast  part  of  town,  which  they  expect  to 
have  ready  for  the  fall  school. 

The  trustees  of  all  the  corporations  have  been  introducing  im- 
proved furniture  into  their  school-houses,  and  are  constantly  adding 
to  the  educational  facilities  of  their  departments. 

There  are  throughout  the  county  numerous  new  school-houses 
in  process  of  erection — new  districts  behig  formed,  and  earnest 
efforts  made  to  secure  the  services  of  improved  teachers. 

The  teacher.s  of  Daviess  county   have   become  better,  and  more 
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in  earnest  in  their  vocation,  in  the  last  few  years,  for  several 
reasons  :  The  Institutes  held  within  the  past  four  years  have  been 
constantly  progressive  and  better  attended  every  year.  In  1869 
there  were  present  sixty-one  teachers,  with  an  overage  attendance 
of  forty-seven,  whilst  in  1870  there  were  in  attendance  at  the  In- 
stitute eighty-three  teachers,  with  an  average  attendance  of  sixty- 
two,  a  gain  of  twenty-two  over  1869.  If  the  arrangements  in 
progress  now  can  be  perfected,  in  1871  the  Teachers'  Institute  will 
be  a  first  class  one — although  the  Institutes  of  1869  and  1870  were 
successes. 

School-houses  are  not  all  kept  in  the  best  of  order  in  Daviess 
county,  some  of  the  trustees  neglect'ng  to  have  them  painted  and 
properly  kept  clean,  and  allow  them  to  be  too  promiscuously  used 
for  other  than  school  purposes-  I  have  insisted  upon  their  exclu- 
sive use  for  school  purposes,  to  the  trustees. 

The  schools  are  supplied  with  maps  and  charts ;  some  with 
Webb's  dissected  cards ;  also  many  with  Payson,  Dunson  & 
Scribner's  writing  tablets,  &c.,  but  trustees  complain  that  some 
teachers  will  not  take  the  trouble  to  use  them,  and  I  have  coun- 
seled trustees  to  make  the  use  of  charts,  maps,  and  other  educa- 
tional appliances  furnished  such  schools,  a  part  of  the  teachers^ 
contract,  otherwise  they  may  become  responsible  for  neglect  of 
teachers  and  waste  of  money. 

I  am  strongly  in  hope  that  the  School  Trustees  of  Washington 
Vvnll  soon  build  a  proper  house  for  the  city  schools.  I  feel  really 
mortified  sometimes  when  I  think  that  there  is  wealth  enough  in 
Washington  to  build  a  large  and  commodious  building  for  city 
school  purposes,  but  not  the  proper  appreciation  of  the  necessity  of 
it,  for  if  they  choose  they  can.  I  hope  I  will  not  have  this  to  repeat 
two  years  hence,  should  I  be  re-appointed  next  June. 

Taking  this  county  all  in  all,  honorable  sir,  1  have  the  pleasure 
of  informing  you  that  trustees,  teachers  and  people  are  all  becom- 
ing more  and  more  interested  in  educational  matters,  and  that  old 
Daviess  is  awakened,  and  you  will  soon  hear  good  news  from  her.

GREEN  COUNTY. 

L.  B.  EDWARDS,  EXAMINER. 


Since  the  public  schools  of  last  winter  closed  quite  a  number  of 
our  teachers  hav«  been  attending  the  Normal  class  in  the  State 
University,  and  Normal  School,  Terre  Haute. 

There  have  also  been  two  terms  of  school  in  the  county,  taught 
by  professional  teachers,  with  the  view  of  preparing  young  teach- 
ers, with  an  average  attendance  of  some  thirty  students  each,  and 
there  is  a  manifest  improvement  in  the  qualification  of  teachers. 

There  is  a  sufficiency  of  educational  houses  to  accommodate 
the  pupils  of  the  county,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  local- 
ities, and  measures  are  in  progress  for  the  erection  of  buildings  to 
supply  this  deficiency.  Our  houses,  with  few  exceptions,  are 
pleasantly  located,  and  better  attention  is  paid  to  their  preserva- 
lion  than  heretofore.  The  new  buildings  are  better  adapted  to  ad- 
vance our  educational  interests,  but  many  of  them  are  deficient  in 
furniture  and  other  necessary  appliances.  A  small  portion  of  our 
school  buildings  are,  as  yet,  within  proper  enclosures.  I  have 
called  the  attention  of  trustees  and  directors  to  the  importance  of 
their  preservation,  by  placing  them  all  within  suitable  enclosures, 
and  having  the  grounds  ornamented  with  shade  trees,  shrubs  and 
flowers,  to  make  everything  pleasant  and  attractive  to  the  pupils  ? 
and  many  of  our  trustees  are  manifesting  a  better  interest  in  re- 
gard to  our  schools,  and  the  prospect  for  improvement  is  appar- 
ently advancing.

Condition  and  Needs  of  the   Schools. 

CITY    SCHOOLS. 

With  the  exception  of  too  short  a  term,  the  Rising  Sun  Graded 
Schools  are  tolerably  well  provided  for,  and  in  a  prospering  condi- 
tion. 

COUNTRY    SCHOOLS. 

The  country  Schools  are  far  from  being  as  efficient,  or  in  as  pros- 
perous condition  as  the  spirit  of  the  times  demands.  Owing  to 
neglect  and  incompetency  of  Trustees, — who,  in  a  majority  of  casei-, 
have  been  elected  through  motives  foreign  to  the  advancement  of  the 
educational  interests  of  their  townships, — some  of  the  school  houses 
are  in  an  advanced  state  of  dilapidation  ;  and  many  of  them  are  too 
small,  and  the  furniture  insufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
pupils  Arrangements  for  sufficient  ventilation,  the  construction  of 
seats  and  desks  with  a  view  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
pupils,  a  suitable  seat  and  table  for  the  teacher's  use,  are  things 
that  seem  to  have  been  entirely  ignored  when  constructing  and  fur- 
nishing most  of  the  school  rooms. 

One  house  has  its  grounds  fenced  for  school  purposes;  two  have 
their  grounds  fenced  for  the  cultivation  of  corn,  potatoes,  &c.,  by  the 
owner  of  the  adjoining  lands  ;  ten  have  suitable  out-buildings  erect- 
ed on  their  grounds  ;  two,  standing  within  ten  feet  of  the  high\yay, 
have  no  grounds  whereupon  to  erect  their  necessary  buildings; 
eight  houses,  only,  are  properly  furnished  with  black-boards,  five  of 
which  are  furnished  by  the  Trustees,  and  three  by  teachers.  About 
half  of  the  schools  are  furnished  with  five-inch  globes.  No  shade 
trees  have  been  planted  on  any  of  the  grounds.  Teachers  justly 
complain  of  the  inconvenience  and  unpleasantness  of  the  school 
room  and  its  surroundings;  but  Trustees  are  immovable.  About 
one  patron  in  forty-nine,  and  a  few  of  the  Directors,  occasionally 
visit  their  schools.  Though  a  large  portion  of  the  teachers  are  farm- 
ers of  limited  qualifications,  who  teach  because  they  can  make  more 
money  during  the  winter  months  in  the  school  room  than  on  the 
farm.  Some  of  the  patrons  of  the  schools  are  manifesting  a  desire 
for  better  thinors. 
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In  the  corporations  where  teachers  are  paid  in  accordance  with 
the  grade  of  their  certificate,  a  perceptible  improvement  in  their 
qualificalions,  is  being  eflected, — a  higher  standard  being  required 
by  the  Examiners  each  year.  Private  schools  are  of  a  very  inferior 
character,  the  people  generally  being  unwilling  to  give  the  neces- 
sary support  to  procure  teachers  with  creditable  abilities. 

THK     NEEDS    OF     SCHOOLS. 

A  longer  term  of  the  public  schools  is  indispensable,  in  order  to 
remove  some  of  their  great  afflictions.  A  term  of  not  less  than  six 
months,  would  effect  a  beneficial  change  in  the  character  of  our 
teachers.  Instead  of  the  schools  being  taught  by  farmers,  who 
"  keep"  i-chool  because  it  "  pays"  during  the  winter  months,  profes- 
sional teachers, — teachers  that  have  been  educated  and  trained  for 
the  work, — would  take  their  place.  But  our  Trustees  refuse  to 
give  us  the  benefit  of  the  provision  of  18(37,  for  extending  the  term 
of  our  schools,  by  self-imposed  tax,  under  the  plea  of  burdensome 
taxation.  But  there  are  three  great  evils  that  operate  as  impregna- 
ble barriers  to  the  necessary  progress  of  the  country  schools.  First, 
the  incompetency  of  teachers  ;  second,  the  incompetency  of  school 
ofiicers;  third,  the  indifference  of  the  people.  Our  Legislature  has 
provided  for  the  removal  of  the  first,  by  offering  us  a  longer  term  of 
schools ;  the  second  must  be  removed  by  amending  Sections  four 
and  ten  of  the  School  Law,  and  its  successor  will  eventually  remove 
the  third.  Though  many  of  the  Township  Trustees  of  the  State 
are  doubtless  competent  and  zealous  men,  it  is  deemed  extremely 
unfortunate  for  the  Common  Schools,  that  they  have  been  made 
School  Trustees. 

"  There  is  a  great  inconsistency  and  seeming  partiality  manifested 
in  the  enactmeni;  of  Section  four,  of  the  School  Law.  While  Sec- 
tion five  provides  for  the  election  of  three  School  Trustees  in  each 
ii]corporated  town  and  city,  Section  four  makes  Toivnship  Trustees 
School  Trustees.  But  why  should  a  Township,  containing  over 
one  thousand  children  of  legal  school  age,  have  its  educational  af- 
fairs placed  under  the  guardianship  of  one  person,  and  that  person 
not  chosen  for  the  special  purpose,  or  even  with  a  view  to  his  abil- 
ity or  inclination  to  manage  for  the  school's  best  interest,  while  an 
incorporated  tov>ai,  containing  not  over  two  hundred  children,  is 
provided  with  three  School  Trustees,  chosen  for  the  special  purpose 
of  guarding  the  interests  of   its  schools?      I  hold  that  the  school 
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privileges  of  the  children  in  the  country,  are  as  sacred,  and  should 
be  as  zealously  guarded  and  provided  for,  as  in  the  towns  and  cities, 
and  that  there  are  none  more  competent  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
guardians,  than  School  Examiners  who  have  a  goodly  stock  of  ex- 
perience as  teachers.  None  so  fully  understand  the  needs  of  the 
schools  and  school  rooms.  None  are  more  competent  to  fix  a  price 
upon  teachers'  labors,  and  none  would  so  soon,  by  their  works  and 
judicious  management,  awaken  the  necessary  interest  among  the 
people,  and  effect  a  full  co-operation  of  parents,  teachers  and  officers. 
If  the  work  and  duties  of  School  Examiners  were  increased,  by 
placing  the  educational  affairs  of  the  Township,  as  enumerated  in 
Section  ten  of  the  School  Law,  under  their  charge,  greater  zeal  and 
energy  would  doubtless  be  the  result,  and  in  many  cases  better 
talent  would  be  brought  forward  for  the  office.  If  economy  was  the 
object  in  view  when  placing  the  educational  affairs  in  the  hands  of 
Township  Trustees,  (and  I  can  see  none  other,)  then  it  would  cer- 
tainly be  more  fully  accomplished  by  placing  them  in  the  hands  of 
School  Examiners,  whose  competency  to  manage,  could  not  so  fre- 
quently be  questioned.  ^ 

Trustees  reports  are  not  reliable,  and  in  many  cases  the  Exami- 
ner's labors  in  attempting  to  correct  their  reports,  are  greater  than 
if  he  had  attended  to  the  business  himself. 

With  due  deference  to  all  who  are  deserving,  I  must  say  that  I 
am  forcibly  impressed  with  the  belief  that  the  placing  of  the  educa- 
tional affairs  in  the  hands  of  Township  Trustees,  is  absurd,  and  is 
detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  school  children  of  Indiana;  and 
until  better  provisions  are  made,  Indiana  will  continue  to  lag  behind 
her  sister  States  on  her  Eastern  and  Western  borders,  in  her  edu- 
cational interests. 
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SPENCER  COUNTY. 

A.    L.    KINCHELOE,    EXAMINER. 

Report  of  the  Examiner  of  Spencer  County  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction,  of  Condition  of  ScJiooh,  Sj-c. 

We  have  a  sufficient  number  of  school  houses  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  all  the  pupils  of  the  county.  They  are  kept  in  tolerable 
condition,  with  the  exception  of  seats  and  desks,  and  proper  ventila- 
tion. Some  of  the  Trustees  are  furnishing  their  school  houses  with 
the  Rankin  desks;  others,  I  think,  will  soon  follow  their  example, 
and  I  iiope  soon  to  see  our  school  rooms  more  comfortably  seated. 

The  lots  on  which  the  school  houses  are  built,  are  generally  too 
small,  and  but  few  of  them  enclosed. 

My  examinations  show  every  year  a  great  improvement  in 
teachers. 

The  people  are  beginning  to  take  a  lively  interest  in  their  schools. 

The  Rockport  Collegiate  Institute  will  accommodate  two  hun- 
dred students,  at  an  average  cost  of  $35  per  year.  Private  boarding 
•f3  50  per  week. 

The  College  at  St.  Mainard,  is  a  Catholic  institution,  and  I  have 
not  been  able  to  learn  more  about  it  than  I  have  given  you  in  my 
regular  report. 

The  late  President  of  the  Rockport  College,  Prof.  O.  H.  Smith, 
has  labored  with  us  in  all  our  County  institutes,  since  he  has  been 
in  this  county,  and  has  been,  in  many  respects,  a  great  advantage 
to  our  teachers  and  public  schools. 

The  private  schools  taught  in  the  public  school  houses,  are  con- 
tinued but  for  a  short  time,  and  not  very  profitable. 
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TIPPECANOE  COUNTY. 

HENRY  S.  DAKfX,  EXAMINER. 

Thers  is  a  decided  improvement  goin,:^  on  in  the  schools  of  this 
county.  The  people  are  taking  more  interest  in  the  education  of 
their  children,  and,  as  a  result,  anxious  to  have  good  and  convenient 
houses,  and  employ  the  best  teachers,  regardless  of  the  price.  This 
is  as  it  should  be  ;  yet  there  are  some  evils  that  need  correcting,  es- 
pecially in  the  rural  districts.  Some  of  the  districts  are  too  small; 
while  others  are  too  large.  There  is  a  lack  of  uniformity  in  text 
books,  especially  in  Geography,  Gramniar  and  History.  I  think  I 
can  safely  say  that  our  schools,  in  both  city  and  country,  have  great- 
ly improved  in  their  character  and  usefulness,  during  the  past  three 
years.  I  aim  to  visit  each  school  in  the  county,  once  during  the 
year;  some  of  them  twice,  —  spending  a  half  day  at  least  in  each 
visitation, — -giving  instruction  and  advice  whenever  practicable; 
thus  endeavoring  to  impress  both  teacher  and  scholar  with  the  ne- 
cessity of  earnest,  energetic  and  faithful  study  :  often  lecturing  at 
night  in  the  country  school  houses,  to  the  patrons  and  pupils  of  the 
schools.  If  I  can  get  the  Trustees  and  Directors  to  accompany  me, 
I  do  so,  together  with  as  many  of  the  parents  as  are  anxious  to  wit- 
ness the  progress  and  advancement  of  the  scholars.  We  do  not 
send  word  to  the  teachers  beforehand,  but  approach  the  school  with- 
out any  notice  whatever.  These  visitations  in  anticipation  and 
realization,  we  think,  are  very  important  in  the  interest  and  advance- 
ment of  the  schools.  In  fact,  we  can  not  see  how  the  schools  in  any 
other  way  can  be  raade  a  success.  The  examination  of  teachers 
I  have  made  a  matter  of  vital  importance.  It  has  been  my  object 
to  make  the  examinations  thorough  and  practical,  combining  the 
written  and  oral  methods,  both  of  which  have  their  peculiar  advant- 
ages. As  a  direct  result  of  these  examinations,  a  higher  standard 
of  qualifications  has  been  reached  and  established.  The  time  has 
been,  when  Directors  and  patrons,  in  certain  cases,  would  say,  "this 
teacher  is  good  enough  for  our  school, — advanced  enough  to  teach 
our  children ; "  but  this  state  of  things  is  rapidly,  and,  we  hope, 
forever  passing  away.  The  people  are  beginning  to  think  that 
more  attention  should  be  paid  to  the  education  of  teachers.  Is  it 
not  in  vain  to  build  fine  school  houses,  and  furnish  them  with  the 
necessary  apparatus  and  fixtures,  unless  we  place  in  them  earnest 
and  competent  teachers'/      I  might  also  add,  is  it  not  somewhat 
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discouraging  to  the  Examiner,  to  travel  over  the  county  and  vi;>if 
all  the  public  schools,  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  day,  through 
the  storms  and  over  the  muddy  and  frozen  roads,  sometimes  sub- 
jected to  the  pelting  storm,  as  well  as  beating  rain  ?  But  there  ].-!> 
one  redeeming  feature,  namely,  the  hearty  shake  of  the  hand, — the 
enthusiastic  welcome  of  the  people.  The  question  is  often  asived, 
"  why  cannot  our  Legislature  modify  the  law,  so  that  the  School 
Examiner  may  receive  a  better  compensation  for  bis  services,  espe- 
cially while  visiting  schools  ?  "  I  can  truly  say  that  I  have  been 
received  with  much  kindness  and  friendship  in  every  part  of  t!ic 
county,  for  which  I  have  a  sense  of  gratitude  deep  and  abiding. 

In  whatever  I  have  erred,  it  has  been  from  the  head,  and  not  from 
the  heart;  ever  feeling  that  my  duty  was  to  do  every  thing  that  I 
could,  for  the  advancement  of  the  schools  and  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion. And  when  I  look  over  the  educational  field  not  only  of  our 
county,  but  of  the  State  at  large,  and  see  the  work  progressing  as 
it  is,  I  am  rejoiced  "  with  joy  unspeakable  and  full  of  satisfaction." 
But  I  confess  my  satisfaction  would  be  still  higher  in  degree,  could 
I  see  and  feel  satisfied  that  those  who  assume  the  vocation  of  the 
teacher,  felt  the  weight  of  responsibility  resting  upon  them  while 
thus  training  and  educating  the  immortal  mind.  Well  has  it  been 
said,  "an  unskillful  sculptor  may  spoil  a  block  of  marble;  an  un- 
skillful physician  may  damage  a  mortal  body,  but  an  unskillful 
teacher  may  ruin  an  immortal  mind  forever." 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  the  Trustees,  with  one  exception, 
have  put  on  the  tuition  tax  necessary  for  a  six  months  school ;  and 
some  of  them  are  agitating  the  necessity  of  arranging  for  eight 
months  free  school,  in  the  rural  districts.  Our  County  Institutes 
have  done  a  glorious  work  for  the  cause  of  education  in  this  county 
during  the  past  three  or  four  years. 


COUNTY  mTSITOTES. 


HELD  DURING  THE  YEAR  1870. 


The  following  accounts  have  been  received  during  the  past  year 
of  County  Institutes.  Many  have  been  held  that  iiave  not  been 
reported.  It  is  hoped  that  in  subsequent  reports  full  accounts  may 
be  had  for  publication  : 

The  Adams  County  Institute  met  at  Decatur,  December  27, 
1869,  and  continued  in  session  five  days.  The  entire  enrollment 
was  64.  The  average  attendance  53.  This  average  is  certainly 
good.  The  exercises  consisted  of  lectures  on  teaching,  and  dis- 
cussions, special  and  general,  on  educational  subjects.  Among 
other  resolutions  the  following  were  passed: 

Resolved,  That,  in  our  opinion,  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  county  should  give  such  instruction  concerning  the  vise  of 
tobacco  and  ardent  spirits,  and  their  injurious  effects  upon  the 
human  system,  as  shall  tend  to  secure  total  abstinence  from  their 
use.  To  this  end,  we,  as  teachers  of  Adams  county,  ought  first  to 
do  away  with  these  vile  and  pernicious  habits  ourselves. 

Resolved,  That  we  consider  the  Institute  a  success,  and  that  it 
is  our  request  that  the  Examiner  call  a  meeting  of  the  Adams 
County  Institute  for  1870  at  such  time  as  is  deemed  best. 

S.  C.  BoUman  is  School  Examiner,  and  seems  to  be  doing  a 
good  work. 

The  Tippecanoe  County  Institute  convened  at  the  Ford  School 
Building,  Lafayette,  and  continued  five  days,  with  an  average  at- 
tendance of  130;  total  number  enrolled,  137.  Examiner  Dakin 
presided  and  superintended  the  exercises.  The  instructors  were

THE  COMMON  SCHOOL  AND  OTHER  FUNDS  HELD  BY  COUNTIES. 

These  funds  appear  to  be  safely  invested  and  well  secured  by 
mortgage  on  landed  estate.  But  Auditors  are  much  embarrassed 
in  their  efforts  to  renew  mortgages  or  to  collect  when  the  lime  of 
hian  matures.  The  borrower  claims  that  Auditors  and  Commis- 
sioners ought  to  be  indulgent  and  contented  when  there  are  ani|)le 
securities  without  pressmg  a  collection  or  renewal.  A  general 
desire  is  felt  for  relief  by  more  positive  and  more  mandatory  law 
in  this  particular.  I  commend  these  subjects  to  your  especial  con- 
sideration.

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ESCHEATED    EST'ATES. 


In  my  last  Report  I  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  no  higtory 
can  be  found  of  the  moneys  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  under 
this  name.  We  can  not  tell  whether  they  are  really  escheats  or  not. 
These  funds  are  lying  idle  in  the  Treasury  from  year  to  year^ 
though  legal  claims  may  be  made  for  them  at  any  time.  Is  it  not 
safe,  and  more  economical,  to  put  the  whole  at  interest,  and  when 
demands  are  legally  made,  let  them  be  satisfied  by  other  unappro- 
priated funds  in  the  Treasury,  and  require  the  borrower  to  return,  on 
notice  specified  by  law,  such  portions  of  the  principal  as  may  be  thu« 
paid  out,  to  the  Treasurer,  and  the  note  credited  with  the  same?

It  Will  be  seen  from  this,  that  the  increase  is  very  gradual  The 
increase  of  our  School  Fund  will  not  probablv- keep  pace  with  the 
increase  of  population.  Our  dependence  for  the  increased  support 
of  Public  Schools,  must  be  found  in  taxation.  Our  people  are  be- 
coming less  averse  to  this.  In  many  portions  of  the  State,  Trustees 
have  levied  a  Township  tax  for  that  purpose,  and  find  tkt  regular 
schoo  s  from  six  to  ten  months -giving  summer  as  well  as  winter- 
schools  m  rural  districts,— result  in  general  satisfaction.

DELINQUKNT    INTEREST. 

I  have  endeavored  to  secure  full  and  prompt  payment  of  Interest 
on  both  the  Common  and  Congressional  Funds  as  the  law  requires. 
A  deficit  on  the  Congressional  Fund  managed  by  the  counties, 
frequently  occurs.  The  law  requires  that  when  there  is  not  a  full 
amount  of  interest  collected,  the  deficit  shall  be  paid  from  the 
County  Treasury. 

Since  the  usual  rates  of  interest  are  about  double  w^hat  the  State 
receives,  and  since  the  object  for  which  if  is  applied  is  one  of  grave 
importance  to  the  children. of  the  State,  I  w^ould  recommend  that 
when  interest  is  delinquent  more  than  thirty  days,  it  should  be 
increased  to  eight  instead  of  seven  per  cent,  on  settlement.

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LIQUOR  licp:nse. 

You  will  discover  that  no  inconsiderable  portion  of  our  revenue 
is  derived  from  liquor  licenses.  I  am  informed  that  in  cities  and 
larger  incorporated  towns  it  often  happens  that  when  commission- 
ers have  issued  orders  for  licenses,  the  petitioner  commences  and 
carries  on  his  sales  without  payment  having  been  made  to  the 
Auditor.  In  smaller  towns  this  imposition  can  be  practiced  less 
conveniently  than  in  larger  ones.  The  school  revenues  are  pre- 
sumed to  be  depleted  to  much  extent  by  this  means. 

UNCLAIMED  FEES  AND  FORFEITURES. 

I  have  found  a  general  promptness  on  the  part  of  clerks  to  make 
regular  reports  to  auditors  for  moneys  due  the  school  funds  from 
their  offices.  There  is  a  prevailing  impression  in  the  State  that 
the  law  makes  it  easy  for  prosecutors  to  neglect  the  collection  of 
forfeited  bonds  until  the  limitation  Act  shall  make  them  uncol- 
^ectable.  There  do  not  appear  adequate  remedies  for  any  neglect 
of  duty  either  by  prosecutors  or  clerks  in  making  prompt  collec- 
tions and  rendering  full  and  timely  reports  on  unclaimed  fees,  fines 
and  forfeitures.  Timely  and  efficient  action  by  the  Legislature 
will  not  only  secure  justice  to  our  educational  interests,  but  render 
our  criminal  code  more  eiTectual  by  making  the  penalties  of  the 
law  more  sure.  When  the  criminal  and  bondsman  both  g-o  free 
crime  is  protected. 

DOG   TAX. 

By  act  of  March  2,  1865,  section  4,  it  is  provided  that  when  the 
tax  on  dogs  shall  reach  a  surplus  over  fifty  dollars,  over  what  is 
necessary  to  satisfy  orders  drawn  against  the  same,  said  surplus 
shall  be  paid  to  the  credit  of  "  the  School  Revenue  of  the  Town- 
ship, and  shall  be  expended  in  the  payment  of  tuition  within  said 
township  as  other  funds  received  for  that  pnrpose."  Most  of  this 
tax  is  often  collected  in  cities  and  large  towns.  It  is  claimed  that 
the  law  does  not  permit  cities  and  incorporated  towns  to  have  any 
portion  of  this  surplus.  I  would  recommend  the  propriety  of  an 
alteration  in  the  law  that  will  give  cities  and  incorporated  towns 
an  equitable  share  in  the  distribution. 
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THE   FAITHFUL  APPROPRIATION   OF   THE   SCHOOL  REVENUES. 

By  official  corresponclence,  I  learn  that  in  various  ways  the  chil- 
dren of  the  State  fail  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  revenues  de- 
signed for  them  in  the  distribution  from  ray  office.  In  many  cases 
trustees  are  induced  to  apply  the  funds  for  tuition  to  building  pur- 
poses, to  the  improvement  of  roads,  building  of  bridges,  or  to  meet 
their  own  private  wants.  Though  such  diversions  of  the  funds 
may  be  made  with  honest  designs,  and  with  expectation  of  making 
jt  a  temporory  loan,  it  often  occurs  that  when  it  is  needing  for  the 
•support  of  schools  it  can  not  be  had,  and  schools  are  suspended  or 
delayed  to  the  great  disadvantage  of  the  children  in  townships  or 
corporations. 

I  would  recommend  such  alterations  in  our  school  law,  as  will, 
by  attaching  sufficient  penalties,  secure  the  school  revenues  as  a 
sacred  fund  for  the  tuition  of  the  children  of  the  State  that  can 
not  be  appropriated  with  impunity,  to  any  other  purpose. 

The  following  table  will  be  found  of  much  interest  for  its  statis- 
tical information  and  its  exhibit  of  comparative  expenditures  in 
the  several  States  in  support  of  general  education,  as  well  as  of 
their  educational  funds. 
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(IIJAIJHD  SCHOOLS   IX   CITIES   AND   INCORPORATED  TOWNS._ 

The  following  table  is  the  result  of  my  eribrts  to  ascertain  the 
condition  of  our  ei'aded  schools  as  desired  bv  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  It  is  hoped  that  my  successor  may  be  able  to  present 
the  condition  of  each  incorporated  town  and  city  separately  in  the 
next  report  from  this  office  that  educators  can  make  a  more  defi- 
nite comparison  of  their  work. 
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teachers'  examixations  for  graded  schools  in  cities  and  incor- 
porated TOWNS. 

In  Graded  Schools,  special  qualities  are  necessary  for  primary, 
intermediate  and  high  school  instruction.  These  can  best  be  de- 
termined by  the  School  Boards  which  conduct  the  graded  shools  of 
cities  and  incorporated  towns.  While  I  would  not  recommend 
any  examination  for  a  less  number  of  branches  than  the  eight  re- 
(juired  by  law,  I  think  a  license  by  the  County  Examiner  should 
not  be  required  when  a  satisfactory  examination  has  been  passed 
by  said  Board,  or  by  a  committee  of  examiners  which  they  may 
appoint.  But  such  certificates  should  be  confined  in  their  .priv- 
ileges to  the  schools  in  the  corporation  for  which  they  are  given.

PROCEEDINGS    INDIANA    STATE    COLLEGIATE    ASSOCIATION. 

Indianapolis,  July  7  and  8,  1870. 

The  Third  Session  of  the  Indiana  Collegiate  Association  con- 
vened in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  at  two  o'clock, 
P.  M.,  President  B.  C.  Hobbs  in  the  chair. 

The  exercises  were  opened  by  reading  the  139th  Psalm,  by  the 
President,  and  prayer  by  Prof,  Joseph  Moore. 

On  motion,  J.  K.  Walts  was  elected  Secretary. 

Prof.  Hoss,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  submitted  a 
programme  of  exercises  for  the  Association,  which  was  unanimous- 
ly adopted. 

Prof.  Hobbs  read  an  address  on  The  Relation  and  Duties  of  the 
Colleges  to  the  Public .  Schools,  taking  strong  opposition  to  spend- 
ing so  much  time  in  the  study  of  Latin  and  Greek. 

'J'he  paper  was  discussed  by  Profs.  Hamilton,  Brown,  Garritt, 
Bowman  and  Jones. 

Prof.  L.  L.  Rogers,  of  Asbury  University,  read  a  paper  on  The 
Correct  Pronunciation  of  the  Latin  Language.  The  correct  pro- 
nunciation is  that  used  by  the  old  Romans  themselves.  He  would 
adopt  the  commonly  called  continental  system.  He  thought  the 
true  pronunciation  of  Latin  words  could  be  determined,  and  pro- 
ceeded to  show  how  it  could  be  done. 

The  subject  was  discussed  by  Profs.  Hamilton,  Thompson,  Reu- 
belt  and  Pearson. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  Koss,  a  committee,  consisting  of  Profs.  Rog- 
ers, Garritt  and  Ballentine,  was  appointed  to  report  to  the  Conven- 
tion on  the  subject  of  the  paper. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  Thompson,  a  copy  of  Prof  Rogers'  paper  was 
requested  for  publication  in  the  School  Journal  and  Teacher;  also 
a  request  was  made  that  the  authorities  from  whom  the  Professor 
derives  his  information  on  the  subject,  be  appended  to  tha  publish- 
ed copy. 

An  opportunity  being  given,  the  following  became  members  of 
the  Association:  President  Thomas  Bowman,  Asbury  University; 
Wm.  T.  Stott,  Franklin  College;  C.  W.  Pearson,  Earlham  Col- 
lege; F.  W.  Brown,  Franklin  College;  Edward  J.  Hamilton,  Han- 
over College;  J.  A.  Reubelt,  State  University;  William  A.  Jones, 
State  Normal  School. 

Prof.  Hamilton  moved  that  President  Hobbs'  address  be  referred 
D.  J.— R.  S.  P.  I.— 3. 
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to  committee  for  investigation  and  report.      Committee — Hobbs, 
Ballentine  nnd  Hamilton. 

Discussion  —  Higher  Religious  Culture  in  Colleges,  and  the 
Means  of  Securing  it. 

Discussion  opened  by  President  Moore,  of  Earlham  College.  He 
presented  many  reasons  in  behalf  of  an  increased  religious  training. 
Discussion  continued  by  Profs.  Stott,  Hoss,  Ballentine,  Garritt, 
Hobbs  and  Reubelt. 

Prof.  J.  A.  Reubelt  read  a  paper;  Subject — Can  the  Study  of  the 
Ancient  Classics  be  made  more  promotive  of  knowledge  of  the 
English  language  than  at  present?  He  said,  whoever  understands 
no  ancient  language,  cannot  well  understand  his  own.  It  is  said 
that  one-third  of  the  words  in  the  English,  language  are  derived 
from  the  Latin.  In  teaching  Latin,  the  teacher  can  teach  English 
most  successfully. 

The  discussion  was  continued  by  Profs.  Garritt,  Ballentine,  Ham- 
ilton and  Thompson. 

Prof.  Hoss  offered  a  resolution,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Asso- 
ciation that  the  study  of  the  Ancient  Classics  should  be  made  an 
a     iiiary  to  the  mastery  of  the  English  language.     Adopted. 

Prof.  R.  T.  Brown  read  an  able  paper  on  Some  of  the  Means 
of  Preserving  and  Improving  the  Physical  Health  and  Vigor  of 
College  Students. 

Prof.  Thompson  moved  that  the  paper  be  published,  and  he 
wished  one  hundred  copies  for  his  own  use. 

Prof.  Hobbs  thought  it  ought  to  be  printed  and  put  in  the  hands 
of  every  student  in  Indiana. 

Prof.  Hamilton  suggested  the  paper  should  be  published  in  the 
School  Journal,  and  also  in  pamphlet  form. 

Prof.  Brown  said  he  hoped  to  be  before  the  Public  Schools  with 
the  whole  subject  in  the  form  of  a  text  book  for  the  children  in  the 
schools,  in  a  short  time. 

Prof.   Stott  wished  an  expression  on  the  subject  of  gymnastics. 

Dr.  Brown  said  a  saw  and  cord  of  wood  would  give  the  best  ex- 
ercise. 

Dr.  Lewis  being  present,  was  called  out.  He  endorsed  the  paper 
most  heartily.  Said  he  hoped  it  would  have  a  wide  circulation, 
and  that  he  would  be  glad  to  contribute  towards  its  publication, 
and  would  like  to  get  it  in  other  than  student's  hands. 
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Prof.  Hoss  asked  the  practical  question,  "What  are  we  doing  for 
the  health  of  students?" 

Prof.  Hobbs  said  the  best  teachers  do  not  allow  the  use  of  tobacco 
in  school. 

Dr.  Lewis  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  no  person  ought  to  be  li- 
censed to  teach,  that  uses  tobacco. 

President  Moore  said  the  students  are  not  allowed  to  usej^tobacco 
in  Earlharn  College. 

Prof.  Reubelt  said  in  Germany  the  law  prevents  the  boy  from 
using  tobacco  until  he  is  eighteen  years  of  age. 

The  report  of  the  committee  previously  appointed  on  officers,  was 
adopted,  and  is  as  follows :

quires. 

2.  If  the  money  in  the  treasury  be  sufficient,  they  shall  distribute 
these  papers  gratuitously ;  but  if  not,  they  shall  sell  them  at  such 
rates  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Dr.  Nutt  being  absent,  the  discussion  on  "What  changes  do  the 
wants  of  the  age  demand  in  our  college  courses  of  study  ?  "  was 
dispensed  with,  and  the  hour  devoted  to  miscellaneous  business. 

B.  C.  Hobbs,  G.  W.  Hoss  and  W.  A.  Jones  were  appointed  dele- 
gates to  the  National  Teachers'  Association. 

Committees  appointed  to  report  on  papers  read  before  the  Asso- 
ciation, were  allowed  to  report  through  the  School  Journal  and 
Teacher. 

Presidents  Bowman,  Moore  and  Stott  were  appointed  to  present 
a  model  college  curriculum  for  consideration  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  Association. 

Among  the  subjects  suggested  for  discussion  at  the  next  meeting, 
are  :  College  government  and  harmonious  action  among  colleges  on 
same ;  modes  of  examination  ;  the  marking  system  ;  and  intemper- 
ance in  our  colleges. 
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The  meetings  were  not  largely  attended,  but  the  exercises  were 
of  a  very  interesting  and  profitable  character,  and  all  present  were 
agreed  that  they  were  abundantly  rewarded  for  the  time  and  ex- 
pense incurred  in  attending.  It  was  greatly  regretted  that  all  the 
colleges  in  the  State  were  not  represented. 

After  brief  remarks  by  various  members,  the  Association  ad- 
journed to  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Executive  Committee.

The  following  Address  and  Reports  were  published  by  request  of 
the  Association : 

RELATION  OF  COLLEGES  TO  THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS. 

BY    B.    0.    HOBBS,  PRESIDENT. 

Members  of  the  Association: 

The  duty  assigned  me  to-day,  is  to  discuss  "  The  Relation  and 
Duties  of  the  Colleges  to  the  Public  Schools."  No  subject  is  of 
more  importance  touching  the  economy  of  Education. 

My  views  upon  the  causes  which  have  modified  and  continue  to 
effect  our  College  curriculums,  were  given  at  some  length  when  we 
last  met.  I  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  them,  but,  oil  the  con- 
trary, am  more  forcibly  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  some  gen- 
eral modification  of  the  College  course  which  will  conform  to  the 
demands  of  the  present,  and  have  respect  to  educational  economy. 

Popular  education  must  have  for  its  object  the  good  of  all.  It 
should  be  conducted  on  such  principles  as  will  harmonize  literary, 
scientific,  moral,  political  and  pecuniary  demands.  It  should  be 
made  up  of  just  such  elements  as  are  necessary  for  the  adequate 
culture  of  heart  and  head,  and  in  such  way  as  will  fit  man  best  for 
the  duties  of  life.  It  should  embrace  as  much  as  is  necessary  for  a 
general  culture  of  man's  intellectual,  moral  and  physical  nature,  and 
not  so  much  of  one  element  as  will  necessarily  dwarf  another. 

The  present  course  of  study  in  our  city  schools,  requires  an  aver- 
age of  about  twelve  years  for  its  completion,  —  four  years  for  the 
Primary,  four  years  for  the  Intermediate,  and  four  years  for  the 
High  School  grades. 

The  High  School  course  is  about  the  equivalent  of  the  sopho- 
more class  in  college.     It  lacks,  then,  two  years  study  to  complete 
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the  college  course.  It  can  secure  a  thorough  primary  course  for  ad- 
mission into  the  Intermediate,  and  a  full  and  regular  Intermediatis 
course  for  admission  into  the  High  School.  The  city  or  graded 
school  can  make  its  culture  symmetrical.  Spelling,  reading,  pen- 
manship,  arithmetic,  geography  and  English  grammar  are  well 
learned  to  secure  forward  transfer.  The  college  begins  with  a 
grade  which  presupposes  an  advanced  preparation.  It  can  make 
thorough  scholars  when  they  enter  it  regularly  evened  up  to  the 
freshmen  class. 

The  common  schools  have  found  in  their  experience  that  they  can 
reach  the  demands  of  the  college  freshmen  class,  except  in  Greek. 
The  difficulty,  I  think,  may  be  considered  to  have  narrowed  down 
to  this  one  point  of  disagreement ;  and  the  question  fairly  presents 
itself,  should  the  common  schools  teach  Greek,  or  should  the  col- 
lege modify  its  demands,  and  commence  the  study  of  that  language 
after  matriculation. 

The  common  school  claims  that  it  is  working  for  the  public,  and 
the  demand  for  Greek  is  so  small,  that  it  cannot  afford  to  supply  it. 
The  tax-payer  will  be  mutinous  when  he  finds  teachers  with  high 
salaries  instructing  small  classes  for  the  few.  Men  that  govern, 
must  be  obedient  to  the  will  of  the  governed,  and  Greek  rarely 
enters  the  common  schools. 

If  we  raise  the  question,  what  are  the  claims  of  the  Greek?  the 
answer  is  difficult.  Colleges  have  been  changing  their  educational 
studies  almost  yearly,  for  the  last  forty  years.  Since  Geology,  Bot- 
any, Chemistry,  Mechanics,  Civil  Engineering,  Mining,  Architect- 
ure, Navigation,  and  many  other  sciences  have  demanded  special 
attention  in  our  colleges,  something  must  yield  that  their  claims 
may  be  allowed. 

The  demand  has  hitherto  been  so  imperious  on  the  part  of  the 
colleges  for  Latin  and  Greek,  and  arguments  have  been  urged  with 
so  much  earnestness  in  favor  of  an  early  training,  to  secure  them, 
that  a  consequent  neglact  of  Spelling,  Reading,  Penmanship  and 
English  Grammar  has  greatly  damaged  the  real  practical  scholar- 
ship of  the  student  for  all  after  time.  We  crowd  too  much  into  the 
common  school  that  does  not  belong  to  it,  and  leave  too  much  out 
that  ought  to  be  in  it. 

Economy  and  necessity  are  compelling  the  colleg  's  to  modify 
their  curriculums.      A  scientific  course  is  now  madj,  in   most  of 
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them,  the  equivalent  of  the  classical,  and  the  regular  scientific  feels 
that  he  has  vantage  ground  by  the  change. 

For  the  general  scholar,  I  would  be  satisfied  with  less  than  the 
ordinary  course  of  Latin  and  Greek.  By  this  means  we  can  re- 
lieve our  educational  system  of  its  embarrassment. 

We  can  not  well  make  the  college  course  more  than  four  years. 
As  we  press  in  Latin  and  Greek,  we  press  out  something  else.  Ger- 
man commands,  perhaps,  as  much  respect  as  either  of  them,  and  we 
are  not  unfrequently  disposed  to  allow  its  claims  by  substitution. 

I  am  here  speaking  of  what  should  be  the  standard  of  general^ 
not  of  special  scholarship.  When  the  student  desires  a  thorough 
and  special  lingual  course,  let  him  reach  it  as  he  reaches  civil  en- 
gineering, law,  medicine,  astronomy,  quantative  chemistry,  by  a 
special  or  university  course  of  instruction.  When  one  can  thus 
equalize  the  claims  of  the  sciences,  English  literature  will  assume 
an  importance  it  has  never  yet  received.  I  think  I  am  safe  in  pre- 
suming that  its  claims  are  not  sufficiently  respected  by  any  of  our 
colleges. 

But  a  few  days  ago  1  received  a  letter  from  a  young  man  who 
was  expecting  soon  to  be  a  graduate  of  an  Eastern  university,  who 
desired  a  situation  West  as  teacher.  His  spelling,  penmanship  and 
general  bad  English,  indicated  his  actual  scholarship.  It  is  not  the 
curriculum  of  a  college  so  much  as  the  results  that  we  want,  and 
we  are  wasting  time  and  money  when  English  is  not  well  studied. 
Can  we  not  better  afford  to  study  Greek  and  Latin  less,  that  we 
can  study  English  more? 

When  this  subject  shall  be  generally  and  correctly  understood, 
and  the  true  relation  of  the  common  school  to  the  college  ascertain- 
ed, we  can  render  each  more  successful  in  its  work.  The  common 
school  must  prepare  the  student  for  college,  or  colleges  must  con- 
tinue to  suff'er  the  embarrassment  to  which  they  have  hitherto  been 
exposed,  or  be  burdened  with  the  expense  of  bringing  up  the  work 
of  preparatory  education  by  a  sub-freshman  course. 

The  College  Preparatory  and  City  High  School  are  generally 
competing  institutions.  Students  hasten  from  the  Common  School 
unprepared  when  they  can  be  admitted  into  the  College  Prepara- 
tory, from  their  over-anxiety  to  be  called  Collegians.  The  College, 
to  swell  its  numbers,  receives  them  irregularly  from  the  High  School, 
and  thus  not  only  damages  the  thoroughness  of  its  course,  but  ac- 
tually lowers  the  standard  of  the  High  School  in  its  efforts  to  grade 
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Tip  a  complete  educational  course.  The  College  and  City  High 
School  have  actually  damaged  each  other,  instead  of  being  mutual- 
ly supportive. 

Why  can  we  not  so  modify  the  Common  School,  that  its  High 
School  may  be  preparatory  to  the  College  ?  We  must  study  our 
way  through  this  complex  difficulty  before  we  shall  find  success. 
Could  this  be  reached,  reciprocal  advantages  would  immediately 
follow,  for  the  college  would  largely  take  the  place  of  the  city  high 
school  in  corporations  where  colleges  exist,  while  the  high  school 
would  successfnlly  even  up  the  scholarship  of  the  candidate  for  the 
freshman  class.  Where  this  combination  of  interest  is  not  made, 
there  must  be  in  the  same  community  two  institutions  of  learning 
of  the  same  grade,  sustained  at  double  the  expense  of  both  united. 

We  may  speculate  upon  education,  and  expatiate  upon  favorite 
ideas  and  desirable  ends,  but  when  we  have  told  the  w^orld  what  we 
•desire,  it  hurries  onward,  heedless  of  what  we  think,  if  our  hypoth- 
eses are  not  in  harmony  with  the  objects  and  aims  which  move  it. 
Still  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Christian  patriot  and  of  the  patriot  scholar, 
to  mould  and  make  public  sentiment;  but  we  must  find,  sooner  or 
later,  that  all  hypotheses  and  opinions  which  cripple  the  energies  of 
the  people,  waste  time  or  money,  or  which  cost  more  than  they  are 
found  to  be  worth,  will  instinctively  be  laid  aside,  and  business^ 
learning,  commerce  and  civilization,  will,  by  the  law  of  necessity, 
adaptation  and  economy,  find  their  best  channels,  and  desert  old 
systems. 

When  the  Suez  canal  is  opened,  but  few  will  double  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope  for  the  Indies.  When  we  can  cross  Darien,  we  are 
not  desirous  to  waste  months  of  precious  time  in  contending  with 
the  storms  around  Cape  Horn  to  reach  California ;  and  when  an 
iron  track  is  laid  across  the  plains  and  mountains,  we  will  take  the 
most  direct  route  to  the  Pacific. 

When  we  can  study  sacred  literature  by  translations,  we  will 
avail  ourselves  of  the  aid  of  scholars  who  have  made  the  object 
easily  accessible,  and  when  we  can  study  roots,  definitions  and 
philology  by  dictionaries,  grammars,  rhetoric  and  logic ;  when  we 
have  made  up  our  minds  to  study  English  thoroughly  in  English, 
we  will  content  ourselves  to  do  it  through  motives  of  economy  and 
expediency. 

The  educator  then  discovers  that  he  must  modify  his  plans  s» 
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that  he  can  secure  to  the  college  and  public  school  all  that  a  proper 
development  of  mind  and  heart  demand,  and  by  which  the  claims 
of  utility,  economy,  availability  and  necessity  will  be  met. 


SOME  OF  THE  MEANS  OF  PRESERVING  THE 
HEALTH  OF  COLLEGE  STUDENTS.

To  say  that  no  satisfactory  progress  can  be  made  in  any  worlc^ 
physical  or  intellectual,  without  good  health,  is  to  utter  a  truism 
which  has  been  repeated  until  it  has  become  trite.  But  observa- 
tion proves  that  this  complaint  of  failing  health  comes  more  fre- 
quently from  students  than  from  most  other  classes  of  the  com- 
munity. This  is  generally  regarded  as  the  result  of  mental  labor, 
and  therefore  brain  work  has  come  to  be  looked  on  as  unfavorable 
to  good  health.  That  this  conclusion  is  founded  in  error,  is,  to 
my  mind,  apparent  both  from  observation  of  facts  and  from  phys- 
iological considerations.  There  are  other  causes  in  operation,, 
amply  sufficient  to  account  for  the  feeble  and  undeveloped  phy- 
sique, and  often  failing  health  of  so  many  of  our  college  grad- 
uates. 

First  in  this  category  lies  inattention  to  the  change  of  activities 
consequent  on  entering  student  life.  This  is  perhaps  less  apparent 
in  the  eastern  colleges  than  with  us.  There,  most  of  the  students 
reach  the  college  classes  by  regular  steps  from  the  common  schools 
by  the  high  school  and  academy,  so  that  almost  from  infancy  the 
life  is  student  life,  and  the  transition  to  the  college  classes  is 
scarcely  felt.  With  our  western  students  this  is  generally  very 
different.  An  interval  of  several  years  usually  intervenes  between 
the  high  school  and  the  college,  and  these  years  are  commonly 
spent  in  vigorous  muscular  labor.  From  habits  thus  formed,  to 
the  confinement  of  the  study  room,  is  a  transition  that  cannot  be 
carelessly  made  without  serious  injury  to  the  health.  But  with 
proper  care  at  this  point,  our  western  habit  of  an  interval  of  active 
life,  running  over  a  period  of  four  or  five  years  in  youth,  is  greatly 
conducive  to  a  vigorous  constitution,  in  strong  contrast  with  the 
hot  house  plants — the  pale  abortions  of  the  eastern  colleges.     But 
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the  transition  from  active,  out-door  muscular  labor  to  the  confine- 
ment of  a  study  room,  is  a  critical  one,  and  demands  more  atten- 
tion than  it  has  hitherto  received,  both  from   students  and  teachers. 
The  student,  fresh  from  the  field  or  work-shop,  brings  to  his  new- 
field  of  labor  his  commendable  habits  of  industry,  and  goes  to  his 
books  as  he  went  to  his  plow  or  his  shop,  to  make  a  day's  work, 
without  knowing  that   an   untrained  brain  can   not  labor  with  full 
force  much   beyond  an  hour,  without  rest,  and  not  greatly  impair 
its  efficiency  at  the  time,  and  ultimately  ruin  the  nervous  system, 
the  source  of  all  the  vital  functions.     In  the  early  months  of  col- 
lege life,  the  student  should   make  an  interval  of  active  exercise  at 
the  end  of  each  hour  of  study.     This  need  not  be  continued  more 
than  fifteen  minutes  if  it  be  energetically  executed.     The  kind  of 
exercise  must  be  determined  by  the  convenience  of  the  student  J 
only  let  it  call  into  active  play  the  muscular  system  generally  so  as 
to   work  off  the  accumulated   motor  force  of  the  nervous  system, 
and    relieve  the  mental    machinery  from    its  disturbing   presence. 
This  exercise,  if  at  all  practicable,  should  be  in  the  open  air  and 
under  circumstances  to  entirely  divert  the  mind  from  its  task.      As 
the  habit  of   study  is  formed,  gradually  the  intervals  of  exercise 
and  mental  rest  may  be  removed  further  apart,  but  must  not  be 
wholy  abandoned  at  any  time.     It  was  said  of  Napoleon  the  great> 
that  he  could   endure  ten   consecutive  hours  of  close  mental  labor 
without  impairing  the  force  and  activity  of   his  mind ;    and  the 
great   German   naturalist,  Humboldt,  is  said  to  have  frequently  sat 
twelve  hours  in   unremittant  labor  at  his  Vv^riting  desk;  but  these 
are  exceptional  cases,  and  will  serve  no  good  purpose  as  examples 
for  common  mortals.     Temperament,  sex,  age  and  habits  of  life, 
so  modify  this  matter  that  no  given  number  of  hours  can  be  fixed 
as  the  rule  of  study  and  exercise. 

Nervous  and  sanguine  temperaments  bear  protracted  mental 
effort  badly.  With  these  temperaments  it  will  hardly  be  safe  to 
extend  the  period  of  close  application  beyond  two  hours,  without 
interm.ission,  even  after  the  habit  of  study  is  fully  formed.  With 
the  nervous  energy  exhausted,  the  mind  bewildered  and  the  mem- 
ory confused  and  treacherous,  it  will  be  hazardous  to  the  general 
health,  and  a  wretched  economy  of  mental  force,  to  continue  the 
effort  further.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  immature  and  unde- 
veloped mind  of  childhood,  of  which  from  year  to  year  a  constant- 
ly increasing  proportion  is  being  intruded  into  the  college  class(  s 


Female  students,  though  they  usually  endure  the  in-door  confine- 
ment of  student  life  better  than  oar  young  men  fresh  from  the 
freedom  of  farm  life,  yet  they  seldom  attain  the  power  of  pro- 
tracted, close,  mental  application  equal  to  their  brothers,  and  they 
can  not  safely  attempt  it.  To  compensate  for  this  seeming  defect, 
I  will  testify  that  young  women,  with  apparently  the  same  effort, 
will  accomplish  more  mental  labor  in  a  given  time  than  will  young 
men,  thus  compensating  in  activity  for  what  they  lack  in  persis- 
tence. 

It  will  be  safe  to  advise  a  student  on  entering  college,  to  take 
ten  minutes  for  a  brisk  walk  (if  no  better  form  of  exercise  offers), 
at  the  close  of  each  hour  of  study,  and  as  the  brain  becomes  habit- 
uated to  the  daily  task  of  study,  the  walk  may  be  postponed  for 
two,  or  even  three  hours,  but  this  I  would  advise  a  student  to  fix 
as  the  limit,  and  punctually  maintain  it.  The  bilious  and  lym- 
phatic temperaments,  with  their  sluggish  mental  movements,  may 
sit  to  the  task  four  or  five  hours,  but  such  temperaments  in  this 
country  are  rare,  and  constantly  becoming  more  so.  Of  the  kind 
of  exercise,  I  can  only  say  that  it  should  be  active,  but  not  violent 
nor  exhaustive.  It  should  call  into  action  a  great  number  of  mus- 
cles, and  should  have  such  a  mental  quality  as  to  divert  the  mind, 
as  far  as  possible,  from  its  recent  task.  With  these  characteristic 
features,  the  student  will  consult  taste  and  convenience,  and  choose 
accordingly.  If  the  weather  forbids  out-door  exercise,  a  walk  in  a 
cool,  airy  hall  is  a  good  substitute,  easily  attained  as  a  general  rule. 

Intimately  connected  with  the  hours  of  study  is  the  very  impor- 
tant question  of  study-rooms.  These  are  often  too  small,  illy  ven- 
tilated, and  in  the  winter  months  frequently  overheated.  Study- 
rooms  intended  to  accommodate  two  students,  should  have  a  floor 
area  of  at  least  two  hundred  and  seventy -five  square  feet,  and  ten 
feet  between  floor  and  ceiling.  Ventilation  should  be  provided 
both  at  the  floor  and  ceiling,  but  care  must  be  observed  that  in  ad- 
mitting fresh  air,  a  current  of  it  be  not  thrown  directly  on  the 
study  desk.  A  temperature  of  from  sixty  to  sixty -five  degrees  F. 
should  be  maintained  as  uniformly  as  possible.  The  temptation 
to  raise  the  temperature  of  the  room  too  high,  is  especially  to  be 
resisted  in  very  cold  weather.  This  is  bad  enough  when  accom- 
plished by  increased  consumption  of  fuel,  but  is  infinitely  worse 
when  that  end  is  reached  by  cutting  ofi  ventilation.  Every  study- 
room  should  be  provided  with  a  reliable  thermometer,  which  should 
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be  frequently  consulted,  and  the  temperature  governed  accordingly. 

Not  many  years  have  passed  since  it  was  believed  by  every  body 
that  persons  engaged  in  mental  labor  not  only  did  not  require  nu- 
tritious food,  but  that  such  nutrition  was  a  formidable  obstacle,  if 
not  an  absolute  hindrance  in  the  performance  of  such  labor 
Under  this  regime,  many  a  poor  student  reduced  himself  to  bread 
and  water,  that  he  might  attain  to  the  mental  brilliancy  which,  ac- 
according  to  the  accepted  theory,  such  a  diet  promised.  But  a 
better  acquaintance  with  the  physiology  of  the  brain  and  nervous 
system  generally,  and  a  more  correct  theory  of  the  part  which 
these  organs  perform  in  the  intellectual  work,  has  led  to  a  more 
rational  system  of  dietics.  But  yet  a  student,  even,  in  the  winters 
of  our  boreal  climate,  seated  at  his  books  in  a  comfortable  room, 
does  not  require  the  amount  of  oils,  fats,  and  other  heat-producing 
food  which  were  required  when  he  followed  out-door  occupations 
in  mid-winter ;  nor  will  he  require  the  same  measure  of  protean 
food  which  was  demanded  when  he  wielded  the  axe,  swung  the 
scythe,  or  followed  the  plow.  The  wear  is  now  chiefly  confined  to 
the  nervous  tissue,  the  basis  of  which  is  albumen  and  not  fibrin. 
In  addition  to  the  albumenous  structure  of  the  brain,  that  organ 
in  a  healthy  condition  contains  more  phosphorus  than  any  other 
tissue  of  the  body.  It  is  now  fully  demonstrated  that  mental  labor 
is  always  accompanied  with  the  oxidation  of  phosphorus  and  the 
production  of  phosphoric  acid,  which  is  detected  in  the  secretions. 
Now,  as  animal  fats,  vegetable  oils,  sugar,  starch,  etc.,  contain  not 
a  trace  of  phosphorus  in  any  form,  nor  albumen,  nor  the  simple 
elements  from  which  albumen  can  be  formed,  it  follows  with  the 
force  of  demonstration  that  brain  waste  can  not  be  supplied  from 
this  class  of  food. 

It  is  fashionable  in  certain  circles  to  sneer  at  the  idea  that  food 
has  any  connection  with  the  mental  processes,  but  the  undeniable 
fact  that  the  brain  is  the  instrument  of  intellection,  and  the  testi- 
mony of  universal  observation,  that  disturbances  and  derange- 
ments of  the  nervous  apparatus  are  manifested  immediately  in  the 
corresponding  changes  of  mentality,  determine  this  question.  It 
would  be  out  of  place  to  pursue  this  subject  further  in  this  paper, 
but  abundant  proof  exists  that  the  intellectual  character  and  force, 
both  of  individuals  and  of  nations,  are  very  intimately  connected 
with  their  dietic  habits. 

Except  to  a  limited  extent  in  cold  weather,  students  should  ab- 
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stain  from  fat  meats,  and  reduce  to  a  small  allowance  the  butter 
which  is  now  generally  regarded  as  an  indispensable  accompan- 
iment of  the  bread.  Fish,  eggs,  poultry,  beef  and  mutton  are  rich 
in  albumen  and  the  phosphates  so  important  in  repairing  the  wastes 
of  brain.  Bread  made  of  wheat  flour,  not  too  finely  bolted,  should 
always  have  the  preference.  It  will,  under  ordinary  circumstances, 
furnish  sufficient  heat-producing  material  to  maintain  a  healthy 
temperature  of  the  body,  and  if  in  this  there  should  be  any  defi- 
ciency, it  may  be  supplied  by  sugar  or  fruits  better  than  by  oils. 
All  stimulating  food  and  highly  seasoned  dishes  must  be  avoided. 
While  the  laws  of  health  demand  a  variety  in  our  food,  they  pre- 
prescribe  but  a  few  articles  at  the  same  meal.  Two  or  three  plain, 
well  cooked  dishes  at  a  time,  and  these  varied  at  each  meal,  is  the 
diversity  which  nature  demands.  Dyspepsia,  that  bane  of  student 
life,  is  almost  invariably  the  result  of  a  disproportion  between  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  our  food  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  amount 
of  muscular  exercise  on  the  other.  On  the  first  approach  of  its 
symptoms,  the  student  should  increase  the  out-door  exercise,  and 
diminish  the  quantity  of  food.  A  generous  diet  of  nutritious  food, 
taken  but  a  few  articles  at  a  time,  and  followed  by  appropriate  ex- 
ercise, will  almost  invariably  secure  a  student  against  the  scourge 
of  dyspepsia.  But  the  manner  of  taking  food  is  nearly  if  not 
quite  as  important  as  the  quality  of  food.  Regular  meals  at  inter- 
vals of  about  six  hours  during  the  day,  and  nothing  in  the  night, 
nor  between  meals,  embraces  all  that  may  be  said  on  the  time  of 
taking  food. 

But  the  habit  of  eating  by  pieces  between  meals,  is  so  common 
and  so  pernicious,  that  I  can  not  so  summarily  dismiss  it.  The 
stomach,  like  all  other  vital  organs,  must  have  time  for  rest.  A 
full  meal  of  plain  food  will  be  digested  in  about  three  hours,  if 
the  apparatus  be  in  a  good  working  condition.  An  interval  of  en- 
tire rest,  about  as  long  as  the  period  of  activity,  should  then  be 
secured  to  the  stomach,  that  it  may  promptly  do  its  duty  by  the 
next  meal.  This  habit  fully  established  and  faithfully  maintained 
against  every  temptation  to  violate  its  order,  will  almost  invariably 
secure  a  good  digestion,  and  this  is  no  trifling  matter  in  regard  to 
clearness  of  mental  perception,  and  persisterice  and  uniformity  of 
mental  force.  But  the  stomach  is  not  alone  in  this  demand  for  a 
period  of  rest  and  suspension  of  function.  The  brain,  the  most 
delicately  organized  tissue  in  the  body,  must  have  its  regular  peri- 
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ods  of  rest  and  recuperation.  Suspension  of  voluntary  brain  work 
will  temporarily  relieve  mental  fatigue,  but  sleep  is  the  only  true 
brain-rest.  Prominent  among  the  exploded  follies  of  the  past,  is 
the  theory  that  students  require  but  little  sleep.  This  romance  of 
the  student's  midnight  lamp  is  a  Moloch,  on  whose  altar  thousands  of 
brilliant  intellects  have  sacrificed  themselves.  To  recuperate  an  ex- 
hausted brain  requires  more  sleep  than  to  rest  a  fatigued  muscular 
system.  But  few  students  can  maintain  their  full  mental  vigor 
with  less  than  eight  hours  quiet,  healthful  sleep;  and  many  will 
'require  ten.  This  sleep,  to  be  natural  and  healthful,  should  be  in 
the  night,  and  regular  hours  of  retiring  and  rising  should  be  estab- 
lished and  maintaine-d  with  the  strictest  fidelity.  No  casual  com- 
pany, no  social  party,  or  evening  entertainment  can  excuse  a  stu- 
dent in  violating  hiss  habit  of  retiring  at  a  fixed  hour;  for  health 
and  mental  vigor  are  worth  more  to  him  than  any  enjoyment  he 
can  promise  himself  in  thus  weakening  a  habit  so  valuable.  In- 
deed student  life,  so  far  as  possible,  should,  in  every  thing,  be  re- 
duced to  regular  habit.  What  we  do  habitually,  costs  much  less 
exertion  than  the  same  thing  done  occasionally  and  irregularly. 

The  student  who  makes  an  extra  effort  to  accomplish  the  labor 
assigned  him  by  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  then,  closing  his  books, 
goes  to  an  evening  party,  indulges  in  small  talk  and  sweetcake, 
with  other  villanous  compounds  misnamed  refreshments,  till  the 
small  hours  of  night  admonish  him,  when  he  retires  to  dream  horrid 
dreams  and  doze  a  disturbed  sleep  under  the  influence  of  a  dis- 
eased stomach,  and  to  rise  late  and  refuse  a  wholesome  breakfast, 
and  after  a  futile  effort  at  study,  to  sleep  from  very  weariness  and 
exhaustion;  and  these  revels  repeated  once  or  twice  a  week,  with 
appropriate  variations,  will  in  most  constitutions  complete  the 
work  before  the  end  of  the  first  college  year — and  leaving,  his 
friends  report  and  verily  believe  that  he  is  the  victim  of  hard  study. 
The  sleeping  apartments  of  students  demand  special  attention. 
These  should  be  large  and  well  ventilated,  or  they  should  commu- 
nicate with  a  large  room  or  hail  by  a  door  left  open  at  night.  By 
these  or  any  other  means  that  will  secure  an  abundant  supply  of 
fresh  air,  the  respiratory  organs  will  be  able  to  continue  their  work 
in  a  natural  manner  dm*ing  the  hours  of  rest — the  blood  will  be 
oxidized,  the  tissues  transformed,  and  a  store  of  nervous  force  ac- 
cumulated for  the  labors  of  the  coming  day,  which  will  be  indi- 
cated by  the  refreshed  ai.d  vigorous  feelings  with^which  the  sleeper 
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leaves  his  couch.  The  books  should  be  closed  at  least  half  an 
hour  before  retiring,  and  the  mind  relaxed  and  diverted  from  the 
task  before  sleep  is  invited.  It  is  a  vicious  habit  to  take  lunch  or 
fruit  at  this  interval.  When  we  compose  ourselves  to  sleep,  the 
stomach  should  be  permitted  to  rest  with  the  brain  and  voluntary 
organs.  It  is  true  that  the  stomach  will  ordinarily  perform  the 
work  of  digestion  during  sleep,  but  digestion  is  a  function  per- 
formed by  brain  force,  and  the  brain  can  not  rest  while  it  is  carry- 
ing on  the  work  of  digesting  a  late  supper.  Thus  the  prime  ob- 
ject of  sleep  (brain  recuperation),  is  defeated,  and  languor,  debility 
and  prostrated  mental  energy  is  the  result.  Natural,  easy,  quiet 
sleep,  is  not  only  an  evidence  of  good  health,  but  it  is  one  of  the 
first  and  most  important  means  of  maintaining  that  condition ; 
and  this  is  especially  true  in  persons  of  studious  habits.  If  sleep 
is  natural  and  undisturbed,  the  number  of  hours  devoted  to  it  may 
be  considerably  diminished  with  no  bad  results. 

A  good  thing,  when,  abused,  often  becomes  a  fruitful  source  of 
evil.  So  literary  societies  in  colleges  are  liable  to  such  perversion, 
that  they  break  into  the  regular  habits  of  rest  and  study  which 
every  good  student  will  form,  and  may  thus  become  a  positive 
evil.  If  the  midnight  dissipation  of  society  night  could  end  there^ 
there  might  be  some  apology  for  it,  but  the  student's  rule  of  reg- 
ular hours  having  once  been  broken,  becomes  now  very  brittle,  and 
affords  but  little  resistance  to  temptation.  The  remedy  I  would 
suggest,  is  to  place  these  societies  so  far  under  the  surveillance  of 
the  Faculty  as  to  give  them  power  over  the  length  of  the  sessions* 
These  I  would  limit  to  two  hours,  and  at  the  expiration  of  that 
time  let  the  bell  ring,  and  close  the  exercises  at  once.  Beginning 
at  7^  and  closing  at  9^,  would  be  about  the  appropriate  hours  for 
society  work,  and  would  not  interfere  with  the  hours  of  rest. 

Among  the  pernicious  habits  to  which  young  men  at  college  are 
constantly  tempted,  is  the  filthy  aud  revolting  one  of  using  tobacco. 
This  habit,  now  so  common,  is  the  more  to  be  deplored,  because  its 
work  of  ruin  is  silent,  insidious  and  unperceived,  either  by  the  victim 
or  his  friends.  Slowly  the  digestive  machinery  declines  in  the  per- 
formance of  its  duty,  under  the  influence  of  so  powerful  a  narcotic, 
till  a  train  of  distressing  symptoms  intervene,  the  direct  result  of 
indigestion.  But  even  this  imperfect  nutrition  itself  is  only  a  symp- 
tom of  the  general  prostration  of  brain  force  which  is  dragging  all 
the  faculties  and  functions  of  mind  and  body  down  to  premature 
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decay  and  certain  ruin.     Yet  there  are  no  alarming  symptoms  to 
rouse  the  fears  of  the  unfortunate  victim,  or  point  his  friends  to  the 
true  source  of  his  failing  health.      Under  these  circumstances,  the 
victim  of  tobacco  either  becomes  prematurely  old  and  unfit  for  busi- 
ness, in  the  very  years  which  his  mature  reason  and  ripened  judg- 
ment should  have  made  the  most  valuable  of  his  whole  life,  or  he 
falls  from  the  attack  of   some  ordinary  disease,  which  his  nervous 
system,  weakened  and  prostrated  by  the  long  continued  influence 
of  an  insidious  poison,  is  unable  to  resist.      The  true  cause  of  this 
wide-spread   mischief  is  not  even  suspected  by  the  victim  or  his 
friends ;   and  the  extent  of  the  injury  sustained  by  society,  the  loss 
to  the  country  and  world  from  the  habitual  use  of  narcotics,  no 
human  arithmetic  can  compute.      The  exhiliration  of  tobacco  ap- 
pears to  exert  a  peculiar  fascination  over  students  in  the  period  of 
their  transition  from  active  out-door  life  to  the  sedentary  habits  of 
study.     The  effect  of  tobacco  on  the  health  of  brain-workers,  is  more 
severely  felt  than  on  those  who  work  by  muscle.     It  is  now  a  well- 
established  physiological  doctrine,  that  vital  force  is  measured  by 
the  amount  of  chemical  change  going  on  in  the  system, — the  extent 
to  which  the  tissues  undergo  transformation,  and  their  elements  are 
oxidized.     The  primary  action  of  tobacco,  opium  and  alcohol,  is  to 
arrest  chemical  change,  diminish  the  transformation  and  oxidation 
of  the  tissues,  and  to  the  same  extent  to  impair  vital  force  ;  but  this 
disturbance  is  felt  first  and  most  severely  in  the  mental  functions. 
The  dangerous  deception  in  this  matter  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  be- 
ginning of  this  depression  is  marked  by  an  increased  expenditure  of 
nervous  power,  which,  under  a  diminished  production  of  nervous 
force,  leads  only  the  sooner  to  exhaustion  and  to  a  broader  and 
deeper  disturbance  of  all  the  vital  machinery.      To  one  who  sees 
this  subject  in  all  its  frightful  magnitude,  the  odor  of  the  inevitable 
cigar  or  pipe,  and  the  expectoration  of  filthy  tobacco-stained  saliva, 
that  meets  him  in  all  the  high-ways  and  by-ways  of  life,  is  fraught 
with  indescribably   melancholy  reflections.      The    bright  and  the 
gifted,  in  the  morning  of  life,  dissipating  the  cherished   hopes  and 
fond  anticipations  of   parents,  teachers  and  friends,  in  a  cloud  of 
tobacco  smoke  !      What  a  spectacle ! 

Concluding  this  rambling  sketch,  I  would  sum  up  my  conclusions 
somewhat  in  this  tnanner: 

First — Students  should  have  active  exercise  in  the  open  air  and 
sunshine,  at  regular  intervals  of  study. 
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Second — Food  should  be  plain,  unstiraulating,  yet  nutricious,  and 
should  be  taken  altogether  at  regular  meals,  abstaining  entirely  from 
food  between  meals. 

Third — Study  rooms  should  be  large,  well  ventilated,  exposed  to 
ample  sunlight,  and  not  over-heated  in  winter. 

Fourth — A  systematic  division  of  time  should  be  adopted,  and 
all  the  habits  of  the  student  made  to  conform  to  it. 

Fifth — Late  hours,  with  the  usual  dissipation  in  the  way  of  eat- 
ing, if  in  nothing  worse,  should  be  the  subject  of  total  abstinence. 

Sixth  —  Sleeping  apartments  must  be  well  ventilated,  and  the 
student  should  retire  with  an  empty  stomach  and  a  tranquil  mind. 

Seventh — Students,  as  they  would  shun  the  gates  of  death,  must 
avoid  the  use  of  narcotics,  tobacco,  opium  and  alcohol,  in  all  the 
protean  shapes  in  which  these  insidious  poisons  are  disguised  to 
entrap  the  unwary. 


LATIN  PRONUNCIATION  — WHAT  SHOULD  IT  BE?

Latin  Pronunciation  —  What  Should  it  Be?  It  should  be  the  pronun- 
ciation employed  by  Cicero,  Ciesar,  Virgil  and  Horace.  But  as  that  can 
not  be  absolutely  determined,  the  educated  world  should  secure  the  nearest 
approximation,  to  be  determined  by  the  facts  and  evidence  to  which  they 
have  access.  We  do  not  propose  to  discuss  the  necessity  and  impoi'tance 
oi  ■uniformity  in  pronunciation,  for  the  opinions  we  heard  expressed  at  the 
session  of  the  Indiana  College  Association,  and  later,  at  the  meeting  of  the 
American  Philological  Association,  show  that  upon  this  point  there  is  no 
differance  of  opinion. 

The  question,  then,  is  simply  reduced  to  this :  "What  system  shall  we 
adopt?  "  To  this  question  we  shall  modestly  attempt  an  answer,  asserting 
at  the  outset,  that  in  our  earnest  search  after  the  truth,  we  have  availed 
ourselves  of  all  the  aids,  both  classical  and  otherwise,  to  which  we  could 
possibly  find  access. 

Of  the  various  systems  of  pronunciation  which  may  be  characterised  as 
national,  the  so-called  English  method  departs  most  widely  from  the  Roman, 
and  is  directly  at  war  with  the  structure  and  genius  of  the  Latin  language. 
The  nations  of  the  continent  of  Europe  have  "galvanized  the  corpse  of  this 
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doarl  old  speech  Into  convulsions  genei'ally  similar,"  yet  the  combination  of 
the  German  vowel  sounds  ivith  the  Enr/llsh  dipthonqonal  and  con-sonard  sounds. 
does  not  constitute  the  continental,  or,  indeed,  any  continental,  system. 
The  terra  continental,  is  a  misnomer,  for  each  nation  of  the  continent,  Ger- 
man, French,  Italian  and  Spanish,  has  its  own  peculiarities  of  pronuncia- 
tion, formed  by  the  national  taste  and  prejudices.  If  Cicero,  (pronounced 
Kee-Icay-ro,)  the  noble  old  Roman  orator,  should  appear  in  the  forum  to-day ,- 
lie  would  be  led  to  imagine  that  some  upstart  had  entirely  supplanted  him 
in  the  affections  of  the  civic  crowd,  for  how  could  he  know  that  Isheet-say-ro 
meant  himself?  In  France  he  Avould  find  that  the  gi-eat  Tully's  fame  had 
been  obscured  by  a  later  luminary,  Sec-say-ro,  and  across  the  channel  by 
still  another  rivaling  glory,  that  of  Sis-e-ro. 

These  inconsistencies,  esiDecially  upon  the  part  of  the  English,  have  ari«-n 
from  "the  disrespectful  teaching  that,  as  tlie  Latin  is  a  dead  language,  it 
does  not  signify  whether  or  not  its  beautiful  corpse  be  mentioned  in  tone.s 
of  common  decency,"  and  with  the  less  excuse,  for,  although  the  Latin 
ceased  to  be  a  living  language  over  twelve  hundred  years  ago,  yet  the  writ- 
ings of  the  grammarians  contain  such  elaborate  discussions  in  respect  to  thp 
sounds  of  the  letters,  (noticing,  indeed,  every  variation  of  the  vowel  sounds, 
describing  the  force  of  each  letter,  and  the  exact  positions  of  the  organ  in 
their  enunciation,)  that  the  Boman  •pronunciation  can  be  ascertained  to  a 
de.gree  of  certainty  beyond  what  would  seem,  all  things  considered,  possible. 
Considering  the  exhaustive  treatment  of  the  subject  by  the  grammarians, 
"tJieir  failure  to  notice  so  remarkable  an  irregularity  as  the  u-ic  o/one  charac- 
ter to  denote  totally  distinct  sounds,  is,  in  itself,  conclusive  ]noof  that  no  szicJi 
irregularity  existed."  In  addition  to  this  direct  evidence,  the  incidental 
proofs  found  in  other  writings  are  almost  innumerable,  and  always  in  har- 
mony with  the  grammarians  and  rhetoricians.  We  present  the  following, 
ad  a  sceme  of  the  Roman  vowels  : 

A  has  the  sound  of  a  in  iih  or  tirf . 
A  has  the  sound  of  a  in  ah  or  fcir. 
E  has  the  sound  of  a  in  mate  or  eight. 
E  has  the  sound  of  a  in  lane  or  t'eij^. 
I  has  the  sound  of  ee  in  feet. 
I  has  the  sound  of  ee  in  flee. 
O  has  the  sound  of  o  in  Hbey  or  note. 
O  has  the  sound  of  o  in  moan  or  tone. 
TJ  has  the  sound  of  oo  in  b(j5t,  or  u  in  pidl. 
U  has  the  sound  of  oo  in  inod7i  or  doze. 
The  sound  we  have  given  to  a,  is  in  full  agreement  with  the  statements 
of  Quintilian,  Prisciau,   Terentianus,  Vietorinus,  Afer  and  Capella,  who 
D.  J.— R  S.  P.  I.— 4. 
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speak  of  the  vowel  as  being  uttered,  ricta  patulo,  hiatu  oris,  &c.,  &c.  Tht; 
sound  of  the  vowel  e  is  heard,  according  to  Varro,  in  the  cry  of  the  sheep, 
and  is  wholly  unlike  the  English  e.  Victorinus  describes  the  vowel  i  -x^ 
being  made  with  the  mouth  nearly  closed,  and  was  considered  by  both 
Greeks  and  Romans  as  identical  with  the  Greek  i,  (iota,)  which,  according 
to  Pennington,  "was  sounded  like  the  e  in  viete."  The  English  word  seat, 
a-etains  the  force  of  the  Latin  situs,  (seet-us,)  from  which  it  is  derived. 
Wht  n  long,  according  to  Pennington,  the  Latin  o  agrees  with  the  Greek  O, 
(omega,)  and  when  short,  with  the  Greek  o,  (omikron,)  in  forming  which, 
Dionysius,  of  Halicarnassus,  says:  "the  mouth  is  rounded,  and  the  lip? 
disposed  in  a  circle,  and  the  breath  strikes  upon  the  extremity  of  the  lips." 
The  sound  of  o  in  not,  was  unknown  to  the  Greek,  Latin  German,  &c. 
Capella  describes  the  vowel  it  as  being  formed  with  the  lips  not  only  round- 
ed, but  protruded,  and  has  invariably  the  sound  of  oo,  long  or  short,  nertr 
that  of  the  English  you.  The  Greeks  in  transferring  Latin  proper  names,  al- 
ways substituted  oii  for  the  u,  and  the  Romans  employed  w  to  represent  on. 

DIPTHONGS. 

According  to  Priscian,  a  dipthong  is  a  union  of  two  vowels,  both  of  which 
'dure  sounded.  The  difference,  for  example,  between  ai  as  a  dipthong  and 
as  a  syllable,  is  that  in  the  former  instance  it  is  uttered  with  one,  and  in 
the  latter  with  two  emissions  of  the  voice. 

ae  or  ai  is  sounded  like  the  English  adverb  ay. 

oe  or  oi  has  the  sound  of  oi  in  Stole,  or  oe  in  co-eval. 

Ui,  which  most  of  our  grammarians  treat  as  a  dipthong,  is  improperly 
so  considered,  for,  placing  the  stress  of  voice  upon  the  first  vowel,  we  have 
•  oo-ee,  a  dissyllable ;  on  the  second,  if  that  were  possible,  and  we  have  xvc, 
no  longer  a  dipthong,  the  sound  of  one  of  the  vowels  being  lost. 

CONSONANTS. 

With  respect  to  the  consonants,  the  difierences  between  the  true  Roman 
and  the  English  systems  are  limited  mainly  to  the  characters  c,  g,  gii.,  j,  ••>•. 

-.and  t 

The  letter  c,  coeresponding   in   the   original  Roman  alphalet  to   tht^ 

'Greek  7,  (gamma,)  was  at  a  very  early  period  in  the  history  of  the  lan- 
guage, hardened  into  the  sound  of  h,  and  has  taken  the  place  of  k  in  all 
the  words  of  the  language,  with  one  or  two  exceptions.  Zumpt,  whose 
authority  all  will  acknowledge,  says :  "  The  Romans,  as  far  as  we  can  as- 
certain, ahmtjs  pronounced  c  like  k,  and  the  Greeks,  in  their  intet'course  with 

.  the  Romans,  did  not  Jiear  any  oilier  pronunciation  "  |j 

In  the  interchange  of  words,  the  Greek  used  x  (kappa)  for  the  Roman  c, ' 

:and  conversely,  the  Romans  substituted  c  for  x  (kappa)  when  La;tinizing 
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Greek  words.     Suidas,  in  speaking  the  c  worn  on  tlie  slices  of  the  Roman 
senators,  calls  it  to  Pw//-a'/xou  xanrita. 

The  letter  g  was  invariably  guttural  in  its  force,  and  without  dwelling 
^ipon  the  proof,  we  will  state  as  a  rule,  that 

«  is  always  sounded  like  k,  and 
(J  is  always  hard,  as  rj  in  get. 

This  leads  us  to  pronounce  Cicero,  Kik-e-ro ;  Csesar,  Kai-sar ;  Scipio, 
Skip-i-o ;  then  let  us  do  so,  even  against  the  dictum  of  Brother  Jonathan, 
John  Bull,  or  Monsieur  Nong-tong-paw.  Let  us  learn  things  (and  words 
are  things)  right,  and  if  not  just  right,  as  nearly  right  as  may  be. 

The  combination  qu  in  the  classical  period,  represented  invariably  a  sim- 
ple consonant  sound,  never  created  position,  was  often  interchanged  with  c, 
and  had,  according  to  the  grammarians,  the  same  sound  with  c  and  k.  For 
■example,  quum  and  cum,  quotidie  and  cotidie,  loquutus  and  locutus,  &c.,  &c. 
We,  therefore,  affirm  that  c,  /:•,  and  qii-,  icere  identical  in  power,  and  exactly 
similar  in  sound.  This  we  state  upon  the  authority  of  Priscia^,  Book  1st, 
Chapter  iv.     See  also  Donatus,  Victorinus,  Quintilian,  &c. 

S  is  always  a  sharp  sibilant,  and  never  has  the  sound  of  z.  The  Latin 
numeral  tres,  being  pronovnced  trace,  t  always  preserved  its  pure  sound ; 
thus,  artium  is  not  to  be  pronounced  ar-shee-um,  but  ar-ti-um;  ratio  not 
ra-she-o,  but  ra-ti-o. 

cTand  /are  essentially  the  same  character,  thus,  jam  or  iam.  To  elabo- 
rate these  would,  however,  in  our  opinion,  reflect  upon  the  attainments  of 
those  whom  we  expect  to  be  most  interested  in  this  subject,  and  we  forbear. 

If  the  evidence  we  have  presented  were  entirely  wanting,  and  if  the  sys- 
tem of  pronunciation  we  urge  were  a  theory,  still  it  is  preferable  to  the 
so-called  English  method,  the  utter  incompatibility  of  which  with  the  proper 
fjuantity  of  Latin  words  ought  to  determine  its  rejection.  Indeed,  we  ven- 
ture to  go  so  far  as  to  assert  that  it  is  impossible,  in  many  instances,  to 
scan  Latin  verse  by  the  English  system.  For  example,  "  Sed  quamquam 
in  magnus  opibus  plumave  paterna,"  by  the  English  method  of  scanning, 
gives  us — 

Sed  quam  |  qu'iu  mag  |  nis  opi  j  bus  plum  |  ave  pa  |  terna. 

Also,  "Multa  quoque  et  bello  pa.ssus  dura  conderet  urbem,"  gives  us — 

Multa  quo  |  pu'  et  bel  |  lo  pas  j  sus  dum  |  conderet  urbem. 

The  pronunciation  of  the  two  verses  gives  us  in  the  first  verse  "quin," 
in  the  second  foot,  which  word  does  not  occur,  and  which  would  destroy 
the  sense  of  the  clause;    ia  the  next  instance  we  have  clearly  "quiet,"  in 
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the  second  foot,  which  is  simply  nonsense,  Now  change  the  orthography,  fox 
the  purpose  of  illustrating  to  the  eye  the  proper  sound,  and  we  have — 

Sed  kamk'  ]  in  mag  |  nees  opi  |  boos  ploom  |  ave  pa  {  terna, 

Mooltii  kok'  I  et  bel  |  lo  pas  j  soos  doom  j  conderct  |  oorbem, 

aoviething  which  we  think  the  Roman  poet  might  recognize  as  scratched  by 
his  stylus  in  his  moments  of  inspiration.  The  false  method  simply  gives 
us  the  proper  number  of  leet ;  the  syllables  of  the  foot  are  used  as  long  or 
short,  according  to  the  demands  of  the  case,  and  rythm  (?)  is  secured  by  a 
jnonotonous  cadence,  resulting  in  nothing  more  nor  less  than  completely 
ignoring  quantity,  and  basing  the  scansion  of  Latin  verse,  like  that  of  Eng- 
lish, upon  accent. 

This  is  a  brief  and  necessarily  imperfect  presentation  of  the  Eomanic 
System,  as  we  may  call  it,  which  has  already  been  adopted  by  some  of  the 
most  famous  universities  of  the  continent,  and  by  a  few  of  the  literaiy  in- 
stitutions of  our  own  country.  The  serious  evils  attending  the  want  of  a 
uniform  system,  and  the  absiu'dities  of  the  prevailing  systems,  clamor  for 
correction,  and  Ave  ofler  compromise  ground ;  not  that  we  would  yield  any 
principle  of  the  system  we  advocate,  but  rather  that,  upon  investigation, 
scholars  will  Skccept  the  Romanic  as  the  system  of  vital  importance  to  the 
dignity,  the  value,  and  the  progress  of  Latin  Philo'logy. 

This  system  claims  adoption,  because  it  is  authorized  by  the  Roman 
grammarians ;  because  it  is  simple,  regular  and  philosophical ;  because  it 
is  euphonious  and  beautiful ;  because  the  etymology  of  words  is  always  ac- 
curately preserved  ;  because  it  is  the  only  system  by  whicli  Latin  verse  can 
be  correctly  scanned;  because  comparative  philology ,  now  rising  to  the  dig- 
nity of  a  science,  is  immensely  facilitated.  "To  accomplish  this,  we  be- 
lieve it  is  only  necessary,  as  Lipsius  predicts,  '  Audeat  enim  una  aliqua 
(genus)  et  omnes  audient,' "  for  as  we  become  familiar  Avith  the  true  sys- 
tem, we  shall  love  and  prize  it.  We  shall  appreciate,  as  A\e  haA'e  never 
done  before,  the  real  majesty  of  the  Latin  language,  the  true  dignity  and 
power  of  Roman  eloquence,  the  genuine  harmonies  aud  smoothly  floAving 
numbers  of  Roman  verse. 


COUNTY    INSTITUTES. 


All  professional  rneii,  whether  in  Science,  Literature,  Art  or 
Technics,  find  it  necessary  to  meet  in  convention,  in  order  to  com- 
pare their  sentiments  and  experience,  and  to  exhibit  and  illustrate 
their  methods.  Teacher's  County  Institutes  are  designed  to  reach 
such  objects,  and  to  afford  opportunities  for  Educators  of  experience 
and  ability  to  give  instruction  in  the  most  approved  methods,  and 
inspire  Teachers  with  worthy  motives,  in  the  performance  of  their 
Educational  work.  They  can  here  point  out  alike  the  defects  and 
'(Excellencies  of  the  art  of  Teaching.  Thus  instructed,  they  return 
to  their  work  with  increased  ability  and  zeal  There  are  few  instru- 
mentalities that  have  done  more  to  imp-rove  the  methods  of  instruc- 
tion in  our  Common  ScIjooIs,  than  the  County  Institutes.,  Below 
will  be  found  the  statistics  reported  to  this  office,  of  such  as  have 
been  held.  Many  will  be  held  too  late  in  the  year  to  be  reported  here. 
But  forty-sis  out  of  ninety-two  counties,  have  been  heard  from. 
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No  provision  of  our  school  law  has  been  more  productive  of 
good  than  that  which  creates  and  sustains  these  County  Institutes. 
The  small  means  allowed  for  their  support  is  rarely  found  sufficient 
to  meet  thei.-  current  expense.  Any  discretion  you  may  choose 
to  give  Commisisoners  in  increasing  allowances  for  their  support^ 
would  no  doubt,  in  many  cases,  greatly  enhance  their  usefulhess.

COUNTY  SUPERVISION. 

The  success  of  any  co-operative  work  must  depend  largely  for 
its  success,  upon  careful  and  competent  inspection.  Some  one 
must  be  at  the  head  who  is  familiar  with  the  work  in  all  its  parts. 
This  is  eminently  the  case  in  the  management  of  public  schools. 
Every  successful  State  has  been  led,  by  necessity,  to  adopt  County 
and  City  Superintendency.  Some  States  have  adopted  it,  and 
fearful  of  its  expense,  have  for  a  time  abandoned  it,  and  finding  it 
indispensable,  have  permanently  resumed  it.  This  system  is  now 
incorporated  into  the  laws  of  twenty-three  of  the  States  and  Terri- 
tories. They  are  allowed  reasonable  salaries,  ranging  from  $800 
in  counties  of  small  population,  to  $1,500  in  those  most  populous. 
We  can  get  competent  men  only  by  adequate  pay. 

The  success  of  our  common  schools  depends  more  on  efficient 
county  superintendence,  inspection  and  management  than  on  any 
other  one  instrumentality.  Examiners  all  tell  me  that  they  can  not 
afford  to  visit  schools,  a  work  which  incurs  incidental  expense  of 
travel,  for  |3  per  day.  The  office  being  thus  unremunerative,  no 
competent  man  can  assume  its  duties  and  responsibilities  with  the 
expectation  of  living  by  it.  It  is  usually  taken  by  doctors,  lawyers, 
ministers,  editors  and  teachers,  with  the  understanding  that  they 
will  devote  odd  times  and  spare  days  to  its  demands.  These  arc 
generally  men  who  mean  well,  and  are  willing  to  serve  the  county 
as  well  as  they  can  afford.  They  have  other  duties  that  are 
their  dependence  for  the  comforts  of  life,  and  are  to  them  more 
imperious  in  their  demands  for  attention  and  time.  Schools  must 
go  unvisited.  Institutes  are  imperfectly  planned  and  managed.  The 
Examiner,  not  having  inspected  the  teacher's  work  in  their  schools, 
is  unable  to  instruct  them  at  an  Institute,  in  what  they  need.  He 
is  equally  unable  to  tell  what  percentage  to  place  upon  their  certifi- 
cates of  examination.  The  best  scholars  are  often  found  to  be  the 
poorest  teachers,  and  the  poorest  scholars  the  best  teachers.  Trus- 
tees do  not  know  what  price  to  pay  them,  for  want  of  a  correct 
percentage  that  will  show  their  real  merit.  When  good  teachers 
are  not  correctly  appreciated,  they  soon  leave  for  other  counties. 
Every  thing  is  imperfectly  and  unprofessionally  done.  Schools  do 
not  give  satisfaction,  and  no  one  can  tell  why.  Discouragement 
and  discontent  are  everywhere  felt. 

To  bring  order  out  of  chaos  we  must  have  men  at  the  helm^ 
educated,  earnest,  professional  educators,  who  will  impress  their 
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thoughts  and  feelings  upon  the  minds  of  others.  Order  will  take 
the  place  of  confusion.  Trustees  will  discover  their  fluty  and 
^voik  according  to  a  definite  system.  Their  entire  county  work 
will  become  harmonious  and  co-operative.  Text-books,  school 
apparatus,  employment  of  teachers,  school  architecture,  ventilation, 
comforts  and  conveniences  in-doors  and  out,  taste  and  decency  in 
the  protection  and  furni.-hing,  planting  and  ornamentation  of  school 
lots,  all  these  and  many  other  subjects  will  be  duly  considered,  and 
acted  upon  intelligently  and  judiciously,  according  to  some  well 
defined  system. 

SALARY    OF    EXAMINERS. 

The  wages  of  County  Examiners  should  not  be  less' than  the 
salaries  of  teachers  in  our  city  high  schools,  and  the  Superintend- 
ents of  schools  of  corporate  towns  and  cities.  iSuch  salaries  usually 
range  from  ^^800  to  $1,500.  Commissioners,  if  left  to  exercise  their 
discretion  either  to  pay  a  regular  salary  according  to  the  educational 
demands  of  their  counties,  between  these  rates,  or  to  make  a  per 
dien)  allowance  at  not  less  than  f  3  per  day  for  office  work,  and  ^5 
per  day  for  school  visiting — allowing  at  least  one  day's  time  for 
each  school,  with  proper  allowances  for  office  expenses,  and  provid- 
ing that  no  Examiner  shall  draw  any  warrant  for  services  or 
expenses  only  on  satisfactory  itemized  bills  of  the  same.  This 
would  place  the  whole  subject  on  a  satisfactory  and  practical  basis. 

QUALIFICATIONS    OF    EXAMINERS. 

Special  regard  should  be  had  to  competency  in  the  selection  of 
men  for  this  office.  The  man  whom  the  State  would  select  to 
inspect,  superintend  and  counsel  the  teachers  of  its  children  should 
not  be  of  less  moral  worth  than  he  who  fills  the  pulpit.  He  should 
be  himself  a  practical  teacher  and  a  successful  educator,  as  well  as 
a  competent  scholar.  I  see  no  reason  why  such  men  cannot  be 
found  when  such  attainments  are  paid  their  sufficient  value. 

COUNTY    COMMISSIONERS. 

Sec.  39,  of  School  Law,  seems  fully  to  authorize  examiners  to 
visit  all  the  schools  in  the  county,  and  expects  of  him  a  large  and 
important  work;  but  Sec.  43  places  the  entire  work  under  the 
restrictions  and  judgtnent  of  the   Commissioners.     In  some  coun- 
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ties  ilieir  Boards  resolve  that  no  allowance  shall  be  made  him  for 
school  visiting,  thus  making  an  effectual  bar  to  the  work.  In 
others  they  limit  him  to  a  day  for  a  township.  In  others,  inade- 
quate time  for  general  school  visiting.  I  have  found  some  coun- 
ties in  which  no  restriction  is  laid  upon  him.  He  has  their  gener- 
ous support  up  to  the  limit  of  the  lav^-. 

There  are  few  counties  in  the  State  but  that  demand  the  full 
labors  of  one  man  to  conduct  properly  its  educational  work.  Many 
States  subdivide  their  populous  counties  into  districts,  finding  that 
more  work  is  needing  than  one  person  can  perform.  In  Connecti- 
cut, New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  and  Vermont,  a  superintend- 
ent is  employed  at  a  liberal  salary /or  each  low nsliip,  as  well  as  one 
for  each  city  and  incorporated  town. 

Prompted  by  a  desire  to  reach  the  best  possible  results  by  meas- 
ures that  strict  economy  suggest,  I  earnestly  recommend  such 
alterations  in  the  present  School  Law  as  will  place  the  School 
Examiner  in  such  relation  to  the  schools — the  county  and  the  State, 
as  will  secure  efficient  school  management  by  trustees,  directors 
and  teachers,  promptness  on  the  part  of  auditors,  prosecuting 
attorneys  and  magistrates,  in  the  collection  of  fines,  forfeitures, 
interests,  fees  for  liquor  licenses,  &c.,  and  that  they  are  timely  re- 
ported and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  schoolrevenues  and  properly 
distributed;  also  to  see  that  trustees  make  correct  and  timely 
enumerations,  transfers  and  reports,  and  that  the  Auditors  and 
County  Treasurers  make  correct  and  timely  settlements  with  other 
counties,  where  county  lines  divide  the  Congressional    Townships. 

teacher's  license    without  examination. 

A  few  instances  have  occurred  in  which  license  to  teach  in  our 
pubilc  schools  has  been  given  by  a  County  Examiner  without  the 
usual  examination  prescribed  by  law,  on  account  of  objections  to 
such,  test  by  a  religious  Order.  Believing  that  such  guarantee  of 
proper  qualifications  to  teach,  as  the  law  requires  by  public  exami- 
nation, is  an  evidence  of  professional  ability  due  to  the  State  from 
such  as  would  receive  pay  from  its  educational  funds,  for  services 
thus  rendered,  I  have  given  my  ditiapproval  of  such  certificates. 
The  law  attaches  no  penalties  to  such  violations,  and  I  see  no  way 
by  which  Commissioners  can  refuse  payments  made  on  such 
license. 
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I  would  suggest  the  propriety  of  so  amending  the  law  that  Ex- 
aminers and  Trustees  shall  be  made  jointly  and  personally  liable 
for  all  moneys  paid  to  teachers  so  licensed;  but  when  a  Trustee 
lias  not  had  information  of  the  illegality  of  such  license  the  liabil- 
ity shall  fall  wholly  on  the  Examiner. 

EXAMINERS'  CONVENTION. 

It  has  been  considered  by  my  predecessors,  and  by  many  County 
Examiners,  very  desirable  to  hold  Examiners'  Conventions  at  least 
once  in  two  years.  The  State  Board  of  Education  have  been 
unanimous  in  their  concurrence,  and  at  their  request  I  notified  the 
Examiners  to  meet  at  Terre  Haute,  on  August  2,  1870.  Only 
about  twenty  out  of  the  ninty-two  were  in  attendance.  The  gen- 
eral reason  assigned  for  absence  was,  the  want  of  sufficient  com- 
pensation in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  and  the 
Tuicertainty  of  allowances  for  expenses  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  following  report  of  their  proceedings  was  published  by  order 
of  the  Convention. 

examiners'    convention. 

Pursuant  to  the  call  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, the  Convention  of  School  Examiners  held  its  first  meet, 
ing  in  the  Normal  School  building,  on  Tuesday,  August  2,  at  eight 
p.  M.,  and  effected  an  organization  by  electing  Hon.  B.  C.  Hobbs, 
chairman,  and  A.  J.  Johnson,  Examiner  of  Hendricks  county.  Sec- 
retary. 

A  committee  to  prepare  business  was  appointed,  consisting  of 
E.  H.  Staley,  of  Clinton  county ;  Jesse  H.  Brown,  Wayne ;  W. 
H.  Powner,  Decatur;  J.  L.  Rippetoe,  Fayette;  and  W.  T.  Still- 
well,  Gibson.  Also  a  committee  on  resolutions  was  appointed, 
consisting  of  James  B.  Campbell,  of  Posey;  J.  M.  Saunders, 
Boone ;  W.  L.  Little,  Vermillion ;  A.  W.  Jones,  Knox ;  and 
Walter  S.  Smith,  Rush. 

The  Committee  on  Business  reported  the  following  topics  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Convention,  which  were  adopted  : 

1.  The  subject  of  Examinations,  and  of  Grading  Licenses. 

2.  Examiners'  Qualifications  and  Compensation. 

3.  Teachers'  Institutes,  and  the  propriety  of  increasing  the  ap- 
propriations therefor. 

4.  The  proper  function  of  the  State  Normal  School. 
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After  two  days'  deliberation  and  discussion  of  the  above  topics, 
the  following  resolutions,  reported  by  the  committee,  were  adopted 
as  the  sense  of  the  Convention. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  upon  the  various 
matters  presented  to  them  : 

Resolved^  1.  That,  in  the  sense  of  this  committee,  there  should 
be  a  County  Board  of  Education,  consisting  of  the  Examiner,  and 
the  several  township  and  other  School  Trustees  in  the  county, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  meet  annually  at  the  call  of  the  Exami- 
ner ;  and  that  one  of  the  specific  duties  of  this  Board  sliall  be  to 
regulate  the  compensation  of  all  the  teachers  of  the  common 
schools  for  the  year,  and  in  so  doing,  shall  pay  due  regard  to  the 
items  embodied  in  resolution  sixth. 

2.  That  the  Examiner  should  be  paid  three  dollare  per  day  for 
all  office  work,  and  five  dollars  per  day  for  all  field  work. 

3.  That  Sec.  35  of  the  School  Law  of  Indiana  be  repealed. 

4.  That  the  appropriations  for  Institutes  in  the  several  counties 
of  the  State  be  equal,  and  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  In- 
stitute. 

5.  That,  in  view  of  the  relation  that  the  Normal  School  sustains 
to  the  profession  of  teaching,  it  is  the  duty  of  every  Examiner  and 
school  officer  in  the  State  to  use  his  influence  to  induce  persons 
who  are  preparing  to  become  teachers  to  attend  our  State  Normal 
Institute,  at  Terre  Haute. 

6.  That  School  Examiners,  in  grading  teachers'  licenses,  should 
discriminate  in  favor  of  those  teachers  who  attend  Normal  Schools, 
Institutes,  and  Associations — other  qualifications  being  equal. 

7.  That  each  Examiner  of  the  State  use  his  influence  with  Sen- 
ators and  Representatives  to  have  such  amendments  of  the  School 
Law  made  as  are  suggested  in  the  above  resolutions. 

Jas.  B.   Campbell,   Ch'n.  Com. 

The  following  resolution,  presented  by  Jesse  11.  Brown,  of 
Wayne,  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  school  interests  of  the  State  would  be  great- 
ly promoted  by  such  legislation  as  would  make  the  office  of  School 
Examiner  equivalent  in  duties  and  compensation  to  the  office 
known  as  County  Superintendent  in  the  State  of  Illinois. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  ordered  the  Secretary  to  forward  an 
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abstract  of   the   proceedings  to  the  Indiana    School  Journal  and 
Teacher. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

HIGHER  EDUCATION. 

A  complete  system  of  education  has  the  Common  School  for  its 
base,  and  the  University  for  its  apex.  The  Common  School  can 
not  long  exist  without  the  Academy  or  High  School  The  Acad- 
emy or  High  School  depends  in  turn  upon  the  College,  and  the 
College  upon  the  University.  All  are  but  parts  of  a  complete 
system.  The  absence  of  any  one  of  these  parts  would  produce 
deformity. 

Whilst  all  admit  the  paramount  importance  of  elementary  ed- 
ucation, and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  such  in- 
struction for  all  its  youth,  many  are  ready  to  call  in  question  the 
obligations  of  the  State  to  cheapen  knov^dedge  in  the  higher  grades 
of  instruction. 

While  the  great  majority  of  those  who  attend  the  primary  and 
intermediate  schools  are  pressed  into  business  life,  so  soon  as  they 
have  thus  entered  the  vestibule  of  learning,  from  the  stern  demands 
of  bread  and  butter,  the  State  is  deeply  interested  in  having  the 
minds  of  its  youth  prepared  by  more  liberal  culture  for  a  higher 
order  of  citizenship.  Experience  tells  us  all  over  the  world  that 
effects  are  the  results  of  adequate  causes.  When  the  State  opens 
the  Academy  or  High  School  to  all,  the  poor  as  well  as  the  rich 
will  enter.  When  we  exclude  the  many  from  higher  education  by 
its  cost,  we  close  up  the  avenues  to  wealth  and  general  intelligence. 
When  the  wealth  of  the  State  pays  for  the  education  of  all  its 
citizens,  capital  only  prepares  the  way  for  greater  profits. 

THE  college 

Can  not  be  overlooked  in  a  wise  system  of  general  education. 
The  Academy  and  High  School  must  be  supplied  with  teachers 
as  well  as  the  Common  School,  A  breadth  of  well  cultivated 
mind  is  essential  for  professional  success.  The  College  furnishes 
tJiat  demand.     Its  object  is  to  give  that   full  and   general  culture 
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which  is  necessary  for  every  profession — which  is  practically  as 
desirable  at  home  as  abroad,  in  agrieultural  pursuits  as  in  law  or 
medicine — which  makes  the  full  complete  man. 

Woman,  too,  has  a  claim  upon  the  Sfate  in  all  this  training. 
To  her,  the  future  citizen  will  mainly  be  indebted  for  his  love  of 
virtue,  home,  social  life,  for  his  high  aspirations  and  Christian  pa- 
triotism. Her  power  will  be  felt  for  good  as  her  mind  and  heart 
develope  together.  Her  powers  are  equally  susceptible  and  ex- 
pansive, her  thoughts  as  elevated  and  her  destiny  as  noble  as 
man's.  Why  not  let  her  have  an  equal  race?  The  colleges  of 
our  State  are  generally  and  generously  acting  upon  this  convic- 
tion, and  in  their  hails  are  seeri  each  as  but  a  co-ordinate  of  th^. 
other  in  the  laudable  competition  for  academic  honors. 

THE    STATK    UNIVF.RSITY 

Is  the  crowning  perfection  of  State  education.  We  have  thus  far 
considered  education  in  its  general  aspects.  The  Common  School, 
Academy  and  College  are  but  gymnasia  by  which  mental  power 
is  developed  and  knowledge  is  acquired.  The  University  has  for 
its  object  the  practical  application  of  knowledge.  It  teaches  pro- 
fessions. Liberal  and  practical  education  become  here  united, 
'•  where  any  person  can  g-et  instruction  in  any  siudyP 

Language — Ancient  and  Modern;  Literature — Sacred  and  Pro. 
fane;  History — Ancient  and  Modern;  Mining,  Engineering;  the 
Mechanic  Arts ;  Agriculture,  Practical  Geology,  Social  and  Polit. 
ical  Science  and  Economy;  Law,  Medicine,  Chemistry,  Analytic 
and  Synthetic,  and  other  sciences  and  arts,  can  here  receive  that 
full  investigation  which  the  professional  man  and  the  gentleman 
scholar  desire,  and  that  the  age  in  which  we  live  demands. 

The  College  and  University  have  essentially  no  interest  separate 
from  or  opposed  to  the  Common  School.  They  are  the  finishing 
of  the  work  there  begun.  While  they  depend,  in  the  completeness 
of  their  work,  upon  the  Common  School  for  much  that  is  essential 
for  accurate  scholarship,  the  Common  School  in  turn  must  de- 
pend on  them  for  that  full  and  fit  culture  which  gives  efficiency  to 
their  instruction,  for  that  breadth  and  capacity  which  fit  the  teacher 
for  developing  the  minds  of  others  and  inspiring  them  with  proper 
objects  of  thought.  Then  there  should  be  a  perpetual  unity  of  in- 
terest and  support  in  our  entire  educational  system.

The  population  of  our  State  will  soon  reach  two  millions.  The 
next  generation  may  double  that  number.  Wealth,  business  life, 
Agriculture,  Manufacture,  Mining  and  Engineering,  as  well  a? 
Law  and  Medicine,  are  constantly  drawing  on  the  highest  attain* 
ments  of  science  and  art  to  increase  their  facilities  and  perfect 
their  economy* 

Hundreds  of  our  sons  and  daughters  are  compelled  to  seek  these 
advantages  in  other  States,  because  we  do  not  furnish  what  they 
there  find»  In  Europe  and  America  the  doors  of  the  University 
are  opened^  with  but  few  exceptions,  to  all  who  choose  to  enter. 
In  Prussia  and  the  German  States  the  students  fees  are  insignifi- 
cant. In  Michigan,  our  sister  State,  though  inferior  to  Indiana  in 
population  and  wealth,  has  a  University  that  is  an  honor  to  Amer- 
ica. The  Cornell  University  at  Ithaca  and  New  York  College, 
New  York,  are  commanding  admiration  for  large,  liberal  and  gen- 
erous provisions,  not  only  for  the  sons  of  New  York,  but  for  all 
who  seek  them  with  requisite  qualifications  for  admission.  Yalr 
and  Harvard  are  historic  names  and  have  for  more  than  a  century 
been  the  leading  scientific  and  literary  institutions  of  Americn. 
Why  should  the  University  of  Indiana  be  behind  them? 

Our  Common  School  Fund  is  near  «1*2,OOO,OO0  in  excess  of  anv 
other  State  in  the  Union.  Our  University  fund  is  about  f.200,000. 
There  is  a  bill  pending  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  for  an 
appropriation  by  the  General  Government  to  the  State  of  Indiana 
in  payment  of  interest  and  discount  on  the  war  bonds  of  the  State, 
which  were  put  upon  the  market  in  relief  of  the 'General  Govern- 
ment in  the  year  1862.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  from  four 
to  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  can  be  realized  from  this  source, 
which  would  be  a  fit  tribute  to  a  cause,  which,  of  all  others,  is 
most  perpetual  in  good  results.  I  commend  the  subject  to  your 
favorable  consideration,  trusting  that  the  action  of  Congress  will 
warrant  you  in  taking  successful  measures  before  your  adjourn- 
ment to  perfect  a  measure  so  desirable. 

OUR    UNIVERSITY    EXDOWMF.NT    FUNDS. 

Should  we  realize  the  funds  above  contemplated  we  would 
bring  under  the  control  of  the  State  for  the  building  up  and  per- 
fecting of  a  complete  University  system  of  education

Shall  we  let  so  favorable  a  period  of  our  history  pass  without 
bringing  into  shape  a  system  that  will  put  our  State  in  the  fore- 
most rank  in  the  noble  work  of  perfecting  a  full  University  system. 
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Of  the  ninty-three  European  Universities  here  represented  only 
about  twenty -five  may  be  considered  as  completely  such.  "  Ten 
of  these  may  be  found  in  Prussia,  six  in  Austria,  three  in  Bavaria, 
two  in  Baden,  and  one  each  in  Saxony,  Saxie-Weimer,  Wurtem- 
burg  and  Hesse-Darmstadt ;  and  though  differing  slightly  as  to 
coHstitution  and  management,  they  bear  the  stamp  of  a  common 
mould."  In  addition  to  philosophy,  theology,  law  and  medicine, 
many  of  them  incorporate  polytechnic  schools,  engineering,  veter- 
inary science,  and  the  practical  arts. 

"  In  the  matter  of  material  auxiliaries,  such  as  laboratories,  cab- 
inets, museums,  libraries,  etc.,  the  German  Universities  are  better 
provided  than  any  other  ;  their  collections  of  apparatus,  and  speci- 
mens for  illustration  often  being  very  large  and  magnificent ;  their 
chemical,  physical,  physiological  and  other  scientific  laboratories 
the  finest  in  the  world,  and  their  libraries  occasionally  numbering 
as  high  as  300,000  or  500,000  volumes." 

"  As  to  endowment,  the  German  Universities,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Gottengen,  and,  perhaps,  two  or  three  others,  are  poor. 
Berlin,  the  greatest  of  them  all,  receives  almost  nothing  from 
endowment  funds  ;  its  two  hundred  professors  and  its  vast  scien- 
tific establishments  being  sustained  by  the  State  appropriations^ 
which  amount  to  some  8146,000  per  annum,  increased  by  the  very 
moderate  fees  paid  by  students." 

"  The  total  number  of  students  in  the  Universities  of  the  Ger- 
man States,  is  over  20,000,  or  about  one  for  every  1,500  inhabi- 
tants. Those  of  Berlin  and  Vienna,  have  each  2,500  to  3,000. 
The  number  of  professors  is  over  1,800;  nearly  800  of  whom 
belong  to  the  faculty  of  philosophy,  and  the  remainder  to  the  facul- 
ties of  medicine,  law,  theology,  and  political  economy.  Berlin 
alone  has  near  200." 

"  In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  Uni- 
versity is  a  power  in  Germany,  nor  that  being'  free  it  is  a  power 
telling  with  wonderful  effect  upou  the  intellectual  progress  and 
social  elevation  of  the  German  people."  (Address  Prof.  John  W. 
Hoyt,  to  Nat.  Teachers'  Association,  on  University  Progress). 

The  late  census  of  our  State  will  give  us  a  population  of  about 
1,700,000.  To  maintain  an  equal  standing  with  Germany  in 
higher  education  we  ought  to  have  1,100  of  our  sons  and  daughters 
in  the  University  course  to-day. 
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CONSOLIDATION    AND    GOVERNMENT. 

We  have  now  the  State  University  at  Bloomington,  the  Nornnal 
School  at  Terre  Haute,  and  the  Perdue  University,  all  State  Insti- 
tutions of  a  higher  grade.  They  need  general  supervision  and  in- 
spection in  order  that  their  professional  work  may  be  properly 
tested  and  their  degrees  conferred  according  to  proper  educational 
standards,  A  University  Board  can  be  so  constituted  that  those 
Institutions  and  others  of  law,  medicine,  engineering,  mining,  etc., 
can  be  organized  subject  to  their  genera!  supervision. 

A    STATE     CABIJMET 

"vVill  be  found  an  acquisition  which  is  an  indispensable  accom" 
paniment  to  a  general  system  ot  higher  education.  Chemistry, 
agriculture,  mining,  geological  surveys,  all  have  a  common  interest 
in  full  and  properly  exhibited  collections.  Our  State  University 
already  has  a  grand  museum  of  80,000  specimens  at  the  disposal 
of  the  State,  having  a  high  scientific  value. 

You  will  readily  see  that  many  interests  await  your  action. 
Forethought  and  discretion  in  wisely  putting  into  proper  shape 
what  is  at  our  disposal  \\'\\\  in  time  invite  the  lover  of  science  of 
literature  or  of  art  to  add  to  the  endowment  of  an  institution  that 
is  discovered  to  be  permanent  in  its  organization  and  large  and 
liberal  in  its  designs. 

RNDOWMENTS  AND  CURRENT  ANNUAL  EXPENSES  OF  YALE  COLLEGE. 

In  order  that  an  adequate  idea  may  be  formed  of  the  various  ob- 
jects that  have  a  claim  upon  the  finances  of  a  University,  I  present 
below  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Yale  College  for  the  current 
jear.  When  brought  in  contact  with  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  Indiana  University,  the  Legislature  can  discover  ample  evidence 
^at  the  appropriations  in  its  support,  have  never  been  extravagant.

ITS    HISTORY. 

The  first  Board  of  Trustees  of  Indiana  University  was  organ- 
ized by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  in  1820,  which  Act  also 
located  the  Listitution  at  Bloomington,  Monroe  county.  The  first 
school  was  opened  in  1824,  under  the  name  of  Indiana  Academy  ; 
it  was  made  a  College  in  1828,  and  a  University  in  1839. 

The  first  class  of  Alumni  graduated  in  1830;  and  annually 
aince,  for  forty-one  years,  the  University  has  sent  forth  a  class  of 
graduates.  The  whole  number  of  her  Alumni,  up  to  the  present 
time,  is  five  hundred  and  sixty-eight.  Besides  those  who  completed 
the  course  of  study  and  went  forth  with  the  honors  of  the  Univer- 
sity, more  than  six  thousand  young  men  have,  within  her  walls, 
received  a  partial  course  of  instruction,  and  thereby  been  better 
fitted  for  the  discharge  of  life's  duties.  A  large  number  of  these 
have  devoted  themselves  to  teaching,  and  have  become  distin- 
guished as  Principals  of  Academies,  Seminaries  and  High  Schools ; 
many  as  Presidents  and  Professors  of  Colleges  and  Universities. 
Many  of  them  have  become  eminent  as  lawyers,  judges,  legislators, 
statesmen,  physicians,  and  ministers  of  the  gospel,  in  our  own  and 
other  States  of  the  Union.  Some  have  become  successful  and 
honored  missionaries  in  heathen  lands.  Many  of  her  sons,  also, 
have  won  the  highest  renown  in  Congress,  and  as  Governors  of 
States,  and  diplomatists  at  foreign  courts. 
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In  the  recent  terrible'^struggle  for  national  existence,  the  roll  of 
honor  from  her  alumni  and  students,  is  long  and  bright.  They 
filled  with  distinction  every  position,  from  that  of  private  soldier, 
to  that  of  Major  General ;  and  they  are  represented  among  the 
honored  dead  upon  every  battle  field  of  that  war.  Truly,  Indiana 
has  reason  to  be  proud  of  the  past  history  of  her  University. 

All  this  the  University  has  accomplished  in  despite  of  her  lim- 
ited resources,  which  until  two  years  ago,  amounted  to  less  than 
five  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  For  she  never  received  one  cent 
from  the  State  Treasury  until  1H67 ;  her  support  being  entirely 
derived  from  the  two  tow^nships  of  land  donated  by  Congress. 

For  the  last  two  years  the  University  has  greatly  improved.  Her 
reputation  has  spread  throughout  the  Union ;  and  she  is  now  every 
where  recognized  as  one  of  the  very  best  institutions  of  learning  in 
the  land. 

Besides  the  College  of  Arts,  Literature  and  Science,  the  Univer- 
sity now  has  four  Professional  Colleges,  viz.  the  College  of  Law, 
the  College  of  Civil  Engineering,  the  College  of  Military  Science, 
and  the  Normal  School,  all  manned  with  competent  and  able  in- 
structors. The  College  and  Society  libraries,  accessible  to  the 
students,  contain  more  than  five  thousand  volumes.  The  philoso- 
phical and  chemical  apparatus  is  unsurpassed  by  that  of  any  insti- 
tution in  the  West.  The  Laboratory  and  Museum  of  the  late  Dr. 
David  Dale  Owen,  of  New  Harmony,  has  recently  been  purchased 
and  transferred  to  the  University.  This  laboratory  is  among  the 
best  in  the  world  for  chemical  analysis,  and  illustrations  of  natural 
science.  The  museum  contains  nearly  one  hundred  thousand 
specimens,  illustrating  every  department  of  naturarscience  ;  but  this 
can  not  as  yet  be  used  for  the  want  of  a  suitable  building  in  which 
to  display  it. 

The  Faculty  now  consist  of  the  President  and  ten  professors, 
and  two  tutors.  The  present  term  has  opened  with  the  largest 
number  of  students  in  attendance  ever  known  in  its  past  history. 
The  senior  class  numbers  25,  junior  class,  40 ;  sophomore  class,  65, 
freshman  class,  84,  normal  10,  sub-freshman  class,  30,  law  depart- 
ment 50.     Total,  304. 

Up  to  the  year  1860,  two  students  from  each  county  were  admit- 
ted free  of  charge  for  tuition;  but  at  that  time  the  Trustees  modi- 
fied the  arrangement,  making  tuition  free  for  all  in  every  depart- 
ment of  the  University. 
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Should  the  State  continue  its  fostering  care,"  no  institution  of 
learning  has  before  it  a  brighter  future. 

As  the  interests  of  the  State,  material,  intellectaal  and  moral, 
are  best  promoted  by  general  and  higher  education,  could  the  Ijegis- 
lature  expend  a  part  of  her  resources  to  any  greater  advantage  than 
to  add  a  few  thousand  dollars  per  annum  to  the  amount  now  ap- 
propriated to  the  University  ?  Every  enlightened  and  well  disposd 
citizen  will  undoubtedly  be  willing  to  increase  these  appropriations, 
knowing  that  education  is  the  cheapest  and  best  preventive  of  vice 
and  crime  which  now  require  vast  expenditures  from  the  public 
treasury  to  restrain  and  punish.  Besides,  Christianity,  morality, 
and  the  advancement  of  civilization,  make  it  the  sacred  duty  of  the 
State  to  support  the  University,  the  head  of  her  school  system. 

Every  gopd  citizen  rejoices  in  the  success  of  the  benevolent  inst- 
tutions  of  the  State — the  asylums,  for  the  insane,  the  blind,  and  the 
deaf  mutes  ;  and  the  liberal  provisions  she  has  made  for  their  main- 
tenance. These  constitute  no  small  part  of  the  glory  of  our  com- 
monwealth. The  State  University  presents  equal  claims  to  her 
fostering  care,  as  one  of  the  grand  agencies  by  v\^hich  humanity  is 
elevated,  and  the  greatest  prosperity  of  the  State  is  secured. 

Should  the  inquiry  be  made,  "  For  what  purposes  are  additional 
funds  needed  ?"  we  would  say  that,  with  the  funds  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  the  Trustees,  by  the  appropriations  of  the  Legislature, 
they  have  established  four  additional  chairs  in  the  Literary  and 
Scientific  Departments,  which  were  essential  to  their  complete  suc- 
cess. They  have  also  founded  a  Law  School,  with  two  Professors 
in  which  tuition  is  free^  as  well  as  in  all  the  other  departments, 
This  has  been  a  great  success;  upwards  of  fifty  young  men,  from 
every  section  of  the  State,  and  a  number  from  other  States,  are  in 
attendance.  Nearly  three  thousand  volumes  have  been  added  to 
the  library.  They  have  also  purchased  the  extensive  minerological. 
geological  and  philosophical  cabinet  of  the  late  Dr.  David  Dale 
Owen,  the  best  to  be  found  west  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  and 
scarcely  inferior  to  any  in  the  United  States. 

But  in  order  to  keep  pace  with  the  continued  and  increasing 
prosperity  of  the  University,  it  is  indispensable  that  another  build-  • 
ing  should  be  erected.  The  present  college  edifice,  though  oneW 
the  largest  and  most  commodious  in  the  State,  has  been  filled]to 
overflowing.  There  must  be  more  room  provided.  The  Trustees 
iave  been  under  the  necessity  of  renting  a  hall  for  the  use  of  the 
D.  J— R  8.  P.  I.— 6. 
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Law  Department  at  the  opening  of  this  session.  The  cabinet,  too, 
is  now  boxed  up  for  the  want  of  a  suitable  room  in  which  to  dis- 
play it,  and  so  it  must  remain,  a  useless  expense  to  the  Trustees 
for  warehouse  room,  a  sealed  book  of  nature  for  the  expectant  stu- 
dent. To  supply  these  wants,  another  large  building  should  be 
erected  upon  the  college  campus,  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty 
feet  in  length,  sixty  in  breadth,  and  thirty-five  in  hight  from  the 
first  floor.  Such  an  edifice  would  furnish  room  for  the  cabinet, 
laboratory  and  recitation  rooms  for  the  department  of  Natural 
Science,  and  recitation  and  library  rooms  for  the  Law  Depart- 
ment. 

A  Gymnasium  is  also  greatly  needed.  The  military  feature 
recently  added  to  the  University  under  the  superintendence  of  as 
officer  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  works  well,  and  thus  is 
made  some  provision  for  the  physical  training  of  the  student,  whick 
the  Faculty  have  long  felt  deserved  special  attention.  In  a  gymna- 
sium this  great  desideratum  would  be  furnished.  Opportunities 
for  healthful  exercise  would  thus  always  be  secured,  even  in  weather 
unsuitable  for  drill. 

Another  professional  department  should  be  established,  that  of 
Medicine.  A  first-class  Medical  College  should  be  provided,  con- 
nected with  the  University,  in  which  tuition  shall  be  free  for  aU. 
Then  Indiana,  with  her  excellent  common  schools,  her  graded  and 
high  schools,  her  Normal  College,  at  Terre  Haute,  her  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College,  at  Lafayette,  and  her  State  University, 
embracing  the  College  of  Science  and  Arts,  the  College  of  Law, 
the  College  of  Medicine,  and  that  of  Military  Science,  would  have 
her  system  of  education  complete,  and  equal  to  that  of  any  other 
State  in  the  Union.  Then  no  young  men  or  women  need  leave 
their  own  State  in  order  to  secure  the  best  liberal  and  professional 
education  in  any  vocation  they  may  select.  Indiana  owes  this  t« 
herself,  and  her  sons  and  daughters.  Her  children  should  not  b« 
dependent  upon  ether  commonweaths,  for  what  she,  herself,  is 
abundantly  able  to  furnish. 

THE  STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL  AT  TERRE  HAUTE. 

The  friends  of  popular  education  can  well  rejoice  at  the  progre«s 
we  have  made  in  the  inauguration  of  a  first  class  State  Normal 
School.  You,  will  through  another  channel,  get  report  of  suok 
matters  as  are  not  necessary  for  me  here  to  speak. 
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All  such  IiiBtitutions  have  had  to  surmount  difficulties  in  thoir 
inception.  So  great  was  the  prejudice  against  Normal  schools  in 
Massachusetts  when  first  introduced  that  many  districts  carefully 
voted  against  teachers  who  had  been  educated  in  them.  Now 
such  teachers  every  where  go  at  a  premium.  Massachusetts,  Ck)n- 
necticut,  Rhode  Island  and  "Wisconsin,  all  found  it  necessary  to 
employ  men  to  travel  over  the  State  and  instruct  teachers  and  cit- 
izens in  reference  to  their  advantages  and  objects  before  they  could 
receive  a  cordial  support. 

Plato  cautioned  his  fellow  citizens  "  not  to  employ  nurses  who 
wonki  fill  the  minds  of  their  children  with  foolish  and  corrupt 
notions."  A  recent  writer  on  Normal  Training  Schools  justly  re- 
marks, quoting  first  the  Greek  proverb,*"  He  who  lives  with  a  lame 
man  will  learn  of  him  to  halt."  He  is  very  severe  on  those  parents 
who  would  commit  the  training  of  their  children  to  the  vicious,  or 
otherwise  incompetent;  and  remarking  that  "a  good  schoolmaster 
ought  to  be  such  a  one  as  Achilles."  He  says :  "  We  are  to  look 
after  such  masters  for  our  children  as  are]^blameless  in  their  lives, 
not  justly  reprovable  in  their  manners,  and  of  the  best  experience 
in  teaching."  The  followers  of  Confucius  went  forth  as  teachers 
among  the  young  with  this  charge,  "  Whether  you  wake  or  sleep, 
consider  always  what  is  a  proper  regard  for  yourself.  Whatever 
you  do  or  omit  never  forget  that  you  are  setting  an  example." 
The  Prussians  repeat  as  a  maxim  that  "  whatever  you  would  have 
appear  in  the  life  of  a  nation  you  must  put  into  your  schools." 
The  State  must  depend  upon  the  teacher  to  do  this.  The  char- 
acter of  education  is  always  determined  by  those  who  impart  it. 
Therefore  it  is  that  Normal  schools — schools  in  which  teachers  are 
taught — by  the  direct  and  powerful  influence  which  they  must  in- 
evitably exert  upon  the  principal  sources  of  public  intelligence 
virtue  and  happiness,  will  serve  to  invigorate  and  intensify  the 
social  organization." 

"  If  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  true  intent  and  spirit;  if 
conducted  as  they  may  and  should  be,  they  will  do  more  in  the 
course  of  years  for  primary  education,  for  the  education  of  the 
fireeide  and  the  common  school,  and  hence  for  the  real  welfare  of 
society  than  all  other  agencies  combined.  For  who  does  not  know 
that  the  moral  and  intellectual  renovation  of  entire  neighborhoods 
is  often  effected  by  the  almost  silent  yet  potent  influence  of  a  good 
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school,  and  a  faithful,  intelligent,  skillful  and  conscientious  teacher 
of  youth.'' — Gen.  Eaton. 

Wherever  Normal  schools  have  been  introduced  they  have 
secured  the  confidence  and  fostering  care  of  the  State.  New  York 
now  has  eight  with  a  population  of  about  two  and  one  half  times 
that  of  Indiana.  Massachusetts,  with  a  population  less  than  ours, 
has  four,  which  she  sustains  at  an  expense  of  f50,000.  Wiscon- 
sin, with  two-thirds  of  our  population,  has  three  in  successful  oper- 
ation and  will  soon  have  four.  Her  endowment  funds  will  be  near 
$1,000,000  for  their  support.  Pennsylvania  with  once  and  two- 
thirds  our  population  has  five,  with  the  State  districted  for  twelve. 
Other  States  are  anticipating  like  results. 

The  cost  of  these  Institutions  is  from  rf  12,000  to  -$20,000  each  an- 
nually. The  annual  expenses  of  the  Normal  University,  Illinois, 
of  Oswego  Training  School  and  of  the  State  Normal  School  at 
Albany,  New  York,  are  from  ^18,000  to  .1520,000.  There  is  some 
relief  to  the  appropriations  by  the  State  from  tuition  fees  in  the 
Primary  and  Intermediate  Departments.  This,  however,  is  not 
very  considerable. 

The  whole  subject  of  the  economy  of  Normal  School  instnic-^ 
tion  and  of  their  relation  to  the  State  was  fully  entered  into  and 
discussed  by  our  most  experienced  educators  in  this  department  of 
educational  work,  at  the  National  Normal  School  Association  at 
Cleveland,  during  the  past  summer.  Their  cost,  necessity,  utility 
work,  &c.,  were  in  turn  deliberately  considered.  That  they  are  a 
legitimate  part  of  a  State  system  of  education  all  concede.  The 
important  question  is  how  many  do  we  need  and  what  should  be 
their  grades  of  scholarship  and  courses  of  instruction  ?  The  con- 
clusions arrived  at  were : 

1.  Each  State  should  have  at  least  one  first-class  Normal  School 
that  shall  afford  instruction  in  the  sciences  and  in  methods  of 
teaching  that  will  not  only  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  Common 
School,  but  of  the  Academy  and  the  College. 

2.  It  should  have  at  convenient  localities  a  sufficiency  of  such 
institutions  whose  especial  mission  should  be  to  fit  teachers  for 
the  management  and  instruction  of  the  common  schools  of  the 
State,  which  can  be  established  at  less  expense  and  sustained  at 
less  cost. 

3.  When  city  and  county  Normal  schools  can  be  established  to 
do  a  preparatory  work  for  a  more  advanced  course  in  these  State 
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anstitutions,  the  State  would  greatly  promote  the  work  by  such 
legislation  as  will  facilitate  their  organization  and  proper  man- 
agement. 

Just  in  proportion  as  a  general  interest  prevail."^  over  the  State 
on  the  subject  of  efficient  trainining  in  the  best  methods  of  in- 
struction and  school  government,  will  our  higher  State  institutions 
be  filled  up.  A.  necessity  must  be  felt  by  our  teachers  for  such 
qualifications  before  they  will  seek  them  where  they  can  be  had- 

It  is  not  for  want  of  good  management  and  superior  professional 
instniction  that  our  present  State  Institution  is  not  well  filled. 
Any  one  visiting  it  will  be  convinced  that  the  faculty  are  such  as 
the  State  should  desire. 

William  A.  Jones,  its  President,  was  selected  on  account  of  the 
jconfidence  reposed  in  him  by  competent  men  to  judge  of  fitness 
for  such  a  position,  and  for  so  important  an  object.  He  has  shown 
himself  equal  to  our  anticipations.  The  general  order,  course  of 
study,  the  proficiency  of  the  students,  the  entire  management  of 
the  Institution  is  unexceptionable.  A  comprehensive  account  of 
his  first  years  experience  in  the  management  of  the  Institution  ap- 
pears below.  I  commend  the  statistical  information  as  well  as  his 
views  on  the  objects  to  be  aimed  at  in  normal  training,  to  your 
special  consideration. 

Nathan  Newby,  the  present  teacher  of  mathematics  and  gym- 
nastics, is  a  regular  graduate  of  the  Oswego  Training  School. 
He  has  rendered  very  satisfactory  service  in  the  Normal  School  at 
Binghampton,  New  York.  He  comes  with  high  recommendations 
for  special  fitness  for  the  place  he  fills,  by  the  best  Normal  School 
teachers  of  those  institutions.  His  success  in  his  present  work 
gives  assurance  that  he  will  meet  the  expectations  of  the  teachers 
of  his  native  State,  to  which  he  now  returns. 

Amanda  P.  Funnell,  in  addition  to  a  regular  Normal  School 
training,  comes  to  her  position  as  teacher  of  geography  and  meth- 
ods of  primary  training,  with  proof  of  her  ability  for  the  place,  in 
her  successful  management  of  the  Indianapolis  City  Training 
School.  Any  one  visiting  her  class  work  will  be  favorably  im- 
pressed with  her  fitness  for  the  place  she  fills. 

Mary  A.  Bruce,  teacher  of  English  Language  and  Literature, 
has  given  full  evidence  of  her  sufficient  qualifications  for  her  de- 
partment. English  language  and  literature  is  perhaps  the  most 
important  subject  that  can  claim  the  attention   of  the  educator. 
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"  Language,"  says  Grimpke,  "  is  the  noblest  unreveakd  gift  of 
God  to  man."  Our  schools  need  to  see  its  beauty,  dignity  and. 
force.     It  must  be  taught  to  be  learned. 

The  Primary  and  Intermediate  Departments  are  designed  for 
that  training  which  is  essential  to  the  pupil  teacher  in  order  that 
theory  may  be  rightly  tested  and  perfected  by  practice.  Ruth 
Morris,  whose  reputation  and  success  as  a  primary  teacher  in 
Hichmond  and  Indianapolis  after  availing  herself  of  a  regular 
normal  course  at  Oswego,  had  given  assurance  of  her  special  fitness 
for  this  department,  was  one  of  the  first  teachers  selected  by  the 
Board.  Her  work  has  proven  all  that  could  be  desired.  She  is 
now  acting  as  Principal  of  the  Intermediate  School,  while  Sarah 
A.  Donahue,  a  young  lady  who  gives  much  promise  of  success,  has 
recently  been  employed  as  Principal  of  the  Primary  Department. 
These  classes  are  charged  a  specified  tuition  fee,  and  will  be  a 
partial  relief  to  the  appropriation  necessary  for  the  support  of  the 
Institution. 

In  saying  this  much  in  behalf  of  the  faculty,  especially  when 
such  information  can  be  truthfully  given,  I  feel  it  is  due  to  the 
State  to  know  it,  that  the  privileges  and  opportunities  here  afford- 
ed may  be  properly  and  sufficiently  sought  by  those  who  need  them. 

We  have  now  about  9,000  schools  and  1,200  teachers  in  the 
State.  Prussia  has  30,000  teachers,  28,000  of  whom  are  grad- 
uates of  training  schools,  so  tnorough  is  their  preparatory  care  for 
the  culture  of  the  youthful  mind. 

One  of  the  difficulties  yet  to  be  surmounted  in  enabling  our 
teachers  to  enter  the  Normal  School,  is  the  lack  of  economical  ac- 
commodations for  boarding.  In  some  States  gentlemen  desiring 
the  success  of  such  institutions  have  organized  joint  stock  com- 
panies and  put  up  suitable  buildings  for  this  purpose.  In  others 
the  State  has  furnished  such  accommodations  at  satisfactory  rates, 
and  thus  removed  an  important  obstacle  to  such  as  are  deserring 
aid,  and  whose  self  earned  means  must  be  judiciously  spent  to 
reach  the  end  desired.

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A  Special  Term  of  the  Normal  School  was  held  in  July  and  Au- 
gust, for  the  benefit  of  those  teachers  who  are  engaged  in  the  Schools 
most  of  the  year,  and  who  would  not  find  it  practicable  to  attend  a 
regular  session  of  the  School.  The  Special  Term  began  July  13th, 
and  ended  August  10th.  One  hundred  and  fifty -two  teachers  were 
enrolled.  Only  four  of  those  who  attended  the  two  regular  terms, 
are  included  in  this  number.  The  following  Counties  were  repre- 
sented :  Allen,  2  ;  Bartholomew,  2  ;  Boone,  1 ;  Cass,  1 ;  Clark,  1 ;

Primary  and  Intermediate  Schools,  representing  six  grades,  are 
in  successful  operation  in  connection  with  the  Normal  School. 
The  six  grades  are  seated  in  two  rooms.  They  are  under  the  im- 
mediate supervision  of  trained  and  competent  teachers.  In  these 
Schools,  which  will  eventually  represent  all  the  grades,  from  the 
Primary  to  the  High  School,  the  Students  of  the  Normal  School 
of  proper  attainments,  will  be  required  to  observe  the  details  of 
school  management,  methods  of  teaching,  and  to  practice  teaching 
under  criticism.

The  first  Section  of  the  Act  creating  the  Normal  School,  declares 
that  the  object  of  the  said  School  "  Shall  be  the  preparation  of 
Teachers  for  teaching  in  the  Common  Schools  of  Indiana;"  and 
the  first  Section  in  the  Act  in  the  School  Laws,  approved  May  5th, 
1869,  declares  what  branches  shall  be  taught  in  the  Common 
Schools.  The  object  of  the  School,  as  thus  defined,  has  been  kept 
clearly  in  view.  The  "Common  Schools"  include  not  only  the 
country,  but  also  the  Graded  Schools  of  the  villages  and  cities, 

A  large  majority  of  the  Students  attending  a  Normal  School, 
have  neither  the  time  nor  the  means  to  prepare  themselves  thor- 
oughly for  teaching,  in  all  of  the  grades  of  the  Common  Schools; 
a  few  desire,  and  have  the  means  to  attain  the  needed  qualifications. 
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To  meet  the  practical  wants  of  these  classes,  the  outlines  of  two 
conrses  of  instruction  and  teaching,  have  been  prepared,  —  an  ele- 
mentary course,  whose  special  object  shall  be  to  prepare  teachers  to 
teach  in  the  country  Schools,  and  in  the  Primary  and  Intermediate 
departments  of  the  Graded  Schools,  and  an  advanced  course  to  pre- 
pare teachers  for  teaching  in  the  higher  departments  of  the  Graded 
Schools.  There  is  still  another  large  class  of  persons  who  teach  in 
the  country  through  the  winter,  and  follow  another  occupation  the 
rest  of  the  year  Many  of  these  are  disposed  to  avail  themselves  oi 
the  advantages  of  the  Normal  School,  if  they  can  have  a  short 
course  of  a  single  term.  To  meet  the  wants  of  these  persons,  an 
"  Institute"  class  was  fojmed  at  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  Term, 
April  4th.  I  think  it  will  be  to  the  advantage  of  this  class  o'  teachers, 
for  a  time  to  come,  to  organize  such  a  class  at  the  beginning  of  each, 
spring  term.  The  course  of  instruction  for  this  class  should  be 
planned  after  entering  and  examination. 

LENGTH    or-'   THE    COURSES   OF    INCTRUCTION   AND   TRAINING. 

Experience  to  the  present  time,  indicates  that  two  years,  or  two 
years  and  a  term,  will  be  required  of  energetic  Students,  having  a 
good  Common  School  education — as  the  standard  now  is — to  com- 
plete the  elementary  course ;  and  at  least  two  years  more  will  be 
needed  to  complete  the  advanced  course.  Although  forty-two  per 
cent,  of  the  Students  in  the  School  had  been  teachers  in  the  Com" 
mon  Schools,  and  others  had  received  a  High  School  education, 
yet  it  was  found  necessary,  in  every  instance,  to  begin  with  the 
elements. 

It  is  a  favorite  idea  with  some  educators,  that  the  time  will  come 
when  other  Schools  than  the  Normal,  will  give  the  scholastic  edu- 
cation needed,  and  the  Normal  School  will  confine  itself  to  instruc- 
tion and  training  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching.  It  may  be 
doubted,  whether,  under  the  present  system  of  education,  that  time 
will  ever  come,  and  for  the  following  reasons: 

The  sciences  required  to  be  taught  in  the  Schools,  are  evolved 
from  a  few  concepts  and  principles ;  the  science  of  Arithmetic  may 
be  learned  by  beginning  with  its  rules  and  their  applications,  and 
going  backward  to  the  principles  on  which  its  rules  are  based  > 
•r,  it  may  be  created  by  ^he  mind,  by  first  attaining  its  principal 
eoncepts  and  principles,  and  from  these  determining  what  its  rules 
and  their  application  must  be.     The  latter  may  be  called  the  logical^ 
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and  the  former  the  chronolgical  order.  The  teacher,  to  teach  with 
the  best  success,  needs  to  understand  the  mode  of  attaining  the 
science  by  both  processes.  The  child,  having  attained  a  few  con- 
•eptr  of  number,  begins  arithmatical  processes  under  the  guidance 
of  rules,  or  of  a  teacher  who  develops  rules,  entering  as  deeply  into 
their  meaning,  as  his  maturity  of  mind  and  mental  vigor  will  permit 
If  the  teacher  has  a  logical  knowledge  of  the  subject,  i.  e.,  if  he  has 
attained  the  concepts,  principles  and  laws  of  the  science,  and  the 
order  of  their  dependence,  he  will  gradually  lead  the  pupil  back  of 
rules  and  processes,  to  form  in  his  own  mind  the  concepts,  and  to 
perceive  the  principles  by  which  rules  and  processes  are  determined. 
This  position  the  pupil  may  attain,  if  he  has  the  maturity  and  vigor 
of  mind,  and  if  he  pursues  the  subject  long  enough. 

Again:  out  of  the  little  portion  of  the  earth's  surface  one  has 
seen,  and  by  the  aid  of  pictorial  representations,  and  verbal  descrip- 
tions, the  imagination  constructs  a  conception  of  the  globe,  with  its 
surface  elevations,  their  po.sitions,  forms  and  relations.  In  like 
manner  he  gains  a  knowledge  of  the  animals  and  plants  peculiar 
to  the  different  zones,  the  minerals  and  their  distribution,  and  the 
occupations  of  men.  The  conceptions  of  the  globe  thus  formed  by 
any  number  of  persons,  will  not  be  precisely  alike,  nor  will  any  one 
conception  agree,  except  in  general  outline,  with  the  external  reality; 
hence  the  importance  to  the  teacher  of  understanding  whence  the 
material  comes  that  his  mind  uses  in  forming  its  idea  of  the  globe, 
and  of  his  collecting  and  using  that  material  to  correct  and  perfect 
his  knowledge  thereof.  I  think,  if  the  teacher  has  not  in  his  own 
mind,  a  rational  conception  of  the  globe,  and  knows  not  the  means 
and  processes  by  which  such  a  conception  can  be  attained,  he  will 
lead  his  pupils  to  form  an  idea  of  it  no  more  definite  than  his  own. 
His  teaching  will  be  diffuse,  if  not  pointless,  when  it  should  be  co- 
herent and  pointed. 

In  these  remarks  I  have  indicated  the  kind  of  knowledge  of  the 
subject  the  teacher  should  have,  and  why.  Is  it  practicable  for  the 
Common  Schools  of  different  grades,  and  for  the  higher  Schools  to 
give  this  education  in  the  legal  branches  ?  The  average  of  our 
High  School  scholars  is  about  sixteen  years.  Suppose  it  to  be 
eighteen.  For  the  past  two  or  four  years,  the  students  have  been 
studying  the  ""higher  branches.-^  If  they  have  made  use  of  the 
•oramon  branches,  they  have  used  them  only  as  tools.  They  have 
not  stopped  to  make  their  tools,  nor  to  ask  how  they  were  made,  no 
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what  made  them.  Their  knowledge  of  those  branches  was  acquired 
under  fourteen  or  sixteen  years  of  age  ;  a  time  at  which  their  minds 
were  too  immature  to  attain  that  knowledge  of  the  subjects  needed 
by  the  teacher. 

The  student  entering  the  High  Schol,  begins  an  ^^ambitio-us  curri- 
culum.''' He  is  immature  in  body  and  mind;  the  course  of  study 
embraces  many  subjects,  each  subject  receives  attention  a  limited 
time ;  and  he  is  fitted  to  enter  no  deeper  into  the  present  studies 
than  he  did  into  those  of  the  lower  course.  When  he  graduates, 
"his  mind,  in  relation  to  the  common  branches,  is  in  the  state  in 
which  it  was  when  he  entered  the  High  School,  with  this  difference : 
that  all,  save  the  conceptions  and  principles  which  were'^thoroughly 
apprehended,  have  faded  out  of  sight.  He  may  have  more  matu- 
rity, more  information,  more  culture.  He  ought  to  have.  If  he  pro- 
poses to  himself  the  profession  of  teaching,  he  needs  to  use  his 
augmented  power  in  gaining  a  broader  and  deeper  knowledge  of 
the  things  which  he  is  to  teach. 

If  we  go  to  the  higher  Schools,  the  case  is  the  same.  A  knowl- 
edge of  the  higher  branches  cannot  be  made  a  substitute  by  the 
teacher  for  a  knowledge  of  the  common  branches. 

I  have  assumed,  in  the  above  remarks,  that  the  instruction  in  the  ; 
different  grades  of  Schools,  is  all  that  it  should  be, — adapted  to  the 
mental  development  of  the  pupil,  —  and  conducted  by  professional 
teachers.  On  this  assumption,  it  appears  that  an  important  part 
of  Normal  School  work  is  instruction  in  the  eight  branches.  But 
when  it  is  remembered  that  most  of  the  instruction  in  the  Commom 
Schools,  is  given  by  those  who  have  had  no  special  preparation  for 
teaching,  whose  highest  claim  to  the  teacher's  office  is  some  jwracti- 
cal  knowledge  of  the  things  taught,  much  more  is  it  necessary  to 
instruct  the  pupils  of  such  teacher  thoroughly  in  the  legal  branches  , 
when  they  enter  the  Normal  School.  \ 

The  opinion  still  largely  prevails,  that  a  fair  practical  knowledge 
of  the  legal  branches,  is  a  sufficient  qualification  to  teach.  But  it 
is  not  enough  for  the  teacher  to  know,  even  thoroughly,  the  things 
he  is  to  teach  ;  he  must  know  something  of  the  faculties  and  powers 
of  that  nature  which  he  is  to  teach  ;  a  higher  knowledge,  perhaps^ 
and  one  which  is  more  strictly  professional. 

All  science  is  a  product  of  mind.  The  teacher  should  know  the 
faculties  of  mind  chiefly  exercised  in  learning  a  given  science. 
Each  faculty  may  contribute  its  products.     It  is  of  importance  that 
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these  be  distinguished  from  each  other;  that  their  relations  be 
known,  and  that  the  order  in  which  the  different  faculties  can  give 
their  products,  be  known.  This  knowledge  attained,  the  teacher 
can  determine  the  order  in  which,  and  the  method  by  which,  the 
parts  of  a  subject  should  be  presented. 

There  are  transition  periods  in  the  growth  of  a  mind.  "  Human 
nature  is  the  same  in  all  ages  of  the  world ;  but  not  at  all  ages  of 
the  individual."  There  is  a  time  when  sense,  perception, — a  time 
when  memory  and  imagination,  and  a  time  when  abstraction  and 
reason  are  the  leading  forms  of  mental  action.  The  teacher  needs 
to  recognize  these  periods,  so  as  to  adapt  his  instruction  to  the  state 
of  the  child's  development.  All  this  has  reference  to  the  intellect, 
and  to  intellectual  education. 

The  teacher  has  to  do  with  the  moral  nature  of  the  child.  There 
are  motiaes  which  can  be  presented  to  a  pupil's  mind  to  incite  him 
to  action,  which  will  lead  him  to  the  formation  of  a  character  mor- 
ally courageous,  self-reliant,  patient,  truthful,  kind,  considerate,  be- 
nevolent. There  are  other  motives  which  can  be  presented,  that 
will  lead  to  the  formation  of  a  character  proud,  selfish,  unamiable, 
deceitful,  arrogant.  Character  is  more  than  scholarship.  That 
teacher's  work  which  develops  the  latter  at  the  expense  of  the  form- 
er, is  a  sad  failure. 

From  these  statements  and  explanations,  it  may  be  seen  that  the 
field  of  the  Normal  School  is  a  distinct  one ;  that  its  field  is  occu- 
pied by  no  other  School ;  that  it  is  the  rival  of  no  other  School ; 
that  its  specific  function  is  an  important  one  in  the  School  System 
of  the  State. 

A  reference  library  is  necessary  to  the  success  of  the  School.  To 
train  the  student  to  habitually  search  for  information  beyond  the 
text  books, — to  collect,  classify  and  put  in  new  relations,  such  infor- 
mation ;  in  a  word,  to  learn  the  use  of  books,  is  an  indispensable 
part  of  his  education. 

We  have  a  few  valuable  works  of  a  Literary  and  Scientific  char- 
acter ;  more  are  needed,  and  especially  those  of  a  profesiional 
character.  There  are  many  valuable  works  in  the  language,  relating 
to  the  history  of  education,  the  organization  and  management  of 
Schools  ;  the  laws  and  development  of  mind,  that  should  be  acces-^ 
sible  to  the  Normal  School  student. 
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WARMING    AND    VENTILATION. 

The  safety  of  the  building,  the  cleanliness  of  the  rooms,  the  oom- 
fort  and  health  of  the  students,  require  that  the  rooms  used  by  tlie 
Normal  Schools  should  be  warmed  according  to  the  original  plans 
of  the  architect.  The  present  mode  of  warming  the  rooms,  by 
cast-iron,  coal  stoves,  renders  it  impossible  to  secure  ventilation  ac- 
cording to  design  of  the  architect.  The  only  mode  of  ventilating 
the  rooms  now,  is  by  raising  or  lowering  the  window,  or  by  opening 
a  door,  thus  letting  a  current  of  cold  air  upon  the  pupils.  Several 
cases  of  sickness  have  occurred  among  the  pupils  of  the  model 
schools,  it  is  believed,  in  consequence  of  imperfect  ventilation.  la 
the  Assembly  rooms  of  the  Normal  School,  it  is  impossible  to  make 
the  temperature  of  the  air  comfortable  in  a  cold  day. 

BOARDING    FACILITIES. 

(,^  Good  board  can  be  obtained  in  Terre  Haute,  iot/our  and  a  halfj 
to  six  dollars  per  week.  Our  statistics  show  that  the  majority  of 
students  who  attend  the  Normal  School,  are  wholly  or  partly  de- 
pendent on  their  own  savings  for  their  education.  If  the  Trusteei 
could  make  some  arrangements  whereby  the  price  of  board  would 
be  reduced  to  three  or  four  dollars  per  week,  many  young  persons 
would  attend  the  school,  who  will  not  do  so  at  the  present  prices.

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The.  Indiana  Asbury  University,  located  at  Greencastle,  Putnarr, 
•otinty,  is  under  the  care  and  })atronage  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  of  Indiana,  and  is  the  only  one  of  the  grade  belonging  to 
that  church  in  this  State.  Although  founded  and  sustained  by  a 
religious  denomination,  yet  its  liberal  charter  guarantees  equal 
privileges  "  to  all  classes  of  citizens ;"  and  students  representing 
nearly  all  the  churches,  are  annually  found  in  its  halls. 

From  the  organization  of  the  University,  (1837,)  to  the  present 
time,  it  has  had  a  rapid  and  healthful  growth.  The  last  annual 
Catalogue  shows  an  aggregate  of  344  students, — 254  of  whom 
were  in  the  college  classes,  and  90  in  the  preparatory.  The  entire 
amount  of  endowment  fund  and  other  property,  is  valued  at  about 
$275,000. 

The  Institution  is  not,  as  has  sometimes  been  supposed,  a  Theo- 
logical School,  but  embraces  a  Classical,  a  Scientific,  a  Biblical 
and  a  Preparatory  Department,  and  is  intended  to  include  Profes- 
sional  Schools,  so  soon  as  its  funds  will  pertnit.  The  Classical 
course  of  study,  while  it  covers  the  branches  usually  taught  in  our 
oldest  and  best  colleges,'gives  more  than  ordinary  attention  to  His- 
tory, German,  French,  and  the  English  Language  and  Literature. 
The  Scientific  course  embraces  all  of  the  Classical  excepting  the 
Greek,  and  a  part  of  the  Latin  studies,  and  adding  several  in 
Mathematics  and  Natural  Science.  The  Biblical  Department  is 
designed  for  such  students  as  are  preparing  for  the  ministry. 

The  Faculty  of  the  University,  consisting  of  seven  Professors 
and  two  Tutors,  are  gentlemen  of  ability  and  experience,  and  are 
doing  efficient  work. 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  suppose  that  our  CoUeges  and  Universi- 
ties benefit  only  the  rich,  and  contribute  their  fruits  only  to  the 
professions.  The  larger  proportion  of  the  students  of  Ashvry  are 
poor  young-  men  and  women,  many  of  whom  are  working  their  way, 
unaided  hy  friends,  through  College.  Of  its  graduates,  while  it  is 
true  that  many  are  practicing  law  and  medicine,  many  also  are  in 
the  pulpit  and  in  tho  school  room,  while  a  goodly  number  are 
engaged  in  industrial  pursuits.  Besides  the  graduates,  this  Univer- 
sity has  educated,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  over  5000  of  the  youth 
of  this  State,  most  of  whom  are  to-day  upon  the  farm  or  in  the 
shop,  or  engaged  in  some  other  branch  of  practical  business.  Insti- 
tutions doing  such  work  should  be  regarded,  therefore,  as  important 
and  integral  parts  of  the  great  system  of  the  State  for  the  educa- 
tion of  its  people.

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ENDOWMENT    AND    INCOME. 

The  total  funds  producing  income  amount  to  $105,000  00  ;  esti- 
mated income  from  these  funds  for  1870-71,  $9,640  00,  which, 
added  to  the  Janitor's  Fund,  is  compelled  to  furnish  free  tuition 
to  nearly  three  hundred  students,  now  in  attendance,  beside  paying 
all  incidental  expenses. 

The  State  University  at  Bloomington  has  an  income  of  $23,000, 
00  per  annum,  beside  the  Janitor's  Fund,  and  the  Trustees  of  that 
Institution  can  not  do  the  work  required  of  them  with  that  sum. 
Is  it  reasonable  that  Asbury  should  not  have  equal  income,  when 
the  catalogues  of  the  past  year  show  that  more  students  attended 
Asbury  than  the  State  University? 

AS    TO    TIME    AND    MANNER    OF    PAYMENT. 

1st  To  pay  the  amount  in  five  annual  installments,  giving 
notes,  secured  by  real  estate  mortgage,  and  bearing  ten  per  cent, 
interest  after  maturity.  This  would  result,  if  needed,  in  a  per- 
petual loan  from  the  University,  the  donor  paying  an  annual  inter- 
est that  would  not  interfere  with  the  sale  of  the  mortgaged  pro- 
perty. 

2nd.  In  lieu  of  making  a  will,  that  may  be  broken  after  death, 
and  thus  thwart  the  wishes  of  the  testator,  convey  to  the  Trustees 
any  property,  reserving  a  life  estate,  or  better  stiil,  taking  a  life 
lease.  By  this  plan  the  donor  can  save  the  State  and  County 
taxes,  while  the  tables  of  mortality  will  furnish  a  very  reliable  index 
to  the  value  of  the  gift  to  the  University,  and  also  avoid  the  vexa- 
tious litigation  often  occurring  when  the  minds  of  heirs  are  not 
acting  in  accord  with  that  of  the  testator.  Such  gifts  can  only  be 
made  available  for  the  future  development  of  the  Univert^ity. 

3rd.  Scholarships  will  be  sold  as  Heretofore,  to  wit :  Perpetual 
$100  00;  twelve  years,  $50  00;  six  years,  $S0  00.  The  perpetual 
are  not  assignable,  and  entitle  the  holder  to  send  one  student  per- 
petually, on  condition  that  no  compensation  is  paid  for  the  use  of 
scholarship.  The  other  scholarships  are  assignable,  and  entitle 
the  holder  or  assigns  to  the  number  of  years  tuition  stated  in  the 
same.

Wabash  College  was  founded  and  has  been  sustained  entirely 
by  private  munificence.     It  originated  in  the  mature  deliberations 
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of  a  few  individuals,  at  a  meeting  in  Crawford sville,  November 
22,  1832,  The  first  classes  of  the  Preparatory  Department  were 
organized  December  3,  1833,  and  the  charter  was  granted  by  the 
Legislature  of  1833-4.  The  charter  was  amended  in  1851,  by 
which  its  privileges  were  enlarged,  and  the  right  to  hold  real  estate^ 
to  the  amount  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  free  of  taxation. 

In  1835  the  first  college  classes  were  formed  under  the  presidency 
of  the  late  Elihu  W.  Baldwin,  D.  D.  In  1841  the  late  Rev. 
Charles  White,  D.  D.,  became  its  President.  He  was  succeeded 
in  1862  by  Rev.  Joseph  F.  Tuttle,  D.  D.,  the  present  incumbent. 

The  number  of  regular  graduates,  including  twelve  JScientificSj 
is  225.  Others  who  have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  the  College, 
swell  the  number  of  pupils  to  something  over  three  thousand.

The  Military  Department,  including  drawing  and  a  part  of  civil 
engineering,  under  Colonel  Carrington,  is  flourishing,  and  coupled 
with  systematic  gymnastic  exercises  promises  great  good  to  the 
students. 

FINANCIAL    CONDITION. 

Permanent  funds  invested,  ilOO,000,  from  which,  and  other 
sources,  the  annual  income  amounts  to  something  more  than  $13,- 
000.  The  College,  as  yet,  has  no  free  tuition  for  the  sons  of  the 
rich,  but  through  the  benevolence  of  several  patrons  provision  has 
been  made  to  offer  free  tuition  to  a  large  number  of  young  men  of 
limited  means,  who  are  to  a  great  extent  self-sustainers. 

The  campus  of  thirty-three  acres,  with  its  native  forest,  is  a  veiy 
inviting  feature  of  its  advantages.  Its  buildings  are  three  in  num- 
ber— a  commodious  academical  building,  for  the  Preparatory  and 
English  Departments,  a  dormitory  to  accommodate  about  one 
hundred  students,  a  central  building,  comprising  recitation  rooms, 
society  hall,  and  for  the  present,  cabinet  and  lecture  rooms  for 
chemistry  and  natural  philosophy.  To  this  has  just  been  added 
the  north  wing,  comprising  a  chapel  and  library — both  for  the  Col- 
lege and  the  societies.     The  foundation  for  the  south  wing  has 
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also  been  laid,  the  superstructure  to  be  completed  during  the  com- 
ing year.  This  is  to  afford  a  cabinet  room,  chemical  laboratory 
and  lecture  room,  philosophical  lecture  and  apparatus  room,  and 
the  President's  reception  and  lecture  room. 

To  complete  these  improvements,  and  to  increase  other  facil- 
ities the  trustees  rely  upon  private  liberality,  as  heretofore.  The 
only  patronage  received  from  the  State  is  the  charter.  Unless,  as 
some  suppose,  a  loan  made  from  the  State  sinking  fund  should  be 
an  exception.  To  obtain  this  loan  was  a  favor,  after  the  calamity 
by  fire,  by  which,  in  the  destruction  of  their  then  new  building — in 
1838 — a  loss  was  sustained  on  building,  library  and  apparatus,  of 
$15,000.  The  trustees  asked  the  aid  of  a  loan,  for  five  years  with- 
out interest.  The  Legislature  authorized  a  loan  by  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  "  Sinking  Fund,''  of  a|8,000  at  nine  per  cent,  interest 
in  aduance,  secured  by  mortgage  of  real  estate  f^o  double  the 
amount.  In  1846-7  that  debt  had  increased  to  the  sum  of  $10,620. 
The  trustees  then  petitioned  the  Legislature  to  be  allowed  to  ex- 
change certain  of  the  State's  own  bonds,  belonging  to  the  College, 
for  their  bond  and  mortgage,  which  was  granted,  and  the  debt  was 
paid  to  the  last  farthing,  and  a  bonus  of  five  years  tuition  of  one 
student  from  every  county  in  the  State,  to  be  educated  for  a  teacher 
of  common  schools,  was  given  by  the  trustees,  the  advantage  of 
which  has  been  given  to  students  from  seventy  counties,  in  free 
tuition — an  amount  nearly  equal  to  the  original  debt.  Orders  by 
commissioners  of  other  counties  wiU  be  honored  whenever  duly 
presented. 

The  course  of  study  in  this  college  is  full  and  thoroughly  pur- 
sued, so  that  it  has  acquired  a  high  reputation,  and  richly  deserves, 
as  it  has,  the  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public. 

The  bonus  stands  thus:  Five  years  tuition  to  ninety-one  coun- 
ties, at  the  lowest  rate  of  tuition  (5X91=455  years,  and  $24X 
455=$10,920)  but  a  large  number  of  the  recipients  have  been 
upon  a  tuition  of  §>30  per  annum,  so  that  the  bonus  far  exceeds 
the  debt  already  paid  in  full. 

COUNTY    SCHOLARSHIPS. 

According  to  a  contract  between  the  Legislature  of  Indiana  and 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wabash  College,  the  County  Commis- 
sioners of  each  county  were  authorized  to  appoint   one  person  to

This  College  is  beautifully  and  healthfully  located  on  the 
National  Road,  about  one  mile  west  of  Richmond.  It  has  a  cam- 
pus of  a  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  including  about  thirty  acres  of 
woodland,  so  that  its  walks,  playgrounds  and  groves  are  ample. 

An  observatory  is  furnished  with  an  astronomical  clock,  with 
compensated  pendulum,  capable  of  being  adjusted  to  either  solar 
or  siderial  time,  a  transit  of  five  feet  focal  length  and  until  quite 
recently  a  refracting  telescope  having  a  six  inch  object  glass  and  a 
focal  length  of  eight  feet.  (The  glasses  of  this  instrument,  worth 
about  $500,  were  stolen  from  the  observatory  last  spring.  A  re- 
ward of  f  100  is  offered  for  their  recovery.  If  not  recovered  it  is 
the  intention  soon  to  replace  them  with  new  ones). 

The  reading  room,  fifty-five  by  thirty  feet,  has  in  it  four  libraries, 
containing  3,200  volumes  and  is  constantly  supplied  with  an 
assortment  of  the  best  newspapers,  periodicals  and  reviews  of  the 
day. 

A  room  near  the  same  size  as  the  above  contains  a  cabinet  of 
comparative  anatomy,  conchology,  geology,  etc.  The  cabinet  is 
occupied  as  a  recitation  room  by  the  classes  in  zoology  and 
geology. 

Both  sexes  are  admitted  to  the  college  with  equal  privileges  and 
opportunities.  There  are  accommodations  sufficient  for  a  hundred 
and  seventy  students  and  there  are  at  present  near  that  number. 

There  is  a  College  and  a  Preparatory  Department  each  having 
both  its  Classical  and  Scientific  courses  of  study. 

The  students  nearly  all  board  and  lodge  at  the  College.  Those 
in  the  sophomore,  junior  and  senior  classes,  have  the  privilege  of 
procuring  their  board  and  lodging  elsewhere  if  they  prefer  it. 

Special  care  is  taken  that  all  the  students  be  under  the  guardian- 
ship of  moral  and  religious  influences. 

Co-operating  with  the  Faculty  are  a  governor  and  governess, 
and'also  a  superintendent  in  charge  of  the  financial  interests,  who 
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with  an  efficient  matron  has  entire  charge  also  of  the  domestic 
department,  where  thorough  order  and  system  are  secured. 

The  expenses  for  tuition,  board,  lodging,  fuel,  lights,  etc.,  is  from 
$180  to  $235  per  year.  The  year  is  divided  into  the  autumn, 
winter  and  spring  terms,  including  in  all  thirty-nine  weeks. 

The  institution  formerly  known  as  Friends'  Boarding  School, 
was  first  opened  in  1847,  and  was  chartered  as  Earlham  College  in 
1859.  An  earnest  effort  is  now  being  made  to  raise  850,000  as  an 
endowment  nucleus  which  will  materially  lessen  the  expenses  of 
students  in  the  college  department. 

The  subscription,  opened  three  months  since,  has  reached  |20,000- 
When  the  endowment  is  obtained  it  is  proposed  to  dispense  with 
the  first  preparatory  year,  and  in  time  with  the  entire  Peparatory 
Department.

GENERAL     INFORMATION. 

The  Academic  year  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  Septem- 
ber, and  closes  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  June,  when  the  Annual 
Commencement,  the  Conferring  of  Degrees  and  Distribution  of  Pre- 
miums, take  place.  It  is  divided  into  two  Sessions  of  five  months 
each.  At  the  termination  of  each  Session,  a  strict  examination  of 
all  the  different  classes  is  made  in  the  presence  of  the  Faculty. 

When  a  Student  presents  himself  for  admission  into  the  College, 
he  is  examined  by  the  Director  of  Studies,  and  placed  in  the  class 
for  which  his  previous  attainments  may  have  qualified  him.  His 
further  promotion  depends  on  his  application  and  progress.     Should 
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any  Student,  during  the  year,  be  found  capable  of  passing  to  a 
higher  class,  he  will  be  promoted,  and  such  promotion  is  equivalent 
to  the  honors  of  the  class  he  left. 

The  Degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  will  be  conferred  on  such  of  the 
Students  as  shall  have  completed  their  Classical  Course,  and  passed 
succest^fully  a  strict  examination  before  the  Faculty. 

The  Degree  of  Master  of  Arts  will  be  conferred  on  each  of  the 
graduates  of  the  first  Degree,  who  shall  have  devoted  at  least  two 
years  to  Literary  or  Scientific  Studies. 

The  Degrees  of  LL.  B.,  Bachelor  of  Science  and  Master  of  Sci- 
ence, will  also  be  conferred  on  similar  conditions. 

Diplomas  will  be  given  to  the  Students  who  shall  have  completed 
the  Commercial  Course,  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before 
the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  given  clear  evidence  of  their  moral 
character. 

Special  facilities  exist  at  Notre  Dame  for  the  acquirement  of  the 
French  and  German  Languages.  Not  only  are  these  Languages 
taught  very  carefully  by  persons  of  acknowledged  competency,  but 

many  of  the  members  of  the  Institution  being  natives  of  France 
and  Germany,  opportunities  at  all  times  occur  for  conversation  in 
these  tongues. 

All  Students  applying  for  admission,  will  be  required  to  give  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  their  moral  standing. 

All  letters  sent  and  received  by  Students,  may  be  opened  and 
read  by  the  President  or  his  substitutes. 

There  are  in  the  Institution  several  Societies,  whose  Constitu- 
tions and  By-Laws  have  been  approved  by  the  Faculty,  such  as  the 
Archconfraternity,  Holy  Angels',  Holy  Childhood,  Philodemic,  St. 
Edwards',  Thespian,  St.  Cecilia's,  and  Philharmonic  Societies,  with 
which  Students  are  auiliorized  and  recommended  to  connect  them- 
selves.

UNION  CHRISTIAN  COLLEGE. 

Union  Christian  College  is  located  at  Merom,  Sullivan  county, 
was  incorporated  in  1859,  and  opened  for  the  admission  of  stu- 
dents in  1860.  It  is  a  First  class  College,  and,  although  the  youngest 
in  the  State,  has  already  gained  a  high  reputation. 

LOCATION. 

Merom,  as  left  by  the  hand  of  the  Creator,  is  a  gem  of  beauty. 
The  town  occupies  a  beautiful  plain,  on  the  top  of  a  precipitous 
bluff,  one  hundred  and  seventy  feet  above  the  Wabash  and  the 
broad  prairies  of  Illinois  beyond.  On  the  highest  point  of  this 
plain  stands  the  College — a  stately  edifice  of  brick,  109  feet  long 
by  67  broad,  88  feet  to  the  cupola,  and  130  to  the  top  of  its  spire — 
overlooking  an  area  of  more  than  five  hundred  square  miles,  and 
affording  from  its  cupola  the  most  extended  landscape-view  in  the 
State.  The  population,  numbering,  by  the  last  census,  four  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six,  and  rapidly  increasing,  is  composed,  mostly, 
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of  families  that  have  settled  there  for  educational  purposes ;  and 
whose  individual  interests  are  closely  connected  with  those  of  the 
College.  A  very  large  number  of  its  citizens  are  professors  of 
Christianity ;  and  the  morality  of  the  place  is  far  in  advance  of 
that  usually  found  in  towns  and  cities.  Grog-shops,  gambling  sa- 
loons, and  many  other  allurements  that,  where  colleges  are  located 
in  cities,  so  frequently  destroy  the  morals  and  even  the  lives  of 
students,  are  unknown  in  Merom.  These  favorable  surroundings 
facilitate  greatly  the  progress  of  the  students,  and  encourage  correct 
principles,  and  noble  purposes.

COURSE    OF    STUDY. 

The  course  of  study  embraces  all  the  branches  that  lie  between 
the  Primary  School  and  the  Batchelor's  Degree.  It  is  arranged  in 
three  departments :  Academic,  Classical  and  Scientific. 

THE    ACADEMIC    DEPARTMENT 

Includes  orthography,  reading,  penmanship,  geography,  arithmetic, 
grammar,  history  of  United  States  and  England,  and  the  first  prin- 
ciples of  composition  and  rhetoric. 

THE    CLASSICAL    DEPARTMENT 

Embraces  a  course  of  six  years.  The  classes  are  named  as  fol- 
lows :  Junior  Preparatory,  Senior  Preparatory,  Freshman,  Sopho- 
more, Junior,  and  Senior. 

Latin  is  pursued  ten  terms,  three  and  one-third  years.  The 
text-books  are  Harkness's  Grammar,  Reader  and  Composition ; 
Caesar,  Cicero's  Orations,  JEneid  of  Virgil,  Senectutc  and  Amici- 
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tia,  Livy,  Horace,  Tacitus,  Plautus,  Terence,  Andrews's  (or  some 
other)  Lexicon. 

Grrek  is  pursued  nine  terras,  three  years.  The  text-books  are 
Hadley's  Grammar,  Boise's  First  Lessons,  Arnold's  Prose  Connpo- 
sition,  Anabasis,  Memorabilia,  Iliad,  Demosthenes  on  the  Crown, 
two  Tragedies,  Liddell  and  Scoti's  Lexicon.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  accent;  and  students  are  required  not  only  to  write  the 
^'  Exercises"  but  to  recite  them  inva  voce. 

History, — The  history  of  Rome  is  taught  one  term,  and  the 
history  of  Greece  one  term.  Ancient  Geography  is  taught  in  con- 
nection with  these  histories. 

Mathematics. — The  course  of  mathematics  comprises  algebra 
^elementary  and  higher),  geometry  (plane,  solid,  and  analytical), 
trigonometry  (plane  and  spherical),  surveying,  navigation,  conic 
sections,  calculus,  mechanics,  and  astronoiny. 

Natural  Sciences. — Each  of  the  following  branches  is  pursued 
one  term :  Physiology,  botany,  natural  philosophy,  chemistry, 
zoology,  geology,  and  mineralogy. 

MoDER^f  Languages. — One  year  is  spent  on  French,  and  one 
on  German. 

Philosophy,  &c. — Logic,  intellectual  philosophy,  moral  philos- 
ophy, political  economy,  history  of  civilization,  Butler's  analogy, 
and  civil  government,  are  pursued,  each,  one  term. 

THE    scientific    DEPARTMENT 

Includes  all  the  branches  required  in  the  Classical  Course,  except 
Latin  and  Greek.     Orily  four  years  are  necessary  to  complete  it. 

music 

Is  not,  properly,  a  department  of  the  College,  but  is  added  for  the 
convenience  of  those  who  desire  to  pursue  it.  A  teacher  of  the 
Piano  is  constantly  employed ;  and  gratuitous  lessons  are  given  in 
singing. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  is  as  nearly  parental  as  possible.  Instruct-ors 
are  not  supposed  to  have  done  all  their  duty  when  they  have  made 
students  acquainted  with  text-books;  but  are  expected  to  use  all 
the  freedom  of  parents  in  instructing  them  in  whatever  serves  to 
qualify  them  for  polite  society,  and  success  in  their  various  voca- 
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tions.  Discipline  is  strict  but  gentle.  No  student  is  ever  treated 
with  severity  until  gentle  measures  have  proved  ineffectual.  The 
order,  industry,  progress,  and  happiness  of  the  students,  are  no 
where  surpassed. 

CO-EDUCATION    OF    THE    SEXES. 

Ladies  pursue  the  same  studies,  are  subject  to  the  same  priv- 
ileges, and  receive  the  same  honors,  as  gentlemen.  This  joint  ed- 
ucation of  the  sexes  has  been  a  prominent  feature  of  the  Institu- 
tion from  its  commencement;  and  the  arrangements  for  its  success 
are  complete  and  satisfactory.  While  gentlemen  and  ladies  mingle 
freely,  as  brothers  and  sisters  at  home,  and  enjoy  the  advantages 
of  one  another's  presence  in  the  street,  in  the  recitation  room,  and 
in  all  public  assemblies,  every  circumstance  that  might  invite,  or 
even  permit,  undue  intimacy,  or  might  endanger  their  morals,  is 
carefully  guarded  against.  Neither  is  permitted  to  make  calls 
upon,  or  receive  calls  from,  the  other,  at  private  rooms ;  all  are  re- 
quired to  remain  in  their  own  rootris  after  seven  o'clock  p.  m.,  in 
winter,  and  after  eight  p.  m.,  in  summer;  and  no  family  is  allowed 
to  take  both  as  boarders.

The  building  and  campus  are  estimated  at 65,000  00 

Students,  last  year,  139. 

The  number  of  students  is  steadily  increasing ;  and  the  Institu- 
tion is  enjoying  a  gradual  and  healthy  growth. 


FRANKLIN  COLLEGE. 

In  1834,  a  Manual  Labor  School  v^'as  established  at  Franklin, 
by  meiiibers  of  the  Baptist  denomination.  Its  situation  was  deter- 
mined by  the  fact,  that  of  four  competing  communities,  the  village 
of  Franklin  made  the  largest  offer  in  order  to  secure  its  location. 

In  time  the  "  manual  labor"  feature  was  laid  aside,  as  has  been 
the  case   with  other  institutions,  which  have  tried  this  experiment. 
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The  institution  at  length  received  full  college  powers  and  entered 
upon  the  work  of  giving  to  young  men  a  complete  collegiate  edu- 
cation. 

Its  first  President  was  Rev.  Geo.  C.  Chandler,  D.  D.,  now  of 
Oregon,  who  held  the  office  from  1844  to  1851.  His  presidency 
was  successful,  and  his  name  is  held  in  high  regard  by  those  who 
enjoyed  his  instructions. 

He  was  succeeded  in  1852,  by  Rev.  Silas  Bailey,  D.  D.,  (pre- 
viously President  of  Granville  College,  Ohio,  and  now  senior  pro- 
fessor in  the  Kalamazoo  Theological  Seminary,  Michigan).  Dr. 
Bailey,  was  a  graduate  of  Brown  University  (1834),  and  was  a 
pupil  of  President  Wayland,  between  whom  and  himself  a  life- 
long friendship  subsisted.  Under  his  administration  the  College 
enjoyed  a  great  degree  of  prosperity  and  educated  a  large  number 
of  young  men,  many  of  whom  have  since  attained  to  high  station 
and  eminent  usefulness. 

But  the  institution  continued  to  be  crippled  by  the  inadequacy 
of  its  means.  In  1851-2,  an  effort  had  been  made  to  raise  $60,000 
by  the  sale  of  scholarships.  About  half  the  amount  was  paid  in. 
This  proved,  however,  entirely  inadequate  as  an  endowment,  and, 
as  the  result,  the  principal  was  encroached  upon,  and  in  time,  ex- 
hausted. 

In  1862,  another  effort  was  made,  but  without  success,  to  raise 
$50,000  as  an  endowment. 

The  number  of  students  had  at  this  time  become  greatly  reduced 
as  the  result  of  the  war,  and  the  College  was  without  the  means 
of  maintenance.  It  was,  therefore,  found  necessary  to  close  the 
institution. 

It  remained  suspended  until  1867,  when  the  Directors  put  the 
premises  into  the  hands  of  Rev.  Prof.  Wm.  Hill,  A.  M,  who,  with 
the  assistance  of  Professors  Brown  and  Smith,  and  other  able  in- 
structors, maintained  an  Academy  upon  the  premises  for  two  years, 
and  gathered  a  very  considerable  number  of  students.  In  1869,  an 
effort  was  made  to  revive  the  institution  as  a  College.  Rev.  Prof. 
W.  T.  Stott,  A.  M.,  was  appointed  Acting  President,  Messrs.  F. 
W.  Brown  and  J.  E.  Walter,  were  appointed  Professors,  and  Mrs. 
M.  A.  Fisher,  Principal  of  the  Female  Department. 

About  .^15,000  was  subscribed  in  Johnson  county,  as  an  endow- 
ment for  one  professorship.  About  ^10,000  was  subscribed  outside 
of  the  county,  toward   the  endowment  of  the  presidency.     The 
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College,  which  had  hitherto  admitted  males  only,  was  now  thrown 
open  to  both  sexes. 

The  first  year  of  the  resuscitated  College  having  proved  success- 
ful, under  the  able  and  self-sacrificing  labor  of  the  officers  entrusted 
with  its  management,  the  Board  of  Directors  felt  encouraged  to 
extend  the  scale  of  their  operations.  In  June,  1870,  they  appointed 
as  Agent,  Rev.  L.  D.  Robinson,  of  Vincennes.  In  July,  tkey 
elected  as  President,  Rev.  H.  L.  Wayland,  D.  D.,  Professor  of 
Logic  and  Rhetoric  in  Kalamazoo  College,  Michigan.  He  entered 
upon  the  duties  of  the  office,  August  1.  The  Fall  Term  opened 
September  1.  There  are  at  present  in  the  College  about  ninety 
students.  These  are  contained  in  the  three  lower  College  classes, 
and  two  preparatory  classes,  pursuing  two  courses  of  study,  the 
classical  and  the  scientific.  Twenty  are  pursuing  collegiate,  and 
the  remainder  preparatory  studies.  Twenty  of  the  pupils  are 
females. 

The  Board  of  Directors  consists  of  thirty-five  persons,  elected  by 
the  Education  Society,  of  whom  one  third  go  out  of  office  each 
year.     The  officers  of  the  Board  are  :

The  College  buildings  consist  of  two  brick  edifices,  each   80x40, 
situated  on  a  campus  of  twelve  acres.     The  ground  is  elevated 
and  the  location  is  exceedingly  healthful  and  pleasant. 
D.  J.— R.  S.  P.  I.— 8. 
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The  endowment  consists  of  about  ^25,000,  the  greater  part  of 
which  bears  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.  There  is  a  debt 
against  the  institution  of  ^7,000,  bearing  seven  per  cent,  interest. 

Active  efforts  are  now  making  to  increase  the  endowment  to  the 
sum  of  .f  100,000.  To  this  end  Martin  L.  Pierce,  Esq.,  of  LaFay- 
ette,  ofiers  real  estate  located  in  Missouri,  valued  at  from  $10,000 
to  $15,000,  on  condition  that  the  endowment  is  carried  up  to  the 
sum  just  named.  .John  Kenower,  Esq.,  of  Huntington,  gives  land 
valued  at  f  1,000  or  il,500,  without  condition.  Other  individuals 
offer  various  sums  toward  such  an  endowment.  At  the  late  meet- 
ing of  the  Directors  the  whole  matter  was  canvassed  and  was 
referred  to  the  next  meeting,  to  be  held  February  1. 

The  Library  and  Cabinet  of  the  College  are  small  and  of  but 
little  value.     The  apparatus  is  very  fair. 

Two  literary  societies  are  maintained  with  interest  and  suc- 
cess ;  the  one  (the  Fericlesian),  by  the  young  men,  the  other  (the 
Webster),  by  the  young  women. 

It  will  be  seen  from  what  has  been  said,  that  the  college  has 
been  very  inadequately  equipped  for  its  work.  Its  future  lies» 
under  God,  in  the  hands  of  the  Baptist  Denomination  in  Indiana^ 
now  numbering,  perhaps,  34,000  members.

Salem  College  was  organized,  completed,  and  is  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  German  Baptist,  (or  Tunkard)  Church,  but  will  not  be 
conducted  in  a  sectarian,  exclusive  or  proselyting  manner,  but  will 
endeavor  to  impart  thorough  instruction  to  all  students  placing 
themselves  within  the  institution. 

SALEM  COLLEGE,  BOURBON,  INDIANA. 

The  location  of  this  College,  at  Bourbon,  Marshall  County,  In- 
diana, is  one  unexcelled  for  beauty  of  city  or  surrounding  country ; 
the  healthfulness  of  the  locality  is  remarkable;  admirable  facilities 
for  railroad  travel  in  every  direction  imaginable;  and  the  hospitality 
and  socialty,  as  well  as  the  excellence  of  the  morality  of  the  citi- 
zens, is  proverbial.  The  city  is  on  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne 
&  Chicago  Railroad. 

The  pleasant  and  healthful  little  city  of  Bourbon  is  built  on  a 
high,  beautiful  plateau,  on  the  eastern  border  of  Marshall  county, 
in  the  midst  of  one  of  the  finest,  richest  and  most  splendidly  devel- 
oped agricultural  regions  in  the  entire  State.  The  vicinity  of  the 
city  is  beautiful,  and  diversified  by  old  and  magnificent  forests,  of

DEPAUW  COLLEGE,  FOR  YOUNG  LADIES. 

This  Institution,  heretofore  known  as  the  Indiana  Asbury  Fe 
male  College,  was  opened  under  its  Collegiate  organization,  Feb- 
ruary, 1852.  By  the  close  of  its  tenth  year,  forty-eight  young 
ladies  had  been  enrolled  on  its  list  of  graduates.  Unfortunately, 
its  heavy  indebtedness  impeded  its  progress,  prevented  its  success, 
and  even  threatened  its  existence  as  an  institution  of  learning,  and 
finally  resulted  in  a  transfer  of  the  property  to  other  owners. 

The  College  property  having  been  repurchased  by  the  energy 
and  liberality  of  its  friends,  was  offered  free  from  debt,  to  the  In- 
diana Conference,  of  the  M.  E.  Church,  in  1865,  and  was  accepted 
and  adopted  by  said  Conference  as  their  Institution. 

Six  or  seven  thousand  dollars  additional  were  raised  by  Cen- 
tenary contributions  to  the  College,  and  expended  in  improving, 
beautifying,  and  furnishing  the  College  building. 

The  second  collegiate  year,  under  its  new  organization,  has  just 
closed,  and  with  a  success  extremely  gratifying  to  the  Trustees," 
Faculty,  Patrons,  and  other  friends  of  the  College. 

CHANGE    OF    NAME. 

This  Institution  was  incorporated  and  known  as  the  Indiana 
Asbury  Female  College,  until  the  beginning  of  the  present  year. 

A  change  of  name  was  suggested  by  the  great  length  of  the 
original  name,  and  its  too  close  resemblance  to  the  name  of  the 
University  under  the  patronage  of  the  same  Conference. 

It  had  been  observed  that  our  most  flourishing  institutions  of 
learning,  as  Yale  College,  Brown's  University,  &c.,  for  the  educa- 
tion of  voung  gentlemen,  and  Vassar  College  for  young  ladies,  had 
been  named  either  from  their  founders,  or  most  generous  contribu- 
tors ;  therefore,  it  was  resolved  by  the  Trustees  of  this  College, 
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and  sanctioned  hy  the  Indiana  Conference,  that  this  Institution 
should  be  named  the  DePauw  College,  in  consideration  of  the  dis- 
tinguished liberality  of  W.  C.  DePauw,  Esq.,  to  the  College  during 
the  past  five  years,  and  the  still  greater  expenditures  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  the  college  building,  known  to  have  been  contemplated  by 
him  in  the  future. 

LOCATION. 

This  Institution  is  most  pleasantly  located  in  New  A.lbany,  In- 
diana, a  city  of  more  than  twenty  thousand  inhabitants,  which  has 
long  enjoyed  a  high  reputation  for  its  educational  advantages,  as 
well  as  for  the  high  moral  and  religious  tone  of  its  inhabitants. 

It  is  noted  for  its  healthfulness ;  and,  being  easy  of  access^  by 
means  of  the  Ohio  river  ;  the  Louisville,  New  Albany  &  Chicago  ; 
JefFersonville,  Madison  &  Indianapolis ;  Louisville,  Cincinnati,  & 
Lexington;  and  Louisville  &  Nashville  Railroads,  is  a  point  ex- 
tremely desirable  for  the  location  of  a  Female  College. 

COLLEGE    BUILDINGS. 

The  building  was  erected  for  an  extensive  boarding  school,  and 
substantially  built  of  brick,  and  tastefully  ornamented.  Its  inter- 
nal arrangement  aifords  easy  communication  with  all  parts  of  the 
building,  by  means  of  spacious  hallg.  All  the  rooms  in  the  build- 
ing and  the  halls,  are  lighted  with  gas,  and  well  ventilated. 

ENLARGEMENT    OF    COLLEGE    BUILDING. 

During  the  past  year,  by  the  liberality  of  W.  C.  DePauw,  Esq., 
an  addition  has  been  made  to  the  college  building,  at  an  expense 
of  ten  thousand  dollars,  which  will  be  completed  and  ready  for  use, 
at  the  opening  of  our  next  term.  By  this  addition,  the  capacity 
of  the  college  building  will  be  sufficient  to  accommodate  one  hun- 
dred boarding,  and  as  many  more  day  pupils.

DePauw  College,  free  from  debt,  and  self-supporting,  may  now 
be  regarded  as  one  of  the  permanent  literary  institutions  of  the 
country. 

Each  year's  experience  enables  us  to  make  improvements  upon 
the  past,  and  every  year  we  are  adding  to  our  facilities  for  impart" 
ing  a  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  every  department. 
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We  have  engaged  teachers  of  pre-eminent  ability,  in  every  de- 
petrtment,  and  will  promise  our  patrons  that  pupils  entrusted  to  our 
care  will  be  taught  in  the  most  thorough  manner,  and  that  no  eftort 
on  our  part  will  be  wanting,  to  conduce  to  their  health,  comfort,  or

NOTRE  DAME  AND  ST.   MARY'S. 

Our  friends  who  have  been  at  Notre  Dame  and  St.  Mary's,  need 
not  read  this  article.  They  have  been  at  Notre  Dame,  they  have 
visited  St.  Mary's,  and  they  know  all  that  we  are  going  to  say  in 
the  following  paragraphs.  To  those,  then,  who  have  not  been  here, 
and  who  know  nothing  of  the  two  most  flourishing  and  best-known 
institutions  of  the  West,  we  address  these  remarks. 

Notre  Dame  is  an  incorporated  University,  a  charter  having  been 
granted  by  the  State  of  Indiana.  The  grounds  around  it,  originally 
numbering  six  hundred  acres,  were  secnred  by  Father  Stephen 
Baden,  the  proto-priest  of  Amt^rica,  about  forty  years  ago,  and  were 
offered  by  the  Bishop  of  Vincennes  to  Father  Sorin,  in  1849,  with 
the  proviso  that  he  should  erect  and  maintain  on  it  a  Catholic  in- 
stitution of  learning.  Father  Sorin  accepted  the  conditions,  though 
at  the  time,  I  presume,  he  did  not  see  his  way  clear,  except  in  this, 
that  he  placed  his  trust  in  Divine  Providence;  and,  I  doubt  not,  he 
said  to  himself,  "  if  God  wishes  an  educational  establishment  in  this 
quarter  of  the  globe,  and  if  he  wishes  me  to  establish  it,  nothing 
shall  be  wanting  on  my  part  to  militate  against  the  project." 

In  1845,  the  College  was  in  good  running  order.  With  little 
means  and  great  expense  he  had  erected  not  only  the  buildings  re- 
quired by  the  contract,  but,  with  his  prophetic  eye  seeing  even  at 
that  early  period,  the  advantages  of  the  place,  and  the  increase  of 
this  great  North  Western  country,  he  put  up  a  large  building,  so 
large  that  he  was  taxed  with  being  imprudent.  In  a  short  time  it 
was  too  small  to  accommodate  the  fast  increasing  number  that 
flocked  to  his  door  for  a  Christian  education,  and  wings  were  added. 
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Much  attention  is  paid  to  the  material  well-being  of  the  students, 
and  it  may  easily  be  inferred  that  great  care  has  been  taken  to  give 
every  possible  advantage  to  the  students  in  the  study-hall  and  class- 
room. When  the  new  College  building  was  erected,  a  skillful  ar- 
chitect was  employed  to  give  the  proper  height  to  the  rooms,  and  to 
have  them  all  well  ventilated.  The  study-halls  of  the  Seniors  and 
Juniors  are  each  80  feet  long  by  50  wide,  and  in  those  two  halls, 
during  the  time  of  study,  yon  could  hear  that  traditional  pin  drop, 
if  any  student  would  be  so  forgetful  as  to  let  it  drop. 

Wide,  broad  passages  and  stair  cases,  covered  with  what  I  believe 
is  called  rope  carpet,  lead  from  the  study-halls  to  the  class-rooms. 
Each  class,  at  the  appointed  hour,  is  called  out  from  the  study-room 
by  the  professor,  who  goes  in  person  to  the  study-hall  door,  and,  in 
a  clear,  audible  voice,  names  the  class  that  he  requires  for  recitation. 
The  class-rooms,  on  the  second  story  above  the  basement,  are  large, 
and  handsomely  fitted  up.  The  students  go  in  double-file,  and  in 
perfect  order  and  silence,  to  and  from  the  class-rooms,  the  professor 
accompanying  them.  Notes  are  given  for  recitation,  and  those  are 
announced  to  all  the  students  once  a  week  by  the  Director  of  Studies, 
who  is  Vice  President  of  the  College.  This  is  the  modus  operandi 
at  the  College.     The  same  is  practiced  at  St.  Mary's.

The  Course  of  Studies  embraces  Ethics,  Constitutional  and  Inter- 
national Law,  Law  of  Contracts,  Equity,  Criminal  Law,  Evidence. 
Pleading  and  Practice.  The  entire  course  is  two  years,  or  four 
terras,  corresponding  with  those  of  the  other  departments  of  the 
University. 

Qualifications.  —  Every  applicant  for  admission  to  the  Law  De- 
partment must  have  at  least  a  good  English  education,  and  a  fair 
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knowledge  of  the  sciences.  Graduates  of  classical  institutions  are 
preferred.  During  the  course,  however,  the  law-student,  having  tlje 
necessary  qualifications  for  adnnission,  shall  be  afforded  every  facil- 
ity for  acquiring  a  knowledge  of  the  classics. 

ANATOMY    AND    MATERIA    MEDICA. 

Young  men  desiring  to  study  for  the  Medical  profession,  wiU  find 
opportunities  to  do  so  at  Notre  Dame.  Yet,  owing  to  the  want  of 
a  sufficient  museum  whereby  this  important  branch  could  be  thor- 
oughly  illustrated,  the  course  of  studies  in  this  department  embraces 
principally  Anatomy.  The  remainder  of  the  course  is  completed  in 
some  of  our  neighboring  Universities.  As  a  preparatory  course, 
that  which  is  given  here  under  Rev.  L.  Neyron,  M.  D..  leaves  nothing 
to  be  desired. 

COMMERCIAL    DEPARTMENT.

This  department  forms  one  of  the  three  grand  divisions  of  study 
in  the  University.     Candidates  for  graduation  have  to  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  each  of  the  above  branches.     The  routine  of 
study  in  the  Course  of  Book-keeping,  embraces  the  following,  the 
whole  being  completed  in  one  scholastic  year:  Preparatory  Instruc- 
tions and  Definitions  ;  Initiatory  sets  by  Double  Entry— 1st  Series, 
Embracing  the  Buying  and  Selling  of  Merchandise  on  Private  Ac' 
count;    2d  Series,  On  account  of  others;    3d   Series,  Buying  and 
Selling  the  same  on  Joint  Account;  4th  Series,  Importing  and  Ex- 
porting on  private  account,  on  account  of  others,  and  account  of 
ourselves  and  others  in  company;    oth  Series,  Receiving  and  For- 
warding xMerchandise,  the  Management  and  Settlement  of  Execu- 
tors' Accounts,  Buying,  Selling,  Remitting,  Collecting,  Discounting, 
Accepting  and  Paying  Bills  of  Exchange,  Banking—  Private  and 
Joint    Stock  — Steamboating,   Railroading,  Retailing  by  Double 
Entry,  Farming,  Mechanics'  Accounts.     The  whole  course  illustra- 
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ting  the  opening,  conducting  and  closing  of  Stock  and  Partnership 
books,  —  gaining  and  losing  business,  &c.,  &c.  Saturdays  are  de- 
voted to  Commercial  Law.  For  this  purpose,  "  Parsons'  Laws  of 
Business  for  Business  Men  "  is  used  as  a  text  book,  and  the  students 
are  required  to  prepare  the  lessons  the  same  as  recitations  in  other 
classes  of  the  college.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  explana- 
tion of  the  Law  of  Negotiable  paper. 

SPECIAL    COURSE    OF    LECTURES. 

A  Course  of  Lectures  on  each  of  the  following  subjects,  will  be 
given  for  the  benefit  of  the  students  in  the  Classical  and  Scientific 
Courses.  On  Natural  Sciences,  five  lectures,  as  follows,  by  Rev.  J. 
C.  Carrier:  1st,  "  The  Record  in  the  Rocks  and  the  Record  in  the 
Bible  not  conflicting,  but  proving  each  other;"  2d,  "  Man  not  alone 
the  Archon  of  Material  Beings,  but  also  a  new  and  distinct  Crea- 
tion;" 3d,  "The  Phenomena  of  Plant- Life;"  4th,  "The  Correlation 
of  Functions  of  the  Human  Body;"  5th,  "The  Importance  and 
Scope  of  Mineralogy."  On  Modern  History,  by  Prof  T.  E.  How- 
ard; 1st,  "The  Goths  in  Italy,  Spain,  etc. —  France  and  Germany 
from  Clovis  to  Hugh  Capet— The  Feudal  System;"  2d,  "The 
Eastern  Empire —  Mahomet  and  his  Successors  ;  "  3d,  "  The  Cru- 
sades— The  Asiatic  Nations ; "  4th,  "  Modern  Continental  Europe, 
from  Hugh  Capet  to  Napoleon;"  5th,  "England;"  6th,  "America.'' 
A  Lecture  on  Ancient  Classics  and  Modern  Education,  by  Prof  J, 
A.  Lyons.  A  Course  of  four  Lectures  on  Political  Economy,  by 
Prof  P.  Foote,  LL.  M.  English  Literature — Origin  and  Develop- 
ment, by  Rev.  P.  D'Arcy. 
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In  addition  to  the  Classical  Course,  the  Scientific  Course,  which 
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omits  entirely  the  Greek,  and,  after  the  Preparatory  years,  the  Latin 
also,  is  offered  to  those  preferring  it.  Students  having  special  ends 
in  view,  can  study  such  bran(the.s  as  suit  their  purpose,  and  having 
satisfactorily  completed  any  branch  or  department,  may  receive  a 
certificate  to  that  effect;  but  no  diploma  will  be  granted  except 
upon  satisfactory  completion  of  all  the  studies  of  the  Classical  or 
Scientific  Course. 

The  regular  Classical  Course  is  earnestly  recommended  by  the 
Faculty  and  Directors,  and  that  which  the  experience  of  the  past, 
and  the  practice  of  the  best  Institutions  of  the  present  have  shown 
to  be  best  adapted  to  the  harmonious  development  of  all  the  intel- 
lectual powers. 

Students  of  the  Bible,  to  whom  the  Classical  Course  is  not  pos- 
sible, are  advised  to  omit  the  Latin  and  higher  Mathematics,  taking 
m  their  stead  the  optional  Biblical  Studies  and  two  years  in  Hebrew. 

LECTURES. 

Lectures,  in  elucidation  of  the  text-book,  will  be  delivered  in  con 
section  with  the  following  branches  of  study: 

With  Horace,  Third  Term  of  the  Freshman,  Lectures  on  the 
Augustan  Age  of  Literature. 

Lectures  on  the  Greek  Stage  and  Drama,  with  Sophocles. 

Before  the  Second  Preparatory  of  Latin  and  Greek  classes,  Third 
Term,  Lectures  on  the  Greek  and  Roman  Mythology. 

With  Cicero's  Tusculan  Disputation,  Lectures  on  the  Sects  of 
the  Ancient  Philosophy. 

In  connection  with  Botta's  Literature,  Lectures  on  Comparative 
Philology, 

Applied  Chemistry,  Geology — Third  Term — ajad  portions  of  the 
Biblical  Course  will  be  taught  by  Lectures. 

FEMALE  COLLEGE  COURSE. 

The  Female  College  Course  has  been  abolished.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  our  Institution  is  chartered  as  a  University.  The 
common  sentiments  and  customs  of  the  literary  world  justly  demand 
in  the  Universities  a  higher  standard  of  scholarship,  and  a  more  ex- 
tended course  of  study,  than  usually  found  in  the  ordinary  Academic 
Course.  As  at  least  one  important  step  toward  meeting  these  de- 
mands, the  Board  have  determined  to  make  no  distinction  between 
D.  J.— R.  S.  P.  I.— 9 
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male  and  female  students,  with  respect  to  branches  of  study,  bu^ 
invite  them  to  pursue  those  branches  upon  an  "equal"  footing,  aad 
side  by  side  make  proof  of  the  "rights"  to  the  highest  Academic 
honors. 

DEMIA    BUTI.ER    CHAIR. 

Miss   Catharine  Merrill,  Professor. 

It  will  be  seen  by  inspecting  the  courses  of  study,  that  a  new 
Chair  has  been  added,  called  the  "  Demia  Butler  Chair  of  English 
Literature,"  in  honor  of  Demia  Butler,  now  deceased,  the  first  female 
to  be  graduated  in  the  full  Classical  Course  of  the  Institution.  This 
chair  has  been  endowed  by  Ovid  Butler,  Esq.,  of  this  city,  to  be 
perpetually  filled  by  a  female  Professor.  The  Board  have  been 
fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Catharine  Merrill  for  the 
Chair,  a  thorough  teacher,  of  large  experience,  and  under  whose 
care  the  friends  and  patrons  of  the  University  may  safely  place  their 
daughters,  and  to  whom,  without  reserve,  they  may  intrust  their 
moral  and  educational  wants  and  interests. 

AN    ORDINANCE    FOR    THE    GOOERNMENT    OF    THE    UNIVERSITY. 

Of  Stiidents. 

Section  19.  Students  of  either  sex,  of  good  moral  character 
and  habits,  shall  be  entitled  to  admissioH  into  the  University, 
Every  candidate  for  admission  as  a  student,  must  pay  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Instiution  the  tuition  fees  in  advance,  for  not  less  than  one 
term.  Each  student  of  the  age  of  fourteen  years  or  upwards,  when 
he  or  she  applies  for  admission  as  a  student,  shall  procure  and  read 
a  copy  of  the  By  Laws  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  students,  and 
shall  then  sign  ms  or  her  name  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty,  stating  his  or  her  place  of 
nativity,  and  the  name  of  his  or  her  parent  or  guardian,  under  a 
caption  in  the  following  words:  "Having  carefully  read  the  By 
Laws  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  students  of  the  Northw^estern 
Christian  University,  I  do  hereby  subscribe  myself  student  thereof; 
and  I  do  hereby  solemnly  promise  that,  during  my  connection  with 
it,  I  will  faithfully  observe  and  obey  its  lav/s,  rules  and  regulations." 

Sec.  20.  To  remain  a  student  in  connection  with  the  University,, 
tjvery  student  is  required  to  observe  the  following  regulations: 

1.   Immediately  after  matriculation,  the  student  shall  select  from 
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the  different  schools,  with  the  advice  a.id  consent  of  the  Faculty  an 
amount  of  study  equal  to  three  daily  recitations. 

2.  That  the  student  be  diligent  in  study,  and  punctual  in  his  at- 
tendance  upon  recitations,  examinations,  and  other  College  exercises. 

S.  That  having  entered  any  College  Class,  the  student  shall  not 
leave  it  without  the  permission  of  the  Faculty. 

4.  That  the  student  neither  introduce  or  use  upon  the  premises 
of  the  University,  any  intoxicating  beverages. 

5.  That  the  student  do  not  bring  or  use  upon  said  premises,  any 
fire-arras,  dirk,  bowie-knife,  or  any  other  kind  of  deadly  weapon. 

6.  That  the  student  abstain  from  profanity,  the  desecration  of  the 
Lord's  day,  all  kinds  of  gaming,  even  for  amusement,  and  whatever 
is  inconsistent  with  good  order,  good  taste,  and  good  morals. 

7.  That  the  student  attend  public  worship  at  least  once  every 
Lord's  day. 

8.  That  the  student  be  strictly  moral  in  language  and  conduct 
respectful  to  the  officers  of  the  Institution,  and  courteous  and  kind 
to  all  the  students  of  the  University. 

9.  That  the  student  carefully  observe  all  tha  rules  and  regula- 
tions contaianed  in  any  part  of  this   Ordinance,  respecting  fees 
socities,  and  University  grounds  and  buildings.  ' 

The  marriage  of  any  student  during  term  time,  shaU,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  faculty,  be  regarded  a  sufficient  reason  for  the  discon- 
nection of  such  student  from  the  Institution  for  the  balance  of  the 
term. 

Of  Discipline. 

^  Section  22.  The  discipline  of  the  University  is  confided  to  the 
Faculty,  under  the  provisions  herein  contained.  As  far  as  practica- 
ble, it  shall  be  parental,  and  all  severe  and  disgraceful  punishment 
shall  be  avoided,  and  appeals  addressed  to  the  reason  and  conscience. 
But  to  maintain  good  order,  and  to  secure  the  very  important  ob- 
jects for  which  the  Institution  was  founded,  the  Faculty  may  inflict 
at  their  discretion,  according  to  the  character  of  the  offense,  any  of 
the  following  penalties : 

1.  Private  admonition. 

2.  Public  admonition. 

3.  Suspension  for  a  time,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

4.  Expulsion. 

No  student  shall  be  publicly  suspended  or  expelled  without  an 
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opportunity  of  being  fully  heard  in  his  or  her  own  defense;  and  m 
all  cases  of  expulsion,  the  party  expelled  may  appeal  to  the  Board 
within  thirty  days,  in  which  case  the  action  of  the  Faculty  shall  not 
be  final,  until  confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Business 
Committee.     The  appeal  shall  be  filed  with  the   Secretary  of  the 
Board,  and  shall  be  acted  on  by  the  Board  or  Business  Committee, 
as  soon  as  either  can  be  called  together.     But  whenever  the  Faculty 
are  satisfied  that  owing  to  the  habitual  idleness,  profanity,  or  any 
other  cause,  the  presence  of  a  student  in  the  University  is  unfavora- 
ble  to  its  prosperity,  and  the  welfare  of  other   students,  they  may 
suspend  him  or  her  privately,  or  require  the  parent  or  guardian  to 
remove  such  student  immediately  from  the  Institution.     In  all  cases 
of  suspension  or  expulsion,  the  delinquent  shall  forfeit  the  tuition 
fee  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Sec  23.  The  Faculty  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  pru- 
dential regulations  pertaining  to  the  social  intercourse  of  the  sexes, 
as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

The  above  account  is  taken  from  the  Annual  Report  of  1870. 
No  statistics  of  the  current  year  have  been  furnished  me.  This  re- 
port was  received  too  late  to  be  entered  in  its  proper  place.

Hon.  B.  C.  HoBBS,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction : 

Dear  Sir: — In  reply  to  your  request  for  a  statement  of  the  con- 
dition, past,  present  and  prospective,  of  this  Institution,  I  submit 
the  following : 

The  Institution  has  now  been  in  operation  twenty-seven  years. 
The  whole  number  of  pupils  admitted  from  the  commencement  until 
this  date,  is  816.  For  the  first  ten  years,  the  average  time  spent 
under  instruction,  was  a  fraction  over  three  and  a  half  years.  The 
next  decade,  it  averaged  four  and  a  half.  Now  it  will  average  nearly 
six  years.  With  the  increase  of  time  devoted  to  study,  there  has 
been  a  corresponding  improvement  in  the  attainments  of  the  pupils. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  last  session,  was  195.  The 
number  admitted  for  this  term,  is  240,  which  is  estimated  to  be 
about  one-fifth  of  the  whole  number  of  deaf  mutes  in  the  State, 
and  nine-tenths  of  those  who  are  of  the  proper  age  for  instruction. 

There  are  eleven  Instructors  employed,  eight  gentlemen  and  their 
ladies,  six  of  whom  are  deaf  mutes,  and  five  speaking  and  hearing 
persons.  For  several  years  past,  the  Institution  has  been  very  much 
in  need  of  additional  rooms  to  accommodate  the  applicants  for  ad- 
mission as  pupils.  Through  the  liberality  of  the  last  Legislature, 
this  deficiency  has  been  supplied.  The  new  addition  just  completed, 
adds  to  the  capacity  of  the  Institution  about  one-third,  and  will 
furnish  accommodations  for  all  the  beneficiaries  the  State  will  furnish 
for  some  years  to  come.     The  annual  cost  per  pupil  for  support,  in- 
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eluding  tuition,  school  books,  boarding,  clothing,  medical  attendance, 
ordinary  repairs  and  furnishing,  the  past  year,  was  <$230. 

This  is  emphatically  a  manual  labor  school.  All  the  pupils  spend 
a  portion  of  each  day  in  some  labor  suited  to  their  age  and  capacity. 
The  boys  engage  in  boot  and  shoe  making,  cabinet  making,  or  in 
labor  on  the  farm  or  in  the  garden.  The  girls  engage  in  various 
kinds  of  needle  work,  and  other  domestic  employments  proper  for 
their  age.  The  object  aimed  at,  is  to  train  all  the  pupils  in  habits 
of  useful  industry,  that  when  they  leave  the  Institution,  they  may 
be  able  to  support  themselves. 

The  profits  from  the  sale  of  articles  manufactured  by  the  pupils, 
support  the  shops.  The  receipts  last  year  were  ^5,862  45,  and  the 
expenditures '$5,442  60, — leaving  a  balance  unexpended  of  $419  85. 

The  Institution,  in  the  number  and  classification  of  its  pupils ; 
in  the  character,  qualification  and  zeal  of  its  instructors  ;  in  the  con- 
veniences and  apparatus  of  the  school  rooms;  in  the  arrangement 
for  the  care  of  the  sick;  in  the  provisions  for  cooking  and  washing 
for  the  pupils,  and  for  their  sleeping  and  eating,  as  well  as  in  the 
work  departments,  never  has  been  in  so  favorable  a  condition  as  at 
present. 

The  Institution  is  a  constituent  part  of  our  common  school  edu- 
cation of  the  State,  and  I  can  but  thank  you  for  the  interest  you 
take  in  its  welfare.

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INDIANA    INSTITUTE     FOR    THE    EDUCATION    OF    THE    BLIND. 

This  Institution  constitutes  one  of  the  departments  of  public 
instruction  and  is  located  at  the  seat  of  government,  occupying  a 
beautiful  and  salubrious  site  in  the  northern  part  of  the  city. 

Its  design  is,  the  moral,  intellectual  and  physical  education  of 
the  blind  children  of  the  State,  and  it  is  in  no  sense  an  asylum  for 
the  aged  and  helpless,  or  a  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  ocular 
diseases. 

The  Institution  was  founded  in  tj^e  year  1847,  conformably  to  an 
act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  from  which  body  it  receives  its 
-entire  support,  through  the  medium  of  direct  appropriations  made 
upon  estimates  of  its  wants,  furnished  by  the  officers  in  charge. 

It  is  organized  under  three  separate  departments :  The  School, 
the  Industrial,  and  Household,  each  performing  its  respective  office 
of  ministering  to  tlie  improvement  and  comfort  of  the  pupils. 

The  general  government  of  the  Institute  is  entrusted  by  the  Leg- 
islature to  a  Board  of  Trustees,  elected  by  that  body,  while  the 
immediate  control  and  management  of  its  several  departments  are 
'Confided  to  a  general  Superintendent  chosen  by  the  Board. 

The  Superin-tendent  is  assisted  in  the  school  and  industrial  de- 
partments by  competent  instructors,  and  in  the  hou.sehold  depart- 
ments by  appropriate  officers,  who  administer  the  domestic  con- 
cerns. These  assistant  teachers  and  officers  also  receive  their 
appointment  from  the  Board  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, but  are  directly  responsible  to  the  latter  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  their  respective  trusts. 

The  plan  of  education  pursued  is  designed  to  be  thoroughly 
practical,  comprehending  all  that  is  necessary  for  such  a  develop- 
jnaent  of  the   mental   and    physical   powers  of  the   blind,  as  is  best 
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calculated  to  place  them  upon  an  equal  footing  with  seeing  persons 
in  their^apacity  for  usefulness  and  self-maintenance. 

The  course  of  instruction,  therefore,  embraces  in  addition  to  the- 
ordinary  routine  of  school  branches,  the  science  and  practice  of 
vocal  and  instrumental  music,  several  appropriate  mechanic  arts* 
moral  and  religious  culture,  and  such  other  training  as  serves  \<y 
establish  becoming  personal  habits,  energy  of  character,  business 
tact,  etc. 

In  the  household  department  every  means  that  experience  can 
suggest  for  the  promotion  of  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  pupils, 
is  provided.  Among  these  are  commodious,  well-ventilated  dor- 
mitories, school  rooms,  hospitals  and  various  other  apartments; 
spacious  piazzas  and  out-door  promenades,  suitable  for  exercise  in 
all  kinds  of  weather;  ample  arrangements  for  cold,  warm  and 
shower  bathing;  good  whobsome  food  and  comfortable  beds; 
prompt  medical  advice,  with  other  necessary  attention  in  case  of 
sickness;  and,  above  all,  kind  sympathizing  friends,  whose  duty 
and  pleasure  it  is  to  minister  to  the  moral  and  physical  wants  of 
their  unfortunate  charges,  striving  in  each  of  their  various  relations 
to  supply  to  them  all  the  desirable  comforts  of  home. 

The  term  of  instruction  is  not  limited  to  any  definite  number  of 
years,  but  is  determined  in  each  individual  case,  by  the  acquire- 
ments of  the  pupil  and  the  consequent  fitness  for  graduating.  Tke 
length  of  each  one's  term  will  of  course  depend  upon  his  aptness 
to  learn  and  the  extent  of  the  course  pursued. 

There  is  one  session  of  the  school  in  each  year,  commencing  ob 
the  first  Wednesday  after  the  15th  of  September,  and  closing  oa 
the  last  Wednesday  in  June  following,  leaving  a  vacation  of 
twelve  weeks,  during  which  time  the  pupils  have  an  opportunity 
of  visiting  their  homes  and  replenishing  their  clothing. 

The  school  opened  on  the  1st  of  October,  1847,  with  twenty- 
five  pupils.  The  number  em-olled  during  the  last  session  was  one 
hundred  and  seven.  The  total  number  received  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  Institution  in  1847,  to  the  date  of  this  report  is 
414 ;  221  males,  and  193  females. 

The  present  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  is  106y  many  more_ 
the  officers  state,  than  the  building  is  properly  designed  to  acoom^ 
modate.  But  an  application  will  be  made  to  the  coming  legisla- 
ture for  an  appropriation  with  which  to  erect  an  addition  to  the 
building,  which  will  double  its  present  capacity. 
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Judging  from  personal  visits  to  the  Institution  from  time  to  time 
•and  the  annual  reports  of  the  officers  in  charge,  it  would  appear  to 
be  fulfilling  its  humane  mission  in  behalf  of  the  afflicted  children 
of  the  State,  with  a  high  degree  of  success.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  the  Superintendent's  report  you  will  find  all 
statistical  and  other  information  that  is  necessary  to  be  known  ; 
still,  to  ''give  an  account  of  thy  stewardship,"  should  not  be  con- 
sidered an  unreasonable  requirement  from  any  who  have  been  in- 
trusted with  money,  or,  what  is  more  precious,  the  training  of 
immortal  minds  for  a  never-ending  eternity. 

In  presenting  this  report,  we  would  congratulate  you  upon  the 
progress  of  this  Heaven-blest  Institution.  Providence  has  gracious- 
ly brought  us  all  safely  through  another  year,  with  the  exception  of 
three  of  the  dear  little  ones,  whom  He  has  taken  to  Himself,  With 
this  exception,  general  good  health  has  prevailed,  throughout  the 
past  two  years,  and  all  have  been  preserved  from  the  "  pestilence 
that  walketh  in  darkness,"  and  from  the  ''  destruction  that  wasteth 
at  noonday." 

These  children  have  been  gathered  from  all  parts  of  the  State  ; 
many  from  hearthstones  whose  fires  have  gone  out  forever, — or, 
sadder  still,  from  abodes  of  wretchedness  and  vice,  where  the  holy 
influences  of  home  could  never  come.  Every  face  has  its  history 
and  every  heart  its  sorrow. 

We  feel  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  soothe  their  early  sorrows,  and 
lighten  all  their  griefs,  and  open  before  their  minds  the  glorious 
possibility  of  becoming  useful  and   honorable  men  and  women  in 
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this  life,  and  at  its  close,  of  gaining  a  happy  admittance  into  the 
^*  Christian's   Home  in  Glory." 

The  evidence  of  reform  already  visible  in  many  of  these  children, 
warrant  the  prospective  vision,  that  our  Nation  and  the  world  may 
yet  feel  the  influence  of  strong,  earnest,  noble  minds,  once  outcasts 
upon  the  streets  of  our  cities. 

The  schools  are  in  a  flourishing  condition  under  the  care  of  the 
Miss  Hurons,  of  Plainfield,  and  Miss  Hamilton,  of  Connersville, 
Indiana,  and  the  progress  of  the  children  is  very  satisfactory  and 
encouraging. 

The  Sabbath,  at  the  "  Home,"  is  a  very  interesting  and  busy 
day.  At  9  a.  m.,  the  children  are  assembled  for  religious  instruc- 
tion. The  time  is  occupied  in  singing  hymns, reading  and  reciting 
texts  or  whole  chapters  from  the  Bible,  which  they  have  committed 
through  the  week  ;  at  10^  a.  m.,  \\ie  have  preaching  by  our  Chap- 
lain. Sometimes  prayer  meetings  are  held,  in  which  the  children 
take  an  active  part.  It  is  very  encouraging  to  knov^'^  that  so  many 
of  them  do  go  with  their  little  burdened  hearts  to  "  Our  Father, 
who  art  in  Heaven,"  who  has  prortjised  to  hear  the  orphan's  cry  ; 
and  we  do  believe  he  has  heard  and  answered  many,  by  removing 
sorrow  from  their  hearts,  and  that  they  can  now  testify  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Christ,  and  we  trust  that  their  future  lives  will  be 
in  conformity  to  his  blessed  will.  At  2^  p.  m.,  we  have  regular 
Sabbath  School,  conducted  by  the  Superintendent.  Sixteen 
teachers  are  engaged  in  this  work.  The  time  spent  in  this  manner 
is  both  pleasant  and  profitable  to  all. 

We  feel,  as  we  enter  upon  another  year  of  our  earthly  toils  and 
experiences,  that  it  is  our  duty  to  "  thank  God  and  take  courage." 
We  do  thank  Him  for  what  He  has  done  for  this  Institution  in  the 
past,  and  is  still  doing;  and  by  these  recollections  we  are  inspired 
with  confidence,  and  trust  that  He  will  as  bountifully  provide  for 
^nd  bless  us  in  the  future.

INDIANA  MEDICAL  COLLEGE 

Was  founded  by  the  Indianapolis  Academy  of  Medicine,  in  May, 
1869.     A  committee  from   that   body,  consisting  of  Drs.    Kitchen^ 
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Newcomer,  Woodburn,  Oliver  and    Athan,  selected  the  following 
names  to  constitute  the  Faculty,  and  assigned  the  chairs  as  follows : 

J.  S.  Bobbs,  M.  D.,  Prof,  of  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. 

G.  W.  Mears,  M.  D.,  Professor  of  Obstetrics. 

R.  T.  Brown,  M.  D.,  Professor  of  Chemistry. 

T,  B.  Harvey,  M.  D.,  Professor  of  Diseases  of  Women  and 
Children. 

H.  Comingor,  M.  D.,  Professor  of  Surgical  Pathology  and  Or- 
thopeedic  Surgery. 

R.  N.  Todd,  M.  D.,  Professor  of  the  Principles  and  Practice  of 
Medicine. 

L.  D.  Waterman,  M.  D.,  Professor  of  Anatomy. 

W.  B.  Fletcher,  M.  D.,  Professor  of  Physiology.

The  College  course  commenced  November  1,  1869,  and  closed 
March  1,  lb70.  Number  of  matriculates,  81.  The  Faculty  held 
a  Spring  course,  all  engaging  in  it  but  Professor  Brown  ;  he  having 
been  excused,  and  Dr.  Thad.  M.  Stevens,  selected  to  deliver  the 
course  on  Chemistry. 

May  1,  1870,  a  vacancy  occurred  in  the  Faculty  in  the  decease 
of  Prof.  J.  S.  Bobbs.  The  chairs  of  Surgery  were  consolidated 
and  Prof.  H.  Comingor  was  elected  to  the  chair  of  Surgery. 

The  chair  of  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Toxicology  was  estab- 
lished, and  Dr.  Thad.  M.  Stevens  elected  to  fill  it. 

The  second  course,  1870-71,  opened  with  flattering  prospects. 
The  permanency  of  the  college  is  now  beyond  a  question. 

The  "  Bobbs-  Free  Dispensary,"  is  managed  in  connection  with 
the  College,  which  adds  greatly  to  the  facilities  for  teaching  chem- 
ical medicine  and  surgery.

COMPULSORY  EDUCATION  A  PRACTICAL  ANTI- 
DOTE FOR  CRIME. 

Political  economy,  as  we  discover  in  the  administration  of  our 
«ariminal  code,  presses  upon  the  State  the  importance  of  a  liberal 
educational  policy.     About  one-fifth  of  the  inmates  of  our  prisons 
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are  entirely  illiterate;  about  the  same  number  only  spell  and  read; 
about  tivo-thirds  can  only  read  and  write ;  and  about  one  in  two 
hundred  are  well  educated.  We  have  about  seven  hundred  con- 
victs in  our  two  State  prisons,  which,  in  the  cost  to  the  State  for 
their  arrest,  imprisonment  and  prosecution,  as  well  as  in  subse- 
quent expenditures,  have  been  a  heavy  expense.  We  have  about 
one  hundred  county  and  city  jails  which  will  average  five  each  as 
regular  boarders  at  public  cost.  The  incendiary  is  busy  in  swelling 
the  cost  of  crime. 

This  tide  of  evil  is  most  surely  arrested  by  the  instrumentality 
of  the  common  school  and  the  Sabbath  School.  The  State  has  to 
do  with  the  first,  the  Church  with  the  second.  The  common  school 
system  of  New  York  took  its  origin  as  a  means  of  preveiUing 
juvenile  crime.  Reform  schools  grew  out  of  the  difficulty  of  find- 
ing rf^lief  for  such  as  have  been  dismissed  from  police  penalties  for 
petty  crimes.  The  experiment  proved  a  success.  Prevention  was 
found  less  expensive  than  the  cost  of  neglect.  Every  family  was 
found  interested  in  this  great  preventive^  and  free  schools  have 
become  the  pride  of  every  State. 

Crime,  vagrancy,  ignorance  and  superstition  are  mutually  sup- 
portive of  each  other.  A  general  system  of  education  is  the  most 
effective  practical  antidote  at  the  command  of  the  State  for  these 
evils.  It  fertilizes  the  heart  and  head  for  good.  It  is  the  surest 
way  to  secure  the  perpetuity  of  our  social,  moral,  civil  and  relig- 
ious institutions. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  comes  to  our  consideration  the 
whole  subject  of  compulsory  education,  which  has  been  of  late 
years  a  topic  of  national  concern  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic. 
The  tendency  of  all  civilized  nations  is  to  a  full  recognition  of  the 
truth  that  the  State  has  the  right,  and  that  it  is  its  duty  to  educate 
its  entire  population — that  is,  when  parents  neglect  the  education 
of  their  children,  the  State  should  require  it  of  them — first  making 
compliance  with  such  obligations  possible  by  an  ample  and  com- 
plete educational  system.  This  whole  question  has  been  ably  pre- 
sented by  Warren  Johnson,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 
for  the  State  of  Maine,  in  his  report  of  last  year.     He  says  of 

COMPULSORY    EDUCATION. 

It  will  be  seen  that  only  50  per  cent,  of  the  census  number  of 
scholars  attend  the  public  schools.     With  all  due  allowance  for  the 
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extreme  limits  of  school  years  in  this  State,  from  four  to  twenty- 
one,  embracing  both  those  too  young  to  attend  school  and  those 
obliged  to  go  out  into  the  busy  world  to  seek  a  livelihood,  the 
absence  of  fifty  per  cent,  from  the  school-room  is  altogether  too 
great.  Some  are  willfully  absent,  drifting  on  the  streets,  loitering 
in  haunts  of  idleness  and  dissipation,  or  preparing  themselves  as 
future  occupants  of  the  poor-house,  the  jail  or  the  Stale  prison. 
Some  are  inconsiderately  kept  away  from  school  privileges  by 
parents;  others  designedly  and  through  the  short-sighted  cupidity 
of  parents.  Complaints  have  come  to  me  from  districts  where  ihe 
schools  have  been  rendered  nearly  valueless  because  the  children 
were  allowed  to  spend  their  time  in  gathering  berries,  or  required 
to  labor  on  the  farm  or  in  the  mill.  In  general  terms,  truancy  and 
absenteeism  deprive  us  of  at  least  twenty -five  per  cent,  of  attain- 
able results  in  the  educational  line.  This  ought  not  to  be.  It  be- 
comes, therefore,  the  imperative  duty  of  educators  of  the  State  to 
correct  this  evil.  Parents  and  teachers  should  employ  all  influences 
to  win  the  willing  to  the  school-room,  the  State  should  compel  the 
attendance  of  the  unwilling  and  those  forbidden  the  privilege  of 
laying  the  foundation  of  substantial  citizenship,  either  under  public 
or  private  instruction.  The  power,  that  is  the  State,  which  com- 
pels the  citizen  to  pay  his  annual  tax  for  the  support  of  schools, 
should  in  like  maimer  fill  the  schools  with  all  of  those  for  whose 
benefit  that  contribution  was  made.  It  is  in  the  light  of  a  solemn 
compact  between  the  citizen  and  the  State  comiriunity.  The 
private  citizen  contributes  of  his  means,  under  the  established  rule 
of  the  State,  for  the  education  of  the  youth,  with  a  view  to  pro. 
tection  of  person  and  security  to  property  ;  the  State,  com|)elling 
such  contributions,  is  under  reciprocal  obligations  to  provide  and 
secure  the  complete  education  lor  which  the  contribution  h;is  been 
made.  This  implies  the  exercise  of  State  power,  and  involves 
compulsory  attendance  as  a  duty  to  the  tax-payer.  The  State 
builds  prisons  and  penitentiaries  for  the  protection  of  society,  and 
taxes  society  for  the  same.  But  does  she  stop  here,  leaving  him 
who  has  violated  law  to  be  pursued  by  the  community  in  a  mass; 
to  be  apprehended  by  a  crowd  and  borne  by  a  throng  to  the  place 
of  incarceration?  No;  she  pursues  the  criminal  through  legit- 
imate instrumentalities;  ferrets  him  out  by  the  sharpest  means  of 
detection,  and  eventally  secures  that  safety  and  protection  to  soci. 
ety  for  which  society    has   been  taxed.     Now  to  prevent  crime,  to 
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anticipate  and  shut  it  off,  by  proper  compulsory  efforts  in  the 
school-room  ;  working  with  and  moulding  early  childhood  and 
youth  to  the  "principles  of  morality  and  justice,  and  a  sacred  re- 
gard for  truth  ;  love  of  country,  humanity  and  a  universal  benev- 
olence;  sobriety,  industry  and  frugality;  chastity,  moderation  and 
temperance,  and  all  other  virtues  which  are  the  ornaments  of  soci- 
ety," the  State  not  only  has  the  right  to  inaugurate  such  methods 
as  may  be  deemed  best,  but  is  under  strict  obligations  to  fulfill  by 
all  the  means  in  her  power. 

Again,  the  child  has  certain  rights  which  the  State  should  watch 
and.  protect.     While  I  allow  the  almost  supreme  authority  of  the 
parent  over  the  offspring,  there  are  still  certain  rights  belonging  to 
the   child,  common    to   humanity,  which    the   parent   is   bound   to 
respect.     Municipal  and  State  law  recognizes  ihis  when  it  provides 
that  the  naked  or  starving  child  shall  be  clothed  at  family  or  public 
expense,  and  when  it  takes    helpless  youth   from  the  abode,  not 
home,  of  the  dissolute,  dissipated  parents  and  places  it  under  suit- 
able guardianship.     But  these  are  only  physical  rights  of  the  child 
thus  cared  for.      There  are  higher  rights  and  higher  wants  to  be 
respected.     The   suffering  child  cries   for  and    demands  not  only- 
clothing  and  bread  for  comfort  and  life,  but  begs  that  his  intellec- 
tual and  moral  capabilities  be  unfolded  and  fashioned  into  noble 
and  high  aspirations,  prc-requisites  to  a  high  toned  citizenship  and 
a  true  and  full  lil'e  in  the  w^orld.      Indeed  the   State  to-day  stands 
in  greater  need   of   skilled  labor,  active,  discriminating,  thorough* 
careful  judgment,  born  of  culture,  and  noble  manhood  based  on 
the  strictest  appreciation  of  "the  beautiful,  the  true  and  the  good,'' 
than  it  does  on    a  numerous  population  or  the  brawn  of  physical 
force.     Mind,  not  muscle,  is  the  strength  of  a  State.     Brain  power, 
not  the  strength  of  limb,  elevates  and  perpetuates. 

The  drifting  sands  of  the  desert  and  the  flood  deposits  of  the 
Nile  have  buried  in  one  common  sepulture  Persian  and  Egyptian 
monocracies,  leaving  nothing  but  mounds  and  pyramids  to  mark 
the  ancient  reign  of  brute  force,  chilling,  not  inspiring,  the  heart  of 
modern  society,  while  Greece  still  chastens  and  refines  the  world 
through  her  philosophy,  and  Rome  calmly  rules  the  nations  of  to- 
day through  her  jurisprudence.  And,  if  we  maybe  allowed  to 
utter  it  without  the  imputation  of  egotism  or  of  exciting  sectional 
bitterness,  in  the  great  struggle  through  which  the  nation  has  just 
passed,  the   keen  penetration,  skillful  energies  and  well  delivered 
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blows  matured  and  fashioned  iu  the  Daily  Public  School  of  the 
North,  quickly  pierced  to  the  downfall  of  that  powerful  organiza- 
tioD,  based  upon  the  culture  of  the  few,  and  the  bondage,  ignor- 
ance and  mere  physical  force  of  the  many.  Both  the  rights  of  the 
child  and  the  perpetuity  of  the  State  establish  the  right  of  com- 
pulsory attendance. 

Influenced  by  these  three  considerations,  therefore,  namely,  the 
obligation  of  the  State  to  the  tax-payer,  the  right  of  the  child  to 
an  education,  and  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  nation,  I  have 
no  hesitation  in  recommending  the  enactment  of  a  law  securing-  in 
some  form  the  education  of  all  youth  in  the  State.  There  should 
be  limitation  of  age,  embracing,  perhaps,  all  between  seven  and 
fifteen,  and  also  of  time,  perhaps  three  months  of  the  year.  The 
present  truant  law  is  entirely  inefficient  to  cover  the  ground  con- 
templated in  the  foregoing. 

The  following  able  defence  of  the  question  is  taken  from  the 
Fort  Wayne  Daily  Gazette^  and  merits  a  candid  consideration: 

" '  Now  we  must  teach  our  new  masters  to  read  and  write,'  was 
the  terse  exclamation  of  Robert  Lowe,  the  gifted  Chancellor  of  the 
British  Exchequer,  when  the  triumphant  Reform  Bill  of  '67,  in- 
creased a  hundred  per  cent,  the  number  of  voters  in  England  and 
Wales.  And  right  bravely  have  the  English  gone  to  work  to  carry- 
out  this  idea  embodied  in  legislative  reform.  London  has  just 
elected  a  School  Board  in  which  appear  names  eminent  in  science 
and  letters,  who  will  take  measures  to  enforce  this  legislation. 
Other  towns  will  follow,  and  a  glorious  educational  era  seems 
about  to  dawn  upon  that  invincible  island. 

That  is  precisely  what  is  necessary  in  this  country,  and  we 
take  this  opportunity  of  calling  the  attention  of  our  Senators  and 
Representatives  elect  to  this  important  question.  There  will,  pro- 
bably, be  a  great  deal  of  squirming  on  the  part  of  some  at  the  bare 
mention  of  compulsory  education.  Still,  it  can't  be  helped. 
There  are  some  people  who  don't  seem  to  have  any  other  mis- 
sion in  the  world  than  simply  to  squirm.  To  all  such  we  say, 
slightly  modifying  the  famous  response  of  the  undaunted  The- 
mistocles  to  the  impatient  Grecian  mob:  '  Squirm,  but  hear  us.'' 
Of  what  avail,  pray,  is  our  much  lauded  free  school  system,  if 
the  very  classes  that  stand  in  greater  need  of  it  than  all  others 
can  defeat  its  object  by  staying  away    from    school    altogether? 
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If  there  were  no  free  schools,  a  large  part  of  the  people  would 
still  be  educated  and  virtuous.  The  ignorant  are  those  from 
whom  society  has  most  to  fear,  not  so  much  because  they  are 
simply  ignorant  as  because  ignorance  is  the  prolific  parent  of 
vice.  Now,  why  does  the  State  meddle  with  education  at  all? 
Why  is  it  not  left  to  individuals?  Simply  because  self-preser- 
vation makes  it  a  national  duty  to  adopt  whatever  measures  the 
combined  wisdom  of  the  Nation  decides  to  be  most  couducive 
to  national  order,  strength  and  perpetuity.  All  agree  that  public 
education  is  one  of  the  most  potent  agencies  for  securing  this 
result,  and  that  the  Nation  is  justified  in  using  the  public  funds 
therefor.  But  to  allow  the  indifferent  and  the  criminally  dis- 
posed to  absent  themselves  at  will  from  the  public  schools,  in 
order  to  educate  themselves  in  all  manner  of  crime,  thereby 
entailing  the  vast  public  expense  of  keeping  up  penitentiaries  and 
courts  of  law,  granting  no  right  to  the  State  to  compel  the 
ignorant  and  vicious  to  be  trained  up  to  habits  of  moral  and 
mental  culture  in  the  public  schools  established  for  that  very 
purpose,  is  contrary  to  common  sense  and  sets  all  logic  at  de- 
fiance. 

And  yet,  this  is  precisely  what  is  going  on,  at  the  present  time, 
in  this  State,  and,  if  we  mistake  not,  in  all  other  States.  If  a 
parent  chooses  to  keep  his  child  from  school  for  any  purpose, 
even  if  it  be  so  vile  a  one  as  to  stand  in  a  filthy  saloon  and 
sell  intoxicating  liquor  by  the  glass,  there  is  no  power  to  prevent 
him.  What  is  the  consequence  of  this  legislative  sin  of  omis- 
sion ?  Can  there  be  but  one  ?  The  number  of  those  Americans 
who  can  neither  read  nor  write  is  expressed  by  some  millions.  It 
is  unnecessary  for  us  to  go  out  of  Fort  Wayne  to  see  the  prac- 
tical workings  of  this  fatal  policy  of  unlimited  freedom.  Any 
observing  person  can  count  up  by  the  score  boys  who  ought  to  be 
in  the  public  schools  availing  themselves  of  that  training  which 
will  prepare  them  for  being  useful  citizens,  but  who,  instead,  are 
ranging  the  streets  and  growing  up  to  be  ignorant  and  depraved 
men — a  curse  to  the  city  and  the  State.  Some  often  stay  away 
from  school  of  their  own  free  will,  and  others  are  kept  out  by  their 
parents.  The  general  result,  however,  is  about  the  same  in  either 
case — ignorance  and  crime. 

Now,  what  we  demand  is  some  definite  and  wholesome  legisla- 
tion which  will  prevent  any   parent  from  allowing  his  child  to  be 
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deprived  of  tlie  just  and  liberal  educational   privileges  which  the 
State  has  taken   so   much  pains  to  provide.     Let  every  parent  be 
compelled  by   law  to  see   that   his   child   has  a  certain  amount  of 
educational  training,  and  if  he  fails  to  do  it,  let  the  State  stand  in  • 
loco  parentis. 

But,  says  some  objector,  the  scheme  is  oppressive  and  impracti- - 
cable.  Well,  all  righteous  legislation  is  considered  impracticable 
by  those  for  whom  it  was  made.  And  it  has  been  too  gloriously 
successful  in  other  countries  to  talk  aboyt  its  impracticability  now. 
It  is  to  this  very  system  of  compulsory  education  that  Prussia  is 
indebted  for  her  wonderful  strength  and  elasticity  ;  her  marvelous 
progress  and  invincible  majesty  as  a  nation.  Every  child  in 
Prussia  is  compelled  by  law  to  be  well  educated  someAvhere.  Alt 
her  people  are  compelled  to  be  trained  in  the  habits  of  virtue, 
industry  and  study  in  her  magnificent  schools.  The  consequence 
is  there  are  no  ignorant  classes  whence  to  recruit  the  dark  and 
destructive  hosts  of  crime,  and  she  is  invincible,  both  in  the  cabinet 
and  the  field. 

England  has  at  last  seen  the  folly  of  allowing  one  million  of 
children  to  be  absent  from  school  either  to  please  their  own  way- 
ward fancy  or  the  capricious  whims  of  their  parents,  thus  bringing 
about  such  a  shocking  state  of  thing.^  that  in  '66,  twenty-three  per 
cent,  of  the  males  who  were  married  could  not  sign  their  names  to 
the  register,  and  less  than  three  per  cent  of  the  convicted  criminal-* 
could  read  and  write.  She  has  provided  a  stringent  national  law 
against  such  unlimited  freedom,  and  is  proceeding  to  execute  it.. 
Let  this  State  and  the  United  States  learn  the  inferred  lesson  in 
time." 

The  following  statistics  furnished  by  the  National  Bureau  of " 
Education  admonish  us  of  the  importance  of  assuming  higher ; 
ground  on  the  subject  of  popular  education  than  we  have  yet. 
taken  :

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We   have  a  population  of  about  620,000   children   between   six 

;aiid  twenty-one  years  of  age.     Of  these  only  about  463,000  attend 

school  in  one  year,  and  the   irregularity  of  their  attendance  is  so 

great  that  only  282,000,  or  about  one  third,  are  regularly  at  school 

-during:  the  months  the  schools  are  in  session. 


REFORMATORY   INSTITUTIONS. 

The  evidences  presented  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Reform 
'.fSchool  at  Plainfield,  is  a  strong  argumeut  in  favor  of  the  economy 
■  of  education.  How  much  more  satisfactory  to  the  Christian  States- 
man, as  well  as  Christian  Jurist,  to  contemplate  an  out-lay  of  money 
as  a  means  of  developing  a  useful  and  noble  manhood,  than  by 
neglecting  it,  to  spend  yet  more  in  punishing  crimes  that  are  the 
.-sequence  of  indifference  and  neglect. 

The  State,  acting  the  part  of  a  cherishing  mother,  gathers  those 
^^vaifs  from  the  purlieus  of  vagrancy  and  vice,  who,  among  loving 
and  genial  friends,  and 'under appropriate  teachers,  are  inspired  with 
noble  desires  and  worthy  motives,  and  trained  for  honest  toil  and 
useful  citizenship.  Many  a  mother  here  finds  a  "  door  of  hope," 
when  all  appeared  lost ;  and  many  a  friendless  orphan  finds  a  rescue 
from  crime,  who  would  otherwise  only  live  to  beceme  the  victims 
lof  our  peual  code.

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The  foregoing  statement  shows  a  deplorable  state  of  ignorance  to 
prevail  among  juvenile  delinquents.  Many  of  the  boys  are  desti- 
tute of  a  knowledge  of  the  elementary  branches  usually  taught  in 
our  Common  Schools.  This  illiterate  condition  is  not  the  result  of 
a  deficiency  in  aptness  to  learn,  but  of  their  unfavorable  social  con- 
dition in  early  life.  A  large  majority  of  the  boys  are  half-orphans? 
and  many  of  them  were  early  deprived  of  both  parents.  Being  thus 
early  deprived  of  that  parental  tuition  and  protection  essential  to  a 
decent  rearing,  many  of  them  had  become  out-casts  and  vagabonds 
upon  the  bosom  of  society;  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  timely  in- 
terposition of  the  Reform  School,  they,  who  are  now  being  made 
happy,  and  are  being  trained  to  lives  of  respectability  and  useful- 
ness, might  otherwise  have  grown  up  to  manhood  with  their  minds 
shrouded  with  ignorance,  and  their  hearts  set  to  do  evil.  Usually, 
when  the  boys  are  first  received,  they  do  not  evince  much  anxiety  to 
study  ;  but  after  they  become  thoroughly  interested  in  their  books, 
they  show  as  much  eagerness  and  ability  to  learn,  as  is  generally 
observed  in  other  children.  The  educational  facilities  of  the  Insti- 
tution afford  ample  opportunity  for  each  boy  to  prepare  himself  for 
the  successful  conduct  of  the  ordinary  affairs  of  life.  The  system 
of  instruction  is  substantially  the  same  as  is  employed  in  our  best 
regulated  Common  Schools.  The  common  branches,  only,  are 
taught.  One  half  of  each  day  is  devoted  to  school,  the  other  half 
to  labor.  Thus  while  their  minds  are  being  cultivated,  they  are 
acquiring  physical  strength  and  habits  of  industry.  In  addition  to 
this,thev  are  suitably  instructed  in  morals  and  religion.  Thus  there  is 
uniformity  and  simultaneous  development  of  the  boy's  whole  being. 

We  have  always  found  education  to  be  a  potent  agent  in  reform. 
Its  tendency  is  to  expel  that  ignorance  which  has  kept  them  in  ser- 
vilence  to  their  animal  propensities,  and  to  elevate  them  above  those 
degrading  pursuits  from  which  they  have  derived  their  ill-gotten 
gains.  Besides,  it  furnishes  new  and  more  elevating  subjects  of 
contemplation,  and  engenders  more  ennobling  ideas  of  individual 
being  and  individual  responsibilities.  Aside  from  the  benefit  which 
they  derive  from  a  half  day's  schooling  each  day,  they  all  have  ac- 
cess to  a  well-selected  library,  from  one  to  two  hours  every  evening 
during  the  year.  With  these  opportunities,  and  with  the  assistance 
of  kind  and  sympathetic  teachers  to  urge  and  to  stimulate  them  to 
their  enjoyment,  it  does  seem  that  much  permanent  good  will  ac- 
crue to  these  heretofore  neglected  out-casts  of  society. 
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111  closing  this  brief  report,  permit  nie  to  thank  you  for  your  fre- 
quent visits  and  able  addresses  to  the  boys,  all  of  which  have  been 
jirod active  of  much  good.

DESCRIPTIO.\    OF    TllK     INDIANA    HOUSE     OF    REFUGE. 

The  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  by  an  Act  approved 
March  8th,  1867,  established  an  Institution  to  be  known  as  the 
"  House  of  Refuge  for  the  Correction  and  Reformation  of  Juvenile 
Offenders."  To  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars  was  appropriated.  In  the  spring  succeeding  the 
passage  of  this  bill,  a  farm,  consisting  of  225  acres,  was  purchased 
for  a  location,  and  during  the  summer  following,  the  primary  build- 
ings were  erected.  The  farm  is  situated  on  the  east  and  west  banks 
of  the  White  Lick  Creek,  one  mile  south  of  the  village  of  Plainfield, 
in  Hendricks  county,  and  fourteen  miles  west  of  Indianapolis,  on  a 
line  of  the  Terre  Haute,  Vandaila  and  Indianapolis  Rail  Road.  It 
embraces  a  variety  of  productive  soil,  and  contains  but  little  waste 
land.  About  eighty  acres  are  still  in  timber,  which,  being  thin, 
afiords  good  grazing  grounds  for  the  stock  of  the  farm.  About  forty 
acres  of  the  arable  land  is  fertile,  productive  bottom.  From  this, 
large  crops  of  corn  are  annually  harvested.  The  balance  of  the 
cleared  land  is  elevated  and  rolling, — suitable  for  grass,  small  grains 
and  vegetables.  About  twenty  acres  of  this  land  is  planted  in  an 
orchard,  which  embraces  918  apple  trees,  220  cherry  trees,  220  stand- 
ard pear  trees,  and  120  dwarf  pear  trees.  About  two  acres  of  this 
ground  is  planted  in  grape  vines  and  small  fruits. 

The  leading  industries  of  the  Institution  are  cane  seating  chairs, 
farming,  gardening  and  shoe-making.  About  thirty  of  the  boys  are 
employed  in  the  different  divisions  of  the  domestic  department,  and 
a  few  are  employed  at  carpentering. 

The  plan  upon  which  this  Institution  is  conducted,  is  familiarly 
known  as  the  "  Family  System,"  as  opposed  to  the  "  Congregate 
Plan."  Upon  this  plan  the  inmates  are  divided  ii;ito  families  of 
fifty  boys  each,  each  family  having  a  separate  house,  and  separate 
family  officers.  The  officers  of  each  family  are,  a  House  Father, 
under  whose  charge  the  family  is  placed,  and  an  Elder  Brother,  who 
assists  the  House  Father  in  the  government  of  his  family.     Each 
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family  is  distinct  from  the  others,  in  its  own  local  management,  but 
is  united  in  government  with  the  other  families,  under  one  central 
head.  Each  family  has  a  separate  dormitory,  school  room,  play 
ground,  and  a  separate  table  in  the  dining  room.  The  government 
of  the  families  is  parental.  Coercion  is  never  used,  until  moral 
means  have  failed 

The  enclosure  contains  about  22  acres,  which  will  eventually  be 
tastefully  laid  off  into  lawns,  and  suitably  ornamented  and  beauti- 
fied. No  physical  instrumentalities  are  employed  to  restrain  the 
inmates,  or  to  prevent  them  from  escaping.  The  buildings  are  lo- 
cated on  the  w^est  bank  of  the  Creek,  and  afford  a  commanding  view 
of  the  surrounding  country.  The  location  is  considered  very  healthy, 
being  elevated  above  all  miasmatic  emanations.  In  convenient 
proximity  to  the  plat  of  buildings,  are  two  copious  living  springs, 
which  furnish  an  abundance  of  pure  cold  water. 

The  engraving  herewith  inserted,  is  an  accurate  plan  for  the  ulti- 
mate completion  of  the  establiehment.  The  buildings  already- 
constructed  in  this  plat,  are  the  Main  Building,  the  three  Family 
liouses  to  the  south,  and  the  one  commencing  the  series  at  the 
north,  the  work-shop  to  the  south,  and  the  bake  house.  The  main 
building  is  constructed  after  the  Italian  mode  of  architecture  ;  it  is 
04  feet  wide,  by  128  feet  long,  external  measurement,  and  is  thrse 
stories  high  above  the  basement.  The  basement  is  eight  feet  in 
the  clear,  and  is  divided  into  a  kitchen,  laundry  aad  ironing  room, 
vegetable  cellar,  bath  rooms,  furnace  rooms,  and  a  store  room.  On 
the  first  floor  are  the  office,  reception  room,  oflScers'  and  boys'  din- 
ing rooms,  store  room  and  pantry.  On  the  second  iioor  are  the 
parlor.  Superintendent's  family  room.s,  two  guest  rooms,  and  three 
rooms  for  employes.  On  the  third  floor  are  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent's room,  two  rooms  for  employes,  the  Chapel,  a  small  hospital, 
and  a  "  Chamber  of  Reflection."  The  Family  houses  are  38  feet 
wide,  by  56  feet  long,  and  are  two  stories  high  abeve  the  basement. 
The  basement  is  divided  into  a  coal  room,  and  a  large  wash  room 
for  the  boys.  The  first  floor  contains  the  family  school  room,  which 
is  also  used  mornings  and  evenings  for  a  Family  sitting  room,  and 
two  rooms  for  the  House  Father.  The  second  floor  contains  the 
boys'  dormitory,  clothes  room,  and  night-closet,  and  a  room  for  the 
Elder  Brother.  The  shop  building  is  two  stories  high  above  the 
basement.  The  basement  is  used  for  a  misceflaneous  store  room 
and  wood  house.     The  first  floor  contains  the  carpenter  shop,  tailor 
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shojD  and  paint  room.  The  second  floor  contains  the  chair  shop 
and  shoe  shojD.  The  above-mentioned  buildings  are  all  constructed 
of  brick,  and  are  plain  and  substantial.  The  Family  houses  are 
well  lighted  and  well  ventilated,  and  afford  ample  room  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  a  family  of  fifty  boys.  The  school  room  in  each 
building  is  kept  clean  and  cheerful,  and  is  furnished  with  ample 
black-board  room. 

In  addition  to  the  above  described  buildings,  there  have  been 
erected  in  convenient  distance  from  the  Main  building,  a  commo- 
dious barn,  a  garden  house,  a  hen  house,  and  other  minor  out-build- 
ings. The  buildings  are  plainly  and  substantially  constructed,  and 
well  serve  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  designed. 

EDUCATION  IN  PRISONS. 

The  true  aim  of  a  State,  in  the  punishment  of  crime,  is  two  fold: 
"  Terror  to  evil  doers,'"  and  "  The  praise  of  them  that  do  well." 
We  perform  a  duty  to  the  criminal  and  to  the  State,  when  we  re- 
quire of  him  payment  of  the  penalty  the  law  requires.  When  the 
debt  is  paid,  it  is  the  interest  of  the  State  to  have  the  prisoner  re- 
turn to  society  a  reformed  man,  who  desires  to  honor  the  law  by 
industry,  economy  and  a  virtuous  life. 

Some  innocent  men,  by  the  accidents  of  criminal  jurisprudence, 
are  condemned  to  a  convict's  life.  The  worst  criminals  too  fre- 
quently escape  justice.  Whom  the  law  makes  the  greatest  criminal, 
is  often  known  to  have  become  such  by  the  force  of  circumstances, 
which,  if  rightly  interpreted,  would  fasten  his  guilt  more  on  others, 
who  go  unpunished,  than  on  himself.  Such  is  the  uncertainty  of 
human  laws  and  of  human  justice.  Ignorance  and  evil  company, 
the  inheritance  which  society  has  given  them,  are,  more  than  any 
other,  the  source  of  their  crimes. 

Among  these  men,  we  must  not  suppose  there  is  neither  honor  nor 
good  desires  There  is  often  found  in  prison  cells  the  elements  of  a 
true  manhood,  which,  if  once  brought  out  by  culture  and  the  genial 
influence  of  Christian  sympathy  and  encouragement,  may  be  made 
a  blessing  to  the  State  and  the  world.  The  world  has  on  its  records, 
many  that  have  risen  to  great  usefulness  through  prison  cells.  "God 
works  in  a  mysterious  way  his  wonders  to  perform."  I  am  no  ad- 
vocate for  relaxing  the  just  penalty  to  crime.  I  would  rather  inspire 
the   pri:^oner  with  a  just  and  full  realization  of  his  offense,  and  a 
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sense  of  his  duty  to  the  State  ;  to  honor  it  and  its  laws,  by  a  manly, 
proper  and  cheerful  submission  to  all  the  law  lays  upon  him.  Is  he 
a  young  man  who  lias  many  years  to  live  after  he  has  paid  the 
penalty  of  the  law  ?  Is  he  the  father  of  a  family,  to  whom,  after  a 
few  years,  he  will  return,  to  fill  again  his  place  in  the  family  circle? 
Whoever  he  may  be,  he  should  leave  the  prison  walls  better  than 
he  entered  them.  He  should  not  be  without  honor,  who  not  only 
submits  to  the  providence  that  makes  him  a  convict  for  crime,  but 
faithfully  and  honestly  ))erforms  the  labor  assigned  him,  "not  only 
for  wrath,  but  for  conscience  sake." 

That  such  may  be  fully  sensible  that  the  State  desires  such  re- 
sults from  its  prison  disci |)line,  a  liberal  course  should  be  pursued 
towards  the  prisoner,  in  afibrding  him  at  least  a  conmion  business 
education,  as  well  as  furnish  his  mind  with  food  for  thought  that 
will  create  within  him  a  desire  for  a  better  and  higher  life  than  that 
which  lias  given  him  manacles  and  a  prison  cell. 

At  a  late  meeting  of  the  managers  of  Prisons  and  Reformatories 
in  the  United  States,  at  Cincinnati,  the  following  Declaration  oJ' 
Principles,  touching  Education  as  a  part  of  the  prison  work,  was 
adopted : 

"  Education  is  the  vital  force  in  the  reformation  of  fallen  men  and 
w^otnen.  Its  tendency  is  to  quicken  the  intellect,  inspire  self-respect, 
excite  to  higher  aims,  and  afford  a  healthful  substitute  for  low  and 
vicious  amusements.  Education  is  therefore  a  matter  of  primary 
importance  in  prisons,  and  should  be  carried  to  the  utmost  extent 
consistent  with  tlic  other  purposes  of  such  institutions. 

''  In  order  to  the  reformation  of  imprisoned  criminals,  there  must 
be  not  only  a  sincere  desire  and  intention  to  that  end,  but  a  serious 
conviction  in  the  minds  of  the  prison  officers,  that  they  are  capable 
of  being  reformed,  since  no  man  can  heartily  maintain  a  discipline 
at  war  with  his  inward  beliefs;  no  man  can  earnestly  strive  to  ac- 
complish what  in  his  heart  he  despairs  of  accomplishing. 

"A  system  of  prison  discipline,  to  be  truly  reformatory,  must  gain 
the  will  of  the  convict.  He  is  to  be  amended;  but  how  is  this  pos- 
sible, with  his  mind  in  a  state  of  hostility  ?  No  system  can  hope 
to  succeed,  which  does  not  secure  this  harmony  of  wills,  so  that  the 
prisoner  shall  choose  for  himself  what  his  officer  chooses  for  him. 
But  to  this  end  the  officer  must  really  choose  the  good  of  the  pris- 
oner, and  the  prisoner  must  remain  in  his  choice  long  enough  for 
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virtue  to  become  a  habit.  This  consent  of  wills  is  an  essential 
condition  of  reformation. 

"  The  interest  of  society  and  the  interest  of  the  convicted  criminal, 
are  really  identical,  and  they  should  be  made  practically  so.  At 
present,  there  is  a  combat  between  crime  and  laws.  Each  sets  the 
other  at  defiance,  and,  as  a  rule,  there  is  little  kindly  feeling,  and  few 
friendly  acts  on  either  side.  It  would  be  otherwise,  if  crimi^ials,  on 
conviction,  instead  of  being  cast  off,  were  rather  made  the  objects 
of  a  generous  parental  care  ;  that  is,  if  they  were  trained  to  virtue, 
and  not  merely  sentenced  to  suffering. 

"  The  prisoner's  self-respect  should  be  cultivated  to  the  utmost, 
and  every  effort  made  to  give  back  to  him  his  manhood.  There  is 
no  greater  mistake  in  the  whole  compass  of  penal  discipline,  than 
its  studied  imposition  of  degradation  as  a  part  of  punishment.  Such 
imposition  destroys  every  better  impulse  and  aspiration.  It  crushes 
the  weak,  irritates  the  strong,  and  indisposes  all  to  submission  and 
reform.  It  is  trampling  where  we  ought  to  raise,  and  is  therefore 
as  unchristian  in  principle  as  it  is  unwise  in  policy. 

"  In  prison  administration,  moral  forces  should  be  relied  upon, 
with  as  little  admixture  of  physical  force  as  possible,  and  organized 
persuasion  be  made  to  take  the  place  of  coercive  restraint,  the  ob" 
ject  being  to  make  upright  and  industrious  freemen,  rather  than 
orderly  and  obedient  prisoners.  Brute  force  may  make  good  pris- 
oners ;  moral  training  alone  will  make  good  citizens.  To  the  latter 
of  these  ends,  the  living  soul  must  be  won ;  to  the  former,  only  the 
inert  and  obedient  body. 

"  Industrial  training  should  have  both  a  higher  development  and 
a  greater  breadth  than  has  heretofore  been,  or  is  now,  commonly 
given  to  it  in  our  prisons.  Work  is  no  less  an  auxiliary  to  virtue,*" 
than  it  is  a  means  of  support.  Steady,  active,  honorable  labor  is  the 
basis  of  all  reformatory  discipline.  It  not  only  aids  reformation,  but 
is  essential  to  it.  It  was  a  maxim  with  Howard,  "  make  men  dili- 
gent, and  they  will  be  honest,"— a  maxim  which  this  Congress  re- 
gards as  eminently  sound  and  practical. 

"  Prisons,  as  well  as  prisoners,  should  be  classified  or  graded,  so 
that  there  shall  be  prisons  for  the  untried,  for  the  incorrigible,  and 
for  other  degrees  of  depraved  character,  as  well  as  separate  estab- 
lishments for  women,  and  for  criminals  of  the  younger  class. 

"  It  is  the  judgment  of  this  Congress,  that  repeated  short  sentences 
for  minor  criminals,  are  worse  than  useless,  —  that,  in  fact,  they 
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rather  stimulate  than  repress  transgression.  Reformation  is  a  work 
of  time;  and  a  benevolent  regard  to  the  good  of  the  criminal  him- 
self, as  well  as  to  the  protection  of  society,  requires  that  his  sentence 
be  long  enough  for  reformatory  processes  to  take  effect. 

"  Preventive  institutions,  such  as  truant  homes,  industrial  schools, 
&c.,  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  children  not  yet  criminal,  but 
in  danger  of  becoming  so,  constitute  the  true  field  of  promise,  in 
which  to  labor  for  the  repression  of  crime. 

"  More  systematic  and  comprehensive  methods  should  be  adopted 
to  save  discharged  prisoners,  by  providing  them  with  work,  and  en- 
couraging them  to  redeem  their  character  and  regain  their  lost 
position  in  society.  The  State  has  not  discharged  its  whole  duty  to 
the  criminal,  when  it  has  punished  him,  nor  even  wdien  it  has  re- 
formed him.  Having  raised  him  up,  it  has  the  further  duty  to  aid 
in  holding  him  up.  And  to  this  end  it  is  desirable  that  State  socie- 
ties be  formed,  which  shall  co-operate  with  each  other  in  this  work." 

I  can  not  well  close  this  interesting  topic  in  connection  with 
State  education  without  introducing  the  following  appropriate  sen- 
timent's from  the  pen  of  Z.  R.  Brockway,  whose  devotion  and  suc- 
cess in  this  work  entitle  it  to  deliberate  consideration : 

"  In  administering  a  prison  system,  or  a  system  of  prisons,  the  in- 
tellectual education  of  all  classes  must  take  more  prominent  place, 
and  the  education  of  adult  prisoners  must  not  be  neglected.  The 
conviction  is  gaining  ground  that  Christian  character  can  be  culti- 
vated; that  it  can  come  onlp  thus;  that  it  is  no  moral  mirage  to  be 
made  at  will  with  human  emotions,  but  a  veritable  quality  of 
being,  inbred  and  inwrought  by  Christian  culture ;  that  criminals 
are  susceptible  to  change  for  the  better  by  this  means,  and  that 
education  in  its  enlarged  sense  is  the  true  title  for  the  process. 
The  absence  of  ordinary  information  indicated  by  the  statistics 
before  given  is  enough  of  itself  to  drive  these  people  to  degrading 
occupations  and  amusements.  Such  absence  of  mental  culture 
must  leave  them  as  the  same  statistics  show  them  to  be — the  blind 
servants  of  the  animal  instincts,  and  these  are  both  favorable  con- 
ditions for  crime.  The  effect  of  education  is  reformatory,  for  it 
tends  to  dissipate  poverty  by  imparting  intelligence  sufficient  to 
conduct  ordinary  affairs,  and  puts  into  the  mind  necessarily  habits 
of  punctuality,  method  and  perseverance.  By  education  the  whole 
man  is  toned  up,  and  not  only  the  habits  but  the  quality  of  the 
mind  itself  is  improved,  so  that  its  strength   and  activity  render 
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possible,  nice,  discriminating,  moral  perceptions,  whose  tendency- 
is  to  better  impulses  aod  acts.  There  is  a  difference  in  the  char- 
acteristics of  criminals  answerable  to  this  law  of  their  develop- 
ment; there  is  a  refinement  of  roguery  with  «ome  and  a  devilish 
way  of  doing  things  with  others  that  corresponds  with  the  culture 
tiiey  have  received.  If  culture  then  has  a  refining  influence  at  all, 
tis  only  necessary  to  carry  it  far  enough  to  cultivate  the  criminal 
out  of  his  criminality,  and  to  constitute  him  (toward  society)  a 
reformed  man.  Education  helps  to  good  society,  without  which, 
permanent  reformation  cannot  be,  and  at  the  same  time  imparts 
an  impulse  in  that  direction  ;  for  the  consciousness  that  our  tastes 
are  in  harmony  with  any  class,  and  of  our  ability  to  make  ourselves 
agreeable  to  them,  inclines  us  to  their  society.  Education  occupies 
the  time  and  affords  society  in  solitude,  whose  tendency  otherwise 
is  always  deteriorating;  it  adds  firmness  to  the  mind,  thus  fitting 
it  for  the  crisis  of  life,  constituting  fortitude  the  guard  and  support 
of  the  other  virtues.  The  testimony  of  those  who  are  making  a 
quite  thorough  experiment  in  educating  adult  prisoners  is  entirely 
favorable  to  our  view.  It  is  stated  that  there  is  a  desire  to  learn 
greater  than  in  the  common  schools  for  children,  and  that  better 
average  progress  is  madef;  that  the  school  exercises  produce  very 
marked  change  in  the  appearance  of  the  prisoners,  the  gross,  ani- 
mal aspect  departing,  the  face  and  form  robing  themselves  with 
the  habiliments  of  manliness ;  also,  that  between  forty  and  fifty 
per  cent,  of  the  prisoners  in  the  school  are  deeply  interested  in 
their  personal  religious  relations,  while  only  six  per  cent,  of  the 
others  manifest  any  special  regard  to  the  matter.  The  testimony 
of  a  reformed  man  is  also  in  point.  He  says  :  "  The  darkness  of 
my  situation  was  dispelled,  the  dawn  of  better  days  arose,  hope 
was  enkindled  when  I  became  conscious  of  making  real  progress 
in  primary  studies,  and  as  I  continued  to  advance  the  school 
proved  an  additional  stimulus  until  my  life  of  imprisonment  be- 
came one  of  freedom ;  though  my  body  was  immured  my  mind 
flew  to  farthest  regions  and  found  fellowship  with  the  world- 
Sometimes  I  seem  to  be  entirely  satisfied,  and  desire  no  other 
heaven  than  the  new  found  fountains  of  joy."  Let  us  educate. 
'•  The  importance  and  power  of  Religious  Forces  in  Prisons," 
forms  the  topic  for  a  paper  to  be  read  before  this  Congress,  there- 
fore, I  will  not  write  upon  it  except  to  state,  viz. :  Religion,  as  the 
term  is  popularly  understood,  fills  a  place   and  is  an   indispensable 
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element  of  a  reformatory  system,  but  does  not  constitute  the  whole 
of  it,  as  some  would  have  us  believe.  It  is  possible  for  one  to  be 
a  good  citizen  without  being  «  religious,"  and  it  may  be  possible 
for  a  criminal  to  live  correctly  without  observing  ordinary  religious 
forms  of  worship;  but  it  is  not  possible  for  radically  wrong  char- 
acter to  be  renovated,  renewed,  rendered  right  without  eonnectin*' 
the  thoughts  and  the  affections  with  C4od,  the  good  Father  of  us 
all. 

The  religious  faculties,  however,  are  not  always  the  the  first  to 
feel  the  influence  of  Christian  culture,  though  they  frequently  pre- 
sent the  first  observable  evidence  of  improvement.  A  quadruped 
cannot  respond  to  religious  influences,  nor  can  a  biped,  unless  his 
intellect  is  stirred  to  see  and  his  affections  trained  to  feel  the  effect 
of  self-sacrificing  love;  there  is  such  a  thing  as  "casting  pearls 
before  swine,  giving  that  which  is  holy  to  the  dogs."  Christianity 
cares  for  the  body,  that  temple  of  the  soul,  and  it  is  a  Christian 
work  to  feed,  clothe  and  refine  it.  Christianity  cares  for  the  mind, 
the  media  of  the  soul ;  to  cultivate  it  is  also  Christian.  Christian- 
ity-is more  than  a  system  of  religion  ;  it  is  before  it,  beneath  it, 
above  it,  religion  is  included  in  it. 

The  ideal  of  a  true  prison  system,  in  the  great  scope  of  its  in- 
fluence, in  the  spirit  and  principles  upon  which  it  is  based,  in  its 
grand  two-fold  aim,  in  its  plan  of  organization,  of  legislation  and 
in  the  particulars  of  its  administration,  in  the  Christian  ideal  in  all 
the  breadth  and  blessedness  of  that  term. 

Let  us  then  who  live  under  this  light  in  these  latter  days,  lend 
our  influence  and  our  aid  to  plant  such  a  system,  not  only  in  a 
State,  but  in  every  State,  and  throughout  the  world,  being  assured 
that  when  we  have  found  the  "  philosophy  of  the  plan  of  salva- 
tion "  for  the  feeble  and  fallen  of  fellow  creatures,  we  shall  have 
found  God's  plan  for  saving  the  race  and  may  feel  the  force  of  the 
words,  "  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  the  least  of  these  my 
brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

Sir  John  Browning,  in  a  lucid  outline  of  the  objects  of  prisons, 
represents  them  as  sustaining  a  relation  to  the  criminal  similar  to 
the  hospital  to  the  physician.  The  infirmary  and  jail  have  their 
regulations  for  some  good  result.  A  physician  who  does  not 
understand  how  to  apply  remedies  for  disease  is  like  a  prison  officer 
who  does  not  understand  how  to  remedy  the  tendency  to  crime. 
The  prison  officer  must  appreciate  man  as  assigned  by  his  Maker, 
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to  be  a  moral,  social,  intelligent  and  accountable  being,  and  that 
the  greatest  criminal  has  had  a  common  price  paid  for  his  redemp- 
tion, and  to  reach  this  desirable  end  is  a  noble  object  in  the  work 
and  designs  of  the  State. 

1  have  visited  the  prisons  North  and  South  and  am  pleased  that 
I  can  speak  well  of  the  good  influence  of  their  officers  upon  the 
prisoners,  and  of  the  appliances  used  for  their  instruction  and  refor- 
mation. Many  of  the  inmates  of  these  prisons  will  leave  much 
better  men  than  they  entered  them.  Their  libraries  have  been  of 
great  service  to  them  and  many  have  made  good  proficiency  in  the 
elementary  branches  of  a  common  practical  education.  But  the 
moral  instructors  of  these  prisons  can  speak  for  themselves. 

STATE  PRISON,  NORTH. 

Northern  State's  Prison,  Nov.  15, 1870. 
B.  C.  HoBBS,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction : 

My  Dear  JPnewc?.'— During  the  time  I  have  been  Moral  Instructor 
here,  there  have  been  entered  as  convicts,  540.  Of  these  about 
twenty  v/ere,  on  reception,  adepts  in  some  of  the  educated  arts 
or  professions,  or  experts  in  penmanship,  and  gave  evidence  of  good 
mental  discipline. 

Sixty  could  not  read  when  they  came  here. 

Seventy  could  not  write;  and  many  who  could  but  sign  their 
names,  had  no  knowledge  of  Arithmetic,  Geography,  American 
History  or  English  Grammar.  The  younger  men  were  uneducated 
in  every  thing  but  vice.  This  is  true  of  three-fourths  of  all  whose 
history  I  have  learned.  They  either  had  no  homes  or  bad  home 
surroundings. 

I  have  spent  a  portion  of  the  appropriation  made  at  last  session 
of  Legislature,  for  elementary  school  books,  such  as  Primers, 
Spellers,  Arithmetics,  Geographies,  &c. 

All  who  tried,  improved  in  the  knowledge  of  the  arts  required 
by  law  to  be  taught.  As  far  as  consistent  with  daily  work  they 
have  been  kept  to  regular  lessons  on  secular  days  during  the  sum- 
mer. I  have  given  them  instruction  in  all  these  arts  in  classes, 
from  six  o'clock  until  dark,  as  best  I  could  in  the  cell  house.  About 
thirty  have  learned  to  read;  twenty-six  have  learned  to  write; 
forty-four  to  use  the  arithmetic ;  a  few  were  too  stupid  or  too  stub- 
born to  learn  even  the  alphabet 
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On  the  Sabbath  there  is  a  school  for  all  who  choo?e  to  attend, 
commencing  in  the  chapel  at  half  past  eight  o'clock,  and  in  this  I 
am  assisted  by  W.  C.  Smith,  W.  Ford,  J.  Johnson,  J.  Dawson,  J. 
Orr,  W.  Moon  and  J.  R.  Thornton. 

We  use  the  National  Sunday  School  Teacher,  with  lesson 
leaves.  To  this  I  have  added  a  volunteer  prayer  meeting,  in  which 
the  convicts  engage  in  prayer  and  religious  conversation.  I  will 
close  by  farther  saying  that  I  have  taken  care  to  have  tliem  learn 
to  read  the  New  Testament.  And  in  this  I  know  I  have  my 
greatest  success,  even  in  the  question  of  education.  And  here  is 
our  boast,  for  I  do  think  there  is  not  a  congregation  of  the  same 
number  of  persons  in  the  State,  where  the  whole  number  of  wor- 
shippers have  read  the  Bible  as  much  as  my  people  have  the  past 
year.

SOUTHERN  PRISON. 

Prof.  B.  C.  HoBBS, 

My  Dear  Friend: — Of  the  three  hundred  and  seventy  inmates 
in  this  prison  about  one  hundred  can  neither  read  or  write;  thirty 
read  and  not  write;  tv^o  hundred  and  forty  read  and  write. 

Of  the  number  who  read  and  write^  none  are  good  scholars. 
Thirty-five  might  analyse  a  sentence  in  Grammar,  and  perhaps 
sixty  can  cypher  to  the  Rule  of  Three.  Very  few  know  anything 
of  general  Geography. 

As  to  the  moral  condition  of  the  inmates   I  cannot  of  course 

furnish  very  definite   statistics,  but  can  bear  witness  to  a  marked 

improvement  in  thia  respect,  in   a  large  proportion   of  the   whole 

number;  there  have  been  not  a  few  sound  conversions,  which  have 

been  evidenced  by  consistent   lives,  both  while  in  the  prison,  and 

after  having  gone  out  into  society.     We  have  quite  a  number  who 

enjoy  aeligion  daily,  and  there  are  most  striking  manifestations  of 

the  Divine  presence  at  our  prayer  meetings  and  public  services  in 

the  chapel.     Yours,  truly,

TOWNSHIP  LIBRARIES. 

The  following  table  will  show  that  before  the  last  purchase  of 
books  for  Township   Libraries,  the  number  of  volumes  taken  out 
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\v:is  diminislied  to  84,957.  After  they  were  replenished  in  1867 
by  my  predecessor,  the  loans'  rose  to  126,000.  The  reading  was 
nearly  doubled.  Since  then  there  is  a  gradual  decrease  in  their 
use.  If  we  wish  these  Libraries  to  become  a  useful  educational 
appliance,  we  must  increase  the  relish  for  them  by  regular  additions. 
About  one-half  of  these  libraries  are  in  a  good  state  of  preserva- 
tion, and  well  used.  The  remaining  half  are,  some  more,  and 
others  less,  neglected.  We  need  a  more  complete  and  stringent 
law  regulating  the  responsibility  of  Trustees  in  their  preservation. 
An  appropriate  Bill  was  pending  at  last  session  of  the  Legislature, 
but  failed  to  be  called  up  for  final  action.

GERMAN    SCHOOLS. 

In  most  cases  where  German  Schools  have  been  desirable,  satis- 
factory provision  has  been  made  for  teaching  the  German  language 
in  them.  Our  German  population,  so  far  as  I  have  learned  their 
wishes,  are  well  impressed  with  the  importance  of  becoming  familiar 
with  the  English  tongue,  as  the  business  language  of  our  State  and 
Nation,  and  come  among  us  desiring  to  become  American  citizens, 
and  ultimately  to  speak  the  same  language,  and  enjoy  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  native  born  citizen*.  In  some  localities,  there 
has  been  an  apprehension  that  schools  were  to  be  taught  in  the 
German  language.  However  desirable  this  might  be  to  some,  it 
would  greatly  paralize  our  Public  School  system,  for  it  would  at 
once  introduce  two  systems  of  schools  in  all  our  cities  and  incorpo- 
rated towns,  and  the  cost  being  doubled,  the  law  would  defeat  its 
designs.     This  result  is  clearly  seen  by  all  reflecting  minds. 
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COLORED  SCHOOLS. 

In  most  counties  there  has  been  a  generous  disposition  shown 
for  the  establishment  and  support  of  colored  schools.  These  schools 
have  given  very  satisfactory  evidence  of  the  strong  desire  of  the 
colored  population,  both  of  parents  and  children,  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  thus  afforded  them.  In  some  localities,  there 
has  been  an  evident  neglect,  on  the  part  of  Trustees,  to  secure  them 
such  privileges  as  the  law  provides.  The  colored  children, — who 
are  too  few  in  numbers  to  make  a  separate  school,  and  whom  preju- 
dice excludes  from  the  white  schools,  —  are  compelled  to  grow^  up 
uneducated.  For  these  the  law  fails  adequately  to  provide.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  the  time  may  come  when  color  shall  not  disinherit 
either  the  sons  or  daughters  of  the  State,  by  denying  them  their 
constitutional  rights.  States  are  for  the  protection  of  the  weak,  as 
well  as  of  the  strong. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  SCHOOL  LAW. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  amendments  necessary  in  our  School  Law, 
need  not  affect  its  general  structure,  or  be  of  a  radical  nature. 
All  we  need  is  such  emendations  as  wMll  remove  the  friction,  and 
give  it  greater  motive  force. 

1.  An  amendment  which  will  place  qualified  Examiners  at 
the  head  of  the  county  work,  giving  their  entire  time  to  such  coun- 
ties as  have  a  given  population,  and  making  their  wages  such  as 
will  afford  them  a  competent  support. 

2.  A  general  change  in  the  time  of  Auditors,  Examiners  and 
Trustee's  Reports,  and  of  enumeration  and  apportionments,  making 
the  School  year  close  at  the  time  when  the  School  year  proper 
closes  in  cities  and  incorporated  towns, — aboiit  the  first  of  July. 

3.  To  provide  for  a  special  meeting  of  the  Commissioners,  on  the 
first  Monday  of  November,  for  settlement  with  the  Trustees,  that 
the  retiring  Trustees  may  have  their  accounts  passed  upon,  and 
their  successors  thus  have  correct  information  concerning  the  finan- 
ces of  their  respective  corporations. 

4.  A  change  in  the  Dog  Tax  Law,  such  that  cities  and  incorpo- 
rated towns  shall  be  entitled  to  an  eqitable  share  in  the  distribution 
of  surplus  tax. 

5.  A  change  in  the  law  authorizing  Township  Trustees  to  levy 
tax  for  special  school  purposes,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  on  each

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$iOO  of  taxable  property ;  and  to  authorize  Township  Trustees  to 
sell  Bonds  for  the  creation  of  funds  for  the  purpose  of  building 
Township  High  Schools,  and  other  School  buildings,  subject  to 
such  regulations  as  control  like  taxation  in  cities  and  incorporated 
towns. 

6.  To  authorize  cities  and  incorporated  towns  to  examine  Teach- 
ers for  their  Graded  Schools.  Certificates  on  such  examinations 
authorizing  Teachers  receiving  them  to  teach  only  in  the  grades 
and  places  for  which  they  are  given. 

7.  A  general  reorganization  of  our  University  system,  with  a  view 
to  a  larger  and  fuller  University  system  of  education,  in  such  way 
as  will  blend  all  our  State  Institutions,  and  make  them  parts  of  one 
system,  and  in  such  manner  as  will  look  to  a  full  and  complete 
State  University 

7.  To  make  the  certificates  given  by  the  Faculty  of  the  State 
Normal  School,  for  the  Common  School  course,  equivalent  of  a  cer- 
tificate issued  by  a  County  Examiner,  and  be  legal  authority  for 
the  holder  to  teach  throughout  the  State  ;  and  their  certificate  for  a 
full  Normal  School  course,  the  equivalent  of  a  State  Certificate 
issued  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

9.  I  would  recommend,  also,  a  rate  of  mileage  to  be  allowed  from 
the  State  Treasury,  in  favor  of  the  Teachers  of  the  different  coun- 
ties attending  the  State  Normal  School,  so  that  the  expenses  of 
Teachers  throughout  the  State  shall  be  equalized. 

10.  That  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  be  provided 
with  an  office,  as  the  law  contemplates,  by  appropriation  or  other- 
wise. 

There  are  other  emendations  that  may  be  found  proper  to  be 
made,  but  these  are  some  of  the  most  important  submitted  in  this 
Report. 

SCHOOL  ARCHITECTURE  AND  SCHOOL 
FURNITURE. 

I  have  been  able  to  procure  several  designs  of  School  buildings  to 
accompany  this  Report,  that  such  as  are  desirous  to  learn  the  at- 
tention that  has  been  given  to  School«and  College  architecture,  can 
have  samples  of  the  Taste  and  adaptation  of  design  that  may  he 
discovered  generally  in  our  College  and  Common  School  edefices. 
The  Fourth  Ward  School,  of  Indianapolis,  is  copied  ^rom  the  Lin- 
coln School,  of  Boston,  and  for  school  movements,  convenience  and

economy  of  expenditure, — for  all  purposes, — gives  the  best  satisfac- 
tion of  any  design  I  have  found  in  the  State.  The  lithograph  plate 
is  too  small,  being  made  to  a  measurement  of  25x25.  A  School 
room  for  general  purposes,  should  have  a  floor  of  not  less  than  800 
square  feet.     One  thousand  feet  would  not  be  too  large.

From  the  preceding  tabular  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  every 
State  in  the  Union,  except  Florida  and  Oregon,  has  a  special  De- 
partment for  the  general  supervision  of  its  Educational  interests. 
State  Education  is  largely  a  co-operative  work.  Our  Teachers 
draw  freelj^  on  the  Institutions  of  other  States  for  then*  best  methods 
of  instruction. 

The  Superintendents  of  the  several  States  have  their  National 
Superintendent's  Association,  for  the  comparison  of  their  views,  for 
mutual  information,  and  for  perfecting  their  knowledge  on  import- 
ant measures  in  the  interest  of  the  State.  Experience  is  a  safe  test 
for  all  our  hypotheses.  We  can  not  safely  shut  our  eyes  to  what  is 
going  on  in  other  fields  of  Educational  work.  The  many  years  of 
experiment  and  success  of  New  England,  and  of  the  Middle  States, 
have  developed  much  of  the  practical,  economical,  and  desirable,  in 
the  objects  to  be  aimed  at  in  a  State  System  of  Education.  While 
much  has  been  successfully  accomplished,  the  problem  of  Popular 
Education  remains,  to  a  great  extent,  unsolved. 

The  Academy  or  High  School,  the  College  and  the  University, 
what,  and  how  much  shall  be  taught  in  them, —  the  duties  of  the 
State  in  reference  to  compulsory  education,  —  the  desirability  and 
practicability  of  Technical  Education,  or  the  application  of  Science 
to  the  Arts  and  to  practical  business  life, — the  most  desirable 
methods  of  school  government,  embracing  the  question  of  corporal 
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punishment,  and  of  truancy  rules,  —  the  proper  qualifications  of 
Teachers,  and  how  these  qualifications  can  best  be  determined, — 
the  best  system  of  School  Inspection,  and  its  necessity  in  Counties, 
Townships,  Cities  and  incorporated  Towns, —  The  City  Graded 
School,  —  Normal  Training  Schools,  and  their  advantages  in  the 
Rural,  the  Primary  and  the  High  School,  and  how  extensively  they 
should  be  established,  and  how  liberally  supported, — the  relation  of 
the  Common  School  to  the  Academy  or  High  School,  and  of  the 
High  School  to  the  College,  in  the  courses  of  study  appropriate  to 
each,  that  all  shall  be  operating  in  the  interest  of  each  other,  —  the 
proper  and  relative  claims  of  Classical  and  Scientific  Education 
upon  the  State, —  the  duty  of  the  State  in  furnishing  University  or 
Professional  Education  adequate  to  the  demands  of  the  whole  peo- 
ple,—  the  proper  relation  of  Colleges  to  each  other  in  the  same  and 
in  different  States,  in  the  reception  or  rejection  of  each  other's  stu- 
dents, and  of  the  proper  standard  of  Education  for  appropriate 
degrees,  —  the  relation  of  the  States  to  each  other,  and  to  the  Gen- 
eral Government,  and  of  the  General  Government  to  other  Nations, 
in  the  support  of  a  Free  School  System,  and  in  furnishing  Educa- 
tional statistics — these  are  some  of  the  grave  questions  that  must 
be  studied  by  him  whom  a  State  may  choose  to  superintend  and 
conduct  its  Educational  system,  and  are  the  unsolved  questions 
growing  out  of  the  work  of  mental  culture,  the  American  people 
have  on  their  hands  as  States  and  as  a  Na1i(^!i. 

A  National  Educational  Association,  nvxc,  -  ni)  of  delegates 
from  the  several  States,  has  annual  deliberation-,  iit  ;  i:  •  f^s  designa- 
ted, on  which  occasion  many  of  the  topics  above  enumerated  are 
discussed  by  our  ablest  professional  Educators.  The  As.-ociation 
is  divided  into  sections  which,  as  a  whole,  embrace  the  entire  Edu- 
cational field. 

1.  A  Department  on  Normal  Primary  School  Training,  including 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  government  and  instruction  of  Primary 
Schools. 

2.  A  Normal  School  Department,  which  has  for  consideration  the 
objects  to  be  aimed  at  in  the  establishment  and  management  of 
Normal  Schools. 

3.  A  Collegiate  Association,  which  invites  the  Professors  of  Col- 
leges to  unite  in  counsel  upon  the  best  means  of  securing  College 
Discipline, — the  proper  standards  of  scholarship,  and  how  to  render 
them  uniform, — College  and  University  courses  of  study,  &c.,  &c. 
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4.  A  State  and  City  Superintendenfs  Association,  to  consider  such 
matters  as  are  proper  to  be  considered  in  the  establishment,  support 
and  efficient  management  of  a  State  System  of  Education,  —  the 
mutual  interests  of  the  States  to  each  other,  the  difFerencies  and 
analogies  of  their  School  Systems,  and  how  their  imperfections  can 
be  best  remedied, — the  relations  of  the  States  to  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, and  of  the  General  Government  to  the  States,  —  the  im- 
portance and  best  methods  of  securing  desirable  Statistics  for  the 
advantage  of  all,  both  as  regards  the  work  of  Education  in  our  own 
country  and  in  other  countries,  &c.  This  Association  meets  bien- 
nially in  Washington  City,  with  a  view  to  reach  advantages  by 
National  legislation,  and  in  support  of,  and  co-operation  with,  the 
National  Bureau  of  Education. 

5.  A  Technical  Department.  No  subject  is  more  important  at 
present  to  the  American  mind,  than  a  correct  comprehension  of  the 
best  means  of  applying  the  exact  Sciences  to  useful  purposes.  Min- 
ing, Agriculture,  Manufacturing,  Printing  and  the  Graphic  Arts, 
the  utilizing  of  Chemical  discoveries,  and  of  Physical  laws  in  gen- 
eral, command  an  interest  which  gives  rise  to  Industrial  Schools 
and  Agricultural  Colleges,  and  to  Polytechnic  Institntions,  and  will? 
in  time,  greatly  modify  our  systems  of  learning. 

I  have  conceived  it  my  duty  to  devote  a  portion  of  my  time  to 
these  meetings,  prompted  by  a  desire  for  greater  efficiency  in  the 
discharge  of  my  official  duty. 
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COUNTY  VISITING. 

I  have  visited  eighty,  out  of  the  ninety-two  counties  in  the  State. 
I  have  held  interviews  with  Examiners,  Auditors  and  Trustees,  and 
have  found  them,  with  very  few  exceptions,  men  who  esteem  Edu- 
cation to  be  a  subject  that  rises  in  importance  above  all  partizan 
considerations.  I  have  been  received  with  courtesy,  and  been  list- 
ened to  attentively.  A  deep  interest  pervades  the  minds  of  our 
people.  In  many  counties  they  need  efficient  minds  to  lead  and 
develope  an  educational  system  for  the  benefit  alike  of  Trustees, 
Directors,  Teachers  and  pupils.  There  is  a  general  desire  to  ascer- 
tain the  true  valuation  of  Teachers'  wages,  to  reach  a  higher  stand- 
ard of  excellence  iji  the  Schools  of  the  State,  and  to  extend  their 
time  to  at  least  seven  months  in  the  year,  in  the  rural  districts.  This 
is  readily  done  by  a  levy  of  tuition  tax.  Trustees  inform  me  that^ 
where  such  levies  have  been  made,  the  pe#ple  cheerfully  acquiesce, 
and  the  results  have  been  uniformly  gratifying. 

I  much  desire  to  complete  my  county  visiting  before  my  term 
expires.  The  extra  session  of  last  Legislature  diminished  my  time 
for  field  work  near  three  months.  The  onerous  service  of  county 
visiting,  the  pressure  of  correspondence  and  office  work,  and  the 
demands  of  County  Institutes,  affords  a  constant  incentive  to  active 
labor,  the  amount  of  which  is  measured  by  the  ability  to  perform 
it.  Indeed,  the  demand  for  work  can  only  be  satisfied  by  the  pow- 
ers of  ubiquity.  If  the  wishes  of  all  have  not  been  gratified,  I 
have  the  satisfaction  to  feel  that  I  have  devoted  what  ability  I  have 
possessed  to  the  good  of  the  State,  in  the  faithful  discharge  of  my 
varied  duties,  and  as  fully  as  the  time  at  my  disposal  would  permit.

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STATE  SUPERINTENDENCY. 

From  the  preceding  table  made  from  statistics  of  the  National 
Bureau  of  Education,  will  be  seen  the  comparative  expenditure  of 
the  several  States,  so  far  as  known  in  the  supervision  of  the  State 
educational  interests.  In  those  States  where  there  has  been  the 
greatest  success,  it  will  be  found  that  most  value  is  attached  to  this 
department.  California,  Connecticut,  Illinois,  Massachusetts, 
Michigan,  Minnesota,  New  'York,  Pennsylvania  and  Wisconsin 
are  in  the  advance, 

I  can  speak  of  this  subject  the  more  fully  because  there  is  so 
much  discrepancy  between  the  law  and  the  appropriations  in  sup- 
port of  the  Office  in  this  State. 

1.  The  law  provides  that  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion shall  have  an  office  furnished  him.  No  appropriation  having 
been  made  for  that  object,  he  is  under  the  necessity  of  renting  and 
furnishing  at  his  own  expense,  or  of  transcending  the  provisions  of 
the  law.  All  other  State  offices  are  furnished  by  the  State,  and 
by  special  appropriations  for  that  object. 

2.  The  law  provides  that  he  shall  be  allowed  ^1800  for  clerk 
hire,  and  appropriates  that  sum  annually.  The  General  Appropria- 
tion Bill  appropriates  but  $800. 

3.  The  law  allows  him  $750  for  office  expenses,  while  the  Ap- 
propriation Bill  gives  him  $1000,  the  allowance  made  to  the  other 
State  offices. 

4.  The  law  requires  him  to  have  printed  10,000  copies  of  his 
biennial  Report  to  the  Legislature,  and  to  disiribute  them  to  the 
several  counties  of  the  State.  He  is  instructed  to  have  printed  as 
many  copies  of  the  school  laws  as,  from  time  to  time,  he  may  deem 
the  public  good  requires.  There  has  been  no  appropriation  since  I 
took  the  office,  for  that  purpose.  I  have  been  dependent  on  the 
Secretary  of  State,  who  has  been  kind  enough  to  include  them  with 
documents  and  books  for  which  appropj'iations  have  been  made. 
This  dependence  on  other  distributions  has  necessarily  delayed, 
-several  months,  the  distribution  from  my  office  both  of  my  Report 
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and  of  the  School  Laws.  It  will  cost  about  ^300  for  the  first.  The 
latter  can  be  provided  for  in  the  General  Appropriation  Bill. 

I  am  under  special  obligations  to  the  courtesy  and  kindness  of 
many  personal  friends  for  their  generous  hospitality  while  engaged 
in  county  visits  and  assisting  in  Institute  work.  I  am  also  much 
indebted  to  the  Cleveland  Columbus  Cincinnati  &  Indianapolis, 
the  Chicago  Cincinnati  &  Louisville,  the  Cincinnati  &  Indiana- 
polis Junction,  the  Evansville  &  Crawfordsville,  the  Indianapolis 
Bloomington  &  Western,  the  Indianapolis  Peru  &  .Chicago,  the 
Indianapolis  &  Vincennes,  the  Louisville  &  Indianapolis,  the 
Louisville  New  Albany  &  Chicago,  the  Pittsburgh  Cincinnati  & 
St.  Louis,  and  the  Terre  Haute  &  Indianapolis  Railroads  for  their 
generous  courtesy  in  extending  me  the  freedom  of  their  convey- 
ance. They  have  put  it  in  my  power  to  do  much  unofficial  educa- 
tional work  that  otherwise  would  necessarily  have  been  declined. 

I  am  also  under  great  obligations  to  the  County  Examiners, 
with  but  one  exception,  not  only  for  their  gentlemanly  and  courte- 
ous official  correspondence,  but  for  their  kindness  to  me  personally 
while  engaged  in  my  county  visitations  and  in  attendance  at 
County  Institutes. 

WhUe,  by  the  popular  will,  my  official  service  is  made  to  expire 
before  the  multiplied  and  various  educational  interests  of  the  State 
can  be  adequately  learned  and  without  the  opportunity  to  do  that 
full  work  which  is  based  on  experience  and  accurate  knowledge,  I 
have  felt  the  service  which  the  State  has  assigned  me  as  interest- 
ing as  it  is  important. 

No  man  with  a  patriot's  heart  can  go  from  county  to  county 
throughout  this  Sovereign  State,  and  see  its  congregated  children 
eagerly  learning  the  useful,  beautiful  and  true,  under  the  kind  in- 
struction of  gentlemen  and  ladies  who  make  their  welfare  the 
burden  of  their  most  cherished  desire  as  they  train  them  not  only 
to  be  good  and  useful  citizens,  but  for  another  and  higher  life,  with- 
out pleasing  anticipations  of  the  future  of  his  country.  My  last 
two  years  work  is  filled  with  incidents  that  call  up  pleasing  remi- 
niscences. Our  State  has  much  to  do  that  her  free  schools  may 
be  what  we  ought  to  desire  ;  but  it  is  highly  satisfactory  to  know 
that  her  progress  is  rapidly  upward  and  onward.  By  judicious 
legislation  and  a  wise  administration  of  our  educational  interests, 
I  see  no  reason  why  Indiana  should  be  secohd  to  any  other  of  her 
ister   States. 
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May  the  wisdom  of  Him,  without  whose  bleBsing  there  can  be 
no  national  proeperity,  guide  your  councils  while  framing  statutes 
that  are  to  mould  the  minds  and  hearts  of  those  who  are  the  hope 
both  of  the  Church  and  of  the  State.

A  more  interesting  Insti- 
tute has  never  been  held  in  Tippecanoe  county.  The  usual  res- 
olutions were  passed,  and  a  move  made  toward  the  organization 
of  a  Teachers'  Union. 

The  Lagrange  County  Institute  was  pronounced  a  success. 
Two  interesting  lectures  were  delivered  by  President  Robinson,  of 
Ft.  Wayne. 

The  Secretary  says,  in  behalf  of  the  teachers  of  the  county, 
they  would  be  glad  to  see  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, as  they  claim  not  to  be  out  of  his  jurisdiction. 

The  Hendricks  County  Institute  was  held  during  the  week  be- 
ginning September  5,  1870.  The  exercises  of  the  session  were 
conducted  by  the  teachers  of  the  county.  The  teachers  were  aU 
satisfied  with  the  work,  and  expressed  a  preference  to  do  their  own 
work.  Mr.  Ains worth,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  State  Re- 
form School,  delivered  a  lecture  at  night.  Lectures  on  theory  and 
practice,  and  essays  by  the  teachers,  during  the  session.  Enroll- 
ment 90,  average  attendance  over  70.  An  educational  column  is 
conducted  in  our  county  paper.  A.  J.  J. 

We  learn  from  P.  A.  Berry,  Examiner  for  Cass  county,  that 
their  Institute  was  a  very  interesting  and  profitable  one.  The 
enrollment  was  78.  The  most  of  the  work  was  done  by  home 
talent.  "  The  teachers  seemed  to  feel  that  the  Institute  was  theirs 
and  worked  for  its  success." 

We  leajn  from  the  Columbia  City  Post  that  the  Whitley  County 
Teachers'  Institute  enrolled  over  one  hundred.  It  is  reported  "  a 
success  in  every  particular."  Four  evening  entertainments  were 
given.     Among  other  resolutions  the  foUov^'ing  were  passed : 

Resolved^  That  we  request  our  Representative  in  the  Legisla- 
ture to  use  his  influence  in  favor  of  an  increase  of  revenue  for 
school  tuition. 

Resoh^ed,  That  the  use  of  tobacco  is  immoral,  and  that  teachers 
should  prohibit  the  use  of  the  article  in  their  schools. 

Another  resolution  was  passed,  very  strongly  regretting  the  ne- 
cessity that  compelled  the  resignation  of  the  Examiner,  I.  B.  Mc- 
Donald. Professor  A.  J.  Douglas  was  recommended  as  his  suc- 
cessor.
